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PREFACE. 



Philosophers of all ages have deplored the inefficiency of 
t^stems of Ethics, however pure, to reform and regulate soci- 
ety. And while their own hearts have struggled against 
their precepts, they Jiave buried the last hope of essentially 
benefitting their race, by witnessing how powerless all their 
demonstrations of duty and right fell upon the multitude. 

What heathen or Christian philosophy never could acconii* 
plish, God proposes to do by his word. 

The Bible, as a Revelation from God, and the ' Bibli 

ONLY, CAN restore MAN, AND REBUILD THE RUIK8 OF HIS FALL. 

To this end it is expressly and perfectly adapted. " The 
law of the Lord is perfect, converting the soul." The 
Gospel of Christ is wisdom and power. 

It may not be unprofitable to bestow a few thoughts on the 
perfect adaptation of this instrumentality to its purpose, the 
recovery of the world to holiness and God ; and the manner 
in which it should be employed to promote that object. 

When the word of God challenges for itself perfection, it 
must by no means be limited in our minds to a freedom from 
inculcating errors in sentiment, or immoralities in practice. 
The moral code of Plato or Seneca might be as pure as that 
of the gospel, and yet be perfectly powerless in reclaiming 
men. Truth from their lips is truth ; but it is the production 
of the statuary ; fair in its proportions, comely in its features, 
the combination of all beauties in its design, and adorned 
with every grace ; yet cold, motionless, lifeless — a statue of 
stone. In the Bible, it is the production of the great Archi- 
tect of the universe, who breathes upon a fabric of clay, and 
it becomes a living soul. It is vivified by the tame divine 
inspiration which clothed the universe with life. 
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IV PREFACE. 

The foundation of its power is laid in the character 
WHICH IT GIVES TO GoD ; reflecting, as in a mirror, the image 
of the only, being in the universe, to whom our consciences 
or judgments, unbiassed by prejudice, would allow us to 
ascribe perfection. Every conceivable attribute is predicated 
of him which enlightened reason approves, and in just those 
proportions, which are essential to the highest excellence of 
the whole. God is just ; yet justice with him is not a naked, 
heartless demand for right ; for God is merciful. And mercy 
is' not a weak and sickly indiscriminate act of oblivion for all 
offences, and complacency towards all offenders, irrespective 
of character; for he is just. " God is love ; " bat love con- 
trolled by that discriminating holiness which cannot behold 
iniquity, and sanctioned by that indignation at sin which 
renders him a flame of fire to the incorrigible transgressor, 
and declares '^ if he turn not, He will whet his glittering 
sword." Not a principle is wanting to constitute Him worthy 
of perfect trust ; not a passion ascribed to Him which can de- 
tract from his moral excellence. 

Thus He becomes at once the center of attraction for all 
beings in his intelligent creation, which are ' controlled by the 
same law of love, and the center of repulsion for all others. 
His perfections are held up as so many brilliant elementary 
colors, which are beautiful in themselves — glorious in com- 
bination as the bow of promise — but which only become the 
" light of the world," when blended intimately and in their 
due proportions, communicating life, and becoming the infal- 
lible medium of clear and accurate perception of moral objects 
and relations. Let but one elementary ray be wanting, and 
every object upon which the beam shall fall will be distorted 
and discolored. Let but. one perfection be abstracted from the 
character of God, and he is no longer God. Power is not 
God, or knowledge, or wisdom, or justice, or benevolence; but 
all his perfections, perfectly and harmoniously united in one^ 
constitute the character which demands our homage. 

Upon this foundation is built a perfect corresponding system 
of precepts and prohibitions. The keenest scrutiny of carp- 
ing skeptics can find no point at which its moral code is not 
impregnable. They dare not assail one of its provisions. 
They dare not hazard the imputation of ignorance or selfish- 
ness by calling in question one of its principles. 
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The perfection of its code is also seen in its oompIiETekess. 
There is nothing defective, no point of duty which is not 
covered, no emergency, amid all the infinite vicissitudes of 
life, unprovided for; there is nothing superfluous — ^ no rule 
which could be spared without leaving a deficit. . And withal, 
so simpfe, summed up in ten simple statutes, which may be 
written on a single page, instead of filling cumbrous folios ; 
and yet so universal in its extent and application — requiring 
no revision, no legislative councils to repeal and reenact, suit* 
ed to all climes, ail ages, all classes and conditions of men, 
and forming by common consent the common law of all 
nations who become acquainted with its principles. It stands 
before us as a mirror, reflecting back the perfect image of him 
whose character it portrays, and from whose inspiration it 
was given. 

We may also notice the perfection of Revelation in its de- 
velopment of human character, and adaptation to it* It 
addresses itself to the work of recovering man to God, by 
illuminating his darkness, and sanctifying his corruption. To 
this end, it developes the whole depravity of his character. 
It searches every recess of the heart, "deceitful above all 
things and desperately wicked." It holds up the malignity 
of his guilt in all its darkness, conscious of its ability to ad- 
minister a healing balm to every wound. It speaks to man, 
not as a pure intellect, but as Sl moral being, lapsed and fallen, 
but capable of hearing and appreciating argument and motive. 
It speaks to him not merely to please or startle with new 
and wonderful views of God, or to instruct his understanding; 
but to lay its hand upon his raging passions — to regenerate his 
principles — to dethrone his chosen divinities, and subdue the 
whole soul to God. 

To give it such resistless energy, it is invested with a per- 
fect SAi^cf ION. Not an inducement to obedience, which the 
universe affords, is wanting — not an appeal omitted. Heaven, 
eafth, and hell are exhausted of all that is lovely to inspire, 
and all that is fearful 'to awe — all that is winning to allure. 
Not an emotion, not a sensibility of human nature, remains 
unaddressed or unsolicited to contribute its influence to sub- 
due the reigning power of sin. " I have loved top, saith the 
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Lord," is his valedictory to the ungrateful Jews by Malachi. 
And the next exhibition of himself is a glorious appeal, in 
which he commends his love to us by giving his Son to die 
for us, while we were yet sinners. And the same sentiment 
again breaks forth from the lips of the disciple, who leaned up» 
on the bosom of Jesus, — " God is love." 

It is delightful also to contemplate its perfect adaptatimt to 
the wants of man. What necessity of his nature is there 
which it does not reach ? what sorrow that it does not as* 
suage? what bereavement for which it does not a thousand fold 
compensate? what trial for which it does not prepare? what doubt 
which it does not solve ? It walks at ease in palaces and kingly 
courts; sanctifies the halls and saloons of the rich ; adds heaven* 
ly luster to the polished and refined ; gives full and divine em- 
ployment to wealth and learning and talent; and yet in the 
unobserved and retired walks of life, comes home with pecul- 
iar excellence. It doubles every joy in prosperity, and takes 
the sting from adversity. It folds in its embrace the poor and 
friendless, and takes the beggar from his extremity of misery 
to the bosom of ^ eternal love. It speaks in tones of thunder 
find a glare of lightning to the secure in sin, and puts a cup 
into the hand of Omnipotent wrath, the dregs of which are 
to be wrung out for all the wicked of the earth. When at- 
tention is arrested and agonizing fears excited, it opens anoth- 
er seal, and the debasing turpitude of sin is beheld in such 
monstrous shape, that even personal danger is forgotten in con- 
templating its odiousness and guilt. When overwhelmed 
with conviction, and ready to gink self-condemned into a 
hopeless abyss of well-earned misery, Jesus of Nazareth, the 
Lamb of God appears, proclaiming the acceptable year of the 
Lord, ready to bind up the broken hearted, and cover the de- 
fenceless with his robes of love. He smiles upon the first 
symptom of relenting, and fans the kindling flame of peni- 
tence, and presses the penitent in his embrace with assurance 
of forgiveness. Evermore it walks by his side -^ is a glory 
before him and a cloud behind ; and when flesh and heart 
feil him, it is the strength of his heart and his portion forever. 

Here is the foundation of its living energy, when compared 
with systems of ethics. While they condemn the follies of 
men, they bring so imperfect a substitute, and enforce their 
principles with so feeble inducements, thai it is not wonderful, 
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under their instructions, men should apprpye the better but 
pursue the worse^ They graft the fig upon a thistle, and look 
for grapes upon the thorn. The gospel calls upon men to 
relinquish a minor for an infinitely superior good, and en- 
forces the call by considerations the most solemn and impres- 
sive the universe can furnish. 

These inducements, set home by the eternal Spiritj are to 
dissolve the flinty heart, having slain its enmity by the cross 
— to mortify the pride of life — to crush the whole array of 
organized hostility to God, and overturn and overturn^ till he 
whose right it is shall reign king of nations* 

Spirit of all Grace ! descend upon us — baptize the church 
with thy vivifying influences. Enter into this body, created 
by thine own inspiration, and give it resistless energy* 

There is yet another aspect in which it is important not 
only to contemplate, but to study the Bible as a perfect reve- 
lation, namely, the relative fulness, with which it treats 
the various departments of religious instruction. It may un- 
doubtedly be regarded as a perfect transcript of the mind of 
God, in regard to the proportions in which divine truth should 
be mingled in the public and private instructions of religion^ 

Laying aside those portions which relate to the civil poli- 
cy of the theocracy, and that succession of historical records 
which are serviceable mainly in substantiating its divinity, and 
illustrating its changeless moral principles, it ixiay safely be 
adopted as a measure of the importance which every Christian 
teacher should attach to its various parts, and the fulness and 
frequency with which they should be discussed. This will 
not be measured by the abstract or relative importance of 
the topics merely, but by the nature of the topic^ It may 
be as important to believe in the Divinity of Christ as to 
repent of sin. But while the former is simply declared and 
incidentally alluded to, the latter forms the burthen of their 
cry, and is urged in every variety of form and enforced by 
every variety of motive. 

There is a natural reason for this. The declaration which 
requires belief is addressed to the understanding ; and if the 
argument is conclusive, conviction is produced, which will be 
abiding; but the argument which calls for repentance is ad-^ 
dressed to the heart, whose impressions are evanescent as the 
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morning dew. The belief, once established, remains, till 
counteracted by opposing testimony ; but the eonvittion of 
duty vanishes, and must often be renewed and enforced by 
every variety of illustration. Such is the tenor of the Scrip- 
tures. Duty, instead of being crowded into an inference, is 
made a theme, frequently, cogently discussed and enforced ,' 
while abstract truths once inculcated are seldom reviewed, 
unless disturbed by false teachers. Who can estimate the 
amount of Moral power withdrawn from the Christian Sanc- 
tuary, by a perpetual repetition of truths, uniformly believed, 
almost to the exclusion of duties as uniformly neglected ? ' 
Who can tell how much of modern speculation and polemics, 
and tenacious, rigid adherence to certain forms of discipline 
would be avoided, if the sword of the spirit bore the same 
ethereal temper in our hands, as in the hands of Paul ? 'What 
a paralysis would fall upon all the business of life, if every 
agent, to whom was committed the accomplishment of impor- 
tant works, should call his men together at every returning 
sun to hear a lecture demonstrating that it is the sun ; that 
the sun is the fountain of light, and that light is the medium 
of vision ; and therefore we must work while the day 
lasts ! 

If controversy were limited to as few topics, and engrossed 
as small a portion of thought and feeling and effort as it did 
with James and John, when the Savior had Instructed them 
to fellowship those who followed not with them — what 
mighty energy would be imparted to the united ministry of 
Christ ! 

It is worthy of observation in this connexion, how com- 
pletely the code of moral instruction in the New Testament 
is disencumbered of a ponderous ritual. Every external ob- 
servance, connected with the New Dispensation, is so slightly 
developed, as to be in many respects debatable. We recog- 
nise the duty of Baptism distinctly enjoined, but the mode 
and circumstances are left quite out of sight. A public pro- 
fession of faith in Christ is constantly insisted upon, but to 
what extent that profession shall reach — how minute shall 
be the detail of its articles, in what form the Christian commu- 
nity shall be organized, is left in so much uncertainty, that 
we can hardly gather from the word of God the outlin«5 of a 
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church organizatian. Yet, strange at it may be regarded, 
the uncertainty which hangs over these points, arising from 
the indifference of inspired n^ien, is allowed to be the occasion 
of perpetual internal dissensions and divisions in the church, 
to engross their time, their labor, and their feelings ; and to 
circumscribe their sympathies. It should be written in tears 
and pondered in anguish, that multitudes of Christian tench" 
ers, otherwise qualified for eminent usefulness, are, mind and 
soul, absorbed in defending points, which the Savior, and the 
Holy Ohost, and inspired Apostles thought it unworfby of 
their attention, or subversive of their purpose, to define. 

Nothing, but the emancipation of Christianity from the 
innumerable cords with which men have attempted to bind 
its Catholic Spirit, can secure its universal prevalence and 
triumph. ' 

In the following pages, an attempt is made to present divine 
truth in its due proportions. Numerous difficulties embarrass 
the execution of such a plan, and the author is aware that it is 
imperfectly done. A sufficient approximation, however, is 
made to surprise the Careful student at the comparative fulness 
of different topics, when exhibited in the symmetry which 
they bear as coming from the mind of the Spirit. And if his 
labors result in directing the minds of religious teachers to the 
symmetry of the temple^ which they are building for God, 
instead of throwing in their precious stones promiscuously, 
without regard to order or design, he will feel himself abun- 
dantly rewarded. 

It will not be understood to be the object of this work to 
present a digcst of religious truth and duty. It is intended 
to bring into contiguity those passages which require exami- 
nation and comparison, in order that one may form a well- 
digested opinion of the relation which they sustain to one 
another ; and of their bearing upon a given topic. It is not to 
forestall, or preclude examination. Judgment is not pro- 
nounced ; but the witnesses are gathered, and their affidavits 
filed. Some of them may say little or nothing directly to the 
purpose, and yet an indirect allusion may be as important, in 
many cases, as direct assertion. Of the relevancy, however, 
of every passage, the examiner must make himself the judge ; 
and allow to each whatever weight he deems proper, and 
make up his verdict upon the united testimony of the whole. 
b 
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Suph a comparison is essential to the complete discharge of 
a minister's duty, — that these lively oracles may be fully 
developed in the sanctuary; wd these fountains of living 
water may flow more abundantly to fertilize the field com- 
mitted to his care, — that every important truth maybe found, 
fortified by the concurrent testimony of many witnesses; 
every duty clearly exhibited and enforced by multiplied in- 
ducements ; every sin surrounded with flaming swords point- 
ing in every direction, and every act of obedience encouraged 
by unbounded and gracious promises. That the minister may 
be admonished how to lay out his strength to promote those 
objects which God deems important, and warned from swell- 
ing beyond proper limits those which he has lightly esteem- 
ed, — and that he may be preserved from a distorted vision of 
truth by contemplating its partial development in disconnected 
passages. 

Such a comparison, however, no minister, amid the multi- 
plied cares and labors of the pastoral office, can carefully make. 

The utility of a work of this kind need not be limited to 
the ministry. It aflbrds facilities for communicating a practi- 
cal knowledge of the Scriptures in the Sabbath school and 
Biblical class, which can be obtained in no other way. To 
adapt it to this purpose, and also to family worship, or private 
meditation, when the Sections are too long for a lesson or 
family reading, they are divided into paragraphs, adapted to 
that object. By this arrangement the attention of the class, 
or of the family, will be directed to one single topic, and a 
deeper impression will be made upon the mind. 

It also presents suitable instructions for every state of re- 
ligious feeling, from the awakened sinner, to the Christian, 
sanctified and " ready to be oflered." 

This collection has been prepared without much aid from 
the concordance, or any similar work. It is made out by^a 
consecutive reading of the Holy Scriptures, from beginning to 
end ; a labor which has brought the compiler into intimate 
and long continued contact with the Bible, and convicted 
him of having formerly deprived himself of untold consola- 
tion, and spiritual advancement, by neglecting, or lightly 
studying, the word of God. And he would close hisjabors 
by an affectionate, but most earnest exhortation to all who 
have a soul to save, '' Search the Scbiptu&es;" search dili- 
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gently, prayerfully, earnestly, as for hid treasure. In them is 
light and life, strength, wisdom, — all you need. 

May the Spirit of Inspiration accept this feeble effort to 
manifest his glory and promote his cause !

Wherefore the Lord brought up- 
on them the captains of the host of 
the king of Assyria, which took 
Manasseh among the thorns, and 
bound him with fetters, and carried 
him to Babylon. And when he was 
in aiHiction, he besought the Lord 
his God, and humbled himself 
greatly before the God of his fa- 
thers, and prayed unto him: and he 
was intreated of him, and heard 
his supplication, and brought him 
again to Jerusalem into his king- 
dom. Then Manasseh knew that 
the Lord he was God. 

Ps. 9: 16. The Lord is known 
by the judgments which he execu- 
teth.

thing, seeing he giveth to all life, 
and breath, and all things: and hath 
made of one blood all nations of 
men for to dwell on all the face of 
the earth, and hath determined the 
times before appointed, and the 
bounds of their habitation ; that 
they should seek the Lord, if 
haply they might feel after him, and 



find him, though he be not far from 
every one of us ; for in him we live, 
and move, and have our l)cing ; as 
certain also of your own poets have 
said, 

« For we are also his offsipring." 

Forasmuch then as we are the off- 
spring of God, we ought not to think 
that the Godhead is Uke unto gold, 
or silver, or stone, graven by art and 
man's device. .

Wherefore I poured my fury upon 
them for the blood that they had 
shed upon the land, and for their 
idols tokerewith they had polluted 
it. And I scattered them among 
the heathen, and they were dis- 
persed through the countries : ac- 
cording to their way and according 
to their doings I judged them. — 21. 
But I had pity for mine holy name, 
which the house of Israel had pro- 
faned among the heathen, whither 
they went. Therefore say unto the 
house of Israel, thus saith the Lord 
God ; I do not this for your sakes, 

house of Israel, but for mine holy 
name's sake, which ye have pro- 
faned among the heathen, whither 
ye went. And I will sanctify my 
great name, which was profaned 
among the heathen, which ye have 
profaned in the midst of them; and 
the heathen shall know that I am the 
Lord, saith the Lord God, when 

1 shall be sanctified in you before 
their eyes. For I will take you 
from among the heathen, and gath- 
er you out of all countries, and will 
bring you into your own land. — 26. 
A new heart also will I give you, 
and a new spirit will I put within 
you : and I will take away the stony 
heart out of your flesh, and I will 
give you an heart of flesh. And I , 
will put my spirit within you, and 
cause you to walk in my statutes, i 
and ye shall keep my judjfments, | 
and do them. And ye shall dwell | 
in the land that I gave to your fa- 
thers ; and ye shall be my people, 
and I will be your God. I will also 



save you from all youruncleanness; 
and I will call for the corn, and will 
increase it, and lay no famine upon 
you. And I will multiply the fruit of 
the tree, and the increase of the field, 
that ye shall receive no more re- 
proach of famine among the hea- 
then. Then shall ye remember 
your own evil ways, and your doinij^s 
that were not good, and shall loathe 
yourselves in your own sight for 
your iniquities and for your abomi- 
nations. Not for your sakes do I 
this, saith the Lord God, be it 
known unto you : be ashamed and 
confounded for your own ways, O 
house of Israel. — 36. Then the 
heathen that are left round about 
you shall know that I the Lord 
build the ruined places, and plant 
that that was desolate: I the Lord 
have spoken it, and I will do it. 
Thus saith the Lord God ; I will 
yet for this be inquired of by the 
house of Israel, to do it for them ; 
I will increase them with men like a 
flock. 

Ps. 84: 17. The Hghteous cry, 
and the Lord heareth and deliver- 
eih them out of their troubles. The 
Lord is nigh unto them that are of 
a broken heart ; and saveth such as 
be of a contrite spirit. Many are 
the afliictions of the righteous: but 
the Lord delivereth him out of 
them all. He keepeth all his bones: 
not one of them is broken. The 
Lord redeemeth the soul of his 
servants: and none of them that 
trust in him shall be desolate. 

46: 1. God is our refuge and 
strength, a very present help in 
trouble. Therefore will not we 
fear, though the earth be removed, 
and though the mountains be car- 
ried into the midst of the sea ; 
though the waters thereof roar and 
be troubled, though the mountains 
shake with the swelling thereof. 
Selah. There is a river, the streams 
whereof shall make glad the city of 
God, the holy place of the taberna- 
cles of the Most High. God is in 
the midst of her ; she shall not be 
moved: God shall help her, and 
that right early. The heathen raged, 
the kingdoms were moved: he ut- 
tered his voice, the earth melted. 
The Lord of hosts is with us ; the 
God of Jacob is our refuge. Selah. 
Come, behold the works of the 
Lord, what desolations he hath 
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made in the earth. He roaketh 
wars to cease unto the end of the 
earth ; he breaketh the bow, and 
cutteth the spear in sunder ; he 
burneth the chariot in the iire. Be 
still, and know that I am God: I 
will be exalted ainong the heathen, 
I will be exalted in the earth. The 
Lord of hosts is with us ; the God 
of Jacob is our refuge. Selah. 

IT 62: 1. Truly my soul waiteth 
upon God: from him eometh my 
salvation. He only is my rock and 
my salvation ; he is my defence ; 
1 shall not be greatly moved, 

104:4. Who mnketh his angels 
spirits ; his ministers a flaming fire. 

V24:\. ICit had not been the Lord 
who was on our side, now may Is- 
rael say ; \fit had not been the Lord 
who was on our side, when men 
rose up against us ; then they had 
swallowed us up quick, when their 
wrath was kindled agaimst us: then 
the waters had overwhelmed us, the 
stream had gone over our soul : then 
the proud waters had gone over our 
soul. Blessed be the Lord, who 
hath not given us as a prey to their 
teeth. Our soul is escaped as a 
bird out of the snare of the fowlers: 
the snare is broken, and we are es- 
caped. Our help is in the name of 
the Lord, who made heaven and 
earth. 

13d: 5. For I know that the Lord 
is great, and that our Lord is above 
all gods. Whatsoever the Lord 
pleased, that did he in heaven, and 
in earth, in the seas, and all deep 
places. 

127: 1. Except the Lord build 
the house, they labor in vain that 
build it: except the Lord keep the 
city, the watchman waketh but in 
Tain. 

pR. 16: 1. The" preparations of 
the heart in man, and the answer of 
the tongue, is from the Lord. All 
the ways of a man are clean in his 
own eyes ; Isut the Lord weigheth 
the spirits. Commit thy works un- 
to the Lord, and thy thoughts shall 
be established. The Lord hath 
made all things for himself: yea, 
even the wicked for the day of evil. 
Every one that is proud in heart is 
an abomination to the Lord: though 
hand join in hand, he shall not be 
unpunished. — 7. When a man's 
ways pleas« the Lord^ he maketh 



even his enemies to be at peace 
with him. — 9. A man's heart de- 
viseth his way: but the Lord di- 
recteth his steps. 

is A. 25: 7. And he will destroy 
in this mountain the face of the cov- 
ering cast over all people, and the 
vail that is spread over all nations. 
He will swallow up death in victo- 
ry ; and the Lord God will wipe 
away tears from off all faces ; and 
the rebuke of his people shall he 
take away from ofl" all the earth: 
for the Lord hath spoken it. And 
it shall be said in that day, Lo, this 
is our God ; we have waited for 
him, and he will save us: this is the 
Lord ; we have waited for him, we 
will be glad and rejoice in his sal- 
vation. 

III. Striking eases of Divine protec- 
tion. 

Gen. 31 : 5. But the God of my 
father hath been with me. And ye 
know that with all my power 1 have 
served your father. And your fa- 
ther hath deceived me, and changed 
my wages ten times ; but God suffer- 
ed him not to hurt me. If he said 
thus, the speckled shall be thy wa- 
ges ; then all the cattle bare speck- 
led: and if he said thus, the ring- 
streaked sha41 be thy hire ; then 
bare all the cattle ring-streaked. 

Ex. 14: 8. And the Lort> har- 
dened the heart of Pharaoh, king of 
Egypt, and he pureued after the 
children of Israel. — 10. And when 
Pharaoh drew nigh, the children of 
Israel lifted up their eyes, and, be- 
hold, the Egyptians marched after 
them ; and they were sore afraid: 
and the children of Israel cried out 
unto the Lord. And they said unto 
Moses, because there were no graves 
in Egypt, hast thou taken us away 
to die in the wilderness.^ wherefore 
hast thou dealt thus with us, to car- 
ry us forth out of Egypt .^ — IS. 
And Moses said unto the people, 
fear ye not, stand ^till, and see the 
salvation of the Lord, which he 
will show to you to-day: for the 
Egyptians whom ye have seen 
to-day, ye shall see them again 
no more forever. The Lord shall 
fight for you, and ye shall hold your 

Seace. And the Lord said unto 
loses, wherefore criest thou unto 
me^ speak unto the children of Is- 
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rael, that they go forward: hut lift 
thou up thy rod, and stretch out 
thine hand over the sea, and divide 
it: and the children of Urael shall 
go on dry ground through the midst 
of the sea. — '21. And Moses stretch- 
ed out his hand over the sea ; and 
the Lord caused the sea to go back 
fey a strong east wind all that night, 
and made the sea dry land, and the 
waters were divided. And the child- 
ren of Israel went into the midst of 
the sea upofi the dry ground: and 
the waters were a wall unto them on 
their right hand, and on their left. 
And the Egyptians pursued, and 
went in after them to the midst of 
the sea, even all Pharaoh's horses, 
his chariots, and his horsemen. — 
26. And the Lord said unto Moses, 
stretch out thine hand over the sea, 
that the waters may come again upon 
the Egyptians, upon their chariots, 
and upon their horsemen. And Mo- 
ses stretched forth his hand over 
the sea, and the sea returned to his 
strength when the morning appear- 
ed: and the Egyptians fled against 
it ; and the Lord overthrew the 
Egyptians in the midst of the sea. 
And the waters returned, and cov- 
ered the chariots, and the horse- 
men, and all the host of Pharaoh 
that came into the sea after them ; 
there remained not so much as one 
of them. 

IT 1 Sam. 17: 88. And Saul armed 
David with his armor, and he put 
an helmet of bra:?s upon his head ; 
also he armed him with a coat of 
mail. And David girded hik sword 
upon his armor, and he assayed to 
go ; for he had not proved it. And 
David said unto Saul, I cannot go 
with these ; for I have not proved 
them. And David put them off him. 
And he took his staff in his hand, 
and chose him five smooth stones 
out of the brook, and put them in a 
shepherd's bag which he had, even 
in a scrip ; and his sling was in his 
hand: and he drew near to the Phil* 
istine. And the Philistine came on 
and drew near unto David ; and the 
man that bare the shield went before 
him. And when the Philistine look- 
ed about, and saw David, he dis- 
dained him: for he was but a youth, 
and ruddy, and of a fair counte- 
nance. And the Philistine said unto 
David, am I a dog, that thou comest 



to me with slaves ^ and the Philis- 
tine cursed David by his gods. — 
45. Then said David to the Philis- 
tine, thou comest to me with a sword, 
and with a spear, imd with a shield: 
but I come to thee in the name of 
the Lord of hosts, the God of the 
armies of Israel, whom thou hast 
defied. This day will the Lord de- 
liver thee into mine hand ; end I 
will smite thee, and take thine head 
from thee ^ and I wiN give the car- 
casses of the host of the Philistines 
this day unto the fowls of the air, 
and to the wild beasts of the earth ; 
that all the earth may know that 
there is a God ii> Israel. And all 
this assembly shaU know that the 
Lord savetk not wittb sword and 
spear: for the battle is the Lord's, 
and he will give you into our hands. 

23:26. And David made haste 
to get away for fear of Saul ; for 
Saul and his men compassed David 
and his men round about to take 
them. But there came a messen- 
ger unto Saul, saykng, haste thee, 
and come ; for the Philietines have 
invaded the land. 

24: 4. And the men of David 
said unto him, behold the day of 
which the Lord said unto thee. Be- 
hold, I will deliver thine enemy into 
thine hand, that thou mayest do to 
him as seemeth good unto thee. 
Then David arose, and cut off the 
skirt of Saul's robe privily. — 7. 
But Saul rose up out of the cave, 
and went on his way. David 
also arose afterward, and went out 
of the cave, and cried after Saul, 
saying, my lord the king. — 11. See, 
yea, see the skirt of thy robe in my 
hand : for in that I cut off the skirt 
of thy robe, and killed thee not, 
know thou and see that there is nei- 
ther evil nor transgression in mine 
hand, and I have not sinned against 
thee ; yet thou huntest my soul to 
take it. The Lord judge be- 
tween me and thee, and the Lord 
avenge me of thee : but mine hand 
shall not be upon thee. 

1 Kings 17: I. And Elijah the 
Tishbite, who was of the inhabitants 
of Gilead, said unto Ahab, Jls the 
Lord God of Israel liveth, befbre 
whom I stand, there shall not be 
dew nor rain these years, but ac- 
cording to my word. — 8. And 
the word of the Lord came unto 
him saying, arise, get thee to Zare- 
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phathi which belom^th to Zidon, 
and dwell there : behold, I have 
commanded a widow woman there 
to sustain thee. So he arose and 
went to Zarephath. And when he 
came to the gate of the city, behold, 
the widow woman toas there gath- 
ering of sticks: and he called to her, 
and said, fetch me, I pray thee, a 
little water in a vessel, that I may 
drink. And as she was going to 
fetch it, he called to her, and said, 
bring me, I pray thee, a morsel of 
bread in thine hand. And she said, 
Jia the Lord thy God liveth, I have 
not a cake, but an handful of meal 
in a barrel, and a little oil in a cruse : 
and, behold, I am gathering two 
sticks, that I may go in and dress it 
for me and iny son, that we may eat 
it, and die. And Elijah said unto 
her, fear not ; go and do as thou 
East said: but make me thereof a 
little cake first, and bring it unto 
me, and after make for thee and fbr 
th^ son. For thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel^ the barrel of meal 
shall not waste, neither shall the 
omse of oil fail, uptil the day tJiat 
the Lord sendeth rain upon the 
eanh. And she went and did ac- 
cording to the saying of Elijah: and 
she, and he, and her hou^e, did eat 
many days. And the barrel of meal 
wasted not, neither did the cruse of 
oil fail. 

IT Acts 5: 17. Then the high 
priest rose up, and all they that 
were with him, (which is the sect 
of the Sadducees,) and were filled 
with indignation, and laid their 
hands on the Apostles, and put 
them in the common prison. But 
the angel of the Lord by night open- 
ed the prison doors, and brought 
them forth, and said, go, stand and 
speak in the temple to the people 
all the words of this life. And when 
they heard that, they entered into 
the temple early in the morning, 
aiad taught.' But the high priest 
came, and they that were with him^ 
and called the council together, and 
all the senate of the children of I^ 
rael, and sent to the prison to have 
them brought. But when the offi- 
cers came, and found them not in 
the prison, they returned, and told, 
saying, the prison truly found we 
shut with all safety, and the keep- 
en standing without before the 
4 



doors: but when we had opetied, 
we found no man within. Ndw, 
when the high priest, and the cap- 
tain of the temple, and the chief 
Sriests, heard tnese things, they 
oubted of them whereunto this 
would grow. Then came one and 
told them, saying, behold, the men 
whom ye put in prison are standing 
in the tetnple, and teaching the peo*- 
pie. Then went the captain with 
the officers, and brought them with- 
out violence : for they feared the 
people, lest they should have beeit 
stoned. 

n. By his Spirit, 

Num. 11 : 36. And the Lord ^Rtne 
down in a cloud, and spake unto 
him, and took of the spirit that was 
upon him, and gave it (into the sev- 
enty elders: and it came to pass, 
that, when the spirit rested dpoli 
tliem, they prophesied, and did not 
cease. But there remained two «f 
the men in the camp, the name of 
the one was EFdad, and the name of 
the other Medad : and the spirit 
rested upon them ; and they were 
of them that were written, but went 
not out untc the tabernacle : and 
they prophesied in the camp. And 
there ran a young man, and told 
Moses, and said, Eldad and Medad 
do prophesy in the camp. And 
Joshua, the son of Nun, the servant 
of Moses, one of his young men, an- 
swered and said, My lord Moses, 
forbid them. And Moses said unto 
him, enviest thou for my sake ? 
would God that all the Lord's peo- 
ple were prophets, and that the 
Lord would put his spirit upon 
them! 

1 Sam. 10: 10. The spirit of the 
Lord came upon Saul, and he 
prophesied. 

Neh. 9: 80. Thou testifiedst against 
them by thy spirit in the prophets. 

EzEE. 11:5. The spirit of the 
Lord fell upon me, and said unto 
me, speak, &.c. 

Joel 2 : 28. I will pour out my 
spirit upon all flesh, and your sons 
and your daughters shall prophesy, 
your old men shall dream dreams, 
and your young men shall see vi- 
sions. And also upon the servants 
and the hand-maidens in those days 
will I pour out my spirit. 

MiCAH 9: 18. I am ftill df powei^ 
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by the spirit of the Lord, and of 
judgment^ aod of might, to declare 
unto Jacob his traosgressioiis and 
unto Israel his sins. 

Is A. 59; 19. When the enemy 
shaU come in like a flood, the spirit 
of the Lord shall lift up a standard 
against him. And the Redeemer 
shall come to Zion, and unto them 
that turn from transgression in Ja- 
cob, saith the Lord. As for me, 
this is my covenant with them, saith 
the Lord ; my spirit that i$ upon 
thee« and my words which I have 
put in thy mouth, shall not depart 
out of thy mouth, nor out of the 
mouth of thy seed, nor out of the 
mouth of thy seed's seed, saith the 
Lord, from henceforth and for- 
ever. 

63: 10. But they rebelled, and 
vexed his holy spirit : therefore he 
was turned to be their enemy, and 
hQ fought against them. Then he 
remembered the days of old, Moses, 
£Md his people, saying, where is he 
that brought them up out of the sea 
with the shepherd of his flock ? 
where is he that put his holy spirit 
within him? — 13. That led them 
through the deep, as an horse in 
the wilderness, that they should not 
stumble ? as a beast goeth down in- 
to the valley, the spirit of the Lord 
oaused him to rest: so didst thou 
lead thy people, to make thyself a 
glorious name. 

Zech. 4: 6. Not by might, nor 
by power, but by my spirit, saith 
the Lord of hosts. Who art thou, 
O great mountain ? before Zerub- 
babel thoushalt become a plain: and 
he shall bring forth the head-stone 
thereof with Bhoutingay crying, grace, 
grace unto it. 

IT 2 Pet. 1:21, Prophecy came 
not in old time by the will of man ; 
but holy men of God spake as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost*, 

Luke 12: 12. The Holy Ghost 
shall teach you, in the same hour 
what ye ought lo say. 

24: 49. Behold, I send the prom- 
ise of the Father unto you: but tar- 
ry ye in Jerusalem till ye be endued 
with power from on high. 

JoHw 14: 26. I will pray the Fa- 
ther, and he will send you another 
Comforter, even the Spirit of truth. 
He shall teach you all things, and 
bring all things to your remem- 



brance whatsoever I have said unto 
you. 

16: 8. He will reprove the world 
of sin, of righteousness, and of judg- 
ment. 

3: 5. Except a n^an be bom of 
water and of the spirit, he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of (rod. 
[See "Holy Spirit"] 

III. By the dispensations of kis 
fpord, or revelation of himself 

Gen. 12: 1. Now the Lord had 
said unto Abram, get thee out of 
thy country, and from thy kindred, 
and from thy father's house, unto a 
land that I will show thee: and I 
will make of thee a great nation, 
and I will bless thee, and make thy 
name great ; and thou shalt be a 
blessing: and I will bless them that 
bless thee, and curse him that curs- 
eth thee ; and in thee shall all fami- 
lies of the «arth be blessed. 

13: 14. And the Lord said unto 
Abram, after that Lot was separated 
from him, lift up now thine eyes, 
and look from the place where ihou 
art, northward, and southward, and 
eastward, and westward: for all the 
land which thou seest, to thee will I 
give it, and to thy seed forever. 
And I will make thy seed as the 
dust of the earth: so that if a man 
can number the dust of the earth, 
then shall thy seed also be number- 
ed. 

35: 9. And God appeared unto 
Jacob again, when he came out of 
Padan-aram, and blessed him. And 
God fiaid unto him, thy name is Ja- 
cob: thy name shall not be called 
any more Jacob, but Israel shall be 
thy name: and he called his name 
Israel. And God said unto him, I 
am God Almighty: be fruitful and 
multiply ; a nation and a company 
of nations shall be of thee, and kings 
shall come out of thy loins ; and the 
land which 1 gave Abraham and 
Isaac, to thee 1 will give it, and to 
thy seed after thee will I give the 
land. And God went up from him 
in the place where he talked with 
him. And Jacob set up a pillar. 

Ex. 6: 2. And God spake unto 
Moses, and said unto him, I am the 
Lord: and I appeared uBto Abra- 
ham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, 
by the name of God Almighty, but 
by my name JEHOVAH was I not 
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known to them. And I have also 
established my covenant with them, 
to give themi the land of Canaan, 
the land of their pilgrimage, where- 
in they were strangers. 

Deut. 7 : 6. For thou art an ho- 
ly people UQto the Lord thy God: 
the Lord thy God hath chosen thee 
to be a special people unto himself, 
above all people that are upon the 
face of the earth. The Lord did 
not set his love upon you, nor 
choose you, because ye were more 
in number than any people ; for ye 
Vfere the fewest of all people : but 
because the Lord loved you, and 
because he would keep the oath 
which he had sworn unto your fa- 
thers, hath the Lord brought you 
put with a mighty hand, and re- 
deemed you out of the house of 
bondmen, from the hand of Pharaoh, 
king of Egypt. 

IF Gen.^ 8: 17. And the Lord said, 
shall I >hide from Abraham that 
thing which I do ; seeing that Abra- 
ham shall surely become a great and 
mighty nation, and all the nations 
of the earth shall be blessed in him? 
for I know him, that he will com- 
mand his children and his household 
after him, and they shall keep the 
way of the Lord, to do justice and 
judgment ; that the Lord may bring 
upon Abrahahn that which he hath 
spoken of him. 

2$^: 15. And the angel of the Lord 
called unto Abraham out of heaven 
the second time, and said, by my- 
self have I sworn, saith the Lord, 
for because thou hast done this thing, 
and hast not withheld thy son, thine 
only son: that in blessisg I will bless 
thee, and in multiplying I will mul- 
tiply thy seed as the stars of the 
heaven, and as the sand which is 
upon the sea-shore ; and thy seed 
shall possess the gate of his ene- 
mies ; and in thy seed shall all the 
nations of the earth be blessed ; be- 
cause thou hast obeyed my voice. 

Deut. IS: 10. But when ye go 
over Jordan, and dwell in the land 
which the Lord your God giveth 
you to inherit, and wben he giveth 
you rest from all your enemies 
round about, so that ye dwell in 
safety : then there shall be a place 
which the Lord your God shall 
choose to cause his name to dwell 
there* * 



IsA. 41 : 8. But thou, Israel, art 
my servant, Jacob whom I have 
chosen, the seed of Abraham my 
friend. Thou whom 1 have taken 
fvom the ends of the earth, and call- 
ed thee from the chief men thereof^ 
and said unto thee, thou art my ser- 
vant ; 1 haye chosen thee, and not 
cast thee away. Fear thou not ; 
for I am with thee: be not dis- 
mayed ; for I am thy Grod: I will 
strengthen thee ; yea, I will help 
thee ; yea, I will uphold thee witn 
the right hand of my righteousness. 
Behold, all they that were incensed 
against thee shall be ashamed and 
confounded: they shall be as noth- 
ing ; and they that strive with thee 
shall perish. — 14. Fear not, thou 
worm Jacob, and ye men of Israel ; 
I will help thee, saith the Lord, and 
thy Redeemer, the Holy One of Is- 
rael. 

Ps. 105: 8. He hath remembered * 
his covenant forever, the word which 
he commanded to a thousand gener- 
ations. Which covenant he made 
with Abraham, and his oath unto 
Isaac ; and confirmed the same un- 
to Jacob for a law, and to Israel /or ^ 
an everlasting covenant : saying, Un- 
to thee will I give the land of Ca- 
naan, the lot of your inheritance: 
when they were hut a few men in 
number ; yea, very few, and stran- 
gers in it. When they went from 
one nation to another, from one 
kingdom to another people ; he 
suffered no man to do them wrong ; 
yea, he reproved kings for their 
sakes ; sayings Touch not mine a- 
nointed, and do my prophets no 
harm. 

33: 12. Blessed is the nation 
whose God is the Lord ; the peo- 
ple whom he hath chosen far 
his own inheritance. The Loiio 
looketh from heaven. He behold- 
eth all the sons ef men. From the 
place of his habitation he lookelh 
upon all the inhabitants of the earth. 
He fashioneth their hearts alike. 
He considereth all their works. 

IT 1 Pet. 2 : 9. But ye are a chosen 
generation, a royal Priesthood, an 
holy nation, a peculiar people, that 
ye should show forth the praises of 
him who hath called you out of 
darkness into his marvellous light. 

Jer. 31: 31. Behold, the days 
come, saith the Lord, that I will 
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tnfake a new covenant, with the 
house of Israel, and with the house 
of Judah : not according to the cov- 
enant that I made with their fathers, 
in the day that I took them by the 
band, to bring them out of the land 
of Egypt ; which ray covenant thej^ 
brake, although I was an husband 
unto them, saith the Lord : but this 
shall be the covenant that I will 
make with the bouse of Israel ; af- 
ter those days, saith the Lord, I 
will put my law in their inward 
parts, and write it in their hearts ; 
and will be their God, and theV 
shall be my people. And they shall 
teach no more every man his neigh- 
bor, and every man his brother, say- 
ing, know the Lord: for they shall 
all know me, from the least of them 
unto the greatest of them, saith the 
Lord: for I will forgive their ini- 
quity, and I will remember their sin 
no more. 

IT Mark 4: 11. And he said unto 
them, unto you it is given to know 
the mystery of the kingdom of God: 
but unto them that are without all 
these things are done in parables: 
that seeing they may see, and not 

Eerceive ; and hearing they may 
ear, and not understand ; lest at 
any time they should be converted, 
and their sins should be forgiven 
them. 

Luke 10: 21. In that hour Jesus 
rejoiced in spirit, and said, I thank 
thee, O Father^ Lord of heaven 
and earth, that tliou hast hid these 
things fVom the wise and prudent, 
and nast revealed them unto babes: 
even so. Father ; for so it seemed 
good in thy sight. 

Acts 4: 24. And when they heard 
that, they lifted up their voice to 
Ood with one accord, and said. 
Lord, thou art God, which hast 
made heaven, and earth, and the 
sea, and all that in them is ; who, 
by the mouth of thy servant David, 
hast said, why did the heathen rage, 
and the people imagine vain things.^ 
the. kings of the earth stood up, and 
the rulers were gathered together, 
against the Lord, and against his 
Christ. For of a truth against thy 
holy child Jesus, whom thou hast 
anointed, both Herod, and Pontius 
Pilate, with the Gentiles, and the 
people of Israel, were gathered to- 
gether, for to do whatsoever thy 



hand and thy counsel determined 
before to be done. And now, Lord, 
behold their threatenings ; and grant 
unto thy servants, that with all bold- 
ness they may speak thy word, by 
stretching forth thy hand to heal ; 
and that signs and wonders may be 
done by the name of thy holy child 
Jesus. And when they had prayed, 
the place was shaken where they 
were assembled together ; and they 
wero all filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and they spake the word of God 
with boldness. 

15: 15. And to this agree the 
words of the prophets ; as it is 
written, After this I will return, 
and will build again the taberna- 
cle of David, which is fallen down ; 
and I will build again the ruins 
thereof, and I will set it np: that 
the residue of men might seek after 
the Lord, and all the Gentiles, upon 
whom my name is called, saith the 
Lord v^rho doeth all these things. 
Known unto God are all his works 
from the beginning of the world. 

RoM. 8: 98. And we know that 
all things work together for good, 
to them that love God, to them who 
are the called according to his pur- 
pose. For whom he did foreknow, 
he also did predestinate to be con- 
formed to the image of his Son, that 
he might be the first-born among 
many brethren. Moreover, whom 
he did predestinate, them he also 
called ; and whom he called, them 
he also justified ; and whom he jus- 
tified, them he also glorified. What 
shall we then say to these things ? 
If God be for us, who eon be against 
us ? he that spared not his own Son, 
but delivered him up for us all, how 
shall he not with him also freely 
give us all things? Who shall lay 
any thing to the charge of God's' 
elect? it is God that justifieth. 

9: 10. And not only this; but 
when Rebecca also had conceived 
by one, even by our father Isaac, 
for the children being not yet born, 
neither having done any good or 
evil, — (that the purpose of God ac- 
cording to election might stand, not 
of works, but of bim that calleth ;) 
it was said unto her, "The elder 
shall serve the younger:" (Gen. 
25: 23.) as it is written, 

Jacob have I lored, but Esau have I hated. 

What shall we say then? is there 
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unrighteousness with God ? God for- 
bid. For he saith to Moses, " I will 
have mercy on whom I will have 
mercy, and I will have compassion 
on whom I will have compassion." 
(Ex. 38: 19.) So then, it is not of 
him that willeth, nor of him that 
runneth, but of God that showeth 
mercy. For the scripture saith unto 
Pharaoh ; " Even for this same pur- 
pose have I raised thee up, that I 
might show my power in thee, and 
that my name might be declared 
throughout all the earth." (Ex. 9: 
16.) Therefore hath he mercy on 
whom he will have mercy, and wh6m 
be will he hardeneth. Thou wilt 
say then unto me, why doth he yet 
■Qnd fault.'' for who hath resisted his 
will? Nay but, O man, who art thou 
that repliest against God ? Shall the 
thing formed say to him that formed 
it, why hast thou made me thus? 
hath not the potter power over the 
clay, of the same lump, to make one 
vessel unto honor and another unto 
dishonor? What if God, willing to 
show his wrath, and to make his 
power known, endured with much 
long-suffering the vessels of wrath 
fitted to destruction: and that he 
might make known the riches of his 
glory on the vessels of mercy, which 
he had afore prepared unto glory, 
even us, whom he hath called, not 
of the Jews only, but also of the 
Gentiles ? as he saith also in Osee, 
** I will call them my people, which 
were not my people j and her belov^ 
©d, which was not beloved." (Hos. 
«: 23.) '* And it shall come to pass, 
that in the place where it was said 
Hnto them, ye are not my people ; 
there shall they be called, the child- 
ren of the living God." (Hos. 1:10.) 

IT Rom. 11:1. I say then, hath God 
cast away his people ? God forbid. 
For I also am an Israelite, of the 
seed of Abraham, of the tribe of 
Benjamin. Grod hath not cast away 
his people which he foreknew. Wot 
ye not what the Scripture saith of 
E^ias? how he maketh interces- 
sion to God against Israel, saying, 
" Lord, they have killed thy proph- 
ets, and digged down thine altars ; 
and I am left alone, and they seek 
my life?" (1 Kings 19: 10.) But 
what saith the answer of God unto 
him? "I have reserved to myself 
•even thousand men, who have not 



bowed the knee to the image of 
Baal." (18: 19.) Even so then at 
this present time also there is a 
remnant accordiog to the election 
of grace. And if by grace, then is it 
no more of works : otherwise grace 
is no more grace. But if tl he of 
works, then is it no more grace: 
otherwise work is no more work. 
What then? Israel hath not obtain- 
ed that which he seeketh for ; but 
the election hath obtained it, and 
the rest were blinded, (according as 
it is written, " God hath given them 
the spirit of slumber, eyes that they 
should not see, and ears that they 
should not hear ; ") (Deut. 29: 4,) 
unto this day. And David saith, 
** Let their table be made a snare, and 
a trap, and a stumbling-block, and 
a recompense unto them : let their 
eyes be darkened, that they may 
not see, and bow down their back al- 
ways." — 25. For I would not, breth- 
ren, that ye should be ignorant of 
this mystery, (lest ye should be wise 
in your own conceits,) that blindness 
in part is happened to Israel, until 
the fulness of the Gentiles be come 
in. And so all Israel shall be saved: 
as it is written, *' There shall come 
out of Sion the Deliverer, and shall 
turn away ungodliness from Jacob :" 
(Isa. 69: 20.) " For this is my cov- 
enant unto them, when I shall take 
away their sins.^' (Jer. 31:81.) As 
concerning the gospel, they are ene- 
mies for your sakes : but as touching 
the election, they are beloved fof 
the feathers' sakes. For the gifts 
and calling of God are without re- 
pentance. For as ye in times past 
have not believed God, yet have 
now obtained mercy through their 
unbelief; even so have these also 
now not believed, that through your 
mercy they also may obtain mercy. 
For God hath concluded them all in 
unbelief, that he might have mercy 
upon all. 

Eph. 1 : 8. Blessed be the God 
and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who hath blessed us with all spirit- 
ual blessings in heavenly places in 
Christ: according as he hath chosen 
us in him, before the foundation of 
the world, that we should be holy 
and without blame before him in 
love : having predestinated us unto 
the adoption of children by Jesus 
Christ to himself, according to the 
good pleasure of his will, to the 
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praise of the glory of his grace, 
wherein he hath made us accepted 
in the Beloved: in whom we have 
redemption through his blood, the 
forgi\*eness of sins, — according to 
the riches of his grace, wherein he 
hath abounded toward us in all wis- 
dom and prudence, having made 
known unto us the mystery of his 
will, according to his good pleasure, 
which he hath purposed in himself: 
that in the dispensation of the ful- 
ness of times, he might gather to- 
gether in one all things in Christ, 
both which are in heaven, and 
which are on earth ; even in him: — 
in whom also we have obtained an 
inheritance, being predestinated ac- 
cording to the purpose of him who 
worketh all things after the counsel 
of his own will : that we should be 
to the praise of his glory, who first 
trusted in Christ: in whom ye also 
trusted, Siftev ihsit ye heard the word 
of truth, the gospel of your salva- 
tion : in whom also after that ye be- 
lieved, ye were sealed with that 
Holy Spirit of promise, which is 
the earnest of our inheritance until 
the redemption of the purchased 
possession, unto the praise of bis 
glory. 

1 CoR. 1 : 26. For ye see your 
calling brethren, how that not many 
wise men after the flesh, not many 
mighty, not many noble, are called ; 
but God hath chosen the foolish 
things of the world to confound the 
wise ; that no flesh should glory in 
his presence. 

2: 7. We speak the wisdom of 
God in a mystery, even the hidden 
wisdom which God ordained before 
the world unto our glory, which 
none of the princes of this world 
knew, but God hath revealed them 
unto us by his spirit. 

Eph. 1 : 8. Blessed be the God 
and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who hath blessed us with all spirit- 
ual blessings in heavenly places in 
Christ, according as he hath chosep 
us in him before the foundation of 
the world, that we should be holy 
and without blame before him in 
love, having predestinated us unto 
the adoption of children by Jesus 
Christ to himself, according to the 
good pleasure of his will. 



CHAPTER IV. 
GOD MANIFESTED IN CHRIST. 

§ 1. DECLARATIONS, WHICH ASSO- 
CIATE CHRIST WITH GOD. 

Jer. 23: 3. This is the name 
whereby he shall be called "The 
Lord (JEHOVAH) our righteous- 
ness." 

Ps. 45: 6. Thy throne, God, 
is forever and ever. 

IsA. 9: 6. And his name shall 
be called Wonderful, Counsellor^ 
the mighty God, the everlastkii^ 
Father, the Prince of Peace. 

49: 7. Thus saith the LoRD,tbe re- 
deemer of Israel, and his Holy One, 
to him whom man despiseth. 

Mat. 3: 17. And lo, a voice from 
heaven, saying, "This is my belov- 
ed Son, in whom I am well pleased." 

John 1:1. The word was God. 
— 14. And the word was made 
flesh, and dwelt among us, (and we 
beheld his glory, the glory as of the 
only begotten of the Father,) full 
of grace and truth. ^- IS. No man 
hath seen God at any time ; the 
only begotten Son, which is in the 
bosom of the Father, he hath de- 
clared him, 

3 : 31. He that cometh from above 
is above all : he that is of the earth 
is earthly, and speaketh of the 
earth ; h6 that cometh from beaven 
is above all. — 34. For he whom 
God hath sent, speaketh the words 
of God: for God giveth not the 
Spirit by measure unto him. The 
Father loveth the Son, and hath 
given all things into his hand. 

11: 29. My Father, which gave 
them me, is greater than all ; and 
no man is able to pluck them out of 
my Father's hand. I and my Fath- 
er are one. Then the Jews took 
up stones again to stone him. Jesus 
answered them, Many good works 
have I showed you from my Father; , 
for which of those works do ye 
stone me ? The Jews answered him, 
For a good work we stone thee not; 
but for blasphemy, and because that 
thou, being a man, makest thyself 
God. Jesus answered them, Is it 
not written in your law, 

"I said, Fe are gods?" 

If he called them gods^.unto whom 
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th6 word of God came, (and the 
scripture cannot be broken,) say ye 
of him whom the Father hath san(;- 
tiiied, and sent into the world. Thou 
blasphemest ; because I said, I am 
the Son of God ? If I do not the 
works of ray Father, believe me 
not. But if I do, though ye believe 
not me, believe the works: that ye 
may know and believe that the 
Father is in me, and I in him. 

14: 9. He that hath seen me 
hath seen the Father^ how say est 
thou then " show us the Father? " 

17: 10. And all mine are thine, 
and thine are mine; and I am glori- 
iled in them* And now I am no 
more in the world, but these ai*e in 
the world, and I come to thee. 

19; 7. The Jews answered him. 
We have a law, and by our law he 
ought to die, because he made him- 
self the Son of God. When Pilate 
therefore heard that saying, he was 
the more afraid. 

1 CoR. 14: '24. l:he^ Cometh the 
end, when he shall have delivered 
up the kingdom to God, even the 
Father ; when he shall have put 
down all rule, and all authority, and 
po wer. For he must reign, 

« Till he hath put all enemies under hia feet." 

The last enemy that shall be de- 
stroyed is death., 

" For he hath put all things under his feet." 

But when he saith all things are put 
under him, it is manifest that he is 
excepted which did put all things 
under him. And when all things 
shall be subdued unto him, then 
shall the Son also himself be subject 
unto him that put all things under 
him, that God may be all in all. 

CoL. 1:1. Paul, an apostle of 
Jesus Christ, by the will of God, 
and Timotheus ot^r brother, to the 
saints and faithful brethren in 
Christ which are at Collosse. Grace 
he unto you, and peace from God 
our Father and the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

2: 9. For in him dwelleth all the 
fulness of the Godhead bodily. 
And ye are complete in him, which 
is the head of all principality and 
power, 

1 Tim. S: 16. And without con- 
troversy, great is the mystery of 
Godliness : Grod was manifest in the 
esh, justified in the Spirit, seen of 



angels, preached unto the Gentiles, 
believed on in the world, received 
up into glory. 

Tit. 3: 10. That they may adorn 
the doctrine of God our Savior in 
all things. For the grace of God 
that bringeth salvation hath ap- 
peared to all men, teaching us, that 
denying ungodliness and worldly 
lusts, we should live soberly, right- 
eously, and godly, in this present 
world ; looking for that blessed 
hope, and the glorious appearing of 
the great God and our Savior Jesus 
.Christ ; who gave himself for us, 
that he might redeem us from all 
iniquity, and purify unto himself a 
peculiar people, zealous of good 
works. 

IF Heb. 1:1. Grod, who at sundry 
times and in divers manners spake 
in times past unto the fathers by the 
prophets, hath in these last days 
spoken unto us by Am Son, whom 
he hath appointed heir of all things, 
by whom also he made the worlds, 
who, being the brightness of Aw 
glory, and the express image of his 
person, and upholding all things by 
the word of his power, when he 
had by himself purged our sins, sat 
down on the right hand of the 
Majesty on high ; being made so 
much better than the Angels, as he 
hath by inheritance obtained a more 
excellent name than they. For 
unto which of the Angels said be at 
any time, ** Thou art my Son, this 
day have I begotten thee ? " (Ps. 2: 
7.) And again, " I will be to him 
a Father, and he shall be to me a 
Son ? » (2 Sam. 7: 14.) And again, 
when he bringeth in the first-begot* 
ten into the world, he saith, ''And 
let all the Angels of God worship 
him." (Ps. 97 : 7.) And of the An- 
gels he saith, '' Who maketh his 
Angels spirits, and his ministers a 
flame of fire," (Ps.l04:4.) But unto 
the Son, he saith, *' Thy throne, 
God, is forever and ever: a sceptre 
of Righteousness is the sceptre pf 
thy kingdom ; thou hast loved righ- 
teousness, and hated iniquity; there- 
fore God, even thy God, hath anoint- 
ed thee with the oil of gladness 
abovethyfellows."(Ps.45:6.) And, 
''Thou, Lord, in the beginning 
hast laid the foundation of the earth; 
and the heavens are the works of 
thy hands. They shall perish ; but 
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thou remainest: and they all shall 
wax old, as doth a garment, and 
as a vesture shalt thou fold them up, 
and they shall be changed: but thou 
art the same, and thy years shall 
not fail." (Ps.l02:25.) But to which 
of. the Angels said he at any time, 
"Sit on my right hand, until I 
make thine enemies thy footstool?" 
(Pb. 110: 1.) Are tbey not all minis- 
tering spirits, sent forth to minister 
for them who shall be heirs of sal- 
ration ? 

Acts 20: 23. Feed the church of 
God, wl|ich he hath purchased with 
his own blood. 

1 John 2: 22. He is antichrist 
that denieth the Father and the 
Son. Whosoever denieth the Son, 
the same hath not the Father. 
—16. Whosoever shall confess that 
Jesus is the son of God, God dwell- 
eth in him and he in God. 

5: 7. There are three that bear 
record in heaven, the Father, the 
Word, and the Holy Ghost ; and 
these three are one. 

JuDE 2. Jude, the servant of 
Jesus Christ, and brother of James, 
to them that are sanctified by God 
the Father, and preserved in Jesus 
Christ, and called. — 4. For ^here 
are certain men crept in unawtres, 
who were before of old ordained to 
this condemnation, ungodly men, 
turning the the grace of our God 
into lasciviousness, and denying the 
only Lord God, and our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Mat. 38: 9. Baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost. 

John 5: 23. That all men should 
honor the Son, even as they honor 
the Father. He that honoreth not 
the Son, honoreth not the Father. 

IT Phil. 2: 6. Who, being in the 
form of God, thought it not robbery 
to be equal with God. 

Rom. 9: 5. Christ, who is over 
all, God blessed forever. Amen. 

1 John 5: 20. And we know that 
the Son of God is come, and hath 
given us an understanding, that we 
may know him that is true : and we 
are in him that is true, even in his 
Son Jesus Christ. This is the true 
God, and eternal life. 

John '5: 17. Jesus saith unto 
them, My Father worketh hitherto 
and I work. Therefore the Jews 



sought the more to kill him,becauBe 
he not only had broken the sab- 
bath, but said also, that God was 
bis Father, making himself equal 
with God. 

Rev. 17: 14. The Lamb shall 
overcome them, for he is King of 
kings, and Lord of lords. 

1 Tim. 8: 16. 1 give thee charge 
in the sight of God, who quickeneth 
all things, and before Jesus Christ, 
who before Pontius Pilate witness- 
ed a good confession, that thou 
keep this commandment without 
spot, urtrebukable, until the appear- 
ing of our Lord Jesus Chrisi, which 
in his time he shall show ; who is 
the blessed and only Potentate, the 
King of kings and Lord of lord»^ 
who only hath immortality, dwell- 
ing in the light which no man can 
approach unto: whom no man hath 
seen or can see; to whom be honor 
and power everlasting. Amen. 

2 Pet. 1:1. Simon Peter, a serv- 
ant and an Apostle of Jesus Christ, 
to them that have obtained like 
precious faith with us, through the 
righteousness of God and our Sa- 
vior Jesus Christ : Grace and peace 
be multiplied unto you, through the 
knowledge of God and of Jesus, 
our Lord, according as his divine 
power hath given unto us all things 
that pertain unto life and godliness. 



§ 2. DIVINE CHARACTERISTICS, AP- 
PLIED TO CHRIST. 

I. Self-existent and eternal. 

John 8: 13. No man hath as- 
cended into heaven but he that came 
down from heaven, even the Son of 
man which is in heaven. 

Mat. 22: 41. While the Phari- 
sees were gathered together, Jesus 
asked them, saying, What think ye 
of Christ ? whose son is he ? They 
say unto him. The son of David. 
He saith unto theni, How then doth 
David in spirit call him Lord, say- 
ing, "The Lord said unto my Lord, 
sit thou on my right hand, till I 
make thine enemies thy footstool?" 
(Ps. 110:1.) If David then call 
him Lord,, how is he his 3on ? And 
no man was able to answer him a 
word ; neither durst any num, fr«m 
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that day forth, ask him any more 
questions, 

John 1:1. In the beginning was 
the Word; and the Word was with 
G04. The same was in the begin- 
ning with God. — 4. 'In him was 
life ; and the life was the light 
of men. And the light shineth in 
darkness ; and the darkness com- 
prehended it not. — 15. John bare 
witness of him, and cried, saying, 
This was he of whom I spake, 
He that cometh after me is pre- 
ferred before me; for he was before 
me. 

5: 26. For as the Father hath life 
in himself, so hath he given to the 
Son to have life in himself; and 
hath given him authority to execute 
judgment also, because he is the 
Son of man. 

8 : 56. Your father Abraham re- 
joiced to see my day: and he saw 
it, and was glad. Then said the 
Jews unto him, Thou art not yet 
fi^y years old, and hast thou seen 
Abraham? Jesus said unto them, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, Be- 
fore Abraham was, I am. Then 
took they up stones to cast at him : 
but Jesus hid himself, and went out 
of the temple, going through the 
midst of them, and so passed by. 

17: 5. And now, O Father; glo- 
rify thou me with thine own self, 
with the glory which I had with 
thee before the world was. I have 
manifested thy name unto the men 
which thou gavest me out of the 
world: thine they were, and thou 
gavest them me ; and they have 
kept thy word. — 24. Father, I will 
that they also whom thou hast given 
me be with me where I am ; that 
they may behold my glory which 
thou hast given me ; for thou lov- 
edst me before the foundation of 
the world. 

2 Cor. 10: 4. For they drank of 
that spiritual Rock, that followed 
them : and that Rock was Christ. 

Rev. 1:17. Fear not; I am the 
first and the last \ I am he that liv- 
eth and was dead, and behold I am 
alive forevermore. Amen. 

28: 16. I Jesus have sent mine 
Angel to testify unto you these 
things in the churches. I am the 
root and the offspring of David, 
and the bright and morning-star. 

Heb. 13: 8. Jesus Christ, the 
same yesterday, to-day, and forever.

II. Originatit^ and controlling 
power. 

Ps. 45: 3. Gird thy sword upon 
thy thigh, most mighty, with thy 
glory and thy majesty. 

Mat. 26: 64. Hereafter shall ve 
see the Son of man sitting on the 
right hand of power, and coming in 
the clouds of heaven. Thjen the 
high priest rent his clothes, saying. 
He hath spoken blasphemy: what 
further need have we of witnesses? 
behold, now ye have heard his blas- 
phemy. What think ye ? They 
answered and said. He is guilty of 
death. 

28: 19. And Jesus came, and 
spake unto them, saying, All pow-' 
er is given unto me in heaven 
and in earth. Go ye therefore and 
teach all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost; teach-' 
ing them to observe all things what- 
soever I have commanded you: and 
}o, I am with you always, even unto 
the end of the world. Amen. 

John 1 : 3. All things were made 
by him ; and without him was not 
any thing made that was made. — 9* 
That was the true Light, which 
lighteth every man that cometh into 
the world. He was in the world, 
and the world was made by him, 
and the world knew him not. He 
came unto his own, and his own re- 
ceived him not. 

5: 16. And therefore did the Jews 
persecute Jesus, and sought to slay 
him, because he had done these 
things on the sabbath-day. But 
Jesus answered them. My Father 
worketh hitherto, and I work. 
Therefore the Jews sought the 
more to kill him, because he not 
only had broken the sabbath, but 
said also. That God was his Father, 
making himself equal with God. 
Then answered Jesus, and said 
unto them. Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, The Son can do nothing 
of himself, but what he seeth the 
Father do: for what things soever 
he doeth, these also doeth the Son 
likewise. For the Father lovetb 
the Son, and showeth him all thinj^A 
that himself doeth : and he will 
show him greater works than these, 
that ye may marvel. For a» the 
Father raiseth up the dead, and 
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quickeneth them; even so the Son 
quickeneth whom he will. For the 
Father judge th no man ; but hath 
committed all judgment unto the 
Son: that all men should honor the 
Son, even as they honor the Father. 
He that honoreth not the Son, hon- 
oreth not the Father which hath 
sent him. Verily, verily I say unto 
you. He that heareth my word, and 
Mieveth on him that sent me, hath 
everlasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation; but is passed 
from death unto life. Verily, verily 
I say unto you, The hour is coming, 
and now is, when the dead shall 
hear the voice of the Son of God : 
and they that hear shall live. 

IT 10: 17. Therefore doth my Fa- 
ther love me, because 1 lay down 
my life, that I might take it again. 
No man taketh it from me, but 1 
lay it down of myself. I have 
power to lay it down, and I have 
power to take it again. 

11: 25. I am the resurrection and 
the life. He that believeth hi me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he 
live. 

1 CoR. 8: 6. There is one God, 
the Father, of whom are all things; 
and one Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom are all things. 

Col. I: 14. In whom we have 
redemption, through his blood, even 
the. forgiveness of sins: who is the 
image of the invisible God, the first- 
born of every creature : for by him 
were all things created that are in 
heaven, and that are in eai*th, visi- 
ble and invisible, whether they be 
thrones, or dominions, or principal- 
ities, or powers : all things were 
created by him and for him: and he 
is before all things, and by him all 
things consist; and he is the head 
of the body, the church : who is the 
beginning, the first-born from the 
dead; that in all things he might 
have the pre-«mineuce : for it pleas- 
ed the Father that in him should all 
fullness dwell ; and having made 
/ peace through the blood of his 
cross, by him to reconcile all thin^ 
unto himself; by him, J ^aj^, wheth- 
er they be things in earth, or things 
in heaven.

When a prophet 
speaketh in the name of the Lord, 
if the thing follow not, nor come to 
pass, that is the thing which the 
Lord hath not spoken. 

I. Predictioru relative to the Jeto$, 

Deut. 4: 27. The Lord shall 
scatter you among all nations, and 
ye shall be left few in number among 
the heathen, whither the Lord shall 
lead you. But if from thence, thou 
seek the Lord thy G^, thou shalt 
find him, if thou seek him with all 
tiiy heart, and with all thy soul. 

Lev. 26: 14. If ye will not hear- 
ken unto me, and will not da all 
these commandments. — 16. I will 
appoint over you terror, consump- 
tiwi, and the burning ague, and ye 
shall be slain before your enemies, 
your land shall not yield her in- 
crease. — 26. When I have broken 
the staff of your bread ; ten women 
shall bake your bread in one oven. 



Ye shall eat the fiesh of y«ur sonsy 
and the flesh of your daughters shaU 
ye eat. —81. And I will make your 
cities waste, and bring your sanctua- 
ries even unto desolation. — 83. And 
I will scatter you among the heath- 
en, and will draw out a sword after 
you; and your land shall be desolate. 

Jer. 25: 8. ' Therefore thus saith 
the Lord of hosts ; because ye have 
not heard my words, behold, I will 
send and take all the families of the 
north, saith the Lord, and Nebu« 
chadnezzar the king of Babylon, my 
servant, and will bring them a^amst 
this land, and against the inhabitants 
thereof, and against ail these na« 
tions round about, and will utteriy 
destroy them, and make them an 
astonishment, and an hissing, and 
perpetual desolations. Moreover, I 
will take from them the voice of 
mirth, and the voice of gladness, the 
voice of the bridegroom, and the 
voice of the bride, the sound of the 
millstones, and the light of the can- 
dle. And this whole land shall be a 
desolation, and an astonishment; 
and these nations shall serve the 
king of Babylon seventy years. And 
it shall come to pass, when sevennr 
years are accomplished, that I will 
punish the king of Babylon, and that 
nation, saith the Lord, for their ini- 
quity, and the land of the Chaldeans, 
' and will make it perpetual desola- 
tions. 

46 : 28, Fear thou not, O Ja- 
cob my servant, saith the Lord ; for 
I am with thee ; for I will make a 
full end of all the nations whither I 
have driven thee : but I will not make 
a full end of thee, but correct thee 
in measure ; yet will I not leave tliee 
wholly unpunished. 

Deut. 28 : 64. The Lord shall 
scatter you among all people, ftom 
the one end of the earth, even unto 
the other. And among these nations 
shalt thou find no ease, neither shall 
the sole of thy foot have rest ; thy life 
shall hang in doubt before thee, and 
thou shalt fear day and niffht. 

Mat. 24: 2. Verily I say unto 
you, there shall not be left here on« 
stone upon another that shall not be 
thrown down. — 7. Nation shall rise 
a^inst nation, and kingdom against 
kmgdom ; and there shall be fam- 
ines, and earthquakes, and pesttleii* 
ces, in divers places ; all these are 
the beginning of sorrows. Thett 
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•hall they deliver you up to be af- 
fficted, and shall kill you, and ye 
shall be hated of all nations for my 
name's sake. And then shall many be 
ofiended, and shall betray one anoth- 
er, and shall hate one another, and 
because iniquity shall abound, the 
loye of many shall wax cold. When 
ye> therefore, shall see the abomina- 
tion of desolation, spoken of by Dan- 
iel the prophet, stand in the holy 
Slace, then let them which be in Ju- 
ea flee into the mountains. 
JxR. S9: 10. For thus saith the 
Lord, that after seventy years be ac- 
complished at Babylon I will visit 
you, and perform my good word to- 
ward you, in causing you to re- 
turn to this place. For I know the 
thoughts that I think toward you, 
Muth the Lord.

II. Prophecies of Babyion. 

Isa. 18: 1. The burden of Baby- 
lon, which Isaiah the son of Amoz 
did see. Lift ye up a banner upon 
the hig^ mountain, exalt the voice 
iknto them, shake the hand, that they 
may go into the gates of the nobles. 
I have commanded my sanctified 
ones, I have also called my mighty 
ones for mine anger, even them that 
rejoice in my highness. The noise of 
a multitude in the mountains, like as 
<if a great people ; a tumultuous noise 
ef the kingdoms of nations gathered 
together, the Lord of hosts muster- 
eth the host of the battle. They 
come from a far country, from the 
end of heaven, even the Lord, and 
the weapons of his indignation, to 
destroy the whole land. Howl ye ; 
for the day of the Lord is at hand ; 
it shall come as a destruction from 
the Almighty. Therefore shall all 
hands be faint, and every man's 
heart shall melt: and they shall be 
afitdd: pangs and sorrows shall take 
hold of them ; they shall be in pain 
as a woman that travaileth: they 
shall be amazed one at another ; 
their faces shall he as flames. Be- 
hold, the day of the Lord cometh, 
cruel both with wrath and fierce an- 
ger, to lay the land desolate : and he 
shall destroy the sinners thereof out 
f>f it. For the stars of heaven and 
the constellations thereof shall not 

£>e their li^ht: the sun shall be 
trkened hi ms going forth, and the 



moon shall not cause her light to 
shine. And I will punish the world 
for their evil, and the^wicked for 
their' iniquity ; and I will cause th^ 
arrogancy of the proud to cease, and 
will lay low the haughtiness of the 
terrible. I will make a man more 
precious than fine gold ; even a man 
than the golden wedge of Ophir. 
Therefore 1 will shake the heavens, 
and the earth shall remove out of 
her place, in the wrath of the Lord 
of hosts, and in the day- of his fierce 
anger. And it shall be as the chased 
roe, and as a sheep that no man ta- 
keth up: they shall every man turn 
to his own people, and flee every 
one into his own land. Every one 
that is found shall be thrust through; 
and every one that is joined unto 
them shall fall by the sword. Their 
children also shall be dashed to pie- 
ces before their eyes ; their houses 
shall be spoiled, and their wives rav- 
ished. Behold, I will stir up the 
Medes against them, which shall not 
regard silver ; and as for gold, they 
shall not delight in it. Their bows 
also shall dash the young men to pie- 
ces ; and they shall have no pity on 
the fruit of the womb ; their eye 
shall not spare children. And Baby- 
lon,- the glory of kingdoms, the beau- 
ty of the Chaldee's excellency, shall 
be as when God overthrew Sodom 
an^Gomorrah. It shall never be in- 
habited, neither shall it be dwelt in 
from generation to generation: nei- 
ther shall the Arabian pitch tent 
there: neither shall the shepherds 
make their fold there. But wild 
beasts of the desert shall lie there ; 
and their houses shall be full of dole- 
ful creatures ; and owls shall dwell 
there, and satyrs shall dance there. 
And the wild beasts of the islands 
thall cry in their desolate houses, 
and dragons in their pleasant pala- 
ces: and her time is near to cdme, 
and her days shall not be prolonged. 

IT 14: 1. For the Lord will have 
mercy on Jacob, and will yet choose 
Israel, and set them in their own 
land: and the strangers shall be join- 
ed with them, and they shall cleave 
to the house of Jacob. And the peo- 
ple shall take them, and bring tnem 
to their place: and the house of Is- 
rael shall possess them in the land of 
the Lord for servants and nand- 
maids : and they shall take them cap* 
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tives, whose eaptives they were } and 
they shall rule .over their oppressors. 
And it shall come to pass in the day 
that the Lord shall give thee rest 
from thy sorrow, and from thy fear, 
and from the hard bondage wherein 
thou wast made to serve, that thou 
shalt take up this proverb against 
the king of Babylon, and say, How 
hath the oppressor ceased ! the gol- 
den city ceased 1 the Lord hath bro- 
ken the staff of the wicked, and the 
sceptre of the rulers. He who smote 
the people in wrath with' a continual 
stroke, he that ruled the nations in 
anger, is persecuted, and none hin- 
dereth. The whole earth is at rest, 
and is quiet: they break forth into 
singing. Yea, the fir-trees rejoice at 
these, and the cedars of Lebanon, 
•ayingy Since thou art laid down, 
no feUer is come up against us. Hell 
from beneath is moved for thee to 
meet thee at thy coming: it stirreth 
Cip the dead for thee, even all the 
cnief ones of the earth ; it hath rais- 
ed np from their thrones all the kings 
of the nations. All they shall speak, 
and say unto thee. Art thou also be- 
come wecdL as we? art thou become 
like unto us? Thy pomp is brought 
down to the grave, and the noise of 
thy viols: the worm is spread under 
thee, and the worms cover thee. 
How art thou faUen from heaven, 
Lucifer, son of the morning ! how art 
thou cut down to the ground, which 
didst weaken the nations! for thou 
hast said in thine heart, I will ascend 
into heaven, I will exalt my throne 
Above the stars of God: I will sit also 
upon the mount of the congregation, 
in the sides of the north : I Will ascend 
above the heights of the clouds ; I 
will be like the Most High. Yet thou 
flhalt be brought down to hell, to the 
sides of the pit. They that see thee 
shall narrowly look upon thee, and 
consider thee, toying, la this the man 
that made the earth to tremble, that 
did shake kingdoms ; that made the 
world as a wilderness, and destroyed 
the cities thereof; that opened not 
the house of his prisoners? all the 
kin^ of the nations, even all of them, 
lie m glory, every one in his own 
bouse. But thou art cast out of thy 
grave like an abominable branch, 
and oi the raiment of those that are 
slain, thrust through with a sword, 
that go down to the stones of the 
pit ; as a carcass trodden under feet. 



Thou shalt not be joined with them 
in burial, because thpu hast destroy- 
ed thy land, and slain thy people: 
the seed of evil doers shall never be 
renowned. Prepare slaughter for his 
children for the iniquity of their fa- 
thers ; that they do not rise nor pos- 
sess the land, nor fill the face of the 
world with cities. For I will rise up 
against them, saith the Lord of 
hosts, and cut off from Babylon the 
name, and remQant, and son, and 
nephew, saith the Lord. I will also 
make it a possession for the bittern, 
and pools of water: and I will sweep 
it with the besom of destruction, 
saith the Lord of hosts. The Lord 
of hosts hath sworn, saying, surely 
as I have thought, so shall it come to 
pass, and as I have purposed, so shall 
It stand: that I will break the Assyr- 
ian in my land, and upon my moun- 
tains tread him under foot: then shall 
his yoke depart from off them, and 
his burden depart from off their 
shoulders. This is the purpose that 
is purposed upon the whole earth: 
and this is the hand that is stretched 
out upon all the nations. For the 
Lord of hosts hath purposed, and 
who shall disannul it? and his hand 
is stretched out, and who ^hall turn 
it back?

My God, my God ! why 
hast thou forsaken me ! — 7. All 
they that see me, laugh me to scorn. 
They shoot out the lip ; they shake 
the head, saying. He trusted on 
the Lord that he would deliver him. 
Le^ him deliver him seeix)g he de^ 
lighted in him. — 18. They part my 
garments among them, and cast lots 
upon my vesture. 

69 : 9. The zeal of thine house hath 
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eaten me up ; and the reproaches of 
them that reproached thee have 
fallen upon me. — 21. They gave 
me gall for my meat ; and in my 
thirst they gave me vinegar to drink. 

Is A. 7: 14. Behold a virgin shall 
conceive, and bear a son, and shall 
call his name IMMANUEL. 

9 : 6. For unto us a Child is bom, 
unto us a Son is giveii: and the gov- 
ernment shall be upon his shoulder: 
and his name shall be called Won- 
derful, Counsellor, the mighty God, 
the everlasting Father, the Prince of 
Peace. Of the increase of his gov- 
ernment and peace there shall be no 
end, upon the throne of David, and 
upon his kingdom, to order it, and 
to establish it with judgment and 
with justice from henceforth even 
forever. The zeal of the Lord of 
hosts will perform this. 

28: 16. Therefore thus saJth the 
Lord God, behold, I lay in Zion for 
a foundation a stone, a tried stone, 
n precious corner-stone, a sure foun- 
dation : he that believeth shall not 
make haste. Judgment also will I 
lay to the line, and righteousness to 
the plummet. 

42: 1. Behold my servant, whom 
I uphold ; mine elect, in whom my 
soul delighteth ; I have put my spirit 
upon him: he shall bring forth judg- 
ment to the Gentiles. He shall not 
cry, nor lift up, nor cause his voice 
to be heard in the street. A bruised 
reed shall he not break, and the, 
smoking flax shall he not quench: 
he shall bring forth judgment unto 
trutb. He shall not fail nor be dis- 
couraged, till he have set judgment 
in the earth: and the isles shall wait 
for his law. — 13. Behold, my ser- 
vant shall deal prudently, ye shall 
be exalted and extolled, and be very 
high. As many were astonished at 
thee ; his visage was so marred 
more than any man, and hife form 
more than the sons of men : so shall 
he sprinkle many nations ; the kings 
shall shut their mouths at him: for 
that which had not been told them 
shall they see ; and that which they 
"had not heard shall they consider. 

IT 58 : J . Who hath believed our re- 
port ^ And to whom is the arm of 
the Lord revealed ? for he shall 
grow up before him as a tender 
plant, and as a root out of a dry 
groimd: he hath no form nor come- 



liness ; and when we shall see him, 
there is no beauty that we should 
desire him. He is despised and' re-* 
jected of men ; a man of sorrows, 
and acc^uainted with grief ; and we 
hid as It were our faces from him ; 
he was despised, and we esteemed 
him not. Surely he hath borne 
our griefs, and carried our sor- 
rows : yet we did esteem him strick- 
en, smitten of God, and afflicted. 
But he was wounded for our transv 
^essions, he was bruised for our in- 
iquities: the chastisement of our 
peace was upon him ; and with his 
stripes we are healed. All we, like 
sheep, have gorie astray ; we have 
turned every one to his own way j 
and the Lord hath laid on him the 
iniquity of us all. He was oppressed, 
and he was afflicted, yet he opened 
not his mouth : he is brought as a 
lamb to the slaughter, and as a sheep 
before her shearers is dumb, so he 
openeth not his mouth. He was taken 
from prison and from judgment : and 
who shall declare his generation? 
for he was cut off out of the land of 
the living : for the transgression of 
my people was he stricken. And he 
made his ^rave with the wicked, and 
with the rich in his death ; because 
he had done no violence, neither was 
any deceit in his mouth. Yet it pleas- 
ed the Lord to bruise him ; he hath 
put him to grief: when thou shalt 
make his soul an offering for sin, he 
shall see his seed, he shall prolong 
his days, and the pleasure of the 
Lord shall prosper in his hand. He 
shall see of the travail of his soul, 
and shall be satisfied : by his knowl- 
edge shall my righteous servant jus- 
tify many ;* for he shall bear their 
iniquities. Therefore will I divide 
him a portion with the great, and he 
shall divide the spoil with the strong ; 
because he hath poured out his soul 
unto death: and he was numbered 
with the transgressors ; and he bare 
the sin of many, and made interces- 
sion for the transgressors. 

Jer. 23 : 5. Behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that I will raise unto 
David a righteous Branch, and a 
King shall reign and prosper, and 
shall execute judgment and justice 
in the earth. In his days Judah shall 
be saved, and Israel shall dwell safe- 
ly: and this is his name whereby he 
shall be called, The Lord our Right- 
eousness. 
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88: 14. Behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that I will perform 
that good thing which I have promis- 
ed unto the house of Israel and to the 
house of Judah. In those days, and 
at that time, will I cause the Branch 
of righteousness to grow up unto Da- 
vid ; and he shall execute judgment 
and righteousness in the land. In 
those days shall Judah be saved, and 
Jerusalem shall dwell safely: and 
this is the name wherewith she shall 
be called The Lord our Righteous- 
ness.

Know therefore and understand, that 
from the going forth of the command- 
ment to restore and to build Jerusa- 
lem unto the Messiah,the Prince,sAa/Z 
be seven weeks, and threescore and 
two weeks: the street shall be built 
again, and the wall, even in troub- 
lous times. And after threescore and 
two weeks shall Messiah be cut off, 
but not for himself: and the people 
of the prince that shall come shall 
destroy the city and the sanctuary ; 
and the end thereof shall be with a 
Hood, and unto the end of the war 
desolations are determined. And he 
shall confirm the covenant with many 
for one week: and in the midst of 
the week he shall cause the sacrifice 
and the oblation to cease, and for t^e 
overspreading of abominations he 
shall make tt desolate, even until 
the consummation, and that deter- 
mined shall be poured upon the 
desolate. 

Mic. 6:1. They shall smite the 
judge of Israel with a rod upon the 
€heek. But thou, Bethlehem Ephra- 



tab, though thou be little among the 
thousands of Judah, yet out of thee 
shall He come forth unto me that is 
to be riiler in Israel ; whose goings 
forth have been from of old, from ev- 
erlasting. Therefore will he give 
them up, until the time that she 
which travail'eth hath brought forth: 
then the remnant of his brethren 
shall return unto the children of Is- 
rael. 4nd he shall stand and feed in 
the strength of the Lord, in the ma- 
jesty of the name of the Lord his 
God ; and they shall abide: for now 
shall he be great unto the ends of the 
earth. 

Zech. 9: 9. Rejoice greatly, O 
daughter of Zion ; shout, O daugh- 
ter of Jerusalem: behold, thy kmff 
Cometh unto thee: he is just, and 
having salvation ; lowly, and riding 
upon an ass, and upon a colt the foal 
of an ass. And 1 will cut oflf the 
chariot from Ephraim, and the horse 
from Jerusalem, and the battle-bow 
shall be cut off: and he shall speak 
peace unto the heathen : and his do- 
minion shall be from sea even to sea, 
and from the river even to the ends 
of the earth. As for thee also, by the 
blood of thy covenant I have sent 
forth thy prisoners out of the pit 
wherein is no water. Turn you to 
the strong hold, ye prisoners or 
hope. 

And I will pour upoir 
the house of David, and upon the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, the spirit 
of grace and of supplications: and 
they shall look upon me whom they 
have pierced, and they shall mourn 
for him, as one moumeth for his 
only son, and shall be in bitterness 
for him, as one that is in bitterness 
for his first-bom. In that day sh^U 
there be a great mourning in Jeru- 
salem, as the mouminff of Hadadrim- 
mon in the 'valley of Megiddon. 

13:7. In that day there shall be a 
fountain opened to the house of Da- 
vid and to the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem, for sin and for uncleanness. — 
7. Awake, sword, against my 
shepherd, and against the man that 
is my fellow, saith the Lord of 
hosts: smite the shepherd, and the 
sheep shall be scattered: and I will 
turn mine hand upon the little ones. 

Mal. 3:1. Behold, I will send

§ 1. PERFECT IN ITS PRECEPTS. 

Ps. 19: 7. The statutes of the 
Lord are right, rejoicing the heart. 
The commandments of the Lord 
are pure, enlightening the eyes. 

119:89. Forever, O Lord» thy 
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word is settled in heaven. Thy 
faithfulness is unto all generations. 
— 96. I have seen an end of all per- 
fection : but thy commandment is 
exceeding broad. Therefore 1 love 
thy commandments above gold ; 
yea, above fine gold. Therefore I 
esteem all thy precepts concerning 
all things to ht right ; and I hate 
every false way. Thy testimonies 
are wonderful : therefore doth my 
soul keep them. The entrance of 
thy words giveth light ; it giveth 
understanding unto the simple. — 
137. Righteous art thou, O Lord, 
and upright are thy judgments. Thy 
testimonies that thou hast com- 
manded are righteous and very 
faithful; my zeal hath consumed 
me ; because mine eneniies have 
forgotten thy words. Thy word is 
very pure: therefore thy servant 
loveth it. — 142. Thy righteousness 
is an everlasting righteousness, and 
thy law is the truth. Ti-ouble and 
anguish have taken hold on me : 
yet thy commandments are my de- 
lights. The righteousness of thy 
testimonies is everlasting : give me 
understanding, and I shall live. — 
160. Thy word is true from the be- 
ginning: and every one of thy righ- 
teous judgments endureth forever. 
— 172. AH thy commandments are 
righteousness. 

TDeut. 4: 8. What nation is there 
«o great, that hath statutes and 
judgments so righteous, as all this 
law, which r set before you this 
day. 

John 10: 35. The scripture can- 
not be broken. 

Mat 22 : 29. Ye do err, notkno w- 
ing the scriptures, nor the power of 
God. 

Acts 17: 2. And Paul, as his 
manner was, went in unto them, 
and three sabbath days reasoned 
with them out of the scriptures, 
opening and alleging, that Christ 
must needs have suffered, and that 
this Jesus, whom I preach unto you, 
is Christ.

If they speak not ac- 
cording to this word, it is because 
there is no truth in them.

To the one we are a 
savor of death unto death ; and to 
the other a savor of life unto life. 
And who is sufficient for these 
things ? For we are not as many 
that corrupt the word of God ; but 
aft of sincerity, but as of God, in 
the sight of God, speak we in Christ.

For 
if our gospel be hid, it is hid unto 
them that are lost ; in whom the 
God of this world hath blinded the 
minds of them that believe not, lest 
the light of the glorious gospel of 
Christ, who is the image of God, 
should shine unto them. 

John 17 : 17. Sanctify them 
through thy truth : thy word is truth. 

Ps. 19: 8. The fear of the Lord w 
clean, enduring forever. The judg- 
ments of the Lord are true and 
nghteous altogether. Moreover, 
by them is thy servant warned, and 
in keeping of them there is gi*eat 
reward. 

119: 50. Thy word hath quick- 
ened me. — 67. Before I was afflict- 
ed, I went astray, but now have I 
kept thy word. — 71. /* is good for 
me that I have been afflicteid ; that 
I might learn thy statutes. The 
law of thy mouth is better unto me 
than thousands of gold and silver. 
— 75. I know, Lord, that thy 
judgments are right, and that thou 
in faithfulness hast afflicted me.

wherefore, when I looked that it 
should bring forth grapes, brought 
it forth wild grapes ?

They are like unto children sitting 
in the market place and calling one 
to another and saying, We have 
piped unto you and ye have not 
danced ; we have mourned unto 
you and ye have not wept. 

Jer. 29: 29. Is not my word like 
a fire, saith the Lord, and Jike a 
hammer, that breaketh the rock in 
pieces.^ 



1. Hope is addressed,

IV. The only authority in religion. 

DeiTt. 4: 3. Ye shall not add 
unto the word which I command 
you ; neither shall ye diminish 
ought from it; that ye may keep the 
commandments of the Lord your 
God, which I command you. 

John 5; 89. Search the scri[)- 
tures ; ^ for in them, ye think ye 
have eternal life, and they are they 
which testify of me. 

Luke 16: 31. If they hear not 
Moses and the Prophets, neither 
would they be persuaded though 
one went unto them from the dead. 

2 Cor. 11: 2. For I am jealous 
over you with a godly jealousy 5 for 
I have espoused you unto one hus- 
band, that I may present you as a 
chaste virgin to Christ. — 4. For 
if he that cometh preacheth another 
Jesus whom we have not peached, 
or if ye receive another spirit which 
ye have not received, or another 
gospel which ye have not accepted: 

ye might well bear with him 

Such are false Apostles, deceitful 
workers, transforming themselves 
into Apostles of Christ. 

Gal. 1:6. I marvel that ye are 
so soon removed from him, that 
called you into the grace of Christ, 
unto another gospel: which is not 
another ; but there l>e some that 
trouble you, and would pervert the 
gospel of Christ. But though we, 
or an angel from heaven, preach 
any other gospel unto you, than 
that we have preached, let him be 
accursed. As we said before, so 
say I now again, if any man preach 
any other gospel unto you, than that 
ye have received, let him be ac- 
cursed. 
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Rev. 22: 18. For 1 testify unto 
every man that heareth the words 
of the prophecy of this book. If 
any man shall add unto these things 
God shall add unto him the plagues 
that are written in this book ; and 
if any man shall take away frorfi 
the words of the book of this proph- 
ecy, God shall take away his part 
out of the book of life, and out of 
the holy city, and from the things 
which are written in this book. 

V. Relation of the Old and New 
Testaments, 

Mat. 5: 17. Think not that I am 
come to destroy the law or the 
prophets; I am not come to destroy, 
but to fulfil. For verily I say unto 
you, Till heaven and earth pass, 
one jot, or one tittle shall in no wise 
pass from the law till all be fulfilled. 
Whosoever, therefore, shall break 
one of these least commandments, 
and shall teach men so, he shall be 
called the least in the kingdom of 
heaven.

Blotting out the hand 
writing of ordinances, that was 
against us, which was contrary to 
us, and took it out of the way, nail- 
ing it to his cross. 

Having abolished in 
his flesh the enmity (between Jews 
and Gentiles) even the law of com- 
mandments contained in ordinances. 

Luke 24: 44. And he said unto 
them. These are the words which I 
said unto you, while I was yet with 
you that all things must be ful- 
filled, which were written in the 
law of Moses and in the Prophets 
and in the Psalms, concerning me. 
Then opened he their understand- 
ings that they might understand the 
scripture, and said unto them, Tlius 
it is written, and thus it behoved 
Christ to suffer. 

Acts 8: S6. Philip began at 'the 
same scripture, and preached unto 
him Jesus. 

Rom. 4 : 3. 'yV^hat saith the scrip- 
ture? 

9: 17. For the scripture saith. 



2 Pet. 1 : 19. We have also a 
more sure word of prophecy, where- 
unto ye do well that ye take heed as 
unto a light that shineth in a dark 
place .... knowing this first, that 
no scripture is of any private inter- 
pretation.

I will delight myself in thv 
statutes: I will not forget thy word. 
— 92. Unless thy law had been my 
delights, I should then have perish- 
ed in mine affliction. I will never 
forget thy precepts ; for with them 
thou hast quickened me. I am 
thine, save me ; for I have sought 
thy precepts. The wicked have 
waited for me to destroy me: but 
I will considp'*' thy testimonies. 
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Col. S : 16. Let the word of Christ 
dwell in you richly in all wisdom. 

2 Tim. 8: 15. From a child thou 
hast known the holy scriptures.

And they said, did not our 
heart bum within us, while he 
talked with us by the way, and 
opened to us the scriptures ? 

Deut. 6: 6. And these words 
which 1 conamand thee this day, shall 
be in thy heart: and thou shalt 
teach them diligently to thy chil- 
dren, and Shalt talk of them when 
thou sittest in thine house, and when 
thou walkest by the way; when 
thou liest down, and when thou 



risest up. And thou shalt bind them 
for a sign upon thine hand, and they 
shall be as frontlets between thine 
eyes ; and thou shalt write them 
upon the posts of thy house, and on 
thy gates. [See Christian Duties.] 
Josh. 1:7. Only be thou strong , 
and very courageous, that thou may- 
est observe to do according to all the 
law, which Moses my servant com- 
manded thee : turn not from it to the 
right hand or to the left, that thou 
mayest prosper whithersoever thou 
goest. This book of the law shall 
not depart out of thy mouth ; but 
thou shah nieditate therein day and 
night, that thou mayest observe to 
do according to all that is written 
therein: for then thou shalt make 
thy way prosperous, and then thou 
shalt have good success. Have not 
I commanded thee ? Be strong and 
of a good courage ; be not afraid, 
neither be thou dismayed: for the 
Lord thy God is with thee wither- 
soever thou goest.

CHAPTER L

Gen. 2: 8. And the Lord God 1 
planted a garden eastward in Eden ;

And the Lord God i 
conmianded the man, saying, Of { 
every tree of the garden thou may- 1 
est freely eat. Biit of the tree of I 
the knowledge of good and evil, 
thou shalt not eat of it : for in the 
day that thou eatest thereof thou shalt 
surely die. — 2. And on the seventh 
day God ended his work which he 
had made ; and he rested on the 
seventh day ttom all his work which 



he had made. And God blessed the 
seventh day, and sanctified it: be- 
cause that in it he had rested from 
all his work which God created 
and made. — 24. Therefore shall a 
man leave his father and his motlier, 
and shall cleave unto his wife ; and 
they shall be one flesh. 

Curse inflicted on the transgressor, 

Because thou hast 
hearkened unto the voice of thy 
wife, and hast eaten of the tree of 
which I commanded thee saying, 
Thou shalt not eat of it ; cursed is 
the ground for thy sake ; in sorrow 
shalt thou eat of it all the days of

eat bread, tiU thou return unto the 
flp*ound ; for dust thou art, and unto 
dust shalt thou return.

§1; 



DUTIES TO OOD. 



I. £x. 30: 3. Thou shalt have no 
other gods before me. 

II. Thou shalt not make unto thee 
any graven image, or any likeness 
of any thing that is in heaven above, 
or that is in the earth beneath, or 
that is in the water under the earth. 
Thou shalt not bow down thyself to 
them, nor serve them: fon I the 
Lord thy God am a jealous God, 
visiting the iniquity of ,the fathers 
upon the children unto the third and 
fourth generation of them that hate 
me: and showing mercy unto thou- 
sands of them thave love me and 
keep my commandments. 

III. Thou shalt not take the name 
of the Lord thy God in vain : for 
the Lord will not hold him guiltless 
that taketh his name in vain. 

IV. Remember the sabbath day, 
to keep it holy. Six days shalt thou 
labor, and do all thy work : but the 
seventh day is the sabbath of the 
Lord thy God ; in it thou shalt not 
do any work, thou, nor thy son, nor 
thy daughter, thy man-servant, nor 
thy maid-servant, nor thy cattle, nor 
thy stranger that is within thy gates. 
For in six days the Lord made 
heaven and earth, the sea, and all 
that in them is, and rested the sev- 
enth day : wherefore the Lord bles- 
sed the sabbath day and hallowed it.

I. Ex. 20: 12. Honor thy father and 
thy mother; that thy days may be 
long upon the land which the Load 
thy Goa giveth thee.

AFFECTION. 



Deut. 6: 4. Hear, O Israel, the 
Lord our God is one Lord ; and 
thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy might. — 12. 
Beware lest thou forget the Lord 
which brought thee forth out of the 
land of Egypt, from the house of 
bondage. Thou shale fear the Lord 
thy God, and serve him, and shalt 
swear by his name. Ye shall not go 
after other gods, of the gods of the 
people that are round about you. 

— 16. Ye shall not tempt the Lord 
your God. ...

§ 2. THE ONLY OBJECT OF RELIGIOUS 
WORSHIP. 

Ex. SO: S2. And the Lord said 
unto Moses, Thus thou shalt say 
unto the children of Israel, Ye have 
seen that I have talked with you 
from heaven. Ye shall not make 
with me gods of silver, neither shall 
ye make unto you gods of gold. An 
altar of earth thou shalt make unto 
me, and shalt sacriiH;e thereon thy 
burnt-offerings, and thy peace-offer- 
ings, thy sh^ep, and thine oxen: in 
all places where I record my name, 
I will come unto thee, and I will 
bless thee. And if thou wilt make 
me an altar of stone, thou shalt not 
build it of hewn stone: for if thou 
lift up thy tool upon it, thou hast 
polluted it. Neither shalt thou go 
up by steps unto mine altar, that 
thy nakedness be not discovered 
thereon. 

22: 20. He that sacrificeth unto 
any god, save unto the Lord only, 
he shall be utterly destroyed. 

Deut. IS: 1. If there arise among 
you a prophet, or a dreamer of 
dreams, and giveth thee a sign or a 
wonder, and the sign or the wonder 
come to pass, whereof he spake unto 
thee saymg. Let us go after other 
gods, which thou hast not known, 
and let us serve them ; thou shalt 
not hearken unto the words of that 
prophet, or that dreamer of dreams: 
for the Lord your God proveth you, 
to know whether ye love the Lord 
your God with all your heart, and 
with all your soul. Ye shall walk 
after the Lord your God, and fear 
him, and keep his commandments, 
and obey his voice, and ye shall 
serve him, and cleave unto him. 
And that prophet, or that dreamer 



of dreams, shall be put to death ; 
because he hath spoken to turn you 
away from the Lord your God, 
which brought you out of the land 
of Egypt, and redeemed you out of 
the house of bondage, to thrust thee 
out of the way which the Lord thy 
God commanded thee to walk in. 
So shalt thou put the evil away from 
the midst of thee. If thy brother, 
the son of thy mother, or thy son, 
or thy daughter, or the wife of thy 
bosom, or thy friend, which is as 
thine own soul, entice thee secretly, 
saying. Let us go 'and serve other 
gods, which thou hast not known, 
thou, nor thy fathers ; ncnnely, of 
the gods of the people which are 
round about you, nigh unto thee, or 
far off from thee, from the one end 
of the earth even unto the other end 
of the earth ; thou shalt not con- 
sent unto him, nor hearken unto 
him ; neither shall thine eye pity 
him, neither shalt thou spare, nei- 
ther shalt thou conceal him ; but 
thou shalt purely kill him ; thine 
hand shall be first upon him to put 
him to death, and afterwards the 
hand of all the people. And thou 
shalt stone him with stones, that he 
die ; because he hath sought to 
thrust thee away from the Lord 
thy God, which brought thee out of 
the land of Egyt, from the house of 
bondage. And all Israel shall hear, 
and fear, and shall do no more any 
such wickedness as this is among 
you. If thou shalt hearsay in one of 
thy cities, which the Lord thy God 
hath given thee to dwell there, say- 
ing. Certain men, the children of 
Belial, are gone out from among 
you, and have withdrawn the in- 
habitants of their city, saying. Let 
us so and serve other gods, which 
ye nave not known ; then shalt thou 
inquire, and make search, and ask 
diligently : and, behold, if it be 
truth, and the thing certain, that 
such abomination is wrought among 
you: thou shalt surely smite the in- 
habitants of that city with the edge 
of the sword, destroying it utterly, 
and all that is therein, and the cat- 
tle thereof, with the edge of the 
sword. And thou shalt gather all 
the spoil of it into the midst of the 
street thereof, and shall burn with 
fire the city, and all the spoil there- 
of every whit, for the Lord thy God : 
and it shall be an heap forever ; it 
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shall not be built again. And there 
shall cleave nought of the cursed 
hing to t bine hand ; that the Lord 
may turn from the fierceness of his 
anger, and show thee mercy, and 
have compassion upon thee, and 
multiply thee, as he hath sworn unto 
thy fathers ; when thou shalt hear- 
ken to the voice of the Lord thy 
God, to keep all his commandments 
\thich I command thee this day, to 
do that which is right in the eyes of 
the Lord thy God. 

Cases of Idolatry. 

Josh. 7 : 10. And the Lord said un- 
to Joshua, . . . Israel hath sinned, and 
they have also transgressed my cov- 
enant, which I commanded them ; 
for they have even taken of the ac- 
cursed thing, and have also stolen, 
and dissembled also . . . therefore the 
children of Israel could not stand 
before their enemies ; neither will I 
be with you any more, except ye put 
away the accursed from among you. 
— 19. And Joshua said unto Achan, 
My son, give, I pray thee, glory to 
the Lord God of Israel, and make 
confession unto him ; and tell me 
now what thou hast done ; hide it 
not fr-oni me. And Achan answered 
Joshua, and said, Indeed I have sin- 
ned against the Lord God of Israel, 
and thus and thus have I done: 
when I saw among the spoils a 
goodly Babylonish garment, and 
two hundred shekels of silver, and 
a wedge of gold of fifty shekels 
weight, then I coveted them, and 
took them ; and, behold, they are 
hid in the earth in the midst of my 
tent, and the silver under it. So 
Joshua sent messengers, and they 
ran unto the tent 5 and, behold, it 
was hid in his tent, and the silver 
under it. And they took them out of 
the midst of the tent, and brought 
them unto Joshua, and unto all the 
children of Israel, and laid them out 
before the Lord. And Joshua, and 
all Israel with him, took Achan, the 
son of Zerah, and the silver, and 
the garment, and the wedge of gold, 
and his sons, and his daughters, and 
his oxen, and his asses, and his 
sheep, and his tent, and all that he 
h&d: and they brought them unto 
the valley of Achor. And Joshua 
said, Why hast thou troubled us f 
the Lord shall trouble thee this 



day. And all Israel stoned him with 
stones, and burned them with fire, 
afker they had stoned them with 
stones. And they raised over him a 
great heap of stones unto this day. 
So the Lord turned from the fierce- 
ness of his anger. Wherefore the 
name of that place was called the 
valley of Achor, unto this day. 

Deut. 4:1. Now therefore hear- 
ken, O Israel, unto the statutes and 
unto the judgments, which I teach 
you, for to do theniy that ye may 
live, and go in and possess the land 
which the Lord God of your fathers 
giveth you. Ye shall not add unto 
the word which I command you, 
neither shall ye diminish aitght from 
it, that ye may keep the command- 
ments of the Lord your God which 
I command you. Your eyes have 
seen what the Lord did because of 
Baal-peor : for all the men that fol- 
lowed Baal-peor, the Lord thy God 
hath destroyed them from among 
you. But ye that did cleave unto 
the Lord your God arc alive every 
one of you this day. 



§ 3. PROFANITY. 

Lev. 5:1. And if a soul sin, and 
hear the voice of swearing, and is a 
witness, whether he hath seen or 
known of it ; if he do not utter tY, 
then he shall bear his iniquity. 

19: 12. And ye shall not swear by 
my name falsely, neither shalt thou 
profane the name of thy God: I am 
the Lord. 

Case of a Blasphemer. 

Lev. 24: 18. And the Lord spake 
unto Moses, saying, Bring forth him 
that hath cursed without the camp ; 
and let all that heard him lay their 
hands upon his head, and let all the 
congregation stone him. And thou 
shalt speak unto the children of Is- 
rael, saying, Whosoever curseth his 
God shall bear his sin. And he that 
blasphemeth the name of the Lord, 
he shall surely be ))ut to death, and 
all the congregation shall certainly 
stone him : as well the stranger, as 
he that is born in the land, when he 
blasphemeth the name of the Lord, 
shall be put to death. — 23. And 
Moses spake to the children of Is- 
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rael, that they bhould bring forth 
him that had cursed out of the camp, 
and stone him with stones. And the 
children of Israel did as the hoRD 
commanded Moses. 



§ 4. OBSERYANCB OF THE SABBATH. 

Ex. 31 : 12. And the LrORP spake 
unto Moses, saying, Speak thou al- 
so unto the children of Israel, say- 
ing. Verily my sabbaths ye shall 
keep: for i^ i> a sign between me 
and you throughout your genera- 
tions ; that ye may know that I am 
the LoBD that doth sanctify you. 
Ye shall keep the sabbath therefore } 
for it is holy unto you: every one 
that defileth it shall surely be put to 
death: for whosoever doeth any 
work therein, that soul shall be cut 
off from among his peopk. Six days 
may work be done ; but ip the sev- 
enth is the sabbath of rest, holy to 
the Lord: whosoever doeth any 
work in the sabbath-day, he shall 
surely be put to death. Wherefore 
the children of Israel shall keep 
the sabbath, to observe the sabbath 
throughout their generations, for a 
perpetual covenant. It m a sign be- 
tween me and the children of Israel 
forever: for in six days the Lord 
made heaven and earth, and on the 
seventh day he rested, and was re 
freshed. 

85: 2. Whosoever doeth work 
therein shall be put to death. Ye 
shall kindle no fire throughout your 
habitations upon the sabbath-day. 

16 : 5. And it shall come to 
pass, that on the sixth day they shall 
prepare that which they bring in ; 
and it shall be twice as much as 
they gather daily. — 22. And it came 
to pass, that on the sixth day they 
gathered twice as much bread, two 
omers for one man: and all the ru- 
lers of the congregation came and 
told Moses. And he said unto them, 
this is that which the Lord hath 
said, to-morrow is the rest of the 
holy sabbath unto the Lord: 'bake 
that which ye will bake to-day, and 
seethe that ye will seethe ; and that 
which remain ejth lay up for you to 
be kept until the morning. — 27. It 
came to pass, that there went out 
some of the people on the seventh 
day for to gather, and they found 
none. And the Lord said unto Mo- 
8 



ses, How long refuse ye to keep mf 
commandments and ray laws ? Seei 
for that the Lord hath given yoU 
the sabbath, therefore he giveth yon 
on the sixth day the bread of two 
days ; abide ye every man tn his 
place, let no man go out of his place 
on the seventh day* So the peopki 
rested on the seventh day. 

Case tried. — Gathering Stieks, 

Num. 15: 93. And they that found 
him gathering sticks, brought him 
unto Moses and Aaron, and unto all 
the congregation. And they pnt him 
in ward because it was not declared 
what should be done to him. And 
the Lord said to Mosesy The mall 
shall be surely put to death ; all the 
congregation shall stone him with 
stones without the campu And all the 
congregation brouffht him withoni 
the camp and stoned him with stones 
and he died ; as the Lord conmiand-' 
6d Moses. 

Neh. 18: 15. In those days saw I 
in Judah some treading wine-^presseisi 
on the sabbath, and bringing in 
sheaves, and lading asses ; as also 
wine, grapes, and ngsy and all man^ 
net of burdens, which they brought 
into Jerusalem on the sabbath-davf 
and I testified againrt them in the 
day wherein they sold victuals^ 
There dwelt men of Tyre also 
therein, which brought fish, and all 
manner of ware, and sold on the 
sabbath unto the children of Judah, 
and in Jerusalem. Then I contend-' 
ed with the nobles of Jndah, and 
sAid unto them. What evil thing ip 
this that ye do, and profane the sab- 
bath-day? did not your fathers thusy 
and did not our God bring all this 
evil upon us, and upon this city f 
yet ye bring more wrath upon Israel 
by profaning the sabbath. And it 
came to pass, that when the gates of 
Jerusalem began to be dark before 
the sabbath, f commanded that the 
gates should be shut, and charged 
that they should not be opened till 
after the sabbath : and some of my 
servants set I at the gates, that there 
should no burden be brought in on 
the sabbath-day. So the merchants 
and sellers of all kind of ware lodged 
without Jerusalem once or twice. 
Then I testified against them, and 
said unto them. Why lodge ye about 
the wall ? if ye do #• again, I wiH 
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lay hands on yon. From that time' 
forth eame they no more on the sal>- 
bath. And I commanded the Levites, 
that they should cleanse themselves, 
and ihat they should come and keep 
the gates, to sanctify the sabbath- 
day. Remember me, O my God, 
eone^ming this also, and spare me 
according to the greatness of thy 
mercy. 

Morality of the Sabbath, 

IsA. 5S: 9, If thou take away from 
the midst of thee the yoke, the put- 
ting forth of the finger, and speaking 
vanity; and if thou draw out thy 
soul' to the hungry, and satisfy the 
afflicted soul ; then shall thy light 
rise in obscurity, and thy darkness 
h a* the noon-day. — 13. If thou 
turn away thv foot from the sabbath, 
from doing thy pleasure on my holy 
day ; and call the sabbat^ a delight, 
the holy of the Lord, honorable, 
and shalt honor him, not doing thine 
own ways, nor finding thine own 
pleasure, nor speaking tfiine own 
words: then shalt thou deliffht thy- 
self in the Lord ; and I will cause 
thee to ride upon the high pkces of 
the earth, and feed thee with the 
heritage of Jacotf thy father: for the 
mouth of the Loko hath spoken it. 

Jer. 17 : 21. Thus saith the Lord 5 
take heed to yourselves, and bear nd 
burden on the sabbath-day, nor bring 
it in by the gates of Jerusalem ; nei- 
ther carry forth a burden out of your 
houses on the sabbath-day, neither 
do ye any work, but hallow ye the 
sabbath-day, as I commanded your 
fathers. But they obeyed not, nei- 
ther inclined their ear, but made 
their neck stifle, that they might not 
hear, nor receive instruction. And it 
shall come to pass, if ye diligently 
hearken unto me, saith the Lord, to 
bring in no burden through the gates 
of this city on the sabbath-day, but 
hallow the sabbath-day, to do no 
work therein; then shall there en- 
ter into the gates of this city kings 
and princes sitting upon the throne 
of David, riding in chariots and on 
horses, they, and their princes, the 
men of Judah, and the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem: and this city shall re- 
main forever. And they shall come 
from the cities of Judah, and from 
the olaces about Jerusalem, and from 
the land of Benjamin, and from the 



plain, and from the mountains, and 
from the south, bringing burnt-offer- 
ings, and sacrifices, and meat-offer- 
inys, and incense, and bringing sa- 
crifices of praise, unto the house of 
the Lord. But if ye will not hearken 
unto me to hallow the sabbath-day, 
and not to bear a burden, even enter- 
ing in at the gates of Jerusalem on 
the sabbath-day ; then will I kindle a 
fire in the gates thereof, and it shall 
devour the palaces of Jerusalem, and 
it shall not be quenched. 

£zEK. 20: 10. Wherefore I caused 
them to go forth out of the land of 
1^^31>t) and brought them into the 
wilderness. And I gave them my 
statutes, and showed them my judg- 
ments, which if a man do, he shsdl 
even live in them. Moreover also I 
gave them my sabbaths, to be a sign 
between me and them, that they 
might know that I am the Lord 
that sanctify them. But the house 
of Israel rebelled against me in the 
wilderness: they walked not in my 
statutes^ and they despised my judg- 
ments, which if a man do, he shtdl 
even live hi them ; and my sabbaths 
they greatly polluted: then I said, I 
would pour out my fury upon them 
in the wilderness, to consume them* 
-i- 21. Notwithstanding the children 
rebelled against me: they walked 
not in my statutes, neither kept my 
judgments to do them, which if a 
man do, he shall even live in them j 
they polluted my sabbaths: then I 
said, 1 would pour out my fury upon 
them, to accomplish my anger against 
them in the wilderness. — 24. Be- 
cause they had not executed my 
judgments, but had despised my 
statutes, and had polluted my sal>- 
baths, and their eyes were after 
their fathers' idols. 

22 : 7. In thee have they vexed the 
fatherless and the widow. Thou hast 
despised mine holy things, and hast 
profaned my sabbaths. In thee are 
men that carry talfes to shed blood. — 
14. Can thine heart endure, or can 
thine hands be strong, in the days that 
I shall deal with thee ?^ I the Lord 
have spoken it, and will do it. And 
I will scatter thee among the heathen, 
and disperse thee in the countries, 
and will consume thy filthiness out 
of thee. And thou shalt take thine 
inheritance in thyself in the sight of 
the heathen, and thou shalt know 
that I am the Lord. 
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2S: 39. They have defiled my 
sanctuary in the same day, and have 
profaned my sabbaths. For when 
they had slain their children to their 
idols, then they came the same day 
into my sanctuary to profafie it ; and, 
lo, thus have they done in the midst 
of mine house. 



§ 5. LAW OF PARENTAL RELATION. 

Lev. 19: 2. Ye shall be holy: for 
I the Lord your God am holy. Ye 
shall fear every man his mother and 
his father, and keep my sabbaths: I 
am the Lord your God. 

20: 9. For every one that curseth 
his father or his mother shall be sure- 
ly put to death : he hath cursed his 
father or his mother ; his blood shall 
be upon him. 

Ex. 21: 15. .And he that smiteth 
his father orchis mother, shall be 
surely put to death. 

Num. 80: 3. If a woman a|so vow 
a vow unto the Lord, and bind her- 
self hy a bond, being in her father*s 
house in her youth ; and her father 
hear her vow, and her bond where- 
with she hath bound her soul, and 
her father shall hold his peace at her ; 
then all her vows shall stand, and 
every bond wherewith she hath bound 
her soul shall stand. But if her father 
disallow her in the day that he hear- 
eth ; not any of her vows, or of her 
bonds wherewith she hath bound her 
soul, shall stand: and the Lord shall 
forgive her, because her father dis- 
allowed her. 

Parental Duty. 

Gen. IS: 19. I know him (Abra- 
ham) that he will conomand his 
household after him ; and they shall 
keep the way of the Lord, to do jus- 
tice and judgment ; that the Lord 
may bring upon Abraham that which 
he hath spoken of him. 

Deut. 6: 6. These words, which I 
command thee this day, shall be in 
thy heart ; and thou shalt teach them 
diligently unto thy children, and talk 
of 3iem when thou sittest in thine 
house, and when thou walkest by the 
way, and when thou liest down, and 
when thou risest up. 

32: 46» Ye shall command your

Pr. 22: 6. Train up a child in the 
way he should go ; and when he is 
old, he will not depart from it.

The rod and reproof give 
wisdom: but a child left to him$e\f, 
bringeth his mother to shame. 



§ 6. murder. 

Ex. 21:12. He that smiteth a man, 
so that he die, shall be surely put to 
death. And if a man lie not in wait, 
but God deliver him into his hand ; 
then I will appoint thee a place whith- 
er he shall flee. But if a man come 
presumptuously upon his neighbor, 
to slay him with guile ; thou shalt 
take him from mine altar, that he 
may die. — 18. And if men strive to- 
gether, and one smite another with 
a stone, or with his fist, and he die 
not, but keepeth his bed : if he rise 
again, and walk abroad upon his 
staff, then shall he that smote him be 
quit: only he shall pay for the loss 
of his time, and shall cause him to 
be thoroughly healed. — 22. If men 
strive, and hurt a woman with child, 
so that her fruit depart /rom her, and 
yet no mischief follow : he shall be 
surely punished, according as the 
woman's husband will lay upon him; 
and he shall pay as the judges deter^ 
mine. And if any mischief follow, 
then thou shalt give life for life, eye 
for eye, tooth for tooth, hand for 
hand, foot for foot, burning for burn- 
ing, wound for wound, stripe for 
stripe. / 

Num. 35: 16. And if he smite him 
with an instrument of iron, so that 
he die, he is a murderer: the mur- 
derer shall surely be put to death* 
And if he smite him with throwing a 
stone, wherewith he may die, and he 
die, he is a murderer: the murderer 
shall surely be put to death. Or if 
he sitiite him with an hand weapon 
of wood, wherewith he may die, 
and he die, he is a murderer: the 
murderer shall surely be put to deaths 
The revenger of blood himself shall 
slay the murderer: when he meeteth 
him, he shall slay him. But if he 
thrust him of hatred, or hurl at him 
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bf laying of wait, that he die ; or in 
enmity smite him with his hand, that 
lie die : he that smote Aim shall sure- 

Sr be put to death ; for he m a mur^ 
erer: the rerenger of blood shall 
riay the murderer when he meeteth 
1dm But if he thrust him sud- 
denly without enmity, or have cast 
upon him any thing without laying 
of wait, or with any stone, where- 
with a man may die, seeing Aim not, 
and cast it upon him, that he die, and 
woi not his enemy, neither sought his 
harm : then the congregation shall 
judge between the slayer and the re- 
yenger of blood according to these 
jud^ents : and the congregation 
shaB deliver the slayer out of the 
hand of the revenger of blood, and 
the congreffadon shall restore him to 
rtle city of his refuge, whither he was 
fled. — SO. Whoso killeth any per- 
son, the murderer shall be put to 
death by the mouth of witnesses : but 
one witness shall not testify against 
Atiy person to emi^e Aim to die. More- 
over ye shall take no satisfaction for 
the life of a murderer, which is guil- 
ty of death : but he shall be surely 
put to death. And ye shall take no 
/BatL^action for him that is fled to the 
city of his reflige, that he should 
jcome again to dwell in the land, un- 
til the death of the priest. So ye 
jshall not pollute the land wherein ye 
are; for blood it defileth the land: 
and the land cannot be cleansed of 
the blood that is shed therein, but by 
the blood of him that shed it. Defile 
liot therefore the land which ye shall 
jnhabit, wherein I dwell: fori the 
Loan dwell among the children of 
Israel.

§ 7. LAW OF MALE AKn FEMALE. 

Ex. 22: 16. And if a man entice 
a maid that is not betrothed, and lie 
with her, he shall surely endow her 
to be his wife. If her father utterly 
refuse to give her unto him, he shall 
pay money according to the dowry 
of virgins. Whosoever lieth with a 
beast shall surely be put to death. 

Lev. 18: 7. Marriage prohibited 
with father or mother ; father's wife ; 
sister; son's daughter; daughter's 
daughter ; father's wife's daughter ; 
father's sister ; mother's sbter ; fa- 
ther's brother's wife ; daughter-in- 
law ; brother's wife ; wife's daugh- 
ter, or grand-daughter. — Penalty of 
violation. Death. 20: U. 

19 : 29. Do not prostitute thy 
daughter, to cause her to be a whore; 
lest the land fall to whoredom, and 
the land become full of wickedness. 
Ye shall keep my sabbaths, and rev- 
erence my sanctuary : I am the Lord. 

20: 10. And the man that commit- 
teth adultery with another man's 
wife, even he that conunitteth adul- 
tery with his neighbor's wife, the 
adulterer and the adulteress shall 
surely be put to death. 

Deut. 25: 5. If brethren dwell to- 

g ether, and one of them die, and 
ave no child, the wife of the dead 
shall not marry without unto a stran- 
j^er: her husband's brother shall go 
in unto her, and take her to mm 
to wife, and perform the duty 
of an husband's brother unto her. 
And it shall be, that the first-bom 
which she beareth, shall succeed in 
the name of his brother which is 
dead, that his name be not put out 
of Israel. 

Dedt. 22: 5. The woman shall 
not wear that which pertaineth unto 
a man, neither shall a man put on a 
woman's garment: for all that do so 
are abomination unto the Lord 
thy God. 

24: 1. When a man hath taken a 
wife, and married her, and it come 
to pass that she find no favor in his 
eyes, because he hath found some 
uncleanness in her: then let him 
write her a bill of divorcement, and 
give it in her hand, and send her out 
of his house. And when she is de- 
parted out of his house, she may go 
and be another man's wife. And if 
the latter husband hate her, and 
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wrke her a bill of divorcement, and 
giy«ch it in her hand, and sendeth 
her out of his house ; or if the latter 
husband die, which took her to be 
his wife ; her former husband, which 
sent her away, may not take her 
again to be his wife, after that she 
is "defiled ; for that is abomina- 
tion before the Lord: and thou shalt 
not cause the land to sin, which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee /or an in- 
heritance. 

Num. 26: 10. Even as the Lord 
commanded Moses, so did the daugh- 
ters of Zelophehad: for Mahlah, 
Tirzah, and Hoglah, and Milcah, 
and Noah, the daqghters of Zelo- 
phehad, were married unto their 
father's brother's sons.

Num. 90: 6. And if she had at all 
an husband, when she vowed, or ut- 
tered aught out of her lips, where- 
'With she bound her soul ; and her 
husband heard ity and held his peace 
at her in the day that he heard it: 
then her vows shall stand, and her 
bonds wherewith she bound her soul 
shall stand. But if her husband dis- 
allowed her on the day that he heard 
it; then he shall make h^r vow which 
she vowed, ^nd that which she ut- 
tered with her lips, wherewith she 
bound her soul, of none effect: and 
the Lord shall forgive her. But 
evecy vow of a widow, and of her 
that is divorced, wherew,ith they 
have bound their souls, shall stand 
against her. And if she vowed in her 
husband's house, or bound her soul 
by a bond with an oath ; and her 
husband heard it, and held his peace 
at her, and disallowed her not: then 
all her vows shall stdnd, and every 
bond wherewith she bound her soul 
shall stand. But if her husband hath 
utterly made them void on the day 



he heard them ; then whatsoever 
proceeded out of her lips concerning 
her vows, or concerning the bond of 
her soul, shall not stand: her hus- 
band hath made them void: and the 
Lord shall forgive her. Every vow, 
and every binding oath to afilict the 
soul, her husbarid may establish it, 
or her husband may make it void. 
But if her husband altogether hold 
his peace at her from day to day j 
then he establisheth all her vows, or 
all her bonds, which are upon her: 
he confirmeth them, because he held 
his peace at her in the day that he 
heard them. But if he shall any ways 
make them void after that he hath 
heard them ; then he shall bear her 
iniquity. These are the statutes, 
which the Lord commanded Moses^ 
between a man and his wife, between 
the father and his daughter, being 
yet in her youth in her father's 
house. 



§ 8. LAW OP THEFT. 

Ex. 22: 1. If a man shall steal an 
ox, or a sheep, and kill it, or sell it ; 
he shall restore five oxen for an ox, 
and four sheep for a sheep. If a 
thief be found breaking up, and be 
smitten that he die, there shall no 
blood be shed for him. If the sun be 
risen upon him, there shall be blood 
shed for him ; for he should make 
full restitution ; if he have nothing, 
then he shall be sold for his theft. 
If the theft be certainly found in his 
hand alive, whether it be ox, or 
ass, or sheep ; he shall restore dou- 
ble. 

Lev. 19: 11. Ye shall not steal, 
neither deal falsely, neither lie one 
to another. 

Ps. 50: 18. When thou sawest a 
thief, then thou consentedst with 
him. . . . But I will reprove thee, 
and set thy sins in order. 

Pr. 29 : 24. Whoso is partner with 
a thief, hateth his own soul. 

Jer. 17: 11. He that getteth rich- 
es, and not by right, shall leave 
them in the midst of his days ; and 
at his end shall be a fool. 
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§ 9. LAW OF FALSEHOOD. 

Ex. 23: 1. Thou sfaalt not raise 
a false report: put not thine hand 
with the wicked to be an unrighteous 
witness. Thou shalt not follow a 
multitude to do evil ; neither shalt 
thou speak in a cause to decline 
after many to wrest judgment: nei- 
ther shalt thou countenance a poor 
man in his cause. 

Deut. 19: 16. If a false witness 
rise up tigainst any man to testify 
against him that which is wrong, . . . 
the judges shall make diligent in- 
quisition ; and behold, if the witness 
be a false witness, and hath testified 
falsely against his brother, then shall 
ye do unto him as he thought to do 
unto his brother ; so shalt thou put 
the evil away from among you. 

Lev. 19: 16. Thou shalt not go 
up and down as a tale-bearer among 
thy people. 

Pr. 6: 16. These six things doth 
the Lord hate ; yea, seven are an 
abomination unto him. — 19. A false 
witness that speakqth lies, and sow- 
eth discord among brethren. 

19: 5. A false witness shall not be 
unpunished ; and he that speaketh 
lies shall not escape. 

31 : 28. A false witness shall perish. 

35: 18. A man that beareth false 
witness against his neighbor, is a 
maul, and a sword, and a sharp ar- 
row. 



§ 10. LAW OF COVETOUSNESS, OR 
DUTY TO NEIGHBORS. 

Ex. 21 : 28. If an ox gore a man 
or v^roman, that they die : then the ox 
shall be surely stoned, and his flesh 
shall not be eaten ; but the owner of 
the ox shall be quit. But if the ox 
were wont to push with his horn in 
time past, and it hath been testified 
to his owner, and he hath not kept 
him in, but that he hath killed a man 
or a woman ; the ox shall be stoned, 
and his owner also shall be put to 
death. If there be laid on him a 
sum of money, then he shall give for 
the ransom of his life whatsoever is 
laid upon him. Whether he have 
gored a son, or have gored a daugh- 
ter, according to this judgment shall 
it be done un^o him. If the ox shaU 



push a man-servant or maid-servant, 
he shall give unto their master thirty 
shekels of silver, and the ox shall 
be stoned. And if a man shall open 
a pit, or if a man shall dig a pit, and 
not cover it, and an ox or an ass fall 
therein ; the owner of the pit shall 
make it good, and give money unto 
the owner of them ; and the (^ead 
beast shall be his. A^d if one man's 
ox hurt another's, that he die ; then 
they shall sell the live ox, and divide 
the money of it ; and the dead ox 
also shall they divide. Or if it be 
known that the ox hath used to push 
in time past, and his owner hath not 
kept him in ; he shall surely pay ox 
for ox ; and the dead shall be his 
own. 

22 : 5. If a man shall cause a 
field or vineyard to be eaten, and 
shall put in his beast, and shall feed 
in another man's field ; of the best 
of his own field, and of the best of 
his own vineyard shall he make resti- 
tution. If fiire break out, and catch 
in thorns, so that the stacks of com, 
or the standing com, or the field be 
consumed therewith; he that kindleth 
the fire shall surely make restitution. 
If a man shall deliver unto his neigh- 
bor money or stuflf to keep, and it be 
stolen out of the man's house ; if the 
thief be found, let him pay double. 
If the thief be not found, then the 
master of the house shall be brought 
unto the judges, to see whether he 
have put his hand unto his neigh- 
bor's goods. . For all manner of tres- 
pass, whether it be for ox, for ass, 
for sheep, for raiment, or for any 
manner of lost thing, which another 
challengeth to be ms, the cause of 
both parties shall come before the 
judges ; and whom the judges shall 
condenui, he shall pay double unto 
his neighbor. If a man deliver unto • 
his neighbor an ass, or an ox, or a 
sheep, or any beast, to keep ; and it 
die, or be hurt, or driven away, no 
man seeing it: then shall an oath of 
the Lord be between them both, that 
he hath not put his hand unto his 
neighbor's goods ; and the owner of 
it shall accept thereof, and he shall 
not make it good. . And if it be stolen 
from him, he shall make restitution 
unto the owner thereof. If it be torn 
in pieces, then let him bring it for 
witness, and he shall not make good 
that which was tom. And if a man 
borrow aught of his neighbor, audit 
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be hiirtj or die, the owner* thereof 
being not with it, he shall surely 
make it good. But if the owner 
thereof be with it, he shall not make 
it good : if it be an hired thingy it 
came for his hire. — 21. Thou shalt 
neither vex a stranger, nor oppress 
*him: for ye were strangers m the 
land of Egypt. Ye shall not afflict 
any widow, or fatherless child. If 
thou afflict them in any wise, and 
they cry at all unto me, I will surely 
hear their cry ; and my wrath shall 
wax hot, and Lwill kill you with the 
sword ; and your wives shall be wid- 
ows, and your children fatherless. If 
thou lend money to any of my people 
that is poor by thee, thou shalt not be 
to him as an usurer, neither shalt thou 
lay upon him usury. If thou at all 
take thy neighbor's raiment to pledge, 
thou shalt deliver it unto him by that 
the sun goeth down : for that is his 
covering only, it is his raiment for 
his skin : wherein shall he sleep? 
and it shall come to pass, when he 
crieth unto me, that I will hear ; for 
I am gracious. 

IT 23 : 4. Jf thou meet thine enemy's 
ox or his ass going astray, thou shalt 
surely bring it back to him again. If 
thou see the ass of him that hateth 
thee lying under his burden, and 
wouldest forbear to help him, thou 
shalt surely help with him. Thou 
shalt not wrest the judgment of thy 
poor in his cause. Keep thee far 
from a false matter ; and the inno- 
cent and righteous slay thou not : for 
I will not justify the wicked. And 
thou shalt take no gifl: for the gifl 
blindeth the wise, and perverteth 
the words of the righteous. Also 
thou shalt not oppress a stranger: 
for ye know the heart of a stranger, 
seeing ye were strangers in the land 
of Egypt. 

Lev. 6:1. And the Lord spake 
unto Moses, saying. If a soul sin, 
and commit a trespass against the 
L'oRD, and lie unto his neighbor in 
that which was delivered him to 
keep, or in fellowship, or in a thing 
taken away by violence, or hath de- 
ceived his neighbor ; or have found 
that which was lost, and lieth con- 
cerning it, and sweareth falsely ; in 
any of all these that a man doeth, 
sinning therein : then it shall be, be- 
cause he bath sinned and is guilty, 
that he shall restore that which he 



took violently away, or the thing 
which he hath deceitfully gotten, or 
that which was delivered him to 
keep, or thfe lost thing which -he 
found, or all that about which he 
hath sworn falsely ; he shall even 
restore it in the principal, and shall 
add the fifth part more thereto, and 
give it unto him to whom it apper- 
taineth, in the day of his trespass* 
offering. 

19 : 9. And when ye reap the 
harvest of your land, thou shalt 
not wholly reap the comers of thy 
field, neither snalt thou gather the 
gleanings of thy harvest. And thou 
shalt not glean thy vineyard; neither 
shalt thou gather every grape of thy 
vineyard ; thoO shalt leave them for - 
the poor and stranger; I am the Lorp 
your God. — 1 3. Thou shalt not de- 
fVaud thy neighbor, neither rob him: 
the wages of him that is hired shall 
not abide with thee all night until the 
morning. Thou shalt not curse the 
deaf, nor put a stumbling-block before 
the blind, but ^halt fear thy God : I am 
the Lord. Ye shall do no unright- 
eousness in judgment: thou shalt not 
respect the person of the poor, nor 
honor the person of the mighty : but 
in righteousness shalt thou judge thy 
neighbor. . . Neither shalt thou stand 
against the blood of thy neighbor: 
I am the Lord. Thou shalt not hate 
thy brother in thine hpart: thou shalt 
in any wise rebuke thy neighbor, and 
not suffer sin upon him. Thou shalt 
not avenge, nor bear any grudge 
against the children of thy people, 
but thou shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself : I am the Lord. . . . Thqu 
shalt rise up before the hoary head, 
and honor the face of the old man, 
and fear thy God: 1 am the Lord. 
And if a stranger sojourn with thee 
in your land, ye shall not vex him. 
But the stranger that dwelleth with 
you shall be unto you as one bom 
among you, and thou shalt love him 
as thyself ; for ye were strangers in 
the land of E^pt: I am the Lord 
your God. Ye shall do no unright- 
eousness in judgment, in mete-yard, 
in Weight, or in measure. Just bal- 
ances, just weights, a just - ephah, 
and a just bin, shall ye have : I am 
the Lord your God, which brought 
you out of the land of Egypt. 
Therefore shall ye observe all my 
statutes, and all my judgments, and 
do them: I am the Lord. 
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24: 22. Ye shall have one man- 
ner of Iaw> as well for the stranger, 
as for one of your own country : for 
I am the Lord your God. 

IT Dect. 15:1. At the end of every 
seven years thou shalt make a re- 
lease. And this is the hianner of 
the release : Every creditor that lend- 
eth aught unto his neighbor shall re- 
lease it ; he shall not exact it of his 
neighbor, or of his brother ; because 
it is called the Lord's release. Of 
a foreigner thou mayest exact it 
again: but that which is- thine with 
thy brother thine hand shall release ; 
save when there shall be no poor 
among you ; for the Lord shall 
greatly bless thes in the land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee fqr 
an inheritance to possess it: only if 
thou carefully hearken unto the voice 
of the Lord thy God, to observe to 
do all these commandments which I 
conmiand thee this day. For the 
Lord thy God blesseth thee, as he 
promised thee : and thou shalt lend 
unto many nations, but thou shalt 
not borrow ; and thou shalt reign 
over many nations, but they shallnot 
reign oyer thee. If there be among 
you a poor man of one of thy breth 
ren within any of thy gates, in thy 
land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, thou shalt not harden thine 
heart, nor shut thine hand from thy 
poor brother : but thou shalt open 
thine hand wide unto him, and shalt 
surely lend him sufficient for his 
need, in that which he wanteth. Be- 
ware that there be not a thought in 
thy wicked heart, saying. The sev- 
enth year, the year of release, is at 
hand ; and thine eye be evil against 
thy poor brother, and thoii givest 
him nought : and he cry unto the 
Lord againdt thee^ and it be sin unto 
thee. Thou shalt surely give him ; 
and thine heart shall not be grieved 
when thou givest unto him : because 
that for this thing the Lord thy God 
shall bless thee in all thy works, and 
in all that thou puttest thine hand 
unto. For the poor shall never cease 
out of the land : therefore I com- 
mand thee, saying,' Thou shalt open 
thine hand wide unto thy brother, to 
thy poor, and to thy needy, in thy 
land. 

22: 1. Thou shalt not see thy 
brother's ox or his sheep go astray, 
and hide thyself from them : thou 



shalt in any ease bring them again 
unto thy brother. And if thy brother 
he not nigh unto thee, or if thou 
know him not, then thou shalt brin^ 
it unto thine own house, and it shaU 
be with thee, until thy brother seek 
afler it, and thou shalt restore it to 
him again. In like manner shalt 
thou do with his ass ; and so shah 
thou do with his raiment ; and with 
all lost thing* of thy brother's, which i 
he hath lost, and thou ha^ foitnd, 
shalt thou do likewise : thou mayest 
not hide thyself. Thou shalt not 
see thy brother's ass or his ox fall 
down by the way, and hide thyself 
from them: thoii shalt surely help 
him to lift them up again. 

23: 19. Thou shalt not lend upon 
usury to thy brother: usury of mo^ 
ney, usury of victuals, usury of any 
tiling that is lent upon usury; uDto> 
a stranger thou mayest lend upon 
usury 5 but unto thy brother thoa 
shalt not lend upon usury. 

If 24: 16, The fathers shall not he- 
put to death for the children, neither 
shall the children be put to death 
for the fathers: every man shall be 
put to death for his own sin, Thoi» 
shalt not pervert the judgment of 
the strangery not of the fatherless ; 
nor take the widow's raiment l€> 
pledge : bt^t thou shalt remember 
that thou wast a bondman in Egypt^. 
and the Lord thy God redeemed 
thee thence: therefore I command 
thee to do this thing. When thou 
cuttest down thine harvest in thy 
field, and hast forgot a sheaf in the 
field, thou shalt not go again to fetch 
it: it shall be for the stranger, for 
the fatherless, and for the widow: 
that the Lord thy God may bless 
thee in all the work of thine bands. 
When thou beatest thine olive tree, 
thou shalt not go over the boughs 
again : it shall be for the stranger, 
for the fatherless, and for the widow. 
When thou gatherest the grapes of 
thy vineyard, thou shalt not glean 
it afterward : it shall be for the 
stranger, for the fatherless, and for 
the widow. And thou shak remem- 
ber that thou wast a bondman in the 
land of Egypt : therefore I com- 
mand thee to do this thing. 

^5: 1. Iftherebea controversy 
between men, and they come unto 
judgment, that the judges may judge 
them : then they shall justify the 
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righteous, and eoi>demn the wicked. 
And it shall he, if the wicked man 
be worthy to be beaten, that the 
judge shall cause him to lie down, 
and to be beaten before his face, ac* 
cording to his fault, by a certain 
number. Forty stripes he may give 
him, and not exceed ; lest if he 
should exceed, and beat him above 
these \vith many stripes, then thy 
brother should seem vile unto thee. 
Thou shalt not muzzle the ox when 
he treadeth out the corn. 

25: 13. Thou shalt not have in 
thy bag divers weights, a great and 
a small. Thou shalt not have in 
thine house divers measures, a great 
and a small. But thou shalt have a 
perfect and just weight, a perfecjt 
and just measure shalt thou have': 
that thy days may be lengthened in 
the land which the Lord thy God 
giyeth thee, for all that do such 
things, and all that do unrighteously, 
are an abomination unto the Lord 
thy God. 

19 : 14. Thou shalt not remove 
thy neighbor's landmark, which 
they of old time have set in thine 
inheritance, which thou shalt in- 
herit in the land that the Lord 
thy God giveth thee to possess it. 
— 6. If a bird's nest chance to 
be before thee in the, way in any 
tree, or on the ground, whether they 
be young ones, or eggs, and the dam 
sitting upon the young, or upon the 
eggs, thou shalt not take the dam 
with the young: btU thou shalt in 
any wise let the dam go, and take 
the young to thee ; that it may be 
well with thee, and that thou mayest 
prolong thy days. When thou build- 
«st a new house, then thou shalt 
make a battlement for thy roof, that 
thou bring not blood upon thine 
house, if any man fall from thence. 
Thou shalt not sow thy vineyard 
with divers seeds ; lest the fruit of 
thy see4 which thou hast sown, and 
the fruit of thy vineyard, be defiled. 
Thou shalt not plow with -an ox 
and an ass tpgether. Thou shalt 
not wear a garment of divers sorts, 
as of woollen and linen together. 

34: 6. No man shall take the 
nether or the upper mill-stone to 
pledge: for be taketh a man^s life to 
pledge^ — 10. When thou dost lend 
thy brother any thing, thou shalt not 
go into his house to fetch his pledge. 
Thou shalt stand abroad, and the

man to whom thou dost lend shall 
bring out the pledge abroad unto 
thee. And if the man be poor, thou 
shalt not sleep with his pledge: in 
any case thou shalt deliver him the 
pledge again when the sun goeth 
down, that he may sleep in bis own 
raiment, and bless thee.' and it shall 
be righteousness unto thee before 
the Lord thy God. Thou shalt not 
oppress an hired servant tliat U poor 
and needy, whether he be of thy 
brethren, or of thy strangers, that 
are in thy land within thy gates: at 
his day thou shalt give him his hire, 
neither shall the sun go down upon 
it^; for he m poor, and setteth his 
heart upon it: lest he cry against 
thee unto t^e Lord, and it be sin 
unto thee. 



§ 11. LAW OP MASTER AWD Sl^RVANTr 

Ex. 21 ; 2. If thou buy an He- 
brew servant, six years he shall 
serve: and in the seventh he shalf 
go out free for nothing. If he came 
in by himself, he shall go out by him- 
self : if he were married, then his 
wife shall go out with him. If hitf 
master hath given him a wife, and s^e 
hath borne him sons or daughters; 
the wife and her children shall be 
her master's, and he shall go out by 
himself. And if the servant shfiH 
plainly say, I love my master, my 
wife, and my children 5 I will not go 
out free: then his master shall bring 
him unto the judges : he shall also 
bring him to the door, or unto the 
door-post} and his master shall bore 
his ear through with an awl;, and 
he shall serve him forever. And if 
a man sell his daughter to be a maid- 
servant, she shall not go out as the 
men-servants do. If she please not 
her master, who hath betrothed her 
to himself, then shall he let her be 
redeemed: to sell her unto a strange 
nation he shall have no power, see- 
ing he hath dealt deceitfully with her. 
And if he have betrothed her unto 
his son, he shall deal with her after 
the manner of daughters. ^^If be 
take him another wife; her food, 
her raiment, and her duty of mar- 
riage shall he not diminish. And 
if be do not these three unto her, 
then shall she go out free without 
money. — 1$. And he that stealetb 
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a man, and selleth him, or if he be 
found in his hand, he shall surely 
be put to death. — 20. And if a man 
smite^his servant, or his maid, with 
a rod, and he die under his hand ; 
he shall be surely punished. Not- 
Withstanding, if be continue a day 
or two, he shall not be punished: 
for he is his money. — 26. And if a 
man smit<5 the eye of his servant, 
or the eye of his maid, that it perish; 
he shall let him go free for his eye's 
sake. And if he smite out his man- 
servant's tooth, or his maid-ser- 
vant's tooth ; he shall let him go 
free for his tooth's sake. 

22: 23. Thou shalt not revile 
the gods, nor curse the ruler of thy 
people. 

Lev. 25: 39. And if thy brother 
that dwelleth by thee be waxen poor, 
and be sold unto thee ; thou shalt 
not compel him to serve as a bond- 
servant : but as an hired servant, 
and as a sojourner, he shall be with 
thee, and shall serve thee unto the 
year of jubilee: and then shall he 
depart from thee, both he and his 
children with him, and shall return 
unto his own family, and unto the 
possession of his fathers shall he 
return. For they are my servants, 
which I brought forth out of the 
land of Egypt: they shall not be 
sold as bondmen. Thou shalt not 
rule over him with rigor ; but shalt 
fear thy God. Both thy bondmen, 
and thy bondmaids, which thou 
shalt have, shall be of the heathen 
that are round about you ; of them 
shall ye buy bondmen and bond- 
maids. Moreover of the children 
of the strangers that do sojourn 
among you, of them shall ye buy, 
and of their families that are 
with you, which they begat in 
your land: and they shall be your 
possession. And ye shall take them 
as an inheritance for your children 
after you, to inherit them for a pos- 
session ; they shall be your bond- 
men forever: but over your brethren 
the children of Israel, ye shall not 
rule one over another with rigor. 
And if a sojourner or stranger wax 
rich by thee, and thy brother that 
dwelleth by him wax poor, and sell 
himself unto the stranger *or so- 
journer by thee, or to the stock of 
the stranger's family: after that he 
is sold he may be redeemed again ; 
one of his brethren may redeem 



him : either his uncle or his uncle's 
son may redeem him, or any that is 
nigh of kin unto him of his family 
may redeem him ; or if he be able, 
he may redeem himself. And be 
shall reckon with him that bought 
him from the year that he was sold 
tb him unto the ye&x of jubilee: 
and the price of bis sale shall be 
according unto the number of years, 
according to the time of an hired ser- 
vant shall it be with him. If there be 
yet many years behind^ according un- 
to them he shall give again the price 
of his redemption out of the money 
that he was bought for. And if there 
remain but few years unto the year 
of jubilee, then he shall count with 
him, and according unto his years 
shall he gi? e him as^ain the price of 
his redemption. tSnd as a yearly 
hired servant shall he be with him: 
and the other shall not rule with 
rigor over him in thy sight. And if 
he be not redeemed in these years, 
then he shall go out in the year of 
jubilee, both he, and his children 
with him. For unto me the children 
of Israel are servants ; they are my 
servants whom I brought forth out 
of the land of Egypt: I am the 
Lord your God. 

IT Deut. 15: 12. And if thy bro- 
ther, an Hebrew man, or an Hebrew 
woman, be sold unto thee, and serve 
thee six years ; then in the seventh 
year thou shalt Iqt him go free from 
thee. And when thou sendest him 
out free from thee, thou shalt not 
let him go away empty: thou shalt 
furnish him liberally out of thy 
Dock, and out of thy floor, and out 
of thy wine-press : of that wherewith 
the Lord thy God hath blessed thee 
thou shalt ^ve unto him. 

23: 15. Thou shalt not deliver 
unto his master the servant which 
is escaped from his master unto 
thee : he shall dwell with thee, even 
among you, in that place which he 
shall 'choose in one of thy gates, 
where it liketh him best: thou shalt 
not oppress him. 

24: 7. If a man be found stealing 
any of his brethren of the children 
of Israel, and maketh merchandise 
of him, or selleth him ; then that 
thief shall die ; and thou shalt 
put evil, away from amoug you. — 
14. Thou shalt not oppress an hired 
servant that is poor and nt%dj, 
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whether he he of thy brethren, or of 
thy strangers that are in thy land 
within thy gates: at his day thou 
shalt give him his hire, neither shall 
the sun go down upon it ; for he 
is poor and setteth his heart upon 
it: lest he cry against thee unto the 
LtORD, and it he sin unto thee. 

S5: 4. Thou shalt not muzzle the 
ox when he treadeth out the com, 

JER.34:ld. Thus saith the Lord, 
the God of Israel ; I made a cove- 
nant with your fathers in the day 
that I brought them forth out of the 
land of Egypt, out of the house of 
bondmen, saying. At the end of seven 
years let ye go every man his brother 
an HebreW) which hath been sold 
unto thee ; and when he hath served 
thee six years, thou shalt let him go 
free from thee. But your fathers 
barkened not unto me, neither in- 
clined their ear. And ye were now 
turned, and had done right in my 
sight, in proclaiming liberty every 
man to his neighbor ; and ye had 
made a covenant before me in the 
house which is called by my name: 
but ye turned and polluted my name, 
and caused erery man his servant, 
and every man his handmaid, whom 
he had set at liberty at their pleas- 
ure, to i^eturn, and brought them into 
subjection, to be unto you for ser- 
yants and for handmaids. There- 
fore thus saith the Lord ; Ye have 
not barkened unto me, in proclaim- 
ing liberty, every one to his brother, 
and every man to his neighbor: be- 
hold, I proclaim a liberty for jyou, 
saith the Lord, to the sword, to the 

Festilence, and to the famine ; and 
will make you to be removed into 
all the kingdoms of the earth. 



§ 12. LAW OF INHERITANCE. 

Lev. 25 : 8. And thou shalt num- 
ber seven sabbaths of years unto 
thee, seven times seven years ; and 
the space of the seven sabbaths of 
years shall be unto thee forty-and- 
nine years. Then shalt thou cause 
the trumpet of the jubilee to sound, 
on the tenth day of the seventh 
month, in the day of atonement 
shall ye make the trumpet sound 
throughout all your land. And ye 
shall hallow the fiftieth year, and 
proclaim liberty throughout i»// the 



land unto all the inhabitants thereof; 
it shall be a jubilee unto you ; and 
ye shall return every roan unto his 
possession, and ye shall return every 
man unto his family. A jubilee shall 
that fiflieth year be unto you: ye 
shall not sow, neither reap that 
which groweth of itself in it, nof 
gather the grapes in it of thy vine 
undressed. For it is the jubilee ; 
it shall be holy unto you : ye shall 
eat the increase thereof out of the 
field. In the year of this jubilee ye 
shall return every man unto his pos- 
session. And if thou sell aught 
unto thy neighbor, or buyest aught 
of thy neighbor's hand, ye shall not 
oppress one another: according to 
the number of years after the jubi- 
lee thou shalt buy of thy neighbor, 
anc2 according unto the number of 
years of the fruits he shall sell unto 
thee: according to the multitude of 
years thou shalt increase the price 
thereof, and according to the few- 
ness of years thou shalt diminish 
the price of it : for according to the 
number of the years of the fruits 
doth he sell unto thee. Ye shall not 
therefore oppress one another ; but 
thou shalt fear thy God: for I am 
the Lord your God. — 23. The land 
shall not be sold forever : for the 
land is mine ; for ye are strangers 
and sojourners with me. And in all 
the land of your possession ye shall 
grant a redemption for the land. If 
thy brother be waxen poor, and hath 
sold away someiy^ his possession, 
and if any of his kin come to re- 
deem it, then shall he redeem that 
which his brother sold. And if the 
man have none to redeem it, and 
himself be able to redeem it ; then 
let him count the years of the sale 
thereof, and restore the overplus 
unto the man to whom he sold it ; 
that he may return unto his posses- 
sion. But if he he not able to re- 
store it to him, then that which Is 
sold shall remain in the hand of him 
that hath bought it until the year of 
jubilee: and in the jubHee it shall 
go out, and he shall return unto his 
possession. And if a man sell a 
dwelling-house in a walled city, then 
he may redeem it within a whole 
year after it is sold. 

Num. 27: 4. Why should the 
name of our father be done away 
from anK)ng his family, because he 
hath no son ? Give unto us iher^ 
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fort a possesnioo among'the brethren 
of our father. And Moses brought 
their cause before the Lord. And 
the Lord spake unto Moses, saying, 
The daughters of Zelophehad speak 
right: thou shalt surely give them a 
possession of an inheritance among 
their father's brethren ; and thou 
Bhalt cause the inheritance of their 
father to pass unto them. And thou 
flhalt speak unto the children of 
Israel, saying, If a man die, and 
have no son, then ye shall cause his 
inheritance to pass unto his daugh- 
ter. And if he have no daughter^ 
then ye shall give his inheritance 
unto his brethren. And if he have 
no brethren, then ye shall give his 
inheritanoe unto his father's breth- 
ren. And if his father have no 
brethren, then ye shall give his in- 
heritance unto his kinsman that is 
next to him of his family,) and he 
shall possess it: and it shall be unto 
the children of Israel a statute of 
judgment, as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

Deut. 21 : 17. The first born 
tkail receive a double portion of all 
that he hath. 



§ IS. JVDICIART SYSTEM. 

Ex. 18: 13. And it came to pass 
on the morrow, that Moses sat to 
judge the people: and the people 
stood by Moses from the morning 
unto the evening. And when Moses' 
father-in-law saw all that he did to 
the people, he said. What is this 
thing that thou doest to the people ? 
why sittest thou thyself alone, and 
all the people stand by thee from 
morning unto even ? And Moses 
said unto his father-in-law. Because 
the people con^e unto me to inquire 
of God: when they have a matter, 
they come unto me ; and I judge be- 
tween one and another, and I do 
make them know the statutes of 
God, and his laws. And Moses' 
father-in-law said unto him. The 
thiQg that thou doest is not good. 
Thou wilt surely wear away, both 
thou, and this people that is with 
thee: for this thing is too heavy for 
thee ; thou art not able to perform 
it thyself alone. Hearken now unto 
my voice, I will give thee counsel, 
nnd God shall be with thee; he thou 



for the people to God ward, that thou 
may est bring the causes unto God: 
and thou shalt teach them ordinan- 
ces and laws, and shalt show them 
the way wherein they must walk, 
and the work that they must do. 
Moreover thou shalt provide out of 
all the people able men, such as fear 
God, men of truth, hating cdvetous- 
ness ; and place such over them, to 
be rulers of thousands, anc? rulers of 
hundreds^ rulers of fifties, and rulers 
of tens: and let them judge the peo- 
ple at all seasons: and it shall be, 
that every great matter they shall 
bring unto thee, but every small 
matter they shall judge: so shall it 
be easier for thyself, and they shall 
bear the burden with thee. If thou 
shalt do this thing, and God com- 
mand thee 90, then thou shalt be 
able to endure, and all this people 
shall also go to their place in peace. 
So Moses hearkened to the voice of 
his father-in-law, and did all that he 
had said. And Moses chose able 
men out of all Israel, and made 
them heads over the people, rulers 
of thousands, rulers of hundreds, 
rulers of fifties, and rulers of tens. 
And they judged the people at all 
seasons : the hard causes they 
brought unto Moses, but every small 
matter they judged themselves. 

Deut. 16: 18. Judges and ofiicers 
shalt thou make thee m all thy gates, 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee, 
throughout thy tribes: and they shaU 
judge the people with just judgment. 
Thou shalt not wrest judgment; thou 
shalt not respect persons, neither 
take a giA; for a gift doth blind the 
eyes of the wise, and perrert the 
words of the righteous. That which 
is altogether just shalt thou follow, 
that thou mayest live, and inherit 
the land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

MORALITY OF THE GOI^PEL '. OR 
OUR savior's CONSTRUCTION 
OF THE MORAL LAW. 

§ 1. GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

L Perpetual obligation of the Moral 
Law, 

Mat. 5: 17. Think not that I am 
come to destroy the law or the proph- 
ets: I am not come to destroy, but 
to fulfil. For verily I say unto you, 
Till heaven and earth pass, one jot 
or one tittle shall in no wise pass 
from the law, till all be fulfilled. 
Whosoever, therefore, shall break 
one of these least commandments, 
and shall teach men so, he shall be 
called the least in the kingdom of 
heaven: but whosoever shall do and 
teach them, the same shall be called 

f*eat in the kingdom of Heaven, 
or I say unto you, That except 
your righteousness shall exceed the 
righteousness of the scribes and Phar- 
isees, ye shall in no case enter into 
the kingdom of heaven. 

Luke 16: 16. The law and the 
prophets were until John : since that 
time the kingdom of God is preach- 
ed, and every roan presseth into it. 
And it is easier for heaven and earth 
to pass, than one tittle of the law 
to fail. 

II. Extent of Moral Obligation, 

Mat. 7: 12. Therefore all things 
-whatsoever ye would that men should 
do to you, do ye even so to them: 
for this is the law and the prophets. 

22 : 87. . Jesus said unto him, 
Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy mind. This is 
the ^st and great conunandment. 
And the second is like unto it. Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself. 
On these two commandments hang 
all the law and the prophets. 

Mark 7: 7. Howbeit, in vain do 
they worship me, teaching for doc- 
trines the commandments of men. 
For laying aside the commandment 
of God, ye hold the tradition of men, 
as the washing of pots and cups: 
and many othei^ such like things ye 



do. And he said unto them. Full 
well ye reject the commandment of 
God, that ye may keep your own 
tradition. — 14. And when he had 
called all the people unto him, he 
said unto them. Hearken unto me, 
every one of you, and understand : 
There is nothing from without a man, 
that entering into him can defile him; 
but the things which come out of him, 
those are they that defile the man. 
If any man hath ears to hear let him 
hear. And when he was entered in- 
to the house from the people, his 
disciples asked him concerning the 
parable. And he saith unto them, 
Are ye so without understanding 
also? Do ye not perceive, that 
whatsoever thing from without en- 
tereth into the man, it cannot defile 
him: because it entereth not into 
his heart, but into the belly, and 
goeth out into the draught, pursing 
all meats .'* And he said, That which 
Cometh out of the man, that defileth 
the man. For from within, out 
of the heart of men, proceed evil 
thoughts, adulteries, murders, the^s, 
covetousness, wickedness, deceit, las- 
civiousness, an evil eye, blasphemy, 
pride, foolishness : all these evil 
things come from within, and defile 
the man. 

,LuK£ 6: 81. And as ye would 
that men should do to you, do ye 
also to them likewise. 

10: 29. But he, willing to justify 
himself, said unto Jesus, And who 
is my neighbor? And Jesus answer- 
ing, said, A certain man went down 
from Jerusalem to Jericho, and fell 
among thieves, which stripped him 
of his raiment, and wounded him, 
and departed, leaving him half dead. 
And by chance there came down a 
certain priest that way ; and when 
he saw him, he passed by on the 
other side. And likewise a Levite, 
when he was at the place, came and 
looked on him, and passed by on the 
other side. But a certain Samaritan, 
as he journeyed, came where he 
was : and when he saw him, he "had 
compassion on him; and went to 
him, and bound up his wounds, pour- 
ing in oil and wine, and set him on 
his own beast, and brought him to 
an inn, and took care of him. And 
on the morrow, when he departed, 
he took out two pence, and save 
them to the host, and said unto him, 
Take care of him: and whatsoever 
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thou spendest more, when I come 
again Iwill repay thee. Which now 
of these three, thinkest thou, was 
neighbor unto him that fell among the 
thieves? And he said, he that show- 
ed mercy on him. Then said Jesus 
unto him, Go^ and do thou likewise. 

IF RoM. 7f 7. What shall we say 
then? Is the law sin? God forbid. 
Nay, I had not known sin, but by the 
law : for I had not known . lust, ex- 
cept the law had said, Thou shalt 
not covet. But sin, taking occasion 
by the commandment, wrought in 
me all manner of concupiscence. 
For without the law, sin was dead. 
For I was alive without the law 
once : but when the commandment 
came, sin revived, and I died. And 
the commandment which was ordain- 
ed to life, I found to be unto death. 
For sin, taking occasion by the com- 
mandment, deceived me, and by 
it slew me. Wherefore the law is 
holy, and the commandment holy, 
and just, and good. 

Gal. 5: 14. For all the law is 
fulfilled in one word, even in this: 
Tho^ shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
self. 

1 Tim. 1: 8. But we know that 
the law is good, if a man use k law- 
fully ; knowing this that the law is 
not made for a righteous man, but 
for the lawless and disobedient, for 
the ungodly and for sinners, for un- 
holy and profane, for murderers of 
fathers, and murderers of mothers, 
for man-slayers, for whoremongers, 
for them that defile themselves with 
mankind, for men-stealers, for liars, 
for perjured persons, and if there be 
any other thing that is contrary to 
sound doctrine. 

James S: 10. For whosoever shaU 
keep the whole, law, and yet offend 
in one point, he is guilty of all. 

S Peter 1 : 5. And besides this, 
giving all diligence, add to your 
faith, virtue ; and to virtue, knowl- 
edge ; and to knowledge, temper- 
ance ; and to temperance, patience ; 
and to patience, godliness ; and to 
godliness, brotherly kindness ; and 
to brotherly kindness, charity. For 
if these things be in you, and abound, 
they make you that ye shall neither 
be barren nor unfruitful in the knowl- 
edge of our Lord Jesus Christ. But 
he that lacketh these things is blind, 
and cannot see afar off; and hath for- j 



gotten that he was purged from his 
old sins. 



§ 2. EXPOSITION OP THE FIRST AND 
SECOND COMMANDMENTS. 

Mat. 22: 57. Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God, with all thy heart 
and with all thy soul and with all 
thy mind. This is the first and great 
commandment. 

Mark 12: 29. Hear, O Israel, the 
Lord our God is one Lord. 

Mat. 4: 10. It is written. Thou 
shalt worship the Lord thy God, and 
him only shalt thou serve. 

6: 24. No man can serve two 
masters. For either he will hate the 
one and love the other, or else he 
will hold to the one and despise the 
other. Ye cannot serve God and 
Mammon. 

John 14: 15. If ye love me, keep 
my commandments. 

15:10. If ye keep my command- 
ments, ye shall abide in my love. 

14: 23. If a man love me, he will 
keep my words, and my Father will 
love him. He that -loveth me not 
keepeth not my sayings. 

1 John 5: 3. For this is the love 
of God, that we keep his command- 
ments. 

RoM. 1 ; 20. They are without ex- 
cuse ; because that, when they knew 
God, they glorified him not as God, 
neither were thankful, but became 
vain in their imaginations. — 23. 
And changed the glory of the incor- 
ruptible God into an image made 
like to corruptible man, &c. 

2 CoR. 6: 16. What agreement 
hath the temple of God with idols? 

1 John 5: 21. Little children, 
keep yourselves from idols. 



§ 3. OF PROFANENESS. 

Mat. 5: 33. Ye have heard that 
it hath been said by them of old 
time. Thou shalt not forswear thy- 
self, but shalt perform unto the 
Lord, thine oaths : but I say unto 
you. Swear not at all: neither by 
heaven, for it is God's throne : nor 
by the earth, for it is his foot-stool: 
neither by Jerusalem, for it is llie 
city of tlie great king. Neither shmk 
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thou swear by thy head, because 
thou canst not make one hair white 
or black. But let your conmiunica- 
tion be yea, yea ; nay, nay : for what- 
soever is more than these cometh of 
evil. 

23: 16. Woe unto you, ye blind 
guides ; which say, Whosoever 
shall swear by the temple, it is 
nothing ; but whosoever shall swear 
by the gold of the temple, he is a 
debtor. Ye fools and blind! For 
whether is greater the gold, or tjje 
temple that sanctifieth the gold? 
Andi Whosoever shall swear by the 
altar, it is nothing ; but whosoever 
sweareth by thegift that is upon it, 
he is guilty. Ye fooU and blind! 
For whether is greater, the gift or 
the altar that sanctifieth the gift.^ 
Whoso, therefore, shall swear by 
the altar sweareth by it, and by all 
things thereon ; and whoso shall 
swear by the temple, sweareth by it, , 
and by him that dwelleth therein. , 
And he that shall swear by heaven, , 
sweareth by the throne of God, and 
by him that sitteth thereon. 

James 5: 12. But above all things, 
my brethren, swear not ; neither by ! 
heaven, neither by the earth, neither 
by any other oath. But let your yea, 
be yea, and your nay, nay ; lest ye 
fall into condemnation. 

Heb. 6: 13. For when God made 
promise to Abraham, because he 
could swear by no greater, he sware 
by himself. — 16. For men verily 
swear by the greater, and an oath for 
confirmation is to them an end of all 
strife ; wherein God, willing more 
abundantly to show unto the heirs of 
. promise the immutability of his coun- 
sel, confirmed it by an oath ; that by 
two immutable things, in which it 
was impossible for God to lie, we 
might have a strong consolation who 
have fled for refuge to lay hold upon 
the hope set before us. 

(This is all the authority for judi- 
cial oaths,) 



§ 4. THE SABBATd. 

Mat. 12: 7. I will have mercy 
and not sacrifice. — 12. It is lawful 
to do well on the sabbath-day. 

Mark 2: 27. He said unto them, 
the sabbath was made for man, and 
not man for the sabbath. Therefore 



the Son of man is Lord also of the 
sabbath. (Luke 6: 1-5.) 

3: 1. And he entered again 
into the synagogue : and there was a 
man there which had a withered 
hand. And they watched him, wheth- 
er he would heal him on the sabbath- 
day ; that they might accuse him. 
And he saith unto the man which had 
the withered hand, Stand forth. And 
he saith unto them. Is it lawful to do 
good on the sabbath-days, or to do 
evil ? to save life, or to kill ? but they 
held their peace. And when he had 
looked round about on them with 
anger, bein^ grieved for the hard- 
ness of their hearts, he saith unto 
the man, Stretch forth thy hand. 
And he stretched it out: and his hand 
was restored whole as the other. 
(Luke 6: 6.) 

Luke 13: 10. And he was teaching 
in one of their synagogues on the 
sabbath. — 15. The Lord answered 
him (the ruler of the synagogue,) and 
said, Thou hypocrite ! Doth not 
each one of you on the sabbath loose 
his ox or his ass from the stall and 
lead him away to watering? And 
ought not this woman, whom Satan 
hath bound, lo these eighteen years, 
be loosed from this bond on the sab- 
bath-day? And when he had said 
these things, all his adversaries were 
ashamed. 

John 5: 10. The Jews, therefore 
said unto him that was cured, It is the 
sabbath-day ; it is not lawful for thee 
to carry thy bed.

and go thy way ; first be reconciled 
to thy brother, and then come and 
offer thy gift. — ^. Blessed are the 
merciful, for they shall obtain mer- 
cy. 

6: 15. For if ye forgive not men 
their trespasses, neither will your 
Father forgive your trespasses. 
, 13: 21. Then came Peter to him, 
and said. Lord, how ofl shall my 
brother sin against me, and I forgive 
him? till seven times ? Jesus saith 
unto him, I say not unto thee. Until 
seven times 5 but, Until seventy 
times seven. Therefore is the king- 
dom of Heaven likened unto a cer- 
tain king which would take account 
of his servants. And when he had 
begun to reckon, one was brought 
unto him which owed him ten thou- 
sand talents. But forasmuch as he 
had not to pay, his lord commanded 
him to be sold, and his wife and 
children, and all that he had, and 
payment to be made. The servant 
therefore fell down and worshipped 
him, saying, Lord, have patience 
with me, and I will pay thee all. 
Then the lord of that servant was 
moved with compassion, and loosed 
him, and forgave him the debt. But 
the same servant went out, and 
found one of his fellow-servants, 
which owed him a hundred pence : 
and he laid hands on him, and took 
him by the throat, saying. Pay me 
that thou owest. And his fellow- 
servant fell down at his feet, and 
besought him, saying, Have patience 
with me, and 1 will pay thee all. 
And he would not : but went and 
cast him into prison, till he should 
pay the debt. So when his fellow- 
10 



servants taw what was done, they 
were very sorry, and cartie and told 
unto their lord all that was done. 
Then his lord, aAer that he had 
called him, said unto him : O thou 
wicked servant, I forgave thee all 
that debt, because thou desiredst me : 
shouldest not thou also have had 
compassion on thy fellow-servant, 
even as I had pity on thee ? And 
his lord was wroth, and delivered 
him to the tormentors, till he should 
pay all that was due unto him. So 
likewise shall my heavenly Father 
do also unto you, if ye from your 
hearts forgive not every one his 
brother their trespasses. 

IT 26: 51. And behold, one of them 
which were with Jesus stretched 
out his hand, and drew his sword, 
and struck a servant of the high 
priest, and smote off his ear. Then 
said Jesus unto him. Put up again 
thy sword into his plaCc : for all 
they, that take the sword, shall per- 
ish with the sword.

For 
if ye love them which love you, what 
reward have ye ? do not even the 
publicans the same ^ And if ye sa- 
lute your brethren only, what do ye 
more than others ? do not even the 
publicans so ? Be ye therefore 
perfect, even as your Father which 
is in heaven is perfect 

Luke S: 14. And the soldiers 
likewise demanded of him, saying. 
And what shall we do f And he 
said unto them. Do violence to 
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no man, neither accuse any falsely ; 
and be content with your wages. 

6: S7. But I say unto you which 
hear, Love your enemies, do good 
to them which hate you, bless them 
that curse you, and pray for them 
which despitefully use vou. And 
unto him that smiteth thee on the 
one cheek, offer also the other ; and 
him that taketh away thy cloak, for- 
bid not to take thy coat also.

But love ye 
your enemies, and do good, and 
lend, hoping for nothing again ; and 
your reward shall be great, and ye 
shall be the children of the Highest ; 
for he is kind unto the unthankful 
and to the evil. Be ye therefore 
merciful, as your Father also js 
merciful. 



§ 7. MALE AND FEMAL£. 

Mat. 5: 27. Ye have heard that 
it was said by them of old time, 
Thou shalt not commit adultery : 
but I say unto you, that whosoever 
looketh on a woman to lust after 
her, hath committed adultery with 
her already in his heart. If thy 
right eye offend thee pluck it out, 
and cast it from thee : for it is profit- 
able for thee, that one of thy mem- 
bers perish, and not that thy ,whole 
body should be cagt into hell. And 
if thy right hand offend thee cut it 
off and cast it from thee ; for it is 
profitable for thee that one of thy 
members perish, and not that thy 
whole body be cast into hell. It 
hath been said, whosoever shall put 
away his wife, let him give her a 
writing of divorcement ; but I say 
unto you that whosoever shall put 
away his wife, saving for the cause 
of fornication^ causeth her to com- 
mit adultery. And whosoever shall 



marry her that is divorced commit- 
teth adultery. 

Mark 10: 2. The Pharisees ask- 
ed him, Is it lawful for a man to put 
away his wife ? tempting him. And 
he answered, What did Moses c-om- 
mand you ? And they said, Moses 
suffered to write a bill of divorce- 
ment, and to put her away. And 
Jesus answered and said unto them, 
For the hardness of your heart he 
gave you this precept ; but from the 
beginning of the creation God made 
them male and female. For this 
cause shall a man leave his father 
and his mother and shall cleave 
unto his wife. And they twain 
shall be one flesh. (Gen. 2: 24.) So 
then they are no more twain bat 
one flesh. What, therefore, God 
hath joined together, let not man 
put asunder. And in the house the 
disciples asked him again of the 
same matter. And he saith unto 
them. Whosoever shall put away 
his wife, and marry another, com- 
mitteth adultery against her. And 
if a woman shall put away her hus- 
band, and be married to another, 
she committeth adultery. (Luke 
16: IS. Mat. 19:3.)

Can the fig-tree, my brethren, bear 
olive-berries? either a vine, figs? so 
can no fountain both yield salt water 
and fresh. Who is a wise man 
and endued with knowledge among 
you? let him show out of a good 
conversation his works with meek-^ 
ness of wisdom. But if ye Ineva 
bitter envying and strife in yoiir' 
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hearts, glorj not, and lie not against 
the truth. This wisdom descendeth 
not from above, but u earthly, sen- 
anal, devilish. For where envying 
and strife t«, there is confusion, and 
every evil work.

CHAPTER IIL 

MORAL CHARACTER AFTER THE 
^APOSTACY. 

§ 1. DI80B£DI£NCE UNIVERSAL. 

Rom. 5: 12. By one man sin 
entered into the world and death by 
sin, and so death passed upon all 
men, for that all have sinned. — 19. 
By one man's disobedience many 
were made sinners. 

Deut. 9: 4. Speak not thou in 
thine heart, after that the Lord thy 
God hath cast them out from before 
thee, saying. For my righteousness 
the Lord hath brought me in to 
possess this land: but for the wick- 
edness of these nations, the Lord 
doth drive them out from before 
thee. Not for thy righteousness, or 
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for the uprightness of thine heart, 
dost thou go to possess their land: 
but for the wickedness of these na- 
tions the Lord thy God doth drive 
them out from before thee, and that 
he may perform the word which the 
Loan Bware unto thy fathers, Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob. Understand, 
therefore, that the Lord thy God 
giveth thee not this good land to 
possess it for thy righteousness ; for 
thou art a stiff-necked people. Re- 
member, and forget not, ^ow thou 
provokedst the Lord thy God to 
wrath in the wilderness; from the 
day that thou didst depart out of the 
land of Egypt, until ye came unto 
this place, ye have been rebellious 
against the Lord. Also in Horeb ye 
provoked the Lord to wrath, so that 
the Lord was angry with you to have 
destroyed you. 

32: 23. For they are a nation 
void of counsel, neither is there any 
understanding in them. O that they 
were wise, that they understood this, 
that they would consider their latter 
end! 

EzRii 9: 6. O my God, I am 
ashamed and blush to lift up my face 
to thee, my God: for our iniquities 
are increased over our head, and our 
trespass is grown up unto the heav- 
ens. Since the dajrs of our fathers 
have we been in a great trespass unto 
Uus day ; and for our iniquities have 
we, our kings, and our priests been 
delivered into the hand of the kings 
of the land, to the sword, to captiv- 
ity, and to a spoil, and to confusipn 
of face, as it is this day. — 10. And 
now, O our God, what shall we say 
after this? for we have forsaken thy 
commandments, which thou hast 
commanded by thy servants the 
prophets, saying. The land, unto 
which ye go to possess it, is an un- 
clean land with the filthiness of the 
people of the lands, with their abom- 
mations, which have filled it from 
one end to another with their un- 
cleanness. Now therefore give not 
your daughters unto their sons^ 
neither ta^e their daughters unto 
your sons, nor seek their peace or 
their wealth forever: that ye may be 
strong, and eat the good of the land, 
and leave it for an inheritance to 
your children forever. And after all 
that is come upon us for our evil 
deeds, and for our great trespass, 
seeing that thou our God hast pun- 



ished us less than our iniquities 
deserve, and hast given us such de^ 
liverance as this: should we a^ain 
break thy commandments, and join 
in affini^ with the people of these 
abominations ? wouldest not thou be 
angry with us till thou hadst coo^ 
sumed us, so that there should be no 
remnant nor escaping? O Lord God 
of Israel, thou art righteous: for we 
remain yet escaped, as it is this day: 
behold, we are before thee in our 
trespasses : for we cannqt stand be- 
fore thee because of this. 
, Neh. 1 : 6. Both I and my father's 
bouse have sinned. We have dealt 
very corruptly against thee, and have 
not kept the commandments, nor the 
statutes, nor the judgments, which 
thou commandedst thy servant Mosea^ 

IF John 8: 43. Why do ye notun^ 
derstand my speech ? even because ye 
cannot hear my word. Ye are of 
your father, the devil, and the lustff 
of your father ye will do : he was a 
murderer from the beginning, and 
abode not in the truth ; because there 
h no truth in him. When he speak- 
eth a lie, he speaketh of his own; 
for he is a liar, and the father of it.- 
And because I tell you the truth, ye 
believe me not. W hich of you con- 
vinceth me of sin ? And if I say the 
truth, why do ye not believe me? 
He that is of God, heareth God's 
words ; ye therefore hear them^ not, 
because ye are not of God^ 

SP£ter2: 10. Presumptuous are 
they, self-willed: they are not afraid 
to speak evil of dignities — 13. Spots* 
they are and blemishes, spcnting; 
themselves with their own deceivings 
while they feast with you ; having- 
eyes full of adultery and that cannot 
cease from sin. An heart they have* 
exercised with covetous practices;;; 
cursed children which have forsaken 
the right way and are gone astrajr 

1 John 1:8. If we say thvt we 
have no sin we deceive ourselves, 
and the truth is not in us. — 10. If we 
say that we have not sinned, we make 
him a liar, and his word is not in us. 

EccL. 7: SO. For there is not a 
just man upon earth, that dpth good, 
and sinneth not. 

2 Chron. 7: 36. There is no 
man that sinneth not. 

James 4: 17. He that knoweth 
to do good, and doth it not, to him 
it is sin. 
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Job 9: 20. If I say I am perfect ; 
it shall also prove me perverse. 

Gen. 6: 5. And 6od saw that 
the wickedness of man teas great in 
the earth, and that every imasrina- 
tion of the thoughts of his heart 
tea* only evil continually.

God, and the earth was filled with 
violence. And God looked upon 
the earth, and, behold, it was cor- 
rnpt; for all flesh had corrupted his 
way upon the earth. 

Ps. 14; 2. The Lord looked 
from heaven upon the children of 
men, to see if there were any that 
did understand, that did seek- after 
Ood.' They are all gone a^de, they 
•are altogether become filthy ; there 
is none that doeth good : no, not one. 

Rom. 1 : 26. For this cause God 
gave them up unto vile affections. — 
^8. And even as they did not like to 
retain God in their knowledge, God 
gave them over to a reprobate mind, 
to do those things which are not con- 
convenient, being filled with all un- 
righteousness, fornication, wicked- 
ness, covetousness, maliciousness ; 
full of envy, murder, debate, de- 
ceit, malignity ; whisperers, back- 
biters, haters of God, despiteful ; 
proud, boasters, inventors of evil 
things, disobedient to parents, with- 
out understanding, covenant-break- 
ers, without natural affection, impla- 
cable, unmerciful. Who knowing 
the judgments of God, that they who 
commit such things are worthy of 
death ; not only do the same, but 
have pleasure in those that do them. 

5: 9, What then.^ are we better 
than theyl No, in no wise : for we 
have before proved both Jews and 
Gentiles, that they are all under sin ; 
as it is written, "There is none 
righteous, no, not one : there is none 
that understandeth, there is none that 
seeketh after God, they are all gone 
out of the way, they are together 
become unprofitable: there is none 
that doeth good, no, not one." (Ps. 
14: 1 -S.) " Their throat is an open 
sepulchre;" (5: 9.) "With their 
tongues they have used deceit ; the 
poison of asps is under their lips: " 
(140: 3.) " Whose mouth is full of 
cursing and bitterness." (10: 7.) 
" Their feet are swift to shed blood, 
destruction and misery are in their 
ways : and the way of peace have 
they not known." (Isa. 59 : 7.) 



"There is no fear of God before 
their eyes." (Ps, 86: 1.) Now w© 
know that what things soever the 
law saith, it saith to them that are 
under the law; that every mouth 
may be stopped, and the whole world 
may become guilty before God. — 23. 
For all have sinned, and* come short 
of the glory of God. 

IT 2 Tim. 3:13. But evil men and 
seducers shall wax worse and worse, 
deceiving and being deceived. 

Jer. 32: 30. For the children of 
Israel and the children of Judah have 
only done evil before me from their 
youth: for the children of Israel 
have only provoked me to anger, 
with the work of their hands, saith 
the Lord. 

Is A. 69; 8. For your hands are 
defiled with blood, and your finders 
with iniquity ; your lips have spoken 
lies, your tongue hath muttered per- 
verseness. None calleth for justice, 
nor any pleadeth for truth ; they trust 
in vanity, and speak lies ; they con- 
ceive mischief, and bring forth ini- 
quity, they hatch cockatrice's eggs, 
and weave the spider's web : he that ' 
eateth of their eggs dieth, and that 
which is crushed breaketh out into a 
viper, their webs shall not become 
garments, neither shall they cover 
themselves with their works: their 
works are works of iniquity, and the 
act of violence is in their hands. 
Their feet run to evil, and they make 
haste to shed innocent blood: their 
thoughts are thoughts of iniquity; 
wastmg and destruction are in their 
paths. The way of peace they know 
not ; and there is no judgment 
in their goings : they have made 
them crooked paths : whosoever 
goeth therein shall not know peace. 
Therefore is judgment far from us, 
neither doth justice overtake us: we 
wait for light, but behold obscurity ; 
for brightness, hut we walk in dark- 
ness. We grope for the wall like 
the blind, and we grope as \fvoe had 
no eyes : we stumble at noon-day as 
in the night ; we are in desolate 
places as dead men. We roar all 
like bears, and mourn sore like doves : 
we look for judgment, but there is 
none ; for salvation, but it is far off 
from us. For our transgressions are 
multiplied before thee, and our sins 
testify against us : for our transgres- 
sions are with us ; and a$ for our

miqtiities, we know them ; in trans- 
gressing and lying against the Lord, 
arid departing awaj from our God, 
speaking oppression and revolt^ con- 
ceiring and uttering from the heart 
words of falsehood. And judgment 
is turned away backward, and justice 
standeth afar off: for truth is fallen 
in the street, and equity cannot enter. 

Jer. 13 : 22. And if thou say in 
thine heart, Wherefore come these 
things upon me ? For the greatness 
of thine iniquity are thy skirts dis- 
covered, and thy heels made bare. 
Oan the Ethiopian changfe his skin, or 
the leopard his spots.? Then may ye 
also do goodjthat are accustomed to do 
evil. Therefore will I scatter them as 
the stubble that passeth away by the 
wind of the wilderness. This is thy 
lot, the portion of thy measure from 
me, saith the Lord ; because thou 
hast forgotten me, and trusted in 
falsehood. 

EzKK. 2 : 5. Son of man, I send 
thee to the children of Israel, to a 
rebellious natioh that hath rebelled 
against me : they and their fathers 
have transgressed against me, even 
unto this venr day. For tjiey are 
impudent chiraren and stiff-hearted. 
I do send thee unto them ; and thou 
shall say unto them. Thus saith the 
Lord God. And they, whether they 
will hear, or whether they will for- 
bear, (for they are a rebellious 
house,) yet shall know that there 
hath been a prophet among them. 
And thou, Son of man, be not afraid 
<rf them, neither be afraid of their 
wonAs, though briers and thorns be 
with thee, and thou dost dwell 
among scorpions: be not afraid of 
their words, nor be dismayed at their 
looks, though they be a rebellious 
house. And thdu shah speak my 
words unto them, whether they will 
hear, or whether they will forbear: 
for they are nnost rebellious. But 
thou, Son of man, hear what I say 
unto thee ; Be not thou rebellious 
like that rebellious house. 

IT 16 : 44. Behold every one that 
useth proverbs shall use this proverb 
against thee, saying. As is the mother, 
so is her daughter. Thou art thy 
mothei-'s daughter, that loatheth her 
husband and her (Children ; and thou 
art the sister of thy sisters, which 
iMthed their husb»ids and their 
children : your mother was an H^te,

and your father an Amorite. And 
thine elder sister is Samaria, she and 
her daughters that dwell at thy left 
hand : and thy younger sister, that 
dwelleth at thy right hand, is Sodom 
and her daughters. Yet hast thou 
not walked after their ways, nor done 
after their abominations: but, as if 
that were a very little thing, thou 
wast corrupted more than they in 
all thy ways. As I live, saith the 
Lord God, Sodom, thy sister, hath • 
not done, she nor her daughters^ as 
thou hast done, thou and thy daugh- 
ters. Behold, this was the iniquity 
of thy sister Sodom, pride, fullness 
of bread, and abundance of idleness 
was in her and in her daughters, 
neither did she strengthen the hand 
of the poor and needy. And they 
were haughty, and committed abom- 
ination before me: therefore I took 
them away as I saw good. Neither 
hath Samaria committed half of 
thy sins ; but thou hast multiplied 
thine abominations more than they, 
and hast justified thy sisters in all 
thine abopninations which thou hast 
done. Thou also, which hast judged 
thy sisters, bear thine own shame 
for thy sins that thou hast committed 
more abominable than they : they 
are more righteous than thou: yea, 
be thou confounded also, and bear 
thy Shame, in that thou hast judged 
thy sisters. 

Jer, 14: 20. We acknowledge, 
O Lord, our wickedness, and the 
iniquity of our fathers ; for we have 
sinned against thee. Do not abhor us, 
for thy name's sake, do not disgrace 
the throne of thy glory : remem- 
ber, break not thy covenant with 
us.

As they did not like to 
retain God in their knowledge, God 
gave them over to a reprobate mind. 

Is A. 80: 8. Now go, write it be- 
fore them in a table, and note it in a 
book, that it may be for the time to 
come forever and ever: thi^t this is 
a rebellious people, lying ' children, 
children that will not hear the law 
of the Lord : which say to the seers, 
See not; and to the prophets. Prophe- 
sy not unto us right things, speak unto 
us smooth things, prophesy deceits: 
get you out of the way, turn aside 
out of the path, cause the Holy One 
of Israel to cease from before us. 

IT Deut. 82: 15. But Jeshurun 
waxed fat, and kicked : thou art 
waxen fat, thou art grown thick, 
thou art covered with fatness ; then 
he forsook God which made him, 
and lightly esteemed the Rock of his 
salvation. They provoked him to 
jealousy with strange gods, with 
abominations provoked they him to 
anger. They sacrificed unto devils, 
not to God ; to gods whom they 
knew not, to new gods that came 
newly up, whom your fathers feared 
not. Of the Rock that begat thee 
thou art unmindful, and hast forgot- 
ten God that formed thee. 

2 Kings 17: 9. And the children 
of Israel did secretly those things 
that were not riffht against the Lord 
their Gt>d, and they built them hiffh 
places in all their cities, from the 
tower of the watchman to the fenced 
city. And they set them up images 
and groves in every high hill, and 
under every green tree: and there 
they burnt incense in all the high 

E laces, as did the heathen whom the 
lORD carried away before them ; 
and wrought vsdcked things to pro- 
voke the Lord to ancer: for they 
served idols, whereof the Lord had 
said unto them. Ye shall not do this 
thing. Yet the Lord testified against 
Israel, and against Judah, by all the 
prophets, and by all the seers, say- 
ing, Turn ye from your evil ways, 
and keep my commandments and my 
statutes, according to all the law 
which I conmianded your .fathers, 
and which I sent to you by my ser- 
vants the prophets. NotwithstaikU 
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tngthey would not hear, but har- 
dened their necks, like to the neck 
of their fathers, that did not believe 
in the Lord their God, And they 
rejected his statutes, and his cove- 
nant that he made with their fathers, 
and his testimonies which he testified 
against them. And they lefl ail the 
oommandments of the Lord their 
God, and made them molten images, 
©ven two calves, and made a grove, 
and worshipped all the host of heav- 
eUy and served Baal. 

Ex. 33: 1. And when the people 
«aw that Moses delayed to come 
down out of the mount, the people 
gathered themselves together unto 
Aaron, and said unto him. Up, make 
us gods, which shall go before us; for 
;as for this Moses,the man that brought 
us up out of the land of Egypt, we 
wot not what is become of him. And 
Aaron said unto them, Break off the 
golden ear-rings, which are in the 
«ars of your wives, of your son^, 
and of your daughters, and bring 
them unto me. And all the people 
brake off the golden ear-rings which 
were in their ears, and brought them 
wnto Aaron. And he received them 
at their hand, and fashioned it with 
a graving tool, afler he had made it 
a molten calf: and they said, These 
be thy gods, Israel, which brought 
thee up out of the land of Egypt. And 
when Aaron saw it, he built an altar 
before it ; and Aaron made procla- 
mation, and said. To-morrow is a 
feast to the Lord^ And they rose 
ap early on the morrow, and offered 
bumt-ofierings, and brought peace- 
-offerings j ai^d the people sat down 
to eat and to drink, and rose up to 
play. And the Lord said unto Mo- 
uses, Go, get thee down; for thy peo- 
ple, which thou broughtest out of 
the land of Egypt, have corrupted 
ithemselves: they have turned aside 
quickly out of the way which I com- 
manded them: they have made them 
a molten calf, and have worshipped 
it, and have sacrificed thereunto, and 
said.

He that hateth me faateth 
my father also; . . . but now have they 
both seen and hated, both me and 
my Father. 

They despised my 
judgments, and because their soul 
abhorred my statutes.

He was despised and 
rejected of men ; a man of sorrows, 
and acquainted with grief. And we 
hid as it were our faces from him.

The Lord hath a 
controversy with the inhabitants of 
the land: because there is no truth, 
nor mercy, nor knowledge of God 
in the land.

The priests said not, 
Where is the Lord ? and they that 
handle the law knew me not : the pas- 
tors also transgressed against me, 
and the prophets prophesied by Baal, 
and walked after things that do not 
profit. Wherefore I will yet plead 
with you, saith the Lord, and with 
your children's children will I plead. 
For pass over the isles of Chittim, 
and see ; and send unto Kedar, and 
consider diligently, and see if there 
be such a thing : hath a nation chang- 
ed their gods, which are yet no gods? 
But my people have changed their 
glory for that which doth not profit. 
Be astonished, O ye heavens, at this, 
and be horribly afraid, be ye very 
desolate, saith the Lord. For miy 
people nave committed two evils ; 
they have forsaken me, the fountain 
of living waters, and hewed them 
out cisterns, broken cisterns, that can 
hold no water. 

Luke 12 : 58. Agree with thine 
adversary quickly, while thou art in 
the way with him. 

John 7 : 7. The world hateth me 
because I testify of it, that the works 
thereof are evil. 

Mat. 21: 35. The husbandmen 
took his servants, and beat one, and 
killed another, and stoned another. 
Again he sent other servants^ mo|« 



than the first, and they did unto them 
likewise. But last of all he sent unto 
thetn his son, saying, They will rev- 
erence my son. But when the hus- 
bandmen saw him, they said among 
themselves, this is the heir ; come, 
let us kill him, and let us seize on 
the inheritance.

And they have slain 
them which showed before of the 
coming of the Just One ; of whom 
ye have now been the betrayers and 
murderers, who have received the 
law, by the disposition of angels, and 
have not kept it.

ni. Degree of Hostility. 

1. Resists the Strongest Inducements. 

IsA. 1 : 4. Ah sinful nation, a 
people laden with iniquity, a seed of 
evil-doers, children that are corrupt- 
ers ! They have forsaken the Lord, 
they have provoked the Holy One 
of Israel unto anger, they are gone 
away backward. Why should ye 
be stricken any more ? ye will revolt 
more and more: the whole head is 
sick, and the whole heart faint. 
From the sole of the foot even unto 
the head there is no sonndness in it: 
but wounds, and bruises, and putre- 
fying sores : they have not been 
closed, neither bound up, neither 
mollified with ointment, i our coun- 
try is desolate, your cities are burned 
with fire : your land, strangers devour 
it in your presence, and it is desolate, 
as overthrown by strangers. And 
the daughter of Zion is left as a^ 
cottage In a vineyard, as a lodge in 
a garden of cucumbers, as a besieged 
ci^. Except the Loap of hosts had 
left unto us » very small remnant, 



we should have been as Sodomt and 
we should have been like unto Go- 
morrah. Hear the word of the Lord, 
ye rulers of Sodom ; give ear unto 
the law of our God, ye people of 
Gomorrah. To what purpose is tjie 
multitude of your sacrifices unto me ? 
sailh the Lord: I am full of the 
burnt-offerings of rams, and the fat 
of fed beasts ; and I delight not in 
the blood of bullocks, or of lambs, 
or of he-goats. Wben ye come to 
appear before me, who hath re- 
quired this at your hand, to tread my 
courts? Bring no more vain obla- 
tions ; incense is an abomination 
unto me ; the new moon^ and sab- 
baths, the calling of assemblies, I 
cannot away with ; it is iniquity, 
even the solemn meeting. Your new 
moons and your appointed feasts my 
«oul hateth; they are a trouble unto 
me ; I am weary to beat them. And 
when ye spread forth your hands, I 
will hide mine eyes from you, yea, 
when ye make many prayers, I will 
not hear: your hands are- full of 
blood. Wash you, make you dean ; 
put away the evil of your doings 
from before mine eyes ; cease to do 
evil ; learn to do well ; seek judg- 
ment ; relieve the oppressed. Judge 
the fatherless, plead for the widow. 
Come now, and let us reason togeth- 
er, saith the Lord: though your sins 
be as scarlet, they shall be as white 
as enow ; though they be red like • 
crimson, they shall be as wool. If 
ye be willing and obedient, ye shall 
eat the good of the land : but if ye 
refuse and rebel, ye shall be devoured 
with the sword : for the mouth of the 
Lord hath spoken it. How is the 
faithful city become an harlot ! It 
was full of judgment ; righteousness 
lodged in it ; but now murderers. 
Thy silver is become dross, thy wine 
mixied with water: thy prinbes are 
rebellious,and companions of thieves : 
every one loveth gifts, and folio weth, 
aft«r rewards: they judge not the 
fatherless, neither doth the cause of 
the widow come unto them. There- 
fore saith the Lord, the Lord of 
hosts, the might}*^ One of Israel, Ah, 
I will ease me of my adversaries, 
and avenge me of mine enemies: 
and I will turn my hand upon thee, 
and purely purge away thy dross, 
and take away all thy tin : and I will 
restore thy judges as at the first, and 
thy counsellors as at the beginning; 
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afterward thou shalt be called, The 
city of righteousness, the faithful 
city. Zion shall be redeemed with 
judgment, and her converts with 
righteousness. And the destruction 
of the transgressors and of the sin- 
ners shall be together, and they that 
forsake the Lord shall be consumed. 

IT 9: 18. For the people turneth 
not unto him that smiteth them, nei- 
ther do they seek the Lord of hosts. 
Therefore the Lord will cut off from 
Israel head and tail, branch and rush, 
in one day. The ancient and honor- 
able, he is the head ; and the prophet 
that teacheth lies, he is the tail. For 
the leaders of this people cause them 
to err ; and they that are led of them 
are destroyed. Therefore the Lord 
shall have no joy in their young men, 
neither shall have mercy on their 
fatherless and widows : for every one 
is an hypocrite and an evil-doer, and 
every mouth speaketh folly. For all 
this his anger is not turned away, 
but his hand is stretched out stilL 
For wickedness burneth as the fire : it 
shall devour the briers and thorns, 
and shall kindle in the thickets of 
the forest, and they shall mount up 
like the lifting up of smoke. T hrough 
the wrath of the Lord of hosts is 
the land darkened, and the people 
shall be as the fuel of the fire : no 
man shall spare his brother. And he 
shall snatch on the right hand, and 
be hungry ; and he shall eat on the 
left hand, and they shall not be sat- 
isfied : they shall eat every man the 
flesh of his own arm : Manasseh, 
Ephraim ; and Ephraim, Manasseh: 
and they together shall be against 
Judah. For all this his anger is not 
turned away, but his hand is stretch- 
ed out still. 

Jer. 2: 19. Thine own wicked- 
ness shall correct thee, and thy 
backslidings shall reprove thee : 
know therefore and see that it is an 
evil thing and bitter, that thou hast 
forsaken the Lord thy God, and that 
my fear is not in thee, saith the Lord 
God of hosts. For of old time I 
have broken thy yoke, and burst thy 
bands ; and thou saidst, I will not 
tran^gres8 ; when upon every high 
hill and under every green tree thou 
wanderest, playing |^e harlot. Yet 
I had planted thee a noble vine, 
wholly a right seed: how then art 
thou turned imo the degenerate plant 



of a strange vine unto me? For 
though thou wash thee with nitre, 
and take thee much soap, yet thine 
iniquity is marked before me, saith 
the Lord God. How canst thou say, 
I am not polluted.? — 27. For they 
have turned their back unto me, and 
not their face : but in the time of their 
trouble they will say, Arise, and save 
us. But where are thy gods that 
thou hast made thee.? Let them 
arise, if they can save thee in the 
time of thy trouble : for according to 
the number of thy cities are thy 
gods, O Judah. Wherefore will ye 
plead with me .? Ye all have trans- 

?ressed against me, saith the Lord. 
n vain have 1 smitten your children; 
they received no correction: your 
own sword hath devoured your 
prophets, like a destroying lion. O 
generation, see ye the word of the 
Lord. Have I been a wilderness unto 
Israel.? a land of darkness.? "Where- 
fore say my people. We are lords ; 
we will come no more unto thee? 
Can a maid forget her ornaments, or 
a bride her attire ? Yet my people 
have forgotten me days without num- 
ber. — 34. Also in thy skirts is found 
the blood of the souls of the poor inno- 
cents: I have not found it by secret 
search, but upon all these. Yet thou 
sayest. Because 1 am innocent, surely 
his anger shall turn from me. Be- 
hold, I will plead with thee, because 
thou sayest, 1 have not sinned. 

IT 3 : 5. Will he reserve his anger 
forever? will he keep it to the 
end? t Behold, thou hast spoken and 
done evil things as thou couldest.**" 

7 : 23. But this thing commanded 
I them, saying. Obey my voice, and 
I will be your God, and ye shall be 
my people : and walk ye in all the 
ways that I have commanded you, 
that it may be well unto you. But 
they hearkened not, nor inclined' 
their ear, but walked in the counsels 
and in the imagination of their evil 
heart, and went backward and not 
forward. SJnce the day that your 
fathers came forth out of the land of 
Egypt unto this day, I have even 
sent unto you all my servants the 
prophets, daily rising up early and 
sending them': yet they hearkened 
not unto me, nor inclined their ear, 
but hardened their neck : they did 
worse than their fathers. 

Amos 4: ^ And I also have given 
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you cleanness of teeth in all your 
cities, and want of bread in all your 
places: yet have ye not returned 
unto me, saith the Lord. And also 
J have withbolden the rain from you, 
when there were yet three months 
to the harvest : and I caused it to 
rain upon one city, and caused it 
not to rain upon another city ; one 
piece was rained upon, and the 
piece whereupon it rained not with- 
ered. So two or three cities wan- 
dered unto one city, to drink water; 
but they were not satisfied: yet have 
ye Bot returned unto me, saith the 
Lord. I have smitten you with 
blasting and mildew : when your 
gardens and your vineyards and 
your fig-trees and your olive-trees 
increased, the palmerworm devour- 
ed them: yet have ye not returned 
uoto me, saith the Lord. I have 
sent among you the pestilence after 
the manner of Egypt: your young 
men have I slain with the sword, 
and have taken away your horses ; 
«ud 1 have made the stink of your 
camps tocome up unto your nostrils : 
yet have ye not returned unto me, 
saith the Lord. I have overthrown 
isome of you, as God overthrew Sod- 
om and Gomorrah, and ye were as 
ft fii'ebrand plucked out of the burn- 
ing: yet have ye not returned unto 
me, saith the Lord. Therefore, 
thus will I do unto thee, O Israel: 
and because I will do this unto thee, 
prepare to meet thy God, O Israel. 
Jer. 25: 4. And the Lord hath 
sent unto you all his servants the 
prophets, rising early and sending 
them ; but ye have not hearkened, 
nor inclined your ear to hear. They 
said, Turn ye again now every one 
from his evil way, and from the evil 
of your doings, and dwell in the 
land that the Lord hath given unto 
you and to your fathers forever and 
'ever: and go not after other gods to 
serve them, and to worship them, 
provoke me not to apger with the 
works of your hands: and I will do 
you no hurt. Yet ye have not heark- 
ened unto me, saith the Lord; that 
ye might provoke me to auger with 
the works of your hands to your 
own hurt. 

IT 17 : 5. Thus saith the Lord ; 
cursed be the man that trusteth in 
man, and maketh flesh his arm» and 
whose heart departeth from the 



Lord. For he shall be like the 
heath in the desert, and shall not 
see when good cometh ; but shall 
inhabit the parched places in the 
wilderness, in a salt land and not 
inhabited. Blessed is the man that 
trusteth in the Lord, and whose 
hope the Lord is. For he shall be 
as a tree planted by the waters, and 
that spreadeth out her rpots by the 
river, and shall nor see when heat 
cometh, but her leaf shall be green ; 
and shall not be careful in the year 
of drought, neither shall cease from 
yielding fruit. 

2i2: IS. Woe unto him that buiW- 
eth his house by unrighteousness, 
and his chambere by wrong ; that 
useth his neighbor's service without 
wages, and giveth him not for bia 
work ; that saith, I will build roe a 
wide house and large chambers, ami 
cutteth him out windows ; and it is 
ceiled with cedar, and painted with 
vermilion. Shalt thou reign, be- 
cause thou closest thyself in cedar .> 
Did not thy father eat and drink, 
and do judgment and justice, and 
then it was well with him? He 
judged the cause of the poor and 
needy ; then it was well with him: 
was not this to know me? saith the 
Lord. But thine eyes and thine 
heart are not but for thy covetous- 
ness, and for to shed innocent blood, 
and for oppression, and for violence, 
to do it. 

5: 23. But this people hath a i-e-, 
volting and a rebellious heart ; they 
are revolted and gone. Neither 
say they in their heart. Let us now 
fear the Lord our God, that giveth 
rain, both the former and the latter 
in his season : he reserveth unto us 
. the appointed weeks of the haryest. 
Your iniquities have turned away 
these things, and your sins have 
withbolden good things from you. 
For among my people are found 
wicked men : they lay wait, as he 
that setteth snares ; they set a trap, 
they catch men.

They are 
waxen fart, they shine : yea, they 
overi)as9 the deeds of the wicked : 
they J4idge not the cause, the cause 
of the fatherle^ yet they prosper ; 
and the right of the needy do they 
not judge. Shall I not visit for these 
things? aaith the Lord: shall not 
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my soul be avenged on such a na- 
tion as this? A wonderful and hor- 
rible thing is committed in the land ; 
the prophets prophesy falsely, and 
the priests bear rule by their means; 
and my people love to have it so ; 
and what will ye do in the end 
thereof ? 

LxTKE 16: 81. If they hear not 
Moses and the prophets ; neither 
would they be persuaded, though 
one rose from the dead. 

Lev. 26:14. But ifye will not heark- 
en unto me, and will not do all these 
commandrnents ; and if ye shall de- 
spise my statutes, or if your soul 
abhor my judgments, so that ye will 
not do all my commandments; but 
that ye break my covenant: I also 
will do this unto you ; I will even 
appoint over you terror, consump- 
tion, and the burning ague, that 
shall consume the eyes, and cause 
sorrow of heart: and ye shall sow 
your seed in vain, for your enemies 
shall eat it. And I will set my face 
against you, and ye shall be slain 
before your enemies: they that hate 
you shall reign over you ; and ye 
shall flee when none pursueth you. 
And if ye will not yet for all this 
hearken unto me, then I will punish 
you seven times more for your sins. 
And I will hreak the pride of your 
power; and I will make your heaven 
as iron, and your earth as brass : 
and your strength shall be spent in 
vain ; for your land shall not yield 
her increase, neither shall the trees 
of the land yield their fruits. And 
if ye walk contrary unto me, and 
will not hearken unto me ; I will 
bring seven times more plagues upon 
you according to your sins. I will 
also send wild beasts among you, 
wbich shall rob you of your child- 
ren, and destroy your cattle, and 
make you few in number ; and your 
high ways shall be desolate. And if 
ye will not be refornled by me by 
these things, but will walk contrary 
unto me ; then will I also walk con- 
trary unto yoti, and will punish you 
yet seven times for your sins. And 
I will bring a sword upon you, that 
shall avenge the quarrel of my 
covenaiit: and when ye are gathered 
together within your cities, I will 
send the pestilence among you ; and 
ye shall be delivered into the hand 
of the enemy* And when I have 
broken the staff of your bread, ten 



women shall bake your bread in one 
oven. 

2. It resists the strongest obligation. 

IsA. 1 : 2. Hear, heavens! and 
give ear, O earth, for the Lord hath 
spoken. I have nourished and 
brouofht up children, and they have 
rebelled against me. The ox know- 
eth his owner, and the ass his mas- 
ter's crib; but Israel doth not know;

up ; and break down the wall there- 
of, and it shall be trodden down: 
and I will lay it waste: it shall not 
be pruned, nor digged ; for the vine- 
yard of the Lord of hosts is the 
house of Israel, and the men of Ju- 
dah his pleasant plant; and he look- 
ed for judgment, but behold oppres- 
sion ; for righteousness, but behold 
a cry. Woe unto them that join 
bouse to house, that lay field to field, 
till there be no place, that they may 
be placed alone in the midst of the 
earth ! 

49: 14. But'Zion said, the Lord 
hath forsaken me, and my Lord 
hath forgotten me. Can a woman 
forget her sucking child, that she 
should not have compassion on the 
son of her womb? yea, they may 
forget, yet will I not forget thee. 
Benold, I have graven thee upon the 
palms of my hands ; thy Walls are 
continually before me. 

IT 54: 5. For thy Maker is thy hus- 
band; the Lord of hosts is hit name; 
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and thy Redeemer the Holy One of i 
Israel ; the God of the whole earth | 
Bhall be called. For the Lord hath \ 
called thee as a woman forsaken , 
and grieved in »pint, and a wife of ' 
youth, when thou wast refused, saith 
thy God. 

j£R.3:14. Turn, backsliding 
children, saith the Lord ; for 1 am 
married unto you: and I will take 
you one of a city, and two of a fam- 
ily, and I will bring you to Zion : 
and I will give you pastors accord- 
ing to mine heart, whieh shall feed 
you with knowledge and under- 
standing. 

31 : 8. The Lord hath appeared 
of old unto me, saying, Vea, I have 
loved thee with an everla8ti.ng love: 
therefore with loving kindness have 
I drawn thee. Again I will build 
thee, and thou shalt be built, O vir- 
gin of Israel: thou shalt again be 
adorned with thy tabrets.

And 
this is the condemnation ; that light 
has come into the world, and men 
loved darkness rather than light, be- 
cause their deeds are evil. For ev- 
ery one that doeth evil hateth the 
light, neither cometh to the light, 
lest his deeds should he reproved. 

Rok. 7: 22. I delight in the law 
of God, after the inward man ; but 
I see another law in my members, 
warring against the law of niy mind, 
and bringing me into captivity to 



the law of sin, which is in my mem- 
bers. — 12. The law is holy; and 
the commandment holy and just and 
good. — 14. For we know that the 
law is spiritual ; but I am carnal, 
sold under sin. For that which I 
do, I allow not ; for what I would, 
that do I not ; but what I hate, that 
do I. For I know that in me, that is 
in my flesh, dwerteth no good thing. 

John 15 : 22. If I had not come 
and spoken unto them they had not 
had sin : but now have they no cloak 
for their sin. He that hateth me 
hateth my Father also. If I had 
not done among them the works 
which no other man did, they had 
not had sin. 

Ex. 8 : 15. But when Pharaoh 
saw that there was respite, he har- 
dened his heart, and hearkened not 
unto them ; as the Lord had said. 

4. It is unremitting and impenitent. 

Is A. 22: 12. And in that day did 
the Lord God of hosts call to weep- 
ing, and to mourning, and to bald- 
ness, and to girdiitg with sackcloth: 
and behold joy and gladness, slay- 
ing oxen, and killing sheep, eating 
flesh, and drinking wine: let us eat 
and drink ; for to-morrow we shall 
die. And it was revealed in mine 
ears by the Lord of hosts, surely 
this iniquity shall not be purged 
from you till ye die, saith the Lord 
God of hosts. 

Jer. 8: 5. Why tl^en is this peo- 
ple of Jerusalem slidden back by a 
perpetual backsliding ? They hold 
fast deceit, they refuse to return. I 
hearkened and heard, but they spake 
not aright : no man repented him of 
his wickedness, saying, What have 
I done ? £very one turned to his 
course, as the horse rusheth into the 
battle. 

EccL. 8t 11. Because sentence 
against an evil work is not executed 
speedily ; therefore the hearts of 
the sons of men are fully set in them 
to do evil. 

IsA. 26: 10. Let favor be shown 
to the wicked ; yet will he not learn 
righteousness: in the land of un- 
righteousness will he deal unjustly, 
and will not behold the majesty of 
the Lord. 

Ps. 58: 3. The wicked are es- 
tranged from the womb ; they go 
astray as soon as they be bora, 
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speaking ]ies. Their poison is like 
foe poison of a serpent ; they are 
like the deaf adder that stoppeth 
her ear: that will not hearken to 
the voice of the charmer, charming 
never so wisely. 

pROV. 1 : 24. I have called and ye 
refused ; I stretched out my hand 
and no man regarded. 

Ps. 50: 21. These things hast thou 
done, and I kept silence ; thou 
thoughtest I was altogether such an 
one us thyself; but 1 will reprove 
thee, and set them in order before 
thine eyes. Now consider this, ye 
that forget God. 

LvKE 16: 15. Ye are they which 
justify yourselves before men ; but 
^od knoweth your hearts. 

RoM. Q: 6. After thy hard and im- 
penitent heart thou treasurest up 
wrath against the day of wrath.

I have given you clean- 
ness of teeth in all your cities, and 
want of bread in all your places, yet 
have ye not returned unto me ... I 
have withholden the rain from you, 
yet, &c. . . I have smitten you with 
blasting and mildew ... I have sent 
among you the pestilence ... I have 
overthrown some of you as God 
overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah, 
and ye were as a firebrand plucked 
out of the fire: yet have ye not re- 
turned unto me, saith the Lord. 

6. It is unfounded and unjust, 

John 15: 25. They hated me with- 
out a cause. 

Let not them that are 
mine enemies wrongfully rejoice 
over me ; neither let them wink 
with the eye that hate me without a 
cause.

(Thii quality is implied 
in every representation of sinful ae- 
tion, and human guilt.) 

8. It occasions total insensibility to the 
claims of God, 

Eph. 2:1. And you hath he quick- 
ened who were dead in trespasses 
and sins, wherein in time past ye 
walked, according to the course of 
this world . . . the spirit that now 
worketh in the children of disobe- 
dience: among whom also we had 
our conversation in times past, in 
the lusts of our flesh, fulfilling the 
desires of the flesh and of the mind. 

John 3:7. Ye must be born asain. 

1: 12. As many as received him, 
to them gave he power to become 
the sons of God, even to them that 
believe on his name; which were 
bom, not of blood, nor of the will of 
the flesh, nor of the will of man, but 
of God. 

Col. 2: 13. You, being dead in 
your sins,. and the uncircumcision of 
your flesh, hath he quickened, to- 
gether with him, having forgiven 
you all trespass. 

Eph. 2: 4. God, who is rich in 
mercy for his great love wherewith

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9. Produces misrepresentation, persecu-

Then Jezebel sent a 
messenger unto Elijah, saying, So 
let the gods do to me, and more also, 
if I make not thy life as the life of 
one of them by to-morrow about this 
time. 

2 Kings 6: 31. Then he said, God 
do so and more also to me, if the 
head of Elisha, the son of Shaphat, 
shall stand on him this day. 

Whereunto shall I 
liken the men of this generation ? 
and to what are they like? They 
are like unto children sitting in the 
market place, and calling one to 
another, and saying ; we have piped 
unto you, and ye have not danced j we 
have mournea to you and ye have 
not wept.y For John the Baptist 
eame neither eating bread nor drink- 
ing wine, and ye say he hath a devil. 
The Son of man is come eating and 
drinking ; and ye say, behold a glut- 
tonous man and a wine bibber ; a 
friend of publicans and sinners. 

Mat. 12: 24. This fellow doth not 
cast out devils but by Beelzebub the 
prince of the devils. 

27: IS. He knew that for envy 
they had delivered him. — 20. The 
chief priests and elders persuaded 
the multitude, that they should ask 
Barabbas and destroy Jesus. 

Luke 23: 2. They began to ac- 
cuse him, saying, We found this fel- 
low perverting the nation, and for- 
bidding to give tribute to Caesar, say- 
ing, That he himself is Christ a king. 

irAcTsl6: 19. When her masters 
saw that the hope of their gains was 
gone, they caught Paul and Silas, 
and drew them into the market-place 
unto the rulers, and brought them to 
the magistrates, saying. These men, 
being Jews, do exceedingly trouble 
our city ; and teach customs which 



are not lawful for us to observe, 
being Romans. 

17: 5. But the Jews which be- 
lieved not, moved with envy, took 
unto them certain lewd fellows of 
the baser sort, and gathered a com- 
pany, and set all the city on an up- 
roar, and assaulted the house of Ja- 
son, and sought to bring them out 
to the people, 

19: 24. A certain man named De- 
metrius, a silversmith, which made 
silver shrines for Diana, brought 
no small gain unto the craftsmen ; 
whom he called together, with the 
workmen of like occupation, and 
said. Sirs, ye know that by this craft 
we have our wealth. Moreover ye 
see and hear that not alone at Ephe- 
sus, but almost throughout all Asia, 
this Paul hath persuaded and turned 
away much people, saying. That 
they be no gods which are made with 
hands. So that not only this our 
craft is in danger to be set at naught, 
but also that the temple of the great 
goddess Diana should be despised, 
and her magnificence should be de- 
stroyed . . . and the whole city was 
filled with confusion. — 32. Some, 
therefore, cried one thine and some 
another ; for the assembly was con- 
fused ; and the more part knew not 
wherefore they were come together. 
... All therefore, for about the space 
of two hours, cried out, Great is Di- 
ana of the Ephesians. 



§ 4. DISPOSITION TOWARDS MEN. 

(Thou shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself.) 

I. Supreme selfishness seen in the trans- 
actions of life. 

Prov. 20: 10. Divers weights and 
divers measures, both of«them alike 
are an abomination unto the Lord. 
— 14. It is naught, it is naught saith 
the buyer. But when he is gone his 
way, then he boasteth. 

Ps. 94: 5. They break in pieces 
thy people, and afflict thy heritage. 
They slay the wi<low and the stran- 
ger, and murder the fatherless. Yet 
they say. The Lord shall not see . . . 
They gather themselves together 
against the soul of the righteous, and 
condemn the innocent blood. 
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Jer. 4: 31. For I have heard a 
voice as of a woman in travail, and 
the anguish as of her that brin^eth 
forth her first child, tht voice of the 
daughter of Zion, that bewaileth 
herself, that sprea4eth her hands, 
saying, Woe is me now! for 'my 
soul is wearied because of mur- 
derers. 

5: 1. Run ye to aod fro through 
the streets of Jerusalem, and see 
now, and know, and seek in the 
broad places thereof, if ye can find 
a man, if there be any that execut- 
eth judgment, that seeketh the truth ; 
and I will pardon it. And though 
they say; The Lord liveth ; surely 
they swear falsely. O Lord, are 
not thine eyes upon the truth ? 
Thou hast stricken them, but they 
have not grieved ; thou hast con- 
sumed them, but they have refused 
to receive correction : they have 
made their faces harder than a rock ; 
they have refused to return. There- 
fore I said, Surely these are poor; 
they are foolish: for they know not 
the way of the Lord, nor the judg- 
ment of their God. I will get me 
unto the great men, and will speak 
unto them ; for they have known 
the way of the Lord, and the judg- 
ment of their God: but these have 
altogether broken the yoke, and 
burst the bonds. 

6: 18. For from the least of them 
even unto the greatest of them every 
one is given to covetousne^ ; and 
from the prophet even unto the 
priest every one dealeth falsely, 
rhey have healed also the hurt of 
the daughters of ray people slightly, 
saying. Peace, peace, when there 
is no peace. Were they ashamed 
when they had co^nmitted abomina- 
tion? Nay, they were not at all 
ashamed, neither could they blush: 
therefore they shall fall among them 
that fall: at the time that I visit 
them they^hall be cast down, saith 
the Lord. 

IF 9 : 8. For they proceed from 
evil to evil, and they know not me, 
saith the Lord. Take ye heed every 
one of his neighbor, and trust ye not 
in any brother : for every brother 
will utterly supplant, and every 
neighbor will walk with slanders. 
And they will deceive every one his 
neighbor, and will not speak the 
truth: they have taught their tongue 



I to speak lies, and weary themselves 
I to commit iniquity. Thine habita- 
tion is in the midst of deceit ; through 
deceit they refuse to know me, saith 
the Lord. Therefore thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, Behold, I will melt 
them, and try them, for how shall I . 
do for the daughter of my people ? 
Their tongue is as an arrow shot 
; out ; it speaketh deceit : one speak- 
eth peaceably to his neighbor with 
his mouth, but in heart he layeth his 
wait. Shall 1 not visit them for 
these things? saith th^ Lord: shall 
not my soul be avenged on such a 
nation as this? For the mountains 
will I take up a weeping and wail- 
ing, and for the habitations of the 
wnderness a lamentation, because 
they are burned up, so that none can 
pass through them. 

£zEK. 8: 17. Is it a light thing 
to the house of Judah that they com- 
mit the abominations which they 
commit here ? for they have filled 
the land with violence, and have 
returned to provoke me to anger. 

IF 22 : 6. Behold, the princes of 
Israel, every one were in thee to 
their power to shed blood. In thee 
have they set light by father and 
mother: in the midst of thee have 
they dealt by oppression with the 
stranger : in thee have they vexed 
the fatherless and the widow. Thou 
hast despised mine holy things, and 
hast profaned my sabbaths. In thee 
are men that carry tales to shed 
blood: and in thee they eat upon 
the mountain : in the midst of thee 
they commit lewdness. In thee have 
they discovered their fathers' naked- 
ness : in thee have they humbled her 
that was set apart for pollution. And 
one hath committed abomination with 
his neighbor's wife -, and another hath 
lewdly defiled his daughter-in-law ; 
and another in thee hath humbled his 
sister, his father's daughter ; in thee 
have they taken gifts to shed blood ; 
thou h£ist taken usury and increase, 
and thou hast greedily gained of thy 
neighbors by extortion, and hast for- 
gotten me, saith the Lord God. — 25. 
There is a conspiracy of her proph- 
ets in the midst thereof, like a roar- 
ing lion ravening the prey; they 
have devoured souls ; they have 
taken the treasure and precious 
things; they have made her many 
widows in the midst thereof. Her 
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Eriests have violated my law, and 
ave profaned mine holy things : 
they have put no difference between 
the holy and profane, neither have 
they showed difference between the 
unclean and the clean, and have hid 
their eyes from my sabbaths, and I 
am profaned among them. Her 
princes in the midst thereof are like 
wolves ravening the prey, to shed 
blood, and to destroy souls, to get 
dishonest gain. And her prophets 
have daubed them with untempered 
mortar, seeing vanity, and divining 
lies unto them, saying. Thus saith 
the Lord God, when the Lord hath 
not spoken. The people of the land 
have used oppression, and exercised 
robbery, and have vexed the poor 
and needy : yea, they have oppressed 
the stranger wrongfully. And I 
sought for a man among them, that 
should make up the hedge, and stand 
in the gap before me for the land, 
that I should not destroy it; but I 
found none. Therefore have I 
poured out mine indignation upon 
them ; I have consumed them with 
the fire of my wrath : their own way 
have I recompensed upon their heads, 
saith the Lord God. 

IT Amos 8 : 2. The end is come 
upon my people of Israel ; I will not 
again pass by them any more. And 
the songs of the temple shall be 
bowlings in that day, saith the Lord 
God : there shall be many dead bod- 
ies in every place ; they shall cast 
them forth with silence. Hear this, 
O ye that swallow up the needy, 
even to make the poor of the land to 
fail, saying. When will the new 
moon be gone, that we may sell 
corn ? and the sabbath, that we may 
set forth wheat, making the ephah 
small, and the shekel great, and falsi- 
fying jthe balance by deceit.^ That 
we may buy the poor for silver, and 
the needy for a pair of shoes ; yea, 
and sell the refuse of the wheat.? 
The liORD hath sworn by the excel- 
lency of Jacob, surely I will never 
forget any of their works. Shall 
not the land tremble for this, and 
every one mourn that dwelleth 
therein? 

MicAH 7: 2. The good man is 
perished out of the earth ; and there 
IS none upright among men: they 
all lie in wait for blood: they hunt 
every man his brother with a net. 



That they may do evil with both 
hands earnestly, the prince asketh, 
and the judge asketh for a reward ; 
and the great man, he uttereth his 
mischievous desire i so they wrap it 
up. The best of them is a brier: 
the most upright is sharper than a 
thorn-hed^e : the day of thy watch- 
men and thy visitation cometh ; now 
shall be their perplexity. Trust ye 
not in a friend, put ye no confidence 
in a guide: keep the doors of thy 
mouth from her that lieth in thy 
bosom. For the son dishonoreth the 
father, the daughter riseth up against 
her mother, the daughter-in-law 
against her mother-in-law ; a man's 
enemies are the men of his own 
house. 

Mark 9: 34. By the way, they 
disputed among themselves, who 
should be the greatest. 

John 5: 44. How can ye believe, 
that receive honor one of another? 

2. In Evil Speaking. 

Ps. 50: 19. Thou gavest thy 
mouth to evil ; and thy tongue frame th 
deceit: thou sittest and speakest 
against thy own mother's son. 

52: 2. Thy tongue deviseth mis- 
chief like a sharp razor, working 
deceitfully. Thou lovest evil more 
than good, and lying rather than 
to speak righteousness. Thou lovest 
all devouring words, O thou deceit- 
ful tongue. 

EzEK. 33: SO. Also, thou son of 
man, the children of thy people still 
are talking against thee by the walls 
and in the doors of the houses, and 
speak one to another, every one to his 
brother, saying, Come, I pray you, 
and hear what L^ the word that 
Cometh forth from the Lord. And 
they come unto thee as the people 
cometh, and they sit before thee as 
my people, and they hear thy words, 
but they will not do them: for with 
their mouth they show much love 
but their heart goeth afler their cove- 
tousness. 

Ps. 12: 2. With flattering lips 
and a double heart they do speak. 

31:13. I have heard the slanders 
of many, while they took counsel 
against me. ^ 

64 : 2. Hide me from the secret 
counsel of the wicked . . . who whet 
their tongue like a sword, and bend 
their bows to shoot their arrows. 
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even bitter words ; that they may 
shoot in secret at the perfect. 
(See Government of the Torque.)

And God said unto Noah, 
The end of all flesh is come before 
me -y for the earth is filled with vio- 
lence through them ; and, behold, I 
will destroy them with the earth. 



18: 20. Because the cry of Sodom 
and Gomorrah is great, and because 
their sin is very grievous ; I will go 
down now, and see whether they 
have done altogether according to 
the cry of it, which is come unto me, 

19: 24. Then the Lord rkined 
upon Sodom and upon Gomorrah 
brimstone and fire from the Lord 
out of heaven. And he overthrew 
those cities and all the plain. 

Ex. 12 : 29. And it came to 
pass, that at midnight the Lord 
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smote all the first-born in the land of 
Egypt, from the first-bom of Pharaoh 
that sat on his throne, unto the first- 
bom of the captive that was in the 
dungeon; and all the first-bom of 
cattle. And Pharaoh rose up in the 
night, he, and all his servants, and all 
the Egyptians ; and there was a great 
cry in Egypt i for there was not a 
house where there was not one dead. 

S3 : 4. And when the people heard 
these evil tidings, they mourned t and 
no man did put on him his ornaments. 
For the Lord had said unto Moses, 
Say unto the children of Israel, Ye 
are a stiff-necked people : I will come 
np into the midst of thee in a mo- 
ment, and consume thee: therefore 
now put off thy ornaments from 
thee, that I may know what to do 
unto thee. And the children of Is- 
rael stripped themselves of their 
ornaments by the mount Horeb. 

Lev. 18: 24. Defile not ye your- 
selves in any of these things: for 
in all these the nations are defiled 
which I cast out before you : and the 
land is defiled: therefore I do visit 
the iniquity thereof upon it, and the 
land itself vomiteth out her inhabi- 
tants. Ye shall therefore keep my 
statutes and my judgments, and shall 
not conmiit any of these abomina- 
tions ; neither any of your own 
nation, nor any stranger that sojoum- 
eth amonff you : (for all these abom- 
inations have the men of the land 
done, which were before you, and 
the land is defiled ;) that the land 
spue not you out also, when ye de- 
file it, as it spued out the nations 
that were before you. For whoso- 
ever shall commit any of these abom- 
inations, even the souls that commit 
them shall be cut off from among 
their people. 

IT Deut. 28. 15. But it shall come 
to pass, if thou wilt not hearken 
unto the voice of the Lord thy God, 
to observe to do all his command- 
ments and his stat(Utes which I com- 
mand thee this day ; that all these 
curses shall come upon thee, and 
overtake thee: cursed shalt thou be 
in the city, and cursed shalt thou 
be in the neld. Cursed shall be thy 
basket and thy store. Cursed shall 
be the fruit of thy body, and the 
fruit of thy land, the increase of thy 
kine, and the flocks of thy .sheep. 
Cursed shalt thou be when thou

comest in, and cursed shalt thoU bs 
when thou goest out. The LoRt> 
shall send upon thee cursing, vexa- 
tion, and rebuke, in all that thou 
settest thine hand unto for to do, 
until thou be destroyed, and until 
thou perish quickly ; because of the 
wickedness of thy doings, whereby 
thou hast forsaken me. The Lorp 
shalt mak^r the pestilence cleave 
unto thee, until he have consumed 
thee from off the land, whither thou 
goest to possess it. The Lord shall 
smite thee with a consumption, and 
with a fever, and with an mfiamma-* 
tion, and with an extreme burning, 
and with the sword, and with blast- 
ing, and with mildew; and they 
shall pursue thee until thou perish. 
And thy heaven that is over thy 
head shall be brasSy and the earth 
that is under thee shall be iron. 
The Lord shall make the rain of 
thy land powder and dust : from 
heaven shall it come down upon 
thee, until thou be destroyed. The 
Lord shall cause thee to be smitten 
before thine enejnies : thou shalt got 
out one way against them, and fiee 
seven ways before them .' and shalt 
be removed into all the kingdoms of 
the earth. And thy carcass shall be 
meat unto all fowls of the air, and 
unto the beasts of the earth, and no 
man shall fray them away. The 
Lord will smite thee itith tne botch 
of Egypt^ and with the emerods, 
and with the scab, and with the itch, 
whereof thou canst not be healed. 
The Lord shall smite thee with 
madness, and blindness, and aston- 
ishment of heart; and thou shalt 
grope at noon-day, as the blind 
gropeth in darkness, and thou shalt 
not prosper in thy ways: and thou 
shalt be only oppressed and spoiled 
evermore, and no man shall save 
thee. — 53. And thou shalt eat the 
fruit of thine own body, the flesh of 
thy sons and of thy daughters, which 
the Lord thy God hath given thee, 
in the siege, and in the straitness, 
wherewith thine enemies shall dis- 
tress thee t so that the man that is 
tender amongyou, and very delicate, 
his eye shall be evil toward his 
brother, and toward the wife of his 
bosom, and toward the remnant of 
his children which he shall leave: 
so that he will not give to any of 
them of the flesh of his children 
whom he shall eat: because he hath 
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nothing left him in the siege, and in 
the straitness, wherewith thine ene- 
mies shall distress thee in all thy 
gates. The tender and delicate 
woman among you, which would 
not adventure to set the sole of her 
foot upon the ground for delicate- 
ness and tenderness, her eye shall 
be evil toward the husband of her 
bosom, and toward her son, and 
toward her daughter, and toward 
her young one that cometh out from 
between h^r feet, and toward her 
children which she shall bear: for 
she shall eat them for want of all 
things secretly in the siege and 
straitness, wherewith thine enemy 
shall distress thee in thy gates. If 
thou wilt not observe to do all the 
words of this law that are written 
in this book, that thou mayest fear 
this glorious and fearful name, the 
Lord tht God ; then the Lord will 
make thy plagues wonderful, and 
the plagues of thy seed, even great 
plagues, and of long continuance, 
and sore sicknesses, and of long 
continuance. Moreover he will 
bring upon thee all the diseases of 
Egypt, which thou wast afraid of; 
and they shall cleave unto thee. 
Also every sickness, and every 
plague, which is not written in the 
book of this law, them will the 
Lord bring upon thee, until thou 
be destroyed. And ye shall be left 
few in number, whereas ye were as 
the stars of heaven for multitude ; 
because thou wouldest not obey the 
voice of the Lord thy God. And 
it shall come to pass, that as the 
Lord rejoiced over you to do you 

food, and to multiply you ; so the 
<ORD will rejoice over you to 
destroy you, and to bring you to 
nought ; and ye shall be plucked 
from off the land whither thou goest 
to possess it. And the Lord shall 
pcatter thee among all people, from 
the one end of the earth even unto 
the other ; and there thou shalt serve 
other gods, which neither thou nor 
thy fathers have known, even wood 
and stone. And among these nations 
shalt thou find no ease, neither shall 
the sole of thy foot have rest: but 
the Lord shall give thee there a 
trembling heart, and failing of eyes, 
and sorrow of mind: and thy life 
shall hang in doubt before thee ; and 
thou shalt fear day and night, and 
shalt have none assurance of tl^ 



life: in the morning thou shalt say, 
Would God it were even ! and at even 
thou shalt say. Would God it were 
morning! for the fear of thine heart 
wherewith thou shalt fear, and for the 
sight of thine eyea which thou shalt 
see. And the Lord shall bring thee 
into, Egypt again with ships, by the 
way whereof! spake unto thee, Thou 
shalt see it no more again : and 
there ye shall be sold unto your 
enen^ies for bondmen and bond- 
women, and no man shall buy you. 

NuM, 15: 30. But the soul that 
doeth aught presumptuously, wheth- 
er he be born in the land, or a 
stranger, the same reprpa^cheth the 
Lord ; and that soul shall be cut off* 
from among his people. Because 
he hath despised the word of the 
Lord, and hath broken hi^ com- 
mandment, that soul shall utterly be 
cut off; his iniquity shall be upon 
him. 

21 : 5. And the people spake against 
God, and against Moses, Wherefore 
have ye brought us up out of Egypt 
to die in the wilderness? for there 
is no bread, neither is there any 
water ; and our soul loatheth this 
light bread. And the Lord sent 
fiery serpents among the people, and 
they bit the people ; and much peo- 
ple of Israel died. 

IT 16: 81. And it came to pass, as 
he had made an end of speaking 
all these words, that the ground 
clave asunder that was tinder them: 
and the earth opened her mouthy and 
swallowed them up, and their houses, 
and all the men that appertained 
unto Korah, and all their gods. 
They, and all that appertained tQ 
them, went down alive into the pit, 
and the earth closed upon then): 
and they perished from among the 
congregation. And all Israel that 
were round about them fled at the 
cry of them: for they said. Lest the 
earth swallow us up also. And 
there came out a fire from the Lord, 
and consumed the two hundred and 
fifty men that offered incense- 

Deut. 83: 19. And when the 
Lord saw it, he abhorred them, 
because of the provoking of his 
sons, and of his daughters. And 
he said, I will hide my face fVom 
them, I will see what their end shall 
be : for they are a very froward gcnr 
eration, children in whom is no faith. 
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They have moved me to jealousj 
with that yOiich is not God ; they 
have provoked me to anger with 
their vanities: and I will move them 
to jealousy with t^hose which n,re not 
a people ; I will provoke them to 
anger with a foolish nation. — 25. 
The sword without, and terror with- 
in, shall destroy both the young man 
and the virgin, the suckling a)so with 
the man of grey hairs. I said, I 
would scatter them into corners, I 
would make the remembrance of 
them to cease from among men: 
were it not that I feared the wrath 
of the enemy, lest their adversaries 
should behave themselves strangely : 
and lest they should say, Our hand 
is high, and the Lord hath not done 
all this. — 84. Is not this laid up in 
store with me, and sealed up among 
my treasures? To me belongeth ven- 
geance, and recompense ; their foot 
shall slide in due time : for the day 
of their calamity is at hand, and the 
things that shall come upon them 
make haste. 

3 Kings 21 : 10. And the Lord 
spake by his servants the prophets, 
saying, Because Manasseh, kmg of 
Judah, hath done these abominations, 
* and hath done wickedly above all 
that the Amorites did, which were 
before him, and hath made Judah 
also to sin with his idols: therefore 
thus saith the Lord God of Israel, 
Behold, I am bringing such evil upon 
Jerusalem and Judah, that whosoev- 
er heareth of it, both his ears shall 
tingle. And I will stretch over Je- 
rusahsm the line of Samaria, and the 

Flummet of the house of Ahab ; and 
will wipe Jerusalem aa^ a man wi- 
peth a dish, wiping it, and turning 
It upside down. And I will forsake 
the remnant of mine inheritance, and 
deliver them into the hand of their 
enemies; and they shall become a 
prey and a spoil to all their enemies ; 
because they have done that which 
was evil in my sight, and have pro- 
voked me to anger, since the day 
their fathers came forth out of Egypt, 
even unto this day. Moreover Ma- 
nasseh shed innocent blood very 
much, till he had filled Jerusalem 
from one end to another ; beside his 
sin wherewith he made Judah to sin, 
in doinff that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lord. 

f Job 4 : 8. They that plow iniqui- 



ty and sow wickedness, i^etp tbe 
same. By the blast of God they per- 
ish, and by the breath of his nostrils 
are they consumed. 

5:1. And to which of the ^aint» 
wilt thou turn? for wrath killeth the 
foolish man, and envy slayeth th^ 
silly one. I have seen the foolish 
taking root: but suddenly I cursed 
his habitation, his children are far 
from 9afety, and they are crushed in 
the gate, neither is there any to de- 
liver them. Whose harvest the hun- 
gry eateth up, and taketh it even out 
of the thorns, and the robber swal- 
loweth up their substance. 

15: 20. The wicked man travail- 
eth with pain all his days, and the 
number of years is hidden to the op- 
pressor. A dreadful sound is in his 
ears : in prosperity the destroyer 
shall come upon him. He believeth 
not that he shall return out of dark- 
ness, and he is waited for of the 
sword. He wandereth abroad for 
bread, saying, where is it? he know- 
eth that the day of darkness is ready 
at his hand. Trouble and angubii 
shall make him afraid ; they shall 
prevail against him, as a king ready 
to the battle. For he stretcheth out 
his hand against God, and strength- 
eneth himself against the Almighty. 
He runneth upon him, even on his 
neck, tipon the thick bosses of his 
bucklers. 

18: 5. Tea, the light of the vnck- 
ed shall be put out, and the spark of 
his fire shall not shine. The light 
shall be dark in his tabernacle, and 
his candle shall be put out with him^ 
The steps of his strength shall be 
straitened, and his own counsel shall 
cast him down. For he is cast into 
a net by his own feet, and he walk- 
eth upon a snare. — 11. Terrors 
shall make him afraid on every side, 
and shall drive him to his feet, his 
strength shall be hunger-bitten, and 
destruction shall be ready at his side^ 
— 14. His confidence shall be rooted 
out of his tabernacle, and it shaU 
bring him to the king of terrors, — 1 6« 
His roots shall be dried iip beneath, 
and above shall his branch be cut ofl^ 
His remembrance shair perish from 
the earth. 

20: 4. Knowest thou not this of 
old, since man was placed upon 
earth, that the triumphing of the 
wicked is short, and the joy of thm 
hypocrite b^t for a moment f though 
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his ezoeUency mount up to the heav- 
ens, and his head reach unto the 
clouds ; yet he shall perish forever. 
. . . They which have seen him »hall 
«ay, Where is he? — 12. Though 
wickedness be sweet in his mouth, 
though he hide it under his tongue ; 
though he spare it, and forsake it not, 
but keep it still within his mouth : yet 
his meat in hb bowels is turned, it 
is the gall of asps within him. He 
hath swallowed down riches, and he 
shall vomit them up again : God shall 
cast them out of his belly. — 1 9. Be- 
cause he hath oppressed and hath 
forsaken the poor ; because he hath 
violently taken away an house which 
he builded not. — 27. The heavens 
shall reveal his iniquity ; and the 
«arth shall rise up against him. The 
increase of his house shall depart, 
and his foods shaU dow away in the 
day of his wrath. This is the portion 
of a wicked man from God, and the 
heritage appointed unto him by God. 

IT 21: 16. Lo^ their good is not 
in their hand: the counsel of the 
wicked is far from me. How oft is 
the candle of the wicked put out ? 
and how oft cometh their destruction 
upon them ? God distributeth sor- 
rows in his anger. They are as stub- 
ble before the wind, and as chaff that 
the storm carrieth away. God layeth 
up his iniquity for his children: he 
rowardeth\ him, and he shall know 
it. His eyes shall see his destruction, 
and he shall drink of the wrath of 
the Almighty. For what pleasure 
hath he in his house after him, when 
the number of his months is cut off 
in the midst / — 30. That the wick- 
ed is reserved to the day of destruc- 
tion ? they shall he brought forth to 
the day of wrath. 

Ps. 7: 11. God judgeth the right- 
«ouS) and God is angry with the 
wicked every day. If he turn not, he 
will whet his glittering sword: he 
hath bent his bow, and made it 
ready. He hath also prepared for 
him the instruments of death. He 
4>rdaineth his arrows aeainst the per- 
jsecutors. . . ; He rnhde a pit and is 
fallen into the ditch which ne made. 
His mischief shall return upon his 
own head, and his violent dealing 
shall come down upon his own pate. 

11 : 5. The wicked and him 
that Joveth violence his soul hateth. 
Upon the wicked he shall rain 



snares, fire and brimstone, and an 
horrible tempest. This shall be the 
portion of their cup. 

12: 8. The Lord shall cut off all 
flattering lips, and the tongue that 
speaketh proud things ; who have 
said, with our tongue will we pre- 
vail ; our lips are our own: who is 
Lord over us ? 

14: 4. Have ail the workers of in- 
iquity no knowledge, who eat up my 
people as they eat bread, and call 
not upon th^ Lord ? There were they 
in great fear ; for God is in the gen- 
eration of the righteous. 

1:4. The ungodly are not so: but 
are like the clmff which the wind 
driveth away. Therefore the ungodly 
shall not stand in the jud^ent ; nor 
sinners in the congregation of the 
righteous. 

2:4. He that sitteth in the, heav- 
ens shall laugh: the Lord shall have 
them in derision. Then shall he 
speak unto them in his wrath, and vex 
them in his sore displeasure. — 10. 
Be wise, now, therefore, O ye kings I 
Be instructed, ye rulers of the earth. 

9: 16. The wicked is snared in 
the work of his own hands. The 
wicked shall be turned into hell, and 
all the nations that forget God, 

21: 8. Thy right hand shall find 
out those that hate thee. Thou shalt 
make them as a fiery oven in the- 
time of thine anger. The Lord shall 
swallow them up in his wrath. 

26: 9. Gather not my soul with 
sinners, nor my life with bloody 
men. In whose hand is mischief, 
and their risht hand is full of bribes. 

31 : 23. The Lord . . . plentifully 
rewardeth the proud doer. 

32: 10. Many sorrows shall be 
to the wicked. 

34 : 16. The face of the Lord 
is against them that do evil ; to cut 
off the remembrance of them from 
the earth. — 21. Evil shall slfty the 
wicked ; and they that hate the 
righteous shall be desolate. 

37: 1. Fret not thyself because 
of evil doers ; neither be tbou envi- 
ous at the workers of iniquity ; for 
they shall soon be cut down like the 
grass. — 9. Evil doers shall be cut 
off. Yet a little while and the wick- 
ed shall not be ; thou shalt diligently 
consider his place, and it shall not be. 
— 13. The Lord shall laugh at him, 
for he seeth that his day is coming. 
. . . Their sword shall enter into 
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their own heart. — S5. I have, seen 
the wicked in ^reat power and 
spreading, himself like a green ^ay 
tree, yet he passed away, and lo I 
he was not. Yea I sought him, but 
he could not be found. 

73: 16. When I thought to know 
t^is it was too painful for me, until 
1 went into the sanctuary of the 
LiORD. Then understood I their 
end. Surely thou didst set them in 
fi^ippery places; thou castedst them 
down into destruction. How are 
they brought into desolation as in 
a moment. They are utterly con- 
sumed with terror. 

IT 75: 8. For in the hand of the 
Lord there is a cup, and the wine 
is red ; it is full of mixture ; and he 
poureth out the same ; but the dregs 
thereof all tl;e wicked of the earth 
shall wring them out and drink 
them. 

76: 10. Thou wilt cause the wrath 
ef man to praise thee; and the re- 
mainder of wrath shalt thou restrain. 

112: 10. The desire of the wick- 
ed shall perish. 

140: 11. Evil shall hunt the vio- 
lent man to overthrow him. 

Prov. 1 : S3. I also will laugh at 
your calamity ,^.and will mock when 
your fear cometh ; when your fear 
eometh as a desolation, and your de- 
struction as a whirlwind : when dis- 
tress and anguish cometh upon you. 
Then shall they call upon me ; but I 
will not answer ; they shall seek me 
but they shall not. find me: for that 
they hated knowledge, and did not 
choose the fear of the Lord ; they 
would none of my counsel ; they 
despised all my reproof ; there- 
fore shall they eat of the fruit of 
their own way ; and be fed with 
their own devices. The turning 
away of the simple shall slay them. 

2; 23. The wicked shall be cut 
off from the earth ; and the trans- 
gressor shall b^ rooted out. 

3: 33. The curse of the Lord is 
in the house of the wicked ; surely 
he scorneth the scorners . . . shame 
shall be the promotion of fools. 

5 : 22. His own iniquity shall 
take the wicked himself; and he 
shall be holden with the cords of 
his sin. He shall die without in- 
struction, and in the greatness of 
his folly shall he go astray. 

6 : 14. Frowardness is in his 



heart, and he deviseth mischief con- 
tinually. He so welh discord. Tljere- 
fore shall his calamity come sudden- 
ly. Suddenly shall he be broken 
without remedy. 

9 : 12. If thou scornesty thou 
alone shalt bear it. 

10: 7. The name of the wicked 
shall rot.-«-24. The fear of the 
wicked, it shall come upon him. As 
the whirlwind passeth : so is the 
wicked no more. The years of the 
wicked shall be shortened ; the ex- 
pectation of the wicked shall perbh: 
destruction shall be to the workers 
of iniquity. 

11:2. When pride cometh, then 
cometh shame. The perVerseness 
of transgressors shall destroy them* 
The wicked shall fall by his own 
wickedness. When a wicked man 
dieth, his expectation shall perish ;. 
and the hope of the unjust man 
perisheth. He that pursueth evil^ 
pursueth it to his own death. 
Though hand join in hand, the 
wicked shall not go unpunished. 

IS: 9. The lamp of the wicked 
shall be put out. — 15. The way of 
transgressors is hard. Evil pur- 
sueth sinners. The wealth of the 
sinner is laid up for the just. 

14:9. Fools make a mock at sin. 
— 11. The house of the wicked shall 
be overthrown . . . There is a way 
that seemeth right unto a man, but 
the end thereof are the ways of 
death. Even in laughter the heart 
is sorrowful: and the end of that 
mirth is heaviness. 

16: 4. The Lord hath made all 
thingsf for himself; yea, even the 
wicked for the day of evil. 

IT 17: 13. Whoso rewardeth evil 
for good, evil shall not depart from 
his house. 

22: 8. He that soweth iniquity 
shall reap vanity. 

24: 20. There shall be no re- 
ward to the evil man. The candle 
of the wicked shall be put out. 

29: 1. He that being often re- 
proved hardeneth his neck, shall 
suddenly be destroyed, and that 
without remetly. 

IsA. 3: 10. Say ye to the right- 
eous, that it shall be well with him: 
for they shall eat the fruit of their 
doings. Woe unto the wicked! it 
shall be ill with him : for the reward 
of his hands shall be given him. 
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.5: 18. Therefore my people are 
ffonOi into captivity, because tbey 
have no knowledge: and their hon- 
orable men are famished, and their 
multitude dried up with thirst. 
Therefore hell hath enlarged her- 
self, and opened her mouth without 
measure: and their glory, and their 
multitude, and their pomp, and he 
that rejoiceth, shall descend into it. 
And the mean man shall be brought 
down, and the mighty man shall be 
humbled, and the eyes of the lofty 
shall be humbled: but the Lord of 
hosts shall be exalted m judgment, 
and God that is holy shall be sancti- 
fied in righteousness. — 18. Woe unto 
them that draw iniquity with cords 
of vanity, and sin as it were with a 
cart-rope: that say. Let him make 
speed, and hasten his work, that we 
may see it: and let the counsel of 
the Holy One of Israel draw nigh 
and come, that we may know it! 
Woe unto them that call evil good, 
and gpod evil ; that put darkness 
for light, and light for darkness ; 
that put bitter for sweet, and sweet 
for bitter ! Woe unto them that are 
wise in their own eyes, and prudent 
ID their own sight! Woe unto them 
that are mighty to drink wine, and 
men of strength to mingle strong 
drink: which justify the wicked for 
reward, and take away the righte- 
ousness of the righteous from him! 
Therefore as the fire devoureth the 
stubble, and the flame consumeth 
the chaff, so their root shall be as 
rottenness, and their blossom shall 
go u p as dust . i . therefore is the anger 
of the Lord kindled against his peo- 
ple, and he hath stretched forth his 
hand against them, and hath smitten 
them : and the hills did tremble, and 
their carcasses were torn in the 
midst of the streets. For all this 
his anger is not turned away, but 
his hand is stretqhed out still. 

ITS: 21. And they shall pass through 
it, hardly bestead and hungry: and 
it shall come to pass, that when they 
shall be hungry, they shall fret them- 
selves, and curse their king and 
their God, and look upward. And 
they shall look unto the earth ; and 
behold trouble and darkness ; dim- 
ness of anguish ; and they shall be 
driven to darkness, 

10 : 1. Woe unto them that 



decree unrighteous decrees, and that 
write grievousuess which they hare 
prescribed ; to turn aside the needjr 
from judgment, and to take awajr 
the right from the poor of my peo- 
ple, that widows may be their prey : 
and that they may rob the father- 
less ; and what will ye do in th« 
day of visitation, and in the desola- 
tion which shall come from far ? 
To whom will ye flee for help? 

13: 6. Howl ye: for the day of 
the Lord is at hand ; it shall come 
as a desolation from the Almighty. 
Therefore shall all hands be faint, 
and every man's heart shall melt, 
and they shall be afraid. . . . Behold 
the day of the Lord cometh, ct'uel 
both with wrath, and fierce anger, 
to lay the Uind desolate ; and he 
shall destroy the sinners thereof out 
of it. 

^: 1. Behold, tho Lord maketh 
the earth empty, and maketh it 
waste, and turneth it upside down, 
and scattereth abroad the inhabit- 
ants thereof. And it shall be, as with 
the people, so. with the priest ; as 
with the servant, so with his mas- 
ter ; as with the maid, so with her 
mistress ; as with the buyer, so with 
the seller; as with the lender, so 
with the borrower ; as with the ta- 
ker of usury, so with the giver of 
usury to him. The land shall be 
utterly emptied, and utterly spoiled, 
for the Lord bath spoken this word. 
The earth mourneth and fadeth 
away, the world lauguisheth and 
fadeth away, the haughty people of 
the earth do languish. The earth 
also is defiled under the inhabitants 
thereof; because they have trans- 
gressed the laws, changed the ordi- 
nance, broken the everlasting cove^ 
nant. Therefore hath the curse 
devoured the earth, and they that 
dwell therein are desolate : there- 
fore the inhabitants of the earth are 
burned, and few mep left. — 16. 
The treacherous dealers have dealt 
treacherously ; yea, the treacherous 
dealers have dealt very treacherous- 
ly. Fear, and the pit, and the snare 
are upon thee, O inhabitant of the 
earth. And it shall come to pass, 
that he who fleeth from the noise of 
the fear shall fall into the pit ; and 
he that cometh up out of the midst 
of the pit shall be taken in the 
snare.

CHAPTER I. 

THE CURSE OF THE LAW REMOVED 
AND PROBATION RENEWED BY 
THE SUFFERH>IGS OF CHRIST. 

Ye are bought with a price. — 1 Cor. 6 : 20. 

Christ our Redeemer, 

§ 1. TYPES. 

Num. 21 : 8. And the Lord said 
unto Moses, Make thee a fiery ser- 
pent, and set it upon a pole : and it 
shall conie to pass, that every one 
that is bitten, when he looketh upon 
it, shall live. And Moses made a 
serpent of brass, and put it upon a 
pole, and it came to pass, that if a 
serpent had bitten any man, when 
he beheld the serpent of brass he 
lived. 

John 8: 14. As Moses lifted up 
the serpent in the wilderness, even 
so must the Son of man be lifted up. 

Lev. 16: 11. And Aaron shall 
brinff the bullock of the sin-offering 
which is for himself, and shall make 
an atonement for himself and for his 
house . . . He shall sprinkle the blood 
upon the mercynseat seven times . . . 
Then shall he kill the goat of the 
14 



sin-offering that is for the people . . . 
And he shall make an atonement for 
the holy place, because of the un- 
cleanness of the children of Israel. 

17:11. For the life of the flesh is 
in the blood ; and I have given it to 
you upon the altar, to make an atone- 
ment for ^ your souls ; for it is the 
blood, that maketh an atonement for 
the soul. 

1 Cor. 5 : 7. Christ our passover 
is sacrificed for us. 

Heb. 7: 18. For there is verily a 
disannulling of the commandment 
going before, for the weakness and 
unprofitableness thereof, (for the law 
made nothing perfect,) but the bring- 
ing in of a better hope did; by the 
which we draw nigh unto God. — 28. 
And they truly were many priests^ 
because they were not suffered to 
continue by reason of death : but this 
man, because he continue th ever, 
hath an unchangeable priesthood: 
wherefore he is able also to save 
them to the uttermost that come unto 
God by him, seeing he ever liveth to 
make intercession for them. For such 
a highrpriest became us, who is holy, 
harmless, undefiled, separate from 
sinners, and made higher than the 
heavens ; who needeth not daily, 
as those high-priests, to offer up sa- 
crifice, first for his own sins, and' 
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then for the people's : for this he did 
once, when he offered up himself. 

8:1. Now of the things which we 
have spoken this is the sum : we 
have such a high-priest, who is set 
on the right hand of the throne of 
the Majesty in the. heavens ; a min- 
istei* of the sanctuary, and of the 
true tabernacle, which the Lord 
pitched and not man. For every 
nigh-priest is ordained to offer gins 
and sacrifices: wherefore it is of ne- 
cessity that this man have somewhat 
a)so to offer. — 6. But now hath he 
obtained a more excellent ministry, 
by how much also he is the mediator 
of a better covenant, which was es- 
tablished upon better promises. For 
if that first covenant had been fault- 
less, then should no place have been 
sought for the second. 

IT 9 : 6. Now when these things were 
thus ordained, the priests went al- 
ways into the first tabei^acle, ac- 
complishing the service of God : but 
into the second went the high-priest 
alone once every year, not without 
blood, which he offered for himself, 
and for the errors of the people ; the 
Holy Ghost this signifying, that the 
way into the Holiest of all was not 
yet made manifest, while as the first 
tabernacle was yet standing : which 
was a figure for the time then pres- 
ent, in which were offered both gifts 
and sacrifices, that could not make 
him that did the service perfect, as 
pertaining to the conscience; which 
stood only in meats and drinks, and 
divers washings, and carnal ordinan- 
ces, imposed on them until the time 
of reformation. But Christ being 
come a high-priest of good things to 
come, by a greater and more perfect 
tabernacle, not made with hands, 
(that is to say, not of this building:) 
neither by the blood of goats and 
calves, but by his own blood, he eur 
tered in once into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemption 
for us. For if the blood of bulls and 
of goats, and the ashes of a heifer, 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to 
the purifyinff of the flesh ; how much 
more shall the blood of Christ, who 
through the Eternal Spirit offered 
himself without spot to God, purge 
your conscience from dead works to 
serve the living God ! And for this 
eause he is the mediator of the New 
Testament, that by means of death, 



for the redemption of the transgres- 
sions that were under the first testa- 
ment, they which are called might re- 
ceive the promise of eternal inherit- 
ance. — 22. And ahnost all things are 
by the law purged with blood ; and 
without shedding of blood is bo re- 
mission. It was therefore necessary 
that the patterns of things in the heav- 
ens should be purified with these ; but ^ 
the heavenly things themselves with 
better sacrifices than these. For 
Christ is not entered into the holy 
places made with hands, which are 
the figures of the true ; but into 
heaven itself, now to appear in the 
presence of God for us : nor yet that 
be should offer himself oflen, as the 
high-priest entereth into the holy 
place every year with blood of others; 
for then must he often have suffered 
since the foundation of the world : 
but now once in the end of the world 
hath he appeared, to put away sin by 
the sacrifice of himself. And as it 
is appointed unto men once to die, 
but after this the judgment : so Christ 
was once offered to bear the sins of 
many ; and unto them that look for 
him shall he appear the second time 
without sin unto salvation. 

IT 10: 1. For the law haying a 
shadow of good things to come, and 
not the very image of the things, 
can never with those sacrifices, which 
they offered year by year continually, 
make the comers thereunto perfect. 
For then would they not have ceased 
to be offered ? because that the wor- 
shippers once purged should have 
had no more conscience of sins. But 
in those sacrifices there is a remem- 
brance again made of sins every 
year. For it is not possible that the 
blood of bulls and of goats should 
take away sins. — 9. He taketh away 
the first, that he may establish the 
second. By the which will we are 
sanctified through the offering of the 
body of Jesus Christ once for all. 
And every priest standeth daily min- 
istering and offering oftentimes the 
same sacrifices, which can never 
take away sins : but this man, after 
he had offered one sacrifice for sins, 
forever sat down on the right . hand 
of God, from henceforth expecting 
' till his enemies be made his footstool. 
For by one offering he hath perfected 
forever them that are sanctified. — 
19. Having therefore, brethren, bold- 
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ness to enter into the holiest b^ the 
blood of Jesus, by a new and living 
way, which he hath consecrated for 
us, through the vail, (that is to say, 
his flesh ;) and having a high-priest 
over the house of God ; let us draw 
near with a true heart, in full assur- 
ance of faith, having our hearts 
sprinkled from an evil conscience, 
and our bodies washed with pure 
water. — 26. For if we sin wilfully 
after that we have received the 
knowledge of the truth, there re- 
maineth no more^ sacrifice for sins, 
but a certain fearful looking for of 
judgment and fiery indignation,which 
shall devour the adversaries. He 
that despised Moses* law died with- 
out mercy under two or three wit- 
nesses : of how much sorer punish- 
ment, suppose ye, shall he be thought 
worthy, who hath trodden under foot 
the Son of God, and hath counted 
the blood of the covenant, where- 
■with he was sanctified, an unholy 
thing, and hath' done despite unto 
the Spirit of grace ? 



§ 2. VARIOUS REPRESSNTATIONS OF 
THE SUFFERINGS AND DEATH OF 
CHRIST, AS THE FOUNDATIOW OF 
OUR DELIVERANCr. 

IsA. S5 : 9. But the redeemed 
shall walk there ; and the ransomed 
of the Lord shall return, and come 
to Zion with songs, and everlasting 
joy upon their heads : they shall 
obtain joy and gladness, and sorrow 
and sighing shall flee'away. 

59: 16. And he saw that there was 
no man, and wondered that there 
was no intercessor : therefore his 
arm brought salvation unto him ; 
and his righteousness, it sustained 
liim. For he put on righteousness 
as a breastplate, and an helmet of 
salvation upon his head. 

60: 16. And thou shalt know that 
I the Lord am thy Savior, and thy 
Redeemer, the mighty one of Jacob. 

Job! 9: 25. I know that my Re- 
deemer liveth. 

IsA. 53 : 4. Surely he hath 
borne our griefs, and carried our 
sorrows. . . He was wounded for our 
transgressions ; he was bruised for 
our iniquities ; the chastisement of 
our peace was upon him and with his 
stripes are we healed. All we like 
sheep have gone astray : we have 



turned every one to his own way ; 
and the Lord hath laid on him the 
iniquity of us all. He was oppressed 
and he was afflicted ; yet he opened 
not his mouth ; he is brought as a 
lamb to the slaughter^ and as a sheep 
before her shearers is dumb, so he 
opened not his mouth . . . He was 
cut off, out of the land of the living: 
for the transgression of my people 
was he stricken . . . He had done no 
violence ; neither was any deceit 
in his mouth ; yet it pleased the 
Lord to bruise him ; he hath put 
him to grief; when thou shalt make 
his soul an offering for sin, he {shall 
see his seed ; he shall prolong hii 
days^; and the pleasure of the Lord 
shall prosper in his hand. He shall 
see of the travail of his soul and shall 
be satisfied. By his knowledge shall 
my righteous servant justify many 5 
for he shall bear their iniquities. 

Dan. 9: 24. Seventy weeks ars 
determined upon thy people and 
upon thy holy city, to finish the 
transgression, and to make an end 
of sins, and to make reconciliation 
for iniquity, and to bring in ever- 
lasting righteousness, and to seal up 
the vision and prophecy, and to 
anoint the Most Holy. Know there- 
fore and understand, that from the 
going forth of the commandment to 
restore and to build Jerusalem unto 
the Messiah, the Prince, shall be sev- 
en weeks, and threescore and two 
weeks : the street shall be built 
again, and the wall, even in trou- 
blous limes. And after threescore 
and two weeks shall Messiah be cut 
ofiT, but not for himself. 

IT John 1 : 29. The next day John 
seerh Jesus coming unto him, and 
saith. Behold the Lamb of God, 
which taketh away the sin of the 
world ! This is he of whom I said, 
After me cometh a man which is pre- 
ferred before me ; for he was before 
me. And I knew him not : but that 
he should be made manifest to Israel, 
therefore am I come baptizing with 
water. And John bare record, say- 
ing, I saw the Spirit descending 
from heaven like a dove, and it 
abode upon him. And I knew him 
not : but he that sent me to baptize 
with water, the same said unto me. 
Upon whom thou shalt see the Spirit 
descending and remaining on hiin, 
the same is ha which baptizeth vritk 
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the Holy Ghost. And I saw and 
bare record, that this is the Son of 
God. 

Eph, 1:7. In whom we have re- 
demption through his blood, the for- 
giveness of sins. 

Mat. 20: 23. The Son of man 
came not to be ministered unto, but 
to minister and to give his life a 
ransom for many. (M. 10: 45.) 

IsA. 35: 10. The ransomed of the 
Lord shall come to Zion with songs. 

1 TiH. 2: 6. Who gave himself a 
ransom for all. 

1 Cor. 6: SO. Ye are bought with 
ft price. 

Acts 20: 28. Feed the church of 
God, which he has purchased with 
his own blood. 

1 PfiTER 1 : 18. Forasmuch as ye 
know that ye were not redeemed 
with corruptible things as silver and 
gold . . . but with the precious blood 
of Christ, as of a lamb without blem- 
ish and without spot. 

Rom, 4: 25. Who was delivered 
for our offences, and was raised 
again for our justification. 

3 : 24. Being justified freely 
by his grace, through the redemp- 
tion that is in Christ Jesus ; whom 
God hath set forth to be a propitia- 
tion, through faith in his blood, to 
declare his righteousness for the re- 
Bussion of sjns that are past, through 
the forbearance of God ; to declare, 
I say, at this time his righteousness : 
that he might be just, and the justi- 
fier of him that believeth in Jesus. 

1 John 2: 2. He is the propitia- 
tion for our sins : and not for ours 
only, but for the sins of the whole 
world. 

4:10. Herein is love, that God. . . 
sent his Son to be the propitiation 
for our sins. 

Rom. 5 : 6. For when we were yet 
without strength, in due^time Christ 
died for the ungodly. For scarcely 
for a righteous man will one die ; 
yet peradventure for a good man 
some would even dare to die. But 
God commendeth his love toward 
' us, in that while we were yet sin- 
ners Christ died for us. Much more 
then, beinff now justified by his 
blood, we shall be saved from wrath 
through him. For if when we were 
enemies, we were reconciled to God 
by the death of his Son ; much more, 
being reconciled, we shall be saved 
by his life. And not. only so, but 



we also joy in God, through our 
Lord Jesus Christ, by whom we 
have now received the atonement. 

Gal. 3: 13. Christ hath redeemed 
us from the curse of the law, beiDg 
made a curse for us : (for it is writ- 
ten. Cursed is every one that han^- 
eth on a tree ;) that the blessing of 
Abraham might come on the Gen- 
tiles through Jesus Christ,; that we 
might receive the promise of the 
Spirit through faith. 

2 Cor. 5: 18. And all things are 
of God, who hath reconciled us to 
himself by Jesus Christ, and hath 
given to us the ministry of reconcil- 
iation ; to wit, that God vfras in 
Christ, reconciling the world unto 
himself, not imputing their trea^ 
passes unto them ; and hath coin- 
mitted unto us the word of reconcil- 
iation. Now then we are ambassa- 
dors for Christy as though God did 
beseech you by us : we pray you in 
Christ's stead, be ye reconciled to 
God. For he hath made him to be 
sin for us, who knew no sin ; that 
we might be made the righteousness 
of God in him. 

1 CoR. 1 : 30. Christ Jesus, who, 
of God is made unto us wisdom, 
and righteousness, and sanctification 
and redemption. 

Titus 2: 14. He gave himself for 
us that h6 might redeem us from all 
iniquity. 

IT Rev. 5: 9. Thou hast redeemed 
us to God by thy blood. 

John 12: 32. I, if I be lifted up 
from the earth, will draw all men 
unto me. 

Rom. 8: 34. Who is he that con- 
demneth? it is Christ that died: yea 
rather, that is risen again ; who ia 
even at the ri^ht hand of God, who 
also maketh mtercession for us. — 
Who shall separate us from the love 
of Christ? shall tribulation, or dis- 
tress, or persecution or famine, or 
nakedness, or peril, or sword ? As 
it is written, " For thy sake we are 
killed all the day long ; we are ac- 
counted as sheep for the slaughter." 
( Ps. 44 : 22. ) Nay, in all these things 
we are more than conauerors,through 
him that loved. UB. For I am per- 
suaded, that neither death, nor life, 
nor angels, nor principalities, nor 
powers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, nor height, nor depth, 
nor any other creature shall be able 
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to separate us from the love of Go4 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

1 Cor. 1; IS. For the preaching 
of the cross is to them that perish 
foolishness ; but unto us which are 
saved it is the power of God. 

Hkb. 3: 14. Forasmuch then as 
the children are partakers of flesh 
And blood, he also himself likewise 
took part of the same ; that through 
death he might destroy him that had 
the power of death, that is, the devil, 
and deliver them, who, through fear 
of death, were all their life-time sub- 
ject to bondage. For verily he took 
not on him the nature of Angels ; 
but he took on him the seed of Abra- 
ham. Wherefore in all things it be- 
hoved him to be made like unto his 
brethren ; that he might be a merci- 
ful and faithful High Priest in things 
pertaining to God, to make reconcil- 
iation for the sins of the people. 
For in that he himself hath suffered, 
being tempted, he is able to succor \ 
tiiem that are tempted. { 

Gal. 1 : 4. Who gave himself for 
our sins, that he might deliver us 
from this present evil world. 

1 Cor. 1 : 33. We preach Christ 
crucified. 

2:2. I determined not to know 
any thing amoni^ you save Jesus 
Christ, and him crucified. 

Gal. 3:1. Before whose eyes, Je- 
sus Christ hath been evidently set 
forth, crucified, among you. 

1 CoR. 15:3. Christ died for our 
sins. 

1 Tim. 2: 5. There is one God 
and one Mediator between God and 
man, the Man Christ Jesus. 

Rom. 5: 10. We were reconciled 
to God, by the death of his Son. 

2 Cob. 5: 18. God hath reconciled 
us to himself by Jesus Christ. God 
was in Christ reconciling the world 
imto himself. 

Col. 1:19. It pleased the Father 
that in him should all fulness dwell, 
and having made peace through the 
blood of his cross, by him to recon- 
cile all things to himself. 

RoM. 5: 1. We have peace with 
God, through our Lord Jesus, Christ. 

£pH. 2: 13. But now, in Christ 
Jesus, ye, who sometimes were far 
off, are made nish by the blood of 
Christ : for he is our peace, who 
hath made both one, and hath broken 
down the middle wall of partition ; 
having abolished in his flesh the en- 



mity even the law of commandments, 
contained in ordinances ; for to make 
in himself of twain one new man ; 
so making peace ; and that he might 
reconcile both unto God, in one body 
by the cross, having slain the enmity 
thereby. 

IT 5 : 2. Christ hath given himself 
for us, an oflering and a sacrifice to 
God. 

Rev. 33: 8. The Lamb slain from 
the foundation of the world. 

5:6.1 beheld, and lo in the midst 
of the throne and of the four beasts, 
and in the midst of the elders, stood 
a Lamb, as it had been slain. — 9. 
They sung a new song; sayiqg. 
Thou art worthy to take the book . . . 
for thou wast slain and hast redeem- 
ed us to God by thy blood. — 12. 
Worthy the Lamb that was slain. 

John 10: 15. I lay down my life 
for the sheep. 

Acts 4: 12. There is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved 5 
but the name of Jesus Christ. 

Rom. 3: 21. But now, the right- 
eousness of God, without the law is 
manifested, being witnessed by the 
law and the prophets ; even the 
righteousness of God, which is by 
faith in Jesus Christ, unto all and 
upon all them that believe. 

1 Peter 3: 18. Christ hath otice 
suflered for sins, that he might bring 
us unto God. 

2 Cor. 5: 14. If one died for aU, 
then were all dead. He died fbr 
all that they which live should lite 
unto him who died for them. 

Acts 15: 11. We believe that 
through the grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ we shall be saved. 

Eph. 2:5. By grace are ye saved. 

Mat. 26: 26, And as they were 
eating, Jesus took bread and blessed 
and brake it, and gave" it to the dis- 
ciples, and said, take,- eat ; this is my 
body. And he took the cup and 
gave thanks, and gave it to them, 
saying. Drink ye all of it ; for this is 
my blood of the New Testament, 
which is shed for many, for the re- 
mission of sins. 

Gal. 2: 15. We who are Jews hy 
nature, and not sinners of the Gen- 
tiles, knowing that a man is not jus- 
tified by the works of the law, but 
by the faith cf Jesus Christ, even we 
have believed in Jesus Christ, that 
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we might be' justified by the faith of 
Christ, and pot by the works of the 
law :' for by the works of the law 
shall no flesh be justified. But if, 
while we seek to be justified by 
Christ, we ourselves also are found 
sinners, is therefore Christ the min- 
ister of sin ? God forbid. For if I 
build again the things which I de- 
stroyed, I make myself a transgres- 
sor. For I through the law am dead 
to the law, that I might live unto 
God. I am cruqified with Christ : 
nevertheless, I live ; yet Bot I, but 
Christ liveth in me : and the life 
which I now live in the flesh, I live 
by the faith of the Son of God, who 
loved me, and gave himself for me. 
I do not frustrate the grace of God: 
for if righteousness come by the law, 
then Christ is dead in vain. 

S: 19. Wherefore then serveth the 
law ? It was added because of trans- 
gressions, till the seed should come 
to whom the promise was made ; 
and it was ordamed by angels in the 
hand of a mediator. Now a media- 
tor is not a mediator of one ; but God 
is one. '' Is the law then against 
the promises of God ? " God forbid : 
for if there had been a law given 
which could have given life, verily 
righteousness should have been by 
the law. But the scripture hath con- 
cluded all under sin, that the prom- 
ise by faith of Jesus Christ might be 
ffiven to them that believe, mit be- 
fore faith came, we were kept under 
the law, shut up unto the faith 
which should afterwards be reveal- 
ed. Wherefore the law was our 
schoolmaster to bring us unto Christ, 
that we might be justified by faith. 

1 PcTER 2: 24. Who, his own 
self, bore our sins in his own body, 
on the tree, that we being dead to 
sins should live unto righteousness ; 
by whose stripes we are healed. 



§ S. THIS DELIVEBANCE PROVIDED 
FOR THE WHOLE WORLD. 

Rom. 5 : 12. Wherefore as by 
one man sin entered into the world, 
and death by sin ; and so death 
passed upon all men, for that all 
have sinned — for until the law, sin 
was in the world ; but sin is not 
imputed when there is no law ; 
nevertheless, death reigned from 



Adam to Moses, eren over them 
that had not sinned after the simili- 
tude of Adam's transgression, who 
is the %ure of him that was to 
come. But not as the ofifence, so 
also is the free gift For if through 
the ofieuce of one many be dead, 
much more the grace of God, and 
the gift by grace, which is by one 
man, Jesus Christ, hath abounded 
unto many. And not as it was by 
one that sfnned, so, is the gift* 
For the' judgment was by one to 
condemnation, but the free gift is of 
many oflences unto justification. 
For if by one man's offence, death 
reigned by one ; much more they 
which receive abundance of grace, 
and of the gift of righteousness, 
shaU reiffn in life by one, Jesus 
Christ. Therefore, as by the oflence 
of one judgment came upon all men 
to condemnation, even so by the 
righteousness of one the free gift 
came upon all men unto justification 
of life. For as by one man's diso- 
bedience many were made sinners, 
so by the obedience of one shall many- 
be made righteous. Moreover the 
law entered, that the oflence might 
abound. But where sin abounded, 
grace did much more abound : that 
as sin hath reigned unto death, even 
so might grace reign through right- 
eousness unto eternal life, by Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

1 John 2: 2. He is the propitia- 
tion for our sins ; and not for ours 
only: but for the sins of the whole 
world. 

Heb. 2:9. We see Jesus, who 
was made a little lower than the 
angels for the suffering of death 
crowned with glory and honor, that 
he, by the grace of God, should 
taste death for every man. — 17. 
To make reconciliation for the sins 
of the people. 

1 Tim. 4: 10. We trust in the 
living God, who is the Savior of all 
men, specially of those that believe. 

2: 1. I exhort, therefore that 
first of all supplications, prayers, 
intercessions and giving of thanks * 
be made for all men ; for kings and 
for all that are in authority, for this 
is good and acceptable in the sight 
of God our Savior, who will hav^ 
all men to be saved, and to come to 
the knowledge of the truth. For 
there is one God, and one Mediator 
between God and man, the Man 
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Jesus Christ, who gave himself a 
ransom for all to be testified ia due 
time. 

2 CoR. 5: 19. God was in Christ, 
feconciling the world unto himself. 

Mat. 18: 11. The Son of man 
5s come to save that which was 
iost. 

John S: 17. God sent not his 
"Son into the world to condemn the 
world, but that the world through 
him might be saved. 

10: 9. By me if any man enter 
in he shall be saved. 

ITl Tim. 1. 15. Christ Jesus came 
into the world to save sinners, of 
-whom I am chief. 

Heb. 7: 25. He is able to save 
unto the uttermost, all who come 
unto God by him. 

Mat. 18: 10. Take heed that ye 
despise not one of these little ones : 
*for I say unto you, That in heaven 
their angels do always behold the 
face of my Father which is in heav- 
en. For the Son of man is come to 
save that which was lost. How think 
ye ? If a man have a hundred sheep, 
and one of them be gone astray, doth 
he not leave the ninety and nine, and 
goeth into the mountains, and seek- 
eth that which is gone astray .? And 
if so be that he nnd it, verily I say 
unto you, he rejoiceth more of that 
sheep, than of the ninety and nine 
which wept' not astray. Even so it 
is not the will of your Father which 
is in heaven, that one of these little 
ones should perish. 

Luke 13: 34. O Jerusalem, Jeru- 
salem, which killest the prophets and 
stonest them that are sent unto thee, 
how often would I have gathered 
thy children together as a hen doth 
gather her brood under her wings, 
and ye would not. Behold, your 
house is left unto you desolate. 

John 3:16. For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begot- 
ten Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have ev- 
erlasting life. For God sent not his 
"Son into the world, to condemn the 
world ; but that the world through 
him might be saved. He that believ- 
eth on him is not condemned ; but 
he that believeth not, is condemned 
already, becajuse he hath not believ- 
ed in the name of the only begotten 
^on of God. And this is the condem- 
nation, that light is come into the 



world, and men loved dai-kness rath- 
er than light, because their deeds 
were evil. For every one that doeth 
evil hateth the light, neither' cometb 
to the liffht^ lest his deeds should be 
reproved. But he that doeth truths 
Cometh to the light, that his deeda 
may be made manifest, that they are 
wrought in God. 

1 Cor. 15: 21. Since by man came 
death, by man came also the resur- 
rection of the dead. For as in Adam 
all die, even so in Christ shall all be 
made alive. 

2 CoR. 5: 14. For the love of 
Christ constraineth us ; because we 
thus judge, that if one died for all,, 
then were all dead : and that he died 
for all, that they which live should 
not henceforth live unto themselves;, 
but unto him who died for them, and 
rose again. 

Luke 24: 46. Thus it is written, 
and thus it behoved Christ to suffer,, 
and to rise from the dead the third 
day 5 and that repentance and remis- ' 
sion of sins might be preached in his 
name among all nations, beginning: 
at Jerusalem.

§ 2. renewing the Aeart. 

EzEK. 11: 19. I will put a new 
spirit within you. 

36: 26. A new heart also will I 
give you, and a new spirit will I put 
within you. And I will take away 
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theston^ heart out of your flesh, and 
I will give you a heart of flesh. And 
I will put my Spirit within you, and 
cause you to walk in my statutes, 
and ye shall keep my judgments and 
do them. 

John 8: 5. Jesus answered, Veri- 
ly, verily, I say unto thee. Except 
a man be bom of water, and of 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God. That which is 
bom of the flesh is flesh ; and that 
which is bom of the Spirit is spirit. 
Marvel not that I said unto thee. Ye. 
must be bora again. The wind blow- 
eth where it listeth, and thou hear- 
est the sound thereof, but canst not 
tell whence it cometh, and whither

There is therefore now 
no condenmation to them that are in

2 Co R. 8: 3. Ye are the epistle of 
Christ, . . . written with the Spirit 
of the Living God, ... in fleshly ta- 
bles of the heart. 

Gal. 3: 8. Having begun in the 
Spirit, are ye now made perfect by

God, according to his 
mercy saved us, by the washing of 
regeneration, and renewing of the 
Holy Ghost.

Restore unto me 
the joys of thy salvation, and uphold 
me by thy free spirit: then will I 
teach transeressors thy ways, and 
I sinners shall be converted unto thee.

But this spake he of the Spirit, which 
they who believed on him should re- 
ceive ; for the Holy Ghost was not 
yet given ; because Jesus was flight 
yet glorified. 

14: 14. If ye shall ask any thing 
in my name, I will do it. Jf ye Jove 
me, keep mv commandments : and I 
vviU pray the Father, and he shall 
give you another Comforter, that he 
may abide with you forever ; even 
the Spirit of truth 5 whom the world 
cannot receive, because it seeth him 
not, neither knoweth him: but ye^^ 
know him ; for he dwelleth with 
you, and shall be in you. — 25. 
These things have I spoken unto 
you, being yet present with you. 
But the Comforter, which is the 
Holy Ghost, whom the Father will 
send in my name, he shall teach you 
all things, and bring all things to 
your remembrance, whatsoever 1 
, have said unto you, 

15: 26. But when the Comforter 
is come, whom I will send unto you 
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from the Father, even the Spirit of 
truth, which proceedeth from the 
Father, he shall testify of me. 

16:8. It is expedient for you that 
I go away : for if I go not away, the 
Comforter will not come unto you ; 
but if I depart, I will send him unto 
you. And when he is come, he will 
reprove the world of sin, and of 
righteousness, and of judgment : of 
ain, because they believe not on m» ; 
of righteousness, because I go to my 
Father, and ye see me no more ; of 
judgment, because the' prince of this 
world is judged. I have yet many 
things to say unto you, but ye can- 
not bear them now. Howbeit, when 
he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he 
will guide you into all truth : for he 
shall not speak of himself ; but what- 
soever he shall hear, that shall he 
speak : and he will show you things 
to come. He shall glorify me : for he 
shall receive of mine, and shall show 
it unto you. 

IF Acts 1 : 5. John truly baptized 
with water, but ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost not many days 
hence. 

2:1. When the day of Pentecost 
w^as fully come, they were all with 
one accord in one place. And sud- 
denly there came a sound from heav- 
eti, as of a rushing mighty wind, and 
it filled all the house where they 
were sitting. . . And they were filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance. 

10: 44. While Peter yet spake 
these words, the Holy Ghost feU on 
all them which heard the word. And 
they of the circumcision which be- 
lieved were astonished, as many as 
came with Peter, because that on 
the Gentiles also was poured out the 
gift of the Holy Ghost, for they 
hear^ them speak with tongues, and 
magnify God. 

Rom. 5 : 3. And not only , so, but 
v^ glory in tribulations also ; know- 
ing that tribulation worketh pa- 
tieiice ; and patience, experience ; 
BXtd experience, hope: and hope 
maketh not ashamed ; because tne 
love of God is shed abroad in our 
hearts, by the Holy Ghost which is 
given unto us. 

8: 9. But ye are not in the fiesh, 
but m the Spirit, if so be that the 
Sbhrit of God dwell in you. Now, if 
15 



any man have not th* Spirit of 
Christ, he is none of his. And if 
Christ l^e in you, the body is dead 
because of sin ; but the Spirit is life 
because of righteousness. But if the 
Spirit of him that raised up Jesus 
from the dead dwell in you, he that 
raised ujp Christ from the dead shall 
also quicken your mortal bodies by 
his Spirit that dwejleth in you. 
Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, 
not to the flesh, to live after the 
flesh. For if ye live after the flesh, 
ye shall die : but if ye through the 
Spirit do mortify the deeds of the 
body, ye shall live. For as many as 
are led by the Spirit of God, they 
are the sons of God. For ye have . 
not received the Spirit of bondage 
again to fear ; but ye have received 
the . Spirit of adoption, whereby we . 
cry, Abba, Father. The Spirit itself 
beareth witness with our spirit, that 
we are the children of God: and if 
children, then heirs: heirs of God 
and joint-heirs with Christ ; if so be 
that we suffer with him, that we may 
be also glorified together. 

Acts 9: SI. The churches, walk- 
ing in the fear of God, and in the 
comfort of the Holy Ghost, were 
multiplied. 

IT RoM. S: 5. They that are after 
the Spirit do mind the things of the 
Spirit. — 26. Likewise the Spirit alsd 
helpeth our infirmities: for we know 
not what to pray for as we ought ; 
but the Spirit maketh intercession ^ 
for us, with groanings that cannot 
be uttered.. And he that searcheth 
the hearts, knoweth what is the mind 
of the Spirit, because he maketh in- 
tercession for the saints, according 
to the will of God. 

14: 17. The kingdom of God is 
not meat and drink ; but righteous- 
ness and peace and joy in the Holy 
Ghost. 

15:18. Now the God of hope fill 
you with all joy and peace in be- 
lieving, that ye may abound in 
hope, through the power of the Holy 
Ghost. — 16. That I shoijild be the 
minister of Jesus Christ to the Gen- 
tiles, ministering the gospel of God, 
that the offering up of the Gentiles 
might be acceptable, being sanctified 
by Jthe Holy Ghost. 

1 CoR. 2: 9. Eye hath not seen, 

nor ear heard, neither have entered 

I into the heart of man, the things 
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idiich God hath prepared for them 
that love him. But God hath reveal- 
ed them unto us by his Spirit: for 
the Spirit searcheth all things, yea, 
< the deep things of God. For what 
man knoweth the things of a man, 
save the spirit of man which is in 
him ? even so the things of God 
knoweth no man, but the Spirit of 
God. Now we have received, not 
the spirit of the world, but the Spir- 
it which is of God ; that we might 
know the things that are freely giv- 
en to us of God. Which things also 
we speak, not in the words which 
man's wisdom teacheth, but which 
the Holv Ghost teacheth, comparing 
spiritual things with spiritual. But 
the natural man receiveth not the 
thmgs of the Spirit of God : for they 
are foolislmess unto him : neither 
can he know them, because they are 
spiritually discerned. 

8: 16. Know ye not that ye are 
the temple of God, and that the Spir- 
it of God dwelleth in you ? If any 
man defile the temple of God, him 
shall God destroy: for the temple of 
God is holv ; which temple ye are. 

6: 11. But ye are washed, but ye 
are sanctified, but ye are justified in 
the name of the Lord Jesus, and by 
the Spirit of our God. — 19. What! 
know ye not that your body is the 
temple of the Holy Ghost which is 
in you, which ye have of God, and 
ye are not your own f For ye are 
bought v^dth a price : therefore glo- 
rify God in your body, and in your 
spurit, which are God's. 

IT 12: 8. No man, speaking by the 
Spirit of God, calleth Jesus accurs- 
ea: and that no man can say that 
Jesus is the Lord, but by the Holy 
Ghost. Now there are diversities of 
gifts, but the same Spirit: and there 
are differences of administrations, 
but the same Lord. And there are 
diversities of operations, but it is the 
same God which worketh all in all. 
But the manifestation of the Spirit is 

f'ven to every man to profit withal, 
or to one is given by the Spirit the 
word of wisdom : to another, the 
word of knowledge by the same 
Spirit ; to another, faith by the same 
Spirit ; to another, the gifts of heal- 
ing by the same Spirit ; to another, 
the working of miracles ; to another, 
prophecy ; to another, discerning of 
spirits ; to another, divers kinds of 



tongues ', to another, the interpreta- 
tion of tongues. But all these work- 
eth that one and the self-same Spir- 
it, dividing to every man severally 
as he will. 

2 CoR. 1 : 22. God hath sealed us, 
and given us the earnest of the Spir- 
it in our hearts. 

3: IS. We all, with open face, be- 
holding as in a glass the glory of the 
Lord, are changed into the same im- 
age from glory te glory, as by the 
Spirit of the Lord. 

Gal. 5: 5. We, through the Spir- 
it, wait for the hope of righteousness 
by faith. — 16. Walk in the Spirit, 
and ye shall not fulfil the lusts of the 
fiesh, for the fiesh lusteth against the 
Spirit, and the Spirit against the 
flesh ; and these are contrary. — 22. 
The fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, 
peace, long-suflfermg, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, meekness, temper- 
ance. 

6:8. He that soweth to the flesh 
shall of the flesh reap corruption. 
He that soweth to the Spirit shall 
of the Spirit reap life eveuasting. 

Eph. 1 : 18. Ye were seided 
with that Holy Spirit of promise. 

2: 18. We have access by one 
Spirit unto the Father. — 22. Ye 
are built up, an habitation of God 
through the Spirit. 

3 : 16. Ood grant you to be 
strengthened with might by his Spir- 
it in the inner man. 

5: 9. The fruit of the Spirit is 
in all goodness, righteousness, and 
truth. 

Phil. 2: 1. If there be any fel- 
lowship of the Spirit ... be ye like- 
minded. 

2 Thess. 2: 18. God hath chosen 
you to salvation, through sanctifica- 
tion of the Spirit and belief of the 
truth. 

1 Pet 1 : 2. Elect, according to 
the foreknowledge of God the Fa- 
ther, through sanctification of the 
Spirit unto obedience. 

1 John 8: 24. We know that he 
abideth in us, by the Spirit which he 
hath given us.

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vexed his'JHoly Spirit; therefore 
he was turned to be their enemy. 

They made their 
hearts as an adamant stone, lest 
they should hear the law, and the 
words which the Lord of Hosts 
sent in his Spirit by the former 
prophets. 

Acts 7: 51. Ye do* always resist 
the Holy Ghost. 

Eph. 4 : 80. Grieve not the Holy 
Spirit of God, whereby ye are seal- 
ed unto the day of redemption. 

1 Thess. 5: 19. Quench not the 
Spirit. 

Heb. S: 7. The Holy Ghost saith, 
To^ay if ye will hear his voice har- 
den not your hearts. 

Rev. 22: 17. The Spirit and the 
bride say come. 

Heb. 6: 4. It is impossible for 
those who were once enlightened, 
and have tasted of the heavenly gifts, 
and were made partakers of the Ho- 
ly Ghost, and have tasted of the ffood 
word of God, and the powers of the 
world to come ; if they fall away, to 
renew them again to repentance. 

Heb. 1,0: 28. He that despised 
Moses' law died without mercy un- 
der two or three witnesses. Of how 
much sorer punishment shall he be 
thought worthy, who hath trodden 
under foot the Son of God, and hath 
counted the blood of the covenant 
wherewith he was sanctified an un- 
holy thing, and hath done despite to 
the spirit of grace. 



CHAPTER HI. 

MEANS OF GRACE. 

Mat. 7: 24. Therefore whosoev- 
er heareth these savings of mine 
AND DOETH THEM, I will liken him 
unto a wise man that built his house 
upon a rock. . . . Every one that 
heareth these sayings of mine, and 
doeth them not, shall be likened un- 
to a foolish man, that built his house 
upon the sand. 

Luke 8: 11. The seed is the word 
of God. Those by the wayside are 
those that hear ; then cometh the 
devil and taketh away the word 
out of their hearts, lest they should 
believe and be saved. . . . That on 



the good ground are they, which in 
an honest and good heart, having 
heard the word, keep it, and bring 
forth fruit with patience. 

John 8: 31. If ye continue in my 
word, then are ye my disciples in- 
deed : and ye shall know the truth, 
and the truth shall make you free. 

12: 48. He that rejecteth me, and 
receiveth not my words, hath one 
that judgeth him: the word that I 
have spoken, the same shall judge 
him in the last day. For I have not 
spoken of myself; but the Father 
which sent me, he gave me a coni- 
mandment, what I should say, and 
what I should speak. And I know 
that his commandment is life ever- 
lasting: whatsoever I speak there- 
fore, even as the Father said unto 
me, so I speak. 

17:11. Holy Father, keep through 
thine own name those whom thou 
hast given me, that they may be one, 
as we are. While I was with them 
in the world, I kept them in thy 
name : those that thou gavest me I 
nave kept, and none of them is lost, 
but the son of perdition ; that the 
scripture might be fulfilled. And 
now come I to thee, and these things 
I speak in the world, that they might 
have my joy fulfilled in themselves. 
I have given them thy word ; and 
the world hath hated them, because 
they are not of the world, even as I 
am not of the world. I pray not that 
thou shouldest take them out of the 
world, but that thou shouldest keep 
them from the evil. They are not of 
the worid, even as I am not of the 
world. Sanctify them through thy 
truth: thy word is truth. As thou 
hast sent me into the world, even so 
have I also sent them into the world. 
And for their sakes I sanctify myself, 
that they also might be sancti^ed 
through the truth. 

f Acts 17; 11. These were more 
noble than those in Thessalonica, in 
that they received the word with all 
readiness of mind, and searched the 
scriptures daily, whether those things 
were so. Therefor© many of them 
believed ; also of honorable women 
which were Greeks, and of men not 
a few. 

RoM. 1:16. For I am not asham- 
ed of the Gospel of Christ: for it is 
the power of God unto salvation to 
every one that believeth ; to the Jew 
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first, and also to the Greek. For 
therein 19 the righteousness of God 
revealed firom faith to faith: as it is 
written, "The just shall live by 
faith." (Hab. 3: 4.) 

8:1. What advantaffe then hath 
the Jew ? or what pront b there of 
circumcision f Much every way ; 
chiefly because that unto them were 
conmiitted the oracles of God. 

Gal. 1 : 6. I marvel that ye are so 
soon removed from him, that called 
you into the ffrace of Christ, unto 
another gospel : which is not anoth- 
er ; but there be some that trouble 
you, and would pervert the gospel 
of Christ But though we, or an an- 
g/^l from heaven, preach any other 
ffospel unto you than that which we 
Save preached unto you, let him be 
accursed! As we said before, so say 
I now again, if any man preach any 
Other gospel unto you than that ye 



speJ 
ieiv( 



have received, let him be accursed ! 
Fordo I now persuade men, or God? 
or do I seek to please men.^ for if I 
yet pleased men, I should not be the 
servant of Christ. But I certify you, 
brethren, that the gospel which was 

r reached of me is not after man : for 
neithei^ received it of man, neither 
was I taught it, but by the revelation 
of Jesus Christ. 

£pH. 6: 17. Take the helmet of 
salvation and the sword of the Spir- 
it, ivhich is the word of God. 

Col. 3: 16. Let the word of Christ 
dwell in you richly in all wisdom ; 
teaching and admonishing one anoth- 
er in psalms, and hynms, and spirit- 
ual songs, sinking with grace in your 
hearts to the Lord. And whatsoever 
ye do in word or deed, do all in the 
name of the Lord Jesus, giving 
thanks to God and the Father by 
him. 

2 Tim. 2: 8. Remember that Je- 
Bus Christ, of the seed of David, was 
raised from the dead, according to 
my gospel: wherein I suffer trouble 
aa an evU doer even unto bonds: but 
the word of God is not bound. 

IT S : 16. All scripture is given 
by inspiration of God, and is prof- 
itable for doctrine, for reproof, for 
correction, for instruction in right- 
eousness : that the man of God 
may be perfect, thoroughly furnish- 
ed unto all good works. 



4:1. I charge thee therefore be- 
fore God, and tne Lord Jesus Christ, 
who shall judge the quick and the 
dead at his appearing and his king- 
dom ; preach the word ; be instant 
in season, out of season ; reprove, 
rebuke, exhort with all long-suffer- 
ing and doctrine. 

James 1:19. Wherefore, my be- 
loved brethren, let every man be 
swift to hear, slow to speak, slow to 
wrath. For the wrath of man work- 
eth not the righteousness of God. 
Wherefore lay apart all filthiness, 
and superfluity of naughtiness, and 
receive with meekness the ingrafted 
word, which is able to save your 
souls. But be ye doers of the word, 
and not hearers only, deceiving your 
own selves. For if any be a nearer 
of the word, and not a doer, he is 
like unto a man beholding his natu- 
ral face in a glass: for he beholdeth 
himself, and goeth his way, and 
straightway forgetteth what manner 
of man he was. But whoso looketh 
into the perfect law of liberty, and 
continueth therein, he being not a 
forgetful hearer, but a doer of the 
word, this man shall be blessed in 
his deed. , , 

2 Pet. 1: 16. For we have not 
followed cunningly devised fables, 
when we made known unto you the 
power and coming of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ, but were eye-witnesses 
of his majesty. For he received from 
God the Father honor and glory, 
when there came such a voice to 
him from the excellent glory, 

Thii ii my bslored Son, in whmn I am w*U 
pl«aied. 

And this voice which came from 
heaven we heard, when we were 
with him in the holy mount. We 
have also a more sure word of 
prophecy ; whereunto ye do well 
that ye take heed, as unto a light 
that shineth in a dark place, until 
the day dawn, and the day-star arise 
in your hearts: knowing this first, 
that no prophecy of the scripture it 
of any private interpretation. For 
the prophecy came not in old time 
by the will of man: but holy men 
of God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost.

, CHAPTER I. 
REPENTANCE. 

§ 1. THE DUTT Sir JOINED. 

Mat. S; 1. In those days came 
John the Baptist, preaching in the 
wilderness of Judea, and saying, 
Repent ye ; for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand. — 7. But when 
he saw many of the Pharisees and 
Sadducees come to his baptism, he 
said unto them, generation of vi- 
pers ! who hath warned you to flee 
from the wrath to come ? Bring 
forth therefore fruits meet for repent- 
ance : and think not to say within 
yourselves, We have Abraham to 
our father : for I say unto you, that 
God is able of these stones to raise 
up children unto Abraham. And 
now abo the axe is laid unto the root 
of the trees ; therefore every tree 
which bringeth not forth good fruit 
is hewi^ down, and cast into the fire. 

4 : 17. From that time Jesus be- 
gan to preach, and to say. Repent ; 
for the kmgdom of heaven is at hand. 

9 : IS. lam not come to call the 
righteous but sinners to repentance. 

XuKE IS: 8. Except ye repent, ye 
shall all likewise perish. 

Mark 6:12. They went out and 
preached that men should repent. 

Luke 15: 10. There is joy in the 
presence of the angels of God, over 
one sinner that repenteth. 

Acts 2: S7. Now when they heard 
this, they were pricked in their heart, 
and said unto Peter and to the rest 
of the Apostles, Men and brethren, 
what shall we do ? Then Peter said 
unto them, Repent, and be baptized 
eveiy one of you in the name of Je- 
sus Christs for the remission of sins^ 



and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost. For tjie promise is 
unto you, and to your children, and 
to all that are afar off, even as many 
as the Lord our God shall call.

Again, when I 
say unto the wicked. Thou shalt 
surely die ; if he turn from his 
sin, and do that which is lawful and 
right ; if the wicked restore the 
pledge, give again that he had rob- 
bed, walk in the statutes of life, 
without committing iniquity ; he 
shall surely live, he shall not die. 
None of his sins that he hath com- 
mitted shall be mentioned unto him: 
he hath done that which is lawful 
and right ; he shall surely live. Yet 
the children of thy people say. The 
way of the Lord is not equal : but 
as for them, their way is not equal. 
When the righteous turneth from his 
righteousness, and committeth in- 
iquity, he shall even die thereby. But 
if the wicked turn from his wicked- 
ness, and do that which is lawful 
and right, he shall live thereby. Yet 
ye say. The way of the Lord is not 
equal. O ye house of Israel, I will 
judge you every one after his ways.

I. ImpUcM Con$eiou$ne$$ of GuUU 

Ps. S8: 4. Mine iniquities are as 
a heavy burden. 
* Job 42: 6. Now mine eye seeth 
thee, wherefore I abhor myself and 
repent in dust and ashes. 

Ps. 51: S. I acknowledge my 
transgressions, and my sin is ever 
before me. Against thee, thee only, 
have I sinned, and done this evil in 
thy sight . . . Behold I was shapen 
in iniquity, and in sin did my mother 
conceive me. 

Mat. 11: 28. Come unto me all 
ye that labor and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest. 

RoM. 3: 19. Now we know that 
what things soever the law saith, it 
saith to them who are under the 
Iftw : that every mouth may be 
stopped, and all the world may be- 
come guilty before God. Therefore 
by the deeds of the law there shall 
no flesh be justified in his sight: for 
by the law is the knowledge of sin. 
But now the righteousness of God 
without the law is manifested, being 
witnessed by the law and the proph- 
ets ; even the righteousness of God 
which is by faith of Jesus Christ 
unto all, and upon all them that 
believe ; for there is no difference : 
for all have sinned, and come short 
of the gldry of God. 

RoM. 7: 7. What shall we say 
then.^ Is the law sin .^ God forbid. 
Nay, I had Dot known sin, but by 
the law: for I had not known lust, 
except the law had said, ''Thou 
shalt not ^covet. But sin, taking 
occasion by the commandment, 
wrought in me all manner of concu- 
piscence. For without the law sin 
was dead. For I was alive without 
*the law once: but when the com- 
mandment came, sin revived, ahd 
I died. And the commandment, 
which was ordained to life, I found 
to be unto dei^h. For sin, taking 
occasion by the commandment, de- 
ceived me, and by it slew me. 
Wherefore the law is holy, and the 



commandment holy, and just, and 
good. Was that \^hich is good 
made death unto me? God forbid. 
But sin, that it might appear sin, 
working death in me by that which 
is good j that sin by the command- 
ment might become exceeding sinful. 
For we know that the law is spirit- 
ual : but 1 am (Carnal, sold under sin. 
For that which I do, I allow not: 
for what I would, that do I not ; but 
what I hate, that do I. If then I 
do that which I would not, I consent 
unto the law that it is good. Now 
then it is no more I that do it, but 
sin that dwelleth in me. For I 
know that in me, (that is, in my 
flesh,) dwelleth no good thing: for 
to will is present with me ; but how 
to perform that which is good, I 
find not. For the good that I would, 
I do not ; but the evil which I would 
not, that I do. Now if I do that I 
would not, it is no more I that do it, 
but sin that dwelleth in me. I find 
then a law, that when I would do 

food, evil is present with me. For 
delight in the law of God, after 
the inner man: but I see another 
law in my members warring against 
the law of my mind, and bringing 
me into captivity to the law of sin 
which is in my members. O wretch- 
ed man that I am ! who shall deliver 
me from the body of this death ? I 
thank God, through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. So then, with the mind. 
I myself serve the law of God : but 
with the flesh the law of sin^ 

IF 2 Sam. 24: 10. And David's heart 
smote him after that he had ininH 
bered the people. And David sttid 
unto the Lord, I have sinned great- 
ly in that I have done : and now I 
beseech thee, O Loeo, take away 
the iniquity of thy servant; for I 
have done very foolishly. For when 
David was up in the morning, the 
word of the Lokd came unto the 
prophet Gad, David's seer, saying, 
Go and say unto David, Thus sai& 
the Lord, I ofler thee tliree things: 
choose thee one of them, that I may 
do it unto thee. So Gad came to 
David, and told him, and said unto 
him. Shall seven years of famine 
come unto thee in thy land? or 
wilt thou flee three months before 
thine enemies, while they pursue 
thee? or that there be three day'* 
pestilence in thy land? naw advise. 
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and see what answer I shall return 
to him that sent me. And David 
said unto Gad, I am in a great strait: 
let us fall now into the hand of the 
Lord; for his mercies are great: 
and let me not fall into the hand of 
man* So the Lord sent a pestilence 
upoq, Israel from the morning even 
to' the time appointed i and there 
died of the people from Dan even 
to Beer-sheba seventy thousand men. 

II. It Implies Oodly Sorrow for 
Sin, 

Mat. 28! 69. Now Peter sat with- 
out in the palace : and a damsel 
came unto him, saying, Thou. also 
wast with Jesus of Galilei, But he 
denied before them all, saying, I 
know not what thou sayest. And 
when he was gone out into the 
porch, another maid saw him, and 
said unto them that were there. 
This fellow was also with Jesus of 
Nazareth. And again he denied 
with an oath, I do not know the 
man. And after a while came unto 
him they that stood by, and said to 
Peter, surely tbou also art one of 
them ; for thy speech betrayeth 
thee. Then began he to curse and 
swear, saying, 1 know not the man. 
And immediately the cock crew. 
And Peter remembered the word 
of Jesus, which said unto him, Be- 
fore the cock crow, thou shalt deny 
me thrice. And he went out, and 
wept bitterly. 

Luke 7 : 36. And one of the 
Pharisees desired him that he would 
cat with him. And he went into 
the Pharisee's house, and sat down 
to meat. And behold, a woman in 
the city, which was a sinner, when 
she knew that Jesus sat at meat in 
the Pharisee's house, brought an 
alabaster-box of ointment, and stood 
at his feet behind him weeping, and 
began to wash his feet; with tears, 
and did wipe them with the hairs of 
her head, and kissed his feet, and 
'anointed them with the ointment. 
Now, when the Pharisee which had 
bidden him saw it, he spake within 
himself, saying. This man, if he 
were a prophet, would have known 
who and what manner of woman 
this is that'toucheth him: for she is 
a sinner. And Jesus answering, 
said unto him, Simon, I have some- 
what to say unto thee. And be

saith. Master, say on. iThere was 
a certain creditor, which had two 
debtors; the one owed five hundred 
pence, and the other fifty. Aad 
when they had nothing to pay, he 
frankly forgave them both. Tell 
me, therefore^ which of them will 
love him most? Simon answered 
and said, I suppose that he to whom 
he forgave most. Aqd he said unto 
him, 1 hou hast rightly judged. And 
he turned to the woman, and said 
unto Simon, Seestthou this woman? 
I entered into thy bouse, thou gavest 
me no water for my feet: but she 
hath washed my feet with tears, 
and wij)ed them with the hairs of 
her head. Thou gavest me no kiss : 
tjut this woman, since the time I 
came in, hath not ceased to kiss my 
feet. My head with oil thou didst 
not anoint : but this woman hath 
anointed my feet with ointments 
Wherefore, I say unto thee. Her 
sins, which are many, are forgiven ^ 
for she loved much: but to whom 
little is forgiven, the same loveth 
little. And he said unto her, 7'hy 
sins are forgiven. And they that 
sat at meat with him, began to say 
within themselves, Who is this that 
forgiveth sins also.? And he said to 
the woman. Thy faith hath saved 
thee: go in peace. 

Jer. 50: 4. The children of Israel 
shall come, they and the children of 
Judah together, going and weeping, 
they shall go and seek the Lord their 
God. 

f Jo^L 2: 12. Tarn ye unto me 
with all your heart, with fasting, 
with weeping, and with mourning. 

2 Cor. 7 : 9. Now I rejoice, not 
that ye were made sorry, but that 
ye sorrowed to repentance: for ye 
were made sorry after a godly man- 
ner, that ye might receive damage 
by us in nothing. For godly sorrow 
worketh repentance to salvation not 
to be repented of : but the sorrow 
of the worki Worketh death.

In 
all things ye have approved your- 
selves to be clear in this matter.

Lord thy ivod with all thine heart, 
and with all thy soul.

L Instances of Penitence. 

JoDOGs 3: 9. And when the chil- 
dren of Israel cried unto the Lord, 
the Lord raised up a deliverer to' 
the children of Israel, who delivered 
them, evert OthlHel the son of Ke- 
naz, Calebs younger brother. — 12. 
And the children of Israel did evil 
again in the .sight of the Lord; and 
the Lord strengthened Eglon, the 
king of Moab, against Israel, because 
they bad done ievil in the sight of 
the liORD. And he gathered unto 
him the children of Ammon and 
Amalek, and went and smote Israel, 
and possessed the city of palm-trees. 
So the children of Israel served Eg- 
lon, the king of Moab, eighteitn yaars. 
But when the children of Israel .cri* 
ed unto the Lord, the Lord raisfid 
them up a deliverer. 

10: 10. And the children of fscael 
cried unto the JLo&d, aaying, we Jiave 
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sinned against thee, both because we 
have forsaken our God, and also serv- 
ed Baalim. And the Lord said unto 
the children of Israel, Did not I de- 
liver you from the Egyptians, and 
from the Amorites, from the chil- 
dren of Ammon, and from the Phi- 
listines ? The Zidonians also, and 
the Amalekites, and the Maonites 
did oppress you ; and ye cried to me, 
and I delivered you out of their 
hand. Yet ye have forsaken me, and 
served other gods : wherefore I will 
deliver you no more. Go and cry 
unto the gods which ye have chosen ;

And the children 
of Israel said unto the Lord, We 
have sinned: do thou unto us what- 
soever seemeth good Unto thee ; de- 
liver us only, we pray thee, this day. 
And they put away the strange gods 
from- among them, and served the 
Lord: and his soul was grieved for 
the misery of Israel. 

And when they for- 
gat the Lord their God, he sold 
them into the hand of Sisera, captain 
of the host of Hazor, and into the 
hand of the Philistines, and into the 
hand of the king of Moab, and they 
fought against them.

23 : 89. And one of the malefac- 
tors, which were hanged, railed on 
him, saying.

But the other answer- 
ing, rebuked him, sayitig, dost not 
thou fear God, seeing thou art in the 
same condemnation ? And we indeed 
justly ; for we receive the due re- 
ward' of our deeds : but this man 
hath done nothing amiss. And he 
said unto Jesus, Lord, remember me 
when thou comest into thy kingdom.

CHAPTER n. 

FAITH. 
§ 1. FAITH REQUIRED. 

John 8: 24. If ye believe not that 
I am he, ye shall die in your sins. 

Rom. 14:23. Whatsoever is not 
of faith is sin. 

2 ThesI 2: 10. They received not 
the love of the truth, that they might 
be saved. For this cause G6d shall 
send them strong delusions, that they 
should believe a lie, that they all 
might be damned, who believe not 
the truth, but had pleasure in un- 
righteousness. 

Heb. 4: 2. The word preached 
did not profit them, not being mixed 
with faith in them that heard it. 

10: 83. The just shall liv6 by 
faith ; but if any man draw back, my 
soul shall have no pleasure in him. 
... But we are not of them that draw 
back unto perdition, but of them that 
believe, to the saving of the soul. 

Rev. 21: 8. The fearful and un- 
believing . . . shall have therr part in 
the lake that burneth with fire and 
brimstone, which is the second death. 

Mark 16: 16. He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved : he 
that beKeveth not shall be dami^d. 

John 1 : 12. But as many as re- 
ceived him, to them gave he power 
to become the sons of God, even to 
them that believe on his name : 
which were born, not of blood, nor 
of the will of the flesh, nor of the 
will of man, but of God. 

8: 86. He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life : and he 
that believeth not the Son shall not 
see life ; but the wrath of Godabid- 
eth on him. 

5 : 24. He that heareth my word, 
and believeth on him that sent me, 
hath everlasting life ; and shall not 
come into condemnation, but is pass- 
ed from death unto life. 

6 : 27. Labor not for the meat 
which perisheth, but for that meat 
which endureth unto everlasting 
life, which the Son of man shall give 
unto you : for him hath God the 
Father sealed. Then said they unto 
him, what shall we do, that we 
might work the works of God ? Je- 
sus answered and said unto them, 
This is the work of God, that ye 
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believe on him whom he hath sent. 
•^47. He that believeth on me hath 
everlasting life. 

7 : S7. In the last day, that great 
day of the feast, Jesus stood and 
cried, saying, If any man thirst, let 
him come unto me, and drink. He 
that believeth on me, as the Scrip- 
ture hath said, out of hie) belly shall 
flow fivers of living water. (But 
this spake he of the Spirit, which 
they that believe on him should re- 
ceive ; for the Holy Ghost was not 
yet given, because that Jesus was 
not yet glorified.) 

17:3. This is life eternal, that 
they might know thee, the only true 
God, and Jesus Christ whom thou 
hast sent. 

Acts 16: 80. Sirs, what must I do 
to be saved f And they said, Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved, and thy house. And 
they spake unto him the word of the 
Lord, and to all that were in his 
house. 

IT Rom. S: 27. Where is boasting 
then P It is excluded. By what 
law ? of works ? Nay ; but by the 
law of faith. Therefore we con- 
clude, that a man is justified by faith 
without the deeds of the law. Is he 
the God of the Jews only f is he 
not also of the Gentiles ? Yes, of 
the Gentiles also : seeing it is one 
God which shall justify the circum- 
cision by faith, and uncircumcision 
through faith. Do we then make 
void the law through faith f God 
forbid : yea, we establish the law. 

4:1. What shall we then say that 
Abraham, our father as pertaining 
to the flesh, hath found? For if 
Abraham were justified by works, 
he hath whereof to glory, but not 
before God. For what saith the 
Scripture ? Abraham believed God, 
and it was counted unto him for 
righteousness. (Gen. 15: 6.) Now 
to him that worketh is the reward 
not reckoned of grace, but of debt. 
But to him that worketh not, but be- 
lieveth on him that justifieth the un- 
godly, his faith is counted for ririi- 
eoQsness. Even as David alsode- 
scribeth the blessedness of the man 
unto whom God impnteth righteous- 
ness without works, saying. Blessed 
are they whose iniquities are for- 
ffiven, and whose sins are covered :- 
blessed is the man to whom the Lord 
17 



will not impute sin. (Ps. 82: l.)--» 
18. For the promise that he should 
be the heir of the world was not to 
Abraham, or to his seed, through the 
law, but through the riffhteousnese 
of faith. For if they which are of the 
law be heirs, faith is made void, and 
the promise made of none effect. 
Because the law worketh wrath : 
for where no law is there is no 
transgression. Therefore it is of 
faith, that it might be by grace ; to 
the end the promise might be sure 
to all the seed : not to that only 
which is of the law, but to that also 
which is of the faith of Abraham^ 
who is the father of us all, (as it is 
written, I have made thee a father 
of many nations,) (Gen. 17:4.) be- 
fore him whom he believed, even 
God, who quickeneth the dead, and 
caUeth those things which be not, as 
though they were. Who against 
hope believed in hope, that he might 
become the father of many nations^ 
— 20. He staggered not at the prom- 
ise of God through unbelief; but 
was strong in faith, giving glory to 
God ; and being fully persuaded^ 
that what he had promised, he was 
able also to perform . And therefore 
it was imputed to him for righteous- 
ness. Now, it was not written for 
his sake alone, that it was imputed 
to him : but for us also, to whom it 
shall be imputed, if we believe on 
him that raised up Jesus our Lord 
from the dead, who was delivered 
for our oflences, and was raised 
again for our justification. 

IF 5: 1. Therefore being justified by 
faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ : by 
whom also we have access by faitn 
into this grace wherein we stand, and 
rejoice in hope of the glory of God* 

10: 5. For Moses describeth the 
righteousness which is of the law, 
That the man which doeth those 
things shall live by them. (Lev. 
IS: 5.) But the righteous which is 
of faith speaketh on thie wise, Say 
not in thine heart. Who shall ascend 
into heaven? (Deut. 30: 12.) (that is 
to bring Christ down from above :) or 
Who shall descend into the deep ? 
(that is, to bring up Christ aeain from 
the dead.) But what saith it ? The 
word is nigh thee, even in thy mouth, 
and in thy heart : (Deut. 80: 14.) 
that is the word of faith, which we

preach. That if thou shalt confess 
with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shalt believe in thy heart that God 
hath raised him from the dead, thou 
shalt be saved. ( For with the heart, 
man believeth unto righteousness ; 
and with the mouth confession is 
made unto salvation.) For the scrip- 
ture saith, Whosoever believeth on 
him shall not be ashamed. (Isa. 
as : 16.) 

11: 31. Because of unbelief they 
were broken off, and thou standest 
by faith. Be not high-minded, but 
fear : for if God spared not the nat- 
ural branches, take heed lest he also 
spare not thee. Behold therefore 
the ffoodness and severity of God ! 
on them which fell, severity ; but 
toward thee, goodness, if thou con- 
tinue in his goodness : otherwise 
thou also shalt be cut off. And they 
also, if they abide not still in unb^ 
lief, shall be grafted in : for God is 
able to graft them in again. 

Heb. 3: 12. Take heed, brethren, 
lest there be in any of you an evil 
heart of unbelief, in departing from 
• the living God. But exhort one 
another daily, while it is called To- 
day ; lest any of you be hardened 
through the deceitfulness of sin, (for 
we are made partakers of Christ, if 
we hold the beginning of our confi- 
dence steadfast unto the end ; while 
it is said. To-day if ye will hear his 
voice, harden not your hearts, as in 
the provocation. For some, when 
they had heard, did provoke ; how- 
beit, not all that came out of Egypt 
by Moses. But with whom was he 
ffrieved forty years ? was it not with 
tnem that had sinned, whose car- 
casses fell in the wilderness ? And 
to whom Bware he that they should 
not enter into his rest, but to them 
that believed not ? So we see that 
they could not enter in because of 
unbelief. 

IT 4: 1. Let us therefore fear, lest 
a promise being left us of entering 
into his rest, any of you would seem 
to come short of it. For unto us 
was the gospel preached, as well as 
unto them : but the word preached 
did not profit them, not being mixed 
with faith in them that heard it. For 
we which have believed do enter 
into rest. — 6. They to whom it was 
first preached entered not in because 
of .unbelief. — 11. Let us labor there- 



fore to enter into that rest, lest any 
man fall, after the same example of 
unbelief. 

11: 6. Without faith it is impos- 
sible to please Him ; for he that 
Cometh to God must believe that be 
is, and that he is the rewarder of 
them that diligently seek him. 

1 John 8: 28. This is God's com- 
mandment, that we should believe 
on the name of his Son Jesus Christ. 

Acts 8: 36. See, here is water, 
what doth hinder me to be baptized ? 
And Philip said. If thou believest 
with all thine heart, thou mayest. 

2CoR. 5: 7. We walk by faith, 
not by sight. 

4: Id. We look not at the things 
which are seen and are temporal; 
but at the things which are not seen 
and are eternal. 



§ 2. TRUE FAITH DESCRIBED. 

James 2: 14. What doth it profit, 
my brethren, though a man say he 
hath faith, and have not works ? 
can faith save him ? If a brother or 
sister be naked, and destitute of dai- 
ly food, and one of you say unto 
them, depart in peace, be ye warm- 
ed and filled ; notwithstanding ye 
j^ive them not those things which 
are needful to the body ; what doth 
it profit ? Even so faith, if it hath 
not works, is dead, being alone. 
Yea, a man may say, thou hast faith, 
and I have works : show me thy faith 
without thy works, and I will show 
thee my faith by my works. Thou 
believest that there is one God ; 
thou doest well : the devils also be- 
lieve, and tremble. But wilt thou 
know, vain man, that faith with- 
out works is dead ? Was not Abra- 
ham our father justified by works, 
when he had ofiered Isaac his son 
upon the altar ? Seest thou how 
faith wrought with his works, and 
by works was faith made perfect ? 
And the scripture was fulfilled, 
which saith, Abraham believed God, 
and it was imputed unto him for 
righteousness, and he was called the 
Friend of God. Ye see then how 
that by works a man is justified, and 
not by faith only. Likewise also was 
not Kahab the harlot justified by 
works, when she had received the 
messengers, and had sent them out 
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another way ? For as the body with- 
out the spirit is dead, so faith with- 
out works is dead also. 

1 JoHK 5 ; 4. This is the victory 
that overcometh the world, even 
our faith. 

1 Thess. 1: 3. We give thanks 
to God, remembering your work of 
faith, and labor of love, and patience 
of hope in our Lord Jesus Christ. 

2 Thbss. 1 : 8. We are bound to 
thank God always for you, brethren, 
because that your faith groweth ex- 
ceedingly, and the charity of you 
every one toward each other abound- 
eth. 

Titus 8: 8. This is a faithful say- 
ing, and these things I will that thou 
ainrm constantly, that they which 
have believed in God be careful to 
maintain good works. 

Gal. 5:6. In Jesus Christ nei- 
ther circumcision availeth any thin^ 
nor uncircumcision ; but faith which 
worketh by love. 



§ 8. TRUE FAITH ILLUSTRATED. 

Gen. 15: 5. And he brought him 
forth abroad, and said, look now to- 
ward heaven, and tell the stars, if 
thou be able to number them: and 
he said unto him, so shall thy seed 
be. And he believed in the Lord ; 
and he counted it to him for right- 
eousness. 

S'2: 1. And it came to pass afler 
these things, that God did tempt 
Abraham, and said unto him, Abra- 
ham: and he said, behold, here I 
am. And he said, take now thy son, 
thine only son Isaac, whom thou 
lovest, and get thee into the land 
of Moriah ; and offer him there for 
a burnt-offering upon one of the 
mountains which I will tell thee of. 
And Abraham rose up early in the 
morning, and saddled his ass, and 
took two of his young men with him, 
and Isaac his son, and clave the 
wood for the burnt^offering, and 
rose up, and went unto the place of 
which God had told him. — 9. And 
they came to the place which God 
had told him of; and Abraham built 
an altar there, and laid the wood in 
order, and bound Isaac his son, and 
laid him on the altar upon the wood. 
And Abraham stretched forth his 
handi and took the kuife to slay his 



son. And the angel of the Lord 
called unto him out of heaven, and 
said, Abraham, Abraham: and ha 
said, here am I. And he said, lay 
not thine hand upon the lad, neither 
do thou any thing unto him: for now 
I know that thou fearest God, seeing 
thou hast not withheld thy son, thine 
only son from me. And Abraham 
lifted up his eyes^ and looked, and 
behold behind him a ram caught in 
a thicket by his horns: and Abra- 
ham went and took the ram, and of- 
fered him up for a burnt-offering in 
the stead of bis son. And Abraham 
called the name of that place Jeho- 
vah-jireh : as it is said to this day, 
In the mount of the Lord it shall be 
seen. 

Num. 14: 6. And Joshua the son 
of Nun, and Caleb the son of Je- 
phunneh, which were of them that 
searched the land, rent their clothes: 
and they spake unto all the compa- 
ny of the children of Israel, saying, 
The land, which we passed through 
to search it, is an exceeding ' go6d 
land. If the Lord delight in us, then 
he will bring us into this land, and 
give it us ; a land which floweth with 
milk and honey. Only rebel not ve 
against the Lord, neither fear ye the 
people of the land ; for they are bread 
for us: their defence is departed from 
them, and the Lord is with us:. fear 
them not. But all the congregation 
bade ston^ them with stones. 

ITDeut. 1:26, Notwithstanding ye 
would not go up, but rebelled against 
the commandment of the Lord your 
God : and ye murmured in your 
tents, and said. Because the Lord 
hated us, he hath brought us forth 
out of the land of Egypt, to deliver 
us into the hand of the Amorites, to 
destroy us. Whither shall we go up? 
our brethren have discouraged our 
heart, saying. The people is greater 
and taller than we ; the cities are 
great and walled up to heaven ; and 
moreover we have seen the sons of 
the Anakims there. Then I said unto 
you, Dread not, neither be afraid of 
them. The Lord your God, which 
goeth before you, he shall fight for 
ypu, according to all that he did for 
you in Egypt before your eyes ; and 
in the wilderness, where thou hast 
seen how that the Lord thy God 
bare thee, as a man doth bear his 
son, in all the way that ye w^nt, un» 
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til jt emme into this place. Yet in 
this thing ye did not believe the 
Lord your God, who went in the 
way before you, to search you out a 

Elace to pitch your tents in, in fire 
y night, to show you by what way 
je should ffo, and in a cloud by day. 
And the Lord heard the voice of 
jour words, and was wroth, and 
aware, saying, Surely there shall not 
one of these men of this evil genera- 
tion see that good land, which I 
aware to give unto your fathers, 
aave Caleb the sou of Jephunneh ; 
he shall see it, and to him will I 
give the land that he hath trodden 
upon, and to his children, because 
he hath wholly followed the Lord. 
Also the Lord was angir with me 
for your sakes, saying. Thou also 
flhalt not go in thither. 

Mat. 8 : 8. The centurion an- 
swered and said, Lord, I am not 
worthy that thou shouldestcome un- 
der my roof; but speak the word 
only, and my servant shall be heal- 
ed. For I am a man under authori- 
ty, having soldiers under me ; and I 
BB.Y unto this man, Go, and he go- 
atn ; and to another. Come, and he 
eometh ; and to my servant. Do this, 
jmd he doeth it. When Jesus heard 
It he marvelled, and said to them 
that followed. Verily I say unto you, 
I have not found so great faith, no 
not in Israel. 

9: 27. And when Jesus departed 
thence, two blind men followed him 
^crying, and saying. Thou son of 
David, have mercy on us. And when 
he was come into the house, the 
blind men came to him: and Jesus 
^ith unto them, Believe ye that 1 
am able to do this f They said unto 
him, yea, Lord. Then touched he 
their eyes, sayings According to your 
faith, be it unto you. And their eyes 
were opened^ 

IT John 1 J : 21. Then said Martha 
unto Jesus, Lord« if thou hadst been 
here, my brother had not died. But 
I know thatj even now, whatsoever 
thou wilt ask of God, God will give 
it thee^ Jesus saith unto her, Thy 
brother, shall rise again. , Martha 
saith unto him, I know that he shall 
rise again in the resurrection at the 
last day. Jesus said unto her, I am 
the resurrection, and the life : he that 
believeth in me, though he were 
jdead, yet shall he live; and whoto* 



ever liveth, and beli^eth in me, 
shall never die. Believest thou this? 
She saith unto him, yea, Lord: I b^ 
lieve that thou art the Christ, the 
Son of God, which should come into 
the world. 

9: 85. Jesus heard that they had 
cast him out : and when he had found 
him, he said unto him, Dost thou 
believe on the Son of God ? He 
answered and said, Who ik he. 
Lord, that I might believe on him ? 
And Jesus said unto him, Thou hast 
both seen him, and it is he that talk- 
eth with thee. And he said. Lord, I 
believe. And he worshipped him. 
And Jesus said. For judgment I am 
come into this world; that they 
which see not might see, and that 
they which see might be made blind. 

Phil. 3 : 8. I count all things 
but loss for the excellency of the 
knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord; 
for whom I have suffered the loss 
of all things, and count them but 
dung, that 1 may win Christ, and be 
found in him, not having mine own 
righteousness, which is of the law ; 
but that which is through the faith 
of Christ, the righteousness which 
is of God by faith : that I might know 
him, and the power of his resurrec- 
tion, and the fellowship of his suf- 
ferings, being made conformable un- 
to his death. 



§ 4. FAITH — HOW OBTAINED. 

RoM. 10: 13. For there is no 
difference between the Jew and the 
Greek : for the same Lord over all 
is rich unto all that call upon him. 
For whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord, shall be saved. 
[Joel 2: 8.] How then shall they 
call on him in whom they have not 
believed.^ and how shall they believe 
in him of whom they have not heard i 
and how shall they hear without a 
preacher ? And how shall they 
preach, except they be sent.^ as it is 
written. How beautiful are the feet 
of them that preach she gospel of 
peace, and bring glad things of good 
things ! [Isa. 53: 57.] But they 
have not all obeyed the gospel. For 
Esaias saith. Lord, who hath be- 
lieved our report? [Isa. 58 ; L] 
So then, faith cometh by hearing, 
and hearing by the word of Oed^ 
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John 90: 38. And Thomas an- 
swered and said unto him, My Lord, 
and my God. Jesus saith unto him, 
Thomas, because thou hast seen me 
thou hast believed : blessed are they 
that have not seen, and yet have 
believed. And many other signs 
truly did Jesus in the presence of 
his disciples, which are not written 
in this book. But these are written, 
that ye might believe that Jesus' is 
the Christ, the Son of God ; and 
that believing ye ""might have life 
through his name. 

5: 44. How can ye believe which 
receive honor one of another, and 
seek not the honor that cometh from 
God.? 

14: 1. Ye believe in God: believe 
also in me. 

Ps. 106: 11. The waters covered 
their enemies ; then believed they 
his words ; they sing his praise. 

Gal. 5: 33. The fruit of the 
spirit is love, joy, peace, longsuffer- 
ing, gentleness, goodness^ faith. 

1 Tim. 1 : 14. The grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ was exceeding 
abundant with faith and love which 
is in Christ Jesus. 

3 Peter 1:1. To them that have 
obtaine<l like precious faith with us, 
through the righteousness of God 
and our Savior Jesus Christ, grace 
and mercy be multiplied unto you, 
through the knowledge of God and 
of Jesus our Lord, according as his 
divine power hath given unto us all 
things that pertain unto life and 
ffodliness, through the knowledge of 
him that hath called us to glory and 
virtue. 

IT Mat. 16: 16. Simon Peter an- 
swered and said, Thou art the Christ, 
the Son of the living God. And 
Jesus answered and said unto him. 
Blessed art thou, Simon Bar-jona, 
for flesh and blood hath not revealed 
it unto thee ; but my Father which 
is in heaven. 

RoM. 13: 8. Think soberly as 
God hath dealt to every man the 
measure of faith. 

I CoR. 3: 4. And my speech, and 
my preaching was not with enticing 
words of man's wisdom, bat in 
demonstration of the spirit aiid of 
power ; that your faith should not 
stand in the wisdom of men, biit in 
the power of God. 

ErH. 3:8. By grao« are ye^aved 



through faith, and that not of your- 
selves, it is the gift of God. 

Phil. 1 : 39. Unto you it Is 
given, on the behalf of Christ, not 
only to believe on him, but also 
so to suffer for his sake. 

Luke 17: 6. The apostles said 
unto the Lord, Increase our faith. 
And the Lord said. If ye had faith 
as a grain of mustard seed, ye might 
say unto this sycamine- tree. Be thou 
plucked up hy the roots, and be thou 
planted in the sea, and it should 
obey you. 

Heb. 13: 1. Wherefore seeing we 
also are compassed about with so 
great a cloud of witnesses, let us lay 
aside every weight, and the sin which 
doth so easily beset us, and let us run 
with patience the race set before us ;

He was a good man, and full of the 
Holy Ghost and of faith, and much 
people was added to the Lord. 

IT 14:1. At Iconium, they went into 
a synagogue of the Jews, and so 
spake, that a great multitude, both 
of Jews, and also of the Greeks, be- 
lieved. 

36: 16. I have appeared unto thee 
for this purpose, to make thee a 
minister and a witness . . . deliver- 
ing thee from the people, and from 
the Gentiles, unto whom now I send 
thee ; to open their eyes, and to turn 
them from darkii«M to light, and 
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from the power of Satan unto God ; 
that they mav receive forgiveness 
of sins, and inheritance among them 
which are sanctified by faith that is 
in me. 

1 CoR. 1: 21. It pleased God by 
the foolishness of preaching to save 
them that believe. 

3: 5. Who is Paul, and who is 
ApoUos, but ministers by whom ye 
believed, even as the Lord gave to 
every man? 

Phil. 1 : S5. I shall abide and 
continue with you all for your fur- 
therance and joy of faith. 

1 Thess. 8: 2. We sent Timo- 
theus, our brother and minister of 
God and fellow-laborer in the gos- 
pel of Christ, to establish you and 
comfort you concerning your faith. 

How prevented. 

John 6: 44. How can ye believe 
that receive honor one of another, 
and seek not the honor that cometh 
from God? 

Luke 8: 12. The devil taketh 
away the word out of their hearts, 
lest they should believe and be sa- 
^ed. 

John 8: 45. Because I tell you 
the truth, ye believe me not. 

2 Cor. 4: 3. If our gospel be hid, 
it is hid to them that are lost: in 
whom the God of this world has 
blinded the mind of them that be- 
lieve not, lest the light of the glo- 
rious gospel of Christ, who is the 
image of God, should shine into 
them.

§ 5. EVIDENCE OF FAITH.

And if 
any man hear my words, and believe 
not, 1 judge him not : for I came not 
to judge the world, but to save the 
world. 

Luke 17 : 18. There are not found 
that returned to give glory to God, 
save this stranger. And he said un- 
to him. Arise, go thy way, thy faith 
hath made thee whole. 

Mark 16: 16. He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved. . . . 
And these signs shall follow them 
that believe ; in my name shall they 
cast out devils ; they shall speak 
with new tongues: they shall take 
up serpents ; and vif they drink any 
deadly thing, it shall not hurt them. 
They shall lay hands on the sick, 
and they shall recover. 

2 CoR. 13 : 5. Examine yourselves, 
whether ye be in the faith j prove 
your own selves.

§ 7. FRUITS OF faith.

Add to your faith, 
virtue, and to virtue knowledge, and 
to knowledge temperance, and to 
temperance patience, and to patience

Rev. 13: 10. Here is the patience 
and the faith of the saints. 

14: 12. Here are they that keep 
the commandments of God and the 
faith of Jesus. 

Acts 13: 39. By him all that be- 
lieve are justified from all things, 
from which they could not be justi- 
fied by the law of Moses. 

Rom. 3:25. Him (Christ Jesus) 
hath God set forth to be a propitia- 
tion through faith in his blood, to 
declare bis righteousness, for the 
remission of sins ... to declare his 
righteousness, that he might be just, 
and yet the justifier of them that 
believe in Jesus.

5:1. Being justified by faith, we 
have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ.

CHAPTER III. 

CONFESSION OP CHRIST- 
§ 1. PUBLIC PROFESSIOir RE<iUIRE9. 

Mat. 10 1 82. Whosoever there- 
fore shall confess me before men, 
him will I also confess before my 
Father which is in heaven. But 
whosoever shall deny me before 
men, him wilt I also deny before 
my Father which is in heaven.

And it came to pass, 
that a whole year they assembled 
themselves with the church, and 
taught much people. And the disci- 
ples were called Christians first in 
Antioch. 

Let us consider one 
another to provoke unto love, and 
to good works ; not forsaking the 
assembling of yourselves together, 
as the manner of some is.

Suffer it 
to be so now : for thus it becometh 
us to fulfil all righteousness. Then 
he suffered him. And Jesus, when 
he was baptized, went up straight- 
way out of the water. 

MARKi : 4. John did baptize in 
the wilderness, and preach the bap- 
tism of repentance for the remission 
of sins. 

John 3 : 28. And John was bap- 
tizing in Enon, near to Salim, be- 
cause there was much water there ; 
and they came and were baptized. 

Mat. 3 : 11. I indeed baptize you 
with water, unto repentance : but he 
that Cometh after me is mightier than 
I, whose shoes I am not worthy to 
bear : he shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost and with fire : whose 
fan IS in his hand, and he will thor- 
oughly purge his floor, and gather his 
wheat into the garner : but he will 
bum up the chaff with unquencha- 
ble fire. 

Acts 19 : 3. And he said unto 
them. Unto what then were ye bap- 
tized ? And they said, Unto John's 
baptism. Then said Paul, John ver- 
ily baptized with the baptism of re- 
pentance, saying unto the people. 
That they should believe on him 
which should come afler him, that 
is on Christ Jesus. When they heard 
this, they were baptized in the name 
of the Lord Jesus. 

2. Christian Baptism* 

Mat. 28 : 19. Go ye, therefore, 
and teach all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 

Mark 16 : 16. He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved. 

John 3 ; 25. Then there arose a 
Question between some of John's 
oisciples and the Jews about puri- 



fying. And they came unto John, and 
said unto him, Rabbi, he that was 
with thee beyond Jordan, to whom 
thou barest witness, behold, the same 
baptizeth, and ail men come to him. 

4 : 1. When therefore the Lord 
knew how the Pharisees had heard 
t^at Jesus made and baptized more 
disciples than John, (though Jesus 
himself baptized not, but his disci- 
ples,) he left Judea, and departed 
again into Galilee. 

Acts 1 : 5. For John truly bap- 
tized with water; but ye shall be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost, not 
many days hence. 

2 : 4. And they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and began to speak 
with other tongues, as the spirit gave 
them utterance. 

2 : 38. Repent and be baptized 
every one of you in the name of Je- • 
sus Christ, for the remission of sins. 

2 : 41. Then they that gladly re- 
ceived his word were baptized : 
and the same day there were added 
unto them about three thousand 
souls. 

IF 8 : 12. When they believed 
Philip . . . they were baptized, both 
men and women. . . . Simon was bap- 
tized. — 85. Then Philip opened 
his mouth, and began at the same 
scripture, and preached unto him 
Jesus. And as they went on their 
way, they came unto a certain wa- 
ter : and the eunuch said, See, here 
is water ; what doth hinder me to 
be baptized ? And Philip said. If 
thou believest with all thy heart, 
thou mayest. And he answered and 
said, I believe that Jesus Christ i& 
the Son of God. And he command- 
the chariot to stand still : and they 
went down both into the water, both 
Philip and the eunuch ; and he bap- 
tized him. And when they were 
come up ont of the water, the spirit 
of the Lord caught away Philip, 
that the eunuch saw him no more : 
and he went on his way rejoicing. 

10 : 47. Then answered Peter, 
Can any man forbid water, that these 
should not be baptized, which have 
received the Holy Ghost as well as 
we ? And he ^mmanded them to 
be baptized in the name of the Lord. 
Then prayed they him to tarry cer- 
tain days. 

13 : 23. Of this man's seed hath 
God, according to his promise, rais-. 
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ed unto Israel a Savior, Jesus : when 
J6hn had first preached before his 
coming the baptism of repentance to 
all the people of Israel. 

9: 13. And inmiediately there fell 
from his eyes as it had been scales : 
and he received sight forthwith, and 
arose, and was baptized. 
^ 16: 83. And he took them the same 
hour of the night, and washed their 
stripes ; and was baptized, he and 
all ids, straightway. And when he 
had brought them into his house, he 
set meat before them, and rejoiced, 
believing in God with all his house. 
16 : 14. A certain woman named 
Lydia, . . . which worshipped God 
heard us ; whose heart the Lord 
opened, that she attended to those 
things which were spoken of Paul, 
. . . she was baptized and her house- 
hold. 

IT Gal. 3: 26. Ye are all the chil- 
dren of God by faith in Christ Je- 
sus. For' as many of you as were 
baptized into Christ have put on 
Christ. There is neither Jew nor 
Greek ; there is neither bond nor 
free ; there is neither male nor fe- 
male ; for ye are all one in Christ. 

RoM. 6: 3. How shall we that 
are dead to sin live any longer there- 
in ? Know ye not, that as many of 
us as were baptized into Jesus 
Christ, were baptized into his death ? 
Therefore we are buried with him 
by baptism into death ; that like as 
Christ was raised up from the dead, 
by the glory of the Father, even so 
we also should walk in newness of 
life. For if we be planted together 
in the likeness of his death, we shall 
be also in the likeness of his resur- 
^ rection ; knowing this that our old 
man is crucified with him, that the 
body of sin might be destroyed, that 
henceforth we should not serve sin. 

CoL. 2:11. In whom also ye are 
circumcised with the circumcision 
made without hands, in putting off* 
the body of the sins of the flesh : by 
the circumcision of Christ, buried 
with him in baptism ; wherein also 
ye are risen with him through the 
faith of the operation of God, who 
hath raised him from the dead. And 
you being dead in your sins, and the 
uncircumcision of your fiesh, hath 
he quickened together with him, 
having forgiven you all trespasses. 

1 PbterS: 17. For it is better. 



if the will of God be so, that ye 
sufier for well-doing, than for evil- 
doing. For Christ also hath once 
suflered for sins, the just for the 
unjust, that he might bring us to 
God, being put to death in the fiesh, 
but quickened by the Spirit : by 
which also he went and preached 
unto the spirits in prison, which 
sometime were disobedient, when 
once the long sufiering of God 
waited in the days of Noah, while 
the ark was a preparing, wherein 
few (that is, eight) souls, were 
saved by water : the like figure 
whereunto, even baptism, doth also 
now save us 5 (not the putting away 
of the filth of the flesh, but the 
answer of a good conscience toward 
God,) by the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ; who is gone into heaven, 
and is on the right hand of God ; 
angels, and authorities, and powers 
being made subject unto him. 

1 CoR. I : 13. Were ye bap- 
tized in the name of Paul? I thank 
God that I baptized none of you, 
but Criapus aqd Gains, lest any 
should say that I had baptized in my 

own name Christ sent me, not 

to baptize, but to preach the gospel. 

10 : 1. Moreover, brethren, I 
would not that ye should be igno- 
rant how that all our fathers were 
under the cloud, and all passed 
through the sea ; and were all bap- 
tized unto Moses in the cloud and in 
the sea. 

3. Relation of Baptism to Circumcision^ 
and other Jewish Bites, 

RoM. 2 : 25. For circumcision 
verily profiteth, .if thou keep the 
law ; but if thou be a breaker of 
the law, thy circumcision is made 
uncircumcision. Therefore, if the 
uncircumcision keep the righteous 
uess of the law, shall not his uncir- 
cumcision be counted for circumcis- 
ion ? And shall not uncircumcision 
which is by nature, if it fulfil the 
law, judge thee, who by the letter 
and circumcision dost transgress the 
\sL\y? For he is not a Jew, which 
is one outwardly ; neither is that 
circumcision, which is outward in 
the flesh : but he is a Jew which is 
one inwardly ; and circumcision is 
that of the heart, in the spirit, and 
not in the letter: whose praise is 
not of men, but of God. 
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Gfiic. 17: 7. I will establish my 
covenant with thee and with thy 
seed after thee in their generations 
for an everlasting covenant. — 11. 
And ye shall circumcise the flesh pf 
your foreskin ; and it shall be a 
token of the covenant l)etwixt me 
and you. 

KoM. 4 : 11. And he received 
the sign of circumcision ; a seal of 
the righteousness of faitb, which he 
had) being uncircumcised ; that he 
might be the father of all them that 
believe, though they be not circum- 
cised. 

Kx. 34: 6. And Mose^ took half 
of the blood, and put it in basins ; 
and half of the blood he sprinkled 
on the altar. And he took the book 
of the covenant ahd read in the au- 
dience of the people : and they said, 
AU that the Lord hath said will we 
do, and be obedient. And Moses 
took the blood, and sprinkled it on 
the people, and said, Behold the 
blood of the covenant which the 
Lord hath made with you concern- 
ing all these words. 

Mark 7 : 4. And when they 
come from the market, except they 
WASH [baptize] they eat not. And 
many other things there be, which 
they have received to hold, as the 
WASHiKO [baptizing] of cups and 
pots, brazen vessels and tables. 

Heb. 9: 9. The first tabernacle 
was a figure for the time then pres- 
ent in which were offered, both gifts 
and sacrifices, that could not make 
him that did the service perfect, as 
pertaining to the copscience, which 
stood only in meats and drinks and 
diverse washings [baptisms] carnal 
ordinances, imposed on them till 
the time of reformation. 

Luke 11: 38. When the Phari- 
see saw it, he marvelled that he had 
not first WASHED [baptized] before 
dinne^. 

III. Memorials. 

1. Of Deliverance among the Jews. 

Josh. 4: 1. And it came to pass, 
when all the people were clean passed 
over Jordan that the Lord spake un- 
to Joshua, saying. Take you twelve 
-men out of the people, out of every 
tribe a man, and command ye them, 
saying, Take you hence out of the 
midst of Jordan, out of the place 



where the priests' feet stood fimiy 
twelve stones,and ye shall carry them 
over with you, and leave them in the 
lodging-place, where ye shall lodge 
this nieht. 

19. And the people came up out of 
Jordan, on the tenth day of the first 
month, and encamped in Gilgal, in 
the east border or Jericho. And 
those twelve stones, which they took 
out of Jordan, [did Joshua pitch in 
Gilgal. And be spake unto tne chil- 
dren of Israel, saying. When your 
children shall ask their fathers in 
time to come, saying. What mean 
these stones ? Then ye shall let 
your children know, saying, Israel 
came over this Jordan oh dry land. 
For the Lord your God dried up th^ 
waters of Jordan from before yoiA, 
until ye were passed over, as the 
Lord your God did to the Red sea^ 
which he dried up from before us, 
until we were gone over : that all 
the people of the earth nu^ht know 
the hand of the Lord, that it is migh- 
ty : that ye might fear the Lor]> 
your God forever.

And 
when they had sung a hymn, they 
went out into the Mount of Olives.

- said unto them, with desire I have 
desired to eat this passover with you 
before I suffer. For I say unto you, 
I will not any more eat thereof, un-

For 
I say unto you, I will not drink of 
the fruit of the vine, until the king- 
dom of God shall come. 

And he took bread, and gave 
thanks, and brake it, and gave unto 
them, saying. This is my bidy which 
is given for you : this do in remem- 
brance of me. Likewise also the 
cup afler supper, saying, This is the 
New Testament in my blood, which 
is shed for you. But behold, the 
hand of him that betrayeth me is 
with me on the table. 

1 CoR. 11. 23. For I have receiv- 
ed of the Lord, that which also I 
delivered unto you, that the Lord 
Jesus, the same night in which he 
was betrayed, took bread : and'when 
he had given thanks, he brake it, 
and said. Take, eat : this is my body 
which is broken for you : this do in 
remembrance of me. After the same 
manner also he took the cup, when 
he had supped, saying. This cup is 
the New 1 estament m my blood: 
this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in 
remembrance of me. For as often 
as ye eat this bread, and drink thiis 
cup, ye do show the Lord's death till 
he come. 

Manner of observing this Ordinance, 

Acts 20 : 7. On the first day of 
the week, when the disciples came 
together to break bread, Paul preach- 
ed unto them. 

1 Cor. lOJ: 16. The cup of bless- 
ing which we bless, is it not the 
communion of the blood of Christ f 
The bread which we break, is it not 
thec(»nmunionof the body of Christ.^ 
For we being many are one body 
and one bread ; for we are all par- 
takers of that one bread. 

5:7. Purge out the old leaven, 
that ye may be a new lump, as ye 
are unleavened ; for even Christ, otir 
19 



passover is sacrificed for us. There- 
fore let us keep the feast, not with 
the old leaven, neither with the 
leaven of malice and wickedness ; 
but with the unleavened bread of 
sincerity and truth. 

10 : 21. Ye cannot drink the cup 
of the Lord and the cup of devils j 
we cannot be partakers of the Lord's 
table and the table of devils. 

11 : 27. Whosoever shall eat this 
bread, and drink this cup of the 
Lord unworthily, shall be guilty of 
the body and blood of the Lord. But 
let a man examine himself, and so 
let him eat of that bread and drink 
of that eup. For he that eateth 
and drinketh unworthily, eateth and 
drinketh damnation to himself, not 
discerning the Lord's body. For 
this cause many are weak and sickly 
among you, and many sleep. For 
if ye would judge yourselves, ye 
should not be judged*

I will sing unto the 
Lord ; for he hath triumphed glo- 
riously : the horse and his rider hath 
he thrown into the sea. The Lord 
is my strength and my song : and he 
is become my salvation. — 21. And\ 
Miriam answered them : Sing ye to 
the Lord ; for he hath triumphed 
gloriously ; the horse and his rider 
hath he thrown into the sea. 

(2.) Deborah and Barak. 

JuDG. 5 : 2. Praise ye the Lord 
for the avenging of Israel, when the 
people willingly offered themselves. 
I, even I, will sing unto the Lord ; 
I will sing, praise unto the Lord God 
of Israel. -^ 9. My heart is toward 
the governors of Israel, who offered 
willingly of their substance ; praise 
ye the Lord. 

(3.) David. 
2 Sam. 22 : 1. And David i^al:e 
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unto the L9RD the' words of this 
song, in the day that the Lord had 
delivered him out of the hand of all 
his enemies, and out of the hand of 
Saul : and he said, 

The Lord i« my rock, and my fortresi, and my 

deliverer ; 
The God of my rock ; in him will I truit : - 
He is my shield, and the horn of my «ulvation, 
My high tower, and my refuge, my Savior j 
Thou aavest me from violence. 
I will call on the Lord, who in worthy to be 

praised : 
So shall I be saved from mine enemies. 
When the waves of death compassod me^ 
The floods of ungodly men made me afraid ; 
The sorrows of hell compassed me about ; 
The snareii of death prevented nie; 
In my distress I called upon the Lord, 
And cried to my God : 
And he did hear my voice out of his temple, 
And my cry did enter into his ears. — 
17. He sent from above, he took me j 
He drew roe out of many waters ; 
He delivered me from my strong enemy, 
And from them that hated me r 
For they were too strong for me. 
They prevented mo in the day of my calamity : 
But the Lord was my stay. 
He brought me forth also into a large place : 
He delivered me, because he delightdd in me. 
The Lord rewarded me according to my rig^ht- 

eousness : 
According to the cleanness of my hands hath he 

recoropentted me. 
For f have kept the ways of the Lord, 
And have not wickedly departed from my God. 

(4.) Solomon at the Dedication of the 
Temple, 

1 Kings 8 : 55. He stood and 
blessed all the congregation of Israel 
with a loud voice, saying. Blessed be 
the Lord that hath given rest unto 
his people, according to all that he 
promised. — 65. And at that time 
Solomon held a feast and all Israel 
with him, a great congregation... 
seven days and seven days, even 
fourteen days. On the eighth day 
he sent the people away, and they 
blessed the king and went unto their 
tents joyful and glad of heart, for all 
the goodness that the Lord had done 
for David his servant, and for, Israel 
his people. 

(6.) JSTehemiah and Ezra, at the Resto- 
ration. 

Neh. 8:1. And all the people 
gathered themselves together as one 
man into the street that was before 
the water gate. — 5. And Ezra open- 
ed the book in the sight of all the 
people ; (for he was above all the 
people ;) and when he opened it, all 
the people stood up : and Ezra 
blessed the Lord, the great God. 
And all the people answered, Amen, 



Amen, with lifting up their hands : 
and they bowed their heads, and 
worshipped the Lord with their 
faces to the ground. — 8. So they 
read in the book in the law of God 
distinctly, and gave the sense, and 
caused them to understand the read- 
ing. And Nehemiah, which is- the 
Tirshatha, and Ezra the priest 
the scribe, and the Levites that 
taught the people, said unto all the 
people, Tfiis day is holy unto the 
Lord your God 3 mourn not, nor 
weep. For all the people wept, 
when they heard the words of the 
law. Then he said unto them, Go 
your way, eat the fat, and drink the 
sweet, and send portions unto them 
for whom nothing is prepared : for 
this day is holy unto our Lord : 
neither be ye sorry ; for the joy of 
the Lord is yoMr strength. So the 
Levites stilled all the people, saying. 
Hold your peace, for the day is ho- 
ly ; neither be ye grieved. And all 
the people went their way to eat, and 
to drink, and to send portions, and 
to make great mirth, because they 
had understood the words that were 
declared unto them. — 18. And there 
was very great gladness. Also day 
by day, from the first day unto the 
last day, he read in the book of the 
law of God. And they kept the feast 
seven days ; and on the eighth day 
was a solemn assembly, according 
unto the manner. 

2. Piiblic Fasting. 

Ezra 8 : 21. Then I proclaimed 
a fast there at the river Ahava, that 
we might afflict ourselves before our 
God, to seek of him a right way for 
us, and for our little ones, and for 
all our substance. For I was asham- 
ed to require of the king a band of 
soldiers and horsemen to help us 
against the enemy in the way : be-- 
cause we had spoken unto the king, 
saying. The hand of our God is upon 
all them for good, that, seek him . . . 
So we fasted and besought our God 
for this, and he was entreated of us. 

EsTH. 4 : 16. Gather together all 
the Jews that are present in Shushan, 
and fast ye for me, and neither eat 
nor^rink, three days, night or day ; 
I also, and my niaidens will fast like- 
wise. So will I go in unto thekipg, 
which is not according to the law ; 
aad if I perish, I perish. 
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IsA. 58 : 8. Wherefore have we 
fasted say they, and thou seest not ? 
wherefore have we afflicted our soul 
and thou takest no knowledge ? Be- 
hold, in the day of your fast ye find 
pleasure and exact aJl your labors. 
Behold ye fast for strife and debate ; 
and to smite with the fist of wicked- 
ness : ye shall not fast as ye do this 
day, to make your voice to be heard 
on high. Is it such a fast that I 
have chosen ? A day for a man to 
afflict his soul ? Is it to bow down 
his head as a bulrush, and to spread 
sackcloth and ashes under him ? 
Wilt thou call this a fast, and an ac- 
ceptable day to the Lord? 

Is not this the fast, that I have 
chosen : to loose the bands of wick- 
icdness ; to undo the heavy burthens, 
and to let the oppressed go free ; and 
that ye break every yoke ? Is it not 
to deal thy bread to the hungry, and 
that thou brin^ the poor tnat are 
cast out to thy house r When thou 
seest the naked, that thou cover him, 
and that thou hide not thyself from 
thine own flesh ? Then shall thy 
light break forth as the morning. 

1 Sam. 7 : 6. And they gathered 
together to Mizpeh . . . and tasted on 
that day, and said there. We have 
sinned against the Lord. — 10. And 
the Lord thundered with a great 
thunder upon the Philistines, and 
they were smitten before Israel. 

Neh. 1 : 4. When I heard their 
words, I sat down and wept, and 
mourned certain days, iand fasted 
and prayed before the God of heav- 
en. (See Prayer.) 

Dan. 9 : 3. 1 set my face unto the 
' Lord, to seek by prayer and by sup- 
plication with fastmg and sackcloth 
and ashes. (See Prayer,) 

If Joel 2: 12. Therefore also now 
turn ye unto me with all your heart, 
and with fasting, and with weeping, 
and with mourning, and rend your 
heart and not your garment, and 
turn unto the Lord your God ; for 
he is gracious and merciful, slow to 
anger and of great kindness, and re- 
penteth him of the evil. — 15. Blow 
the trumpet in Zion ; sanctify a 
fast ; call a solemn assembly ; gather 
the people ; sanctify the congrega- 
tion ; assemble the elders ; gather 
the children and those that suck the 
breasts j let the brideffroom go forth 
of his chamber, and the bride out of 



her closet. Let the priests, the min- 
isters of the Lord, weep be- 
tween the porch and the altar ; and 
let them say. Spare thy people, 
Lord, and give not thine heritage to 
reproach. 

Mat. 6: 16. When ye fast> be not 
as the hypocrites of a sad counte- 
nance ; for they disfigure their faces, 
that they may appear unto men to 
fast. Verily I say unto you, they 
have their reward. But thou, when 
thou fastest, anoint thy head, and 
wash thy face, that thou appear not 
unto men to fast ; but unto thy Fa- 
ther which is in secret, and thjr Fa- 
ther which seeth in secret, himself 
shall reward you openly. 

Acts 14: 2 J. And when they had 
ordained them elders in ever^ church, 
and had prayed with fasting, they 
commended them to the Lord on 
whom they believed. 



§ 5, ministers of instruction, 
and government in tb£ church. 

I. The ministry appointed, with their 
instructions. 

Mare 3: 14. He ordained twelve, 
that they migbf be with him, and 
that he mignx send them out to 
preach. 

Mat. 9: 37. Then saith be unto 
his disciples, The harvest truly is 
plenteous, but the laborers are few. 
Pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest, that he will send forth la^ 
borers into his harvest. 

10: 1. And when he had called 
unto him his twelve disciples, he 
gave them power against unclean 
spirits, to cast them out, and to heal 
all manner of sickness, find all man- 
ner of disease, 

5. These twelve Jesus sent forth, * 
and commanded them, saying, Go 
not into the way of the Gentiles, 
and into any city of the Samaritans 
enter ye not. But go rather to the 
lost sheep of the house of Israel. 
And as ye go, preach, saying, The 
kingdom of heaven is at hand. Heal 
the sick, cleanse the lepers, raise the 
dead, cast out devils: freely ye have 
received, freely give. Provide nei-» 
ther gold, nor silver, nor brass in 
your purses j nor scrip for your jowr- 
hey, neither two Qoats, neither snoes, 
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nor yet staves: for the workman is 
worthy of his meat. And into what- 
soever city or town ye shall enter, 
inquh'e who in it is worthy ; and 
there abide till ye go thence. And 
when ye come into a house, salute 
it. And if the house be worthy, let 
your peace come upon it: but if it 
be not worthy, let your peace return 
to you. And whosoever shall not re- 
ceive you, nor hear your words, 
when ye depart out of that house, 
or city, shake off the dust of your 
feet. Verily, I say unto you, it shall 
be more tolerable for the land of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, in the day of 
judgment, than for that city. Behold, 
1 send you forth as sheep in the midst 
of wolves: be ye therefore wise as 
serpents, and harmless as doves. 
But beware of men: for they will 
deliver you up to the councils, and 
they will scourge you in their syna- 
gogues: and ye shall be brought be- 
fore governors and kings for my 
sake, for a testimony against them 
and the Gentiles. But when they de- 
liver you up; take no thought how 
or what ye shall speak ; for it shall 
I be given you in that same hour what 
ye shall speak. For it is not ye that 
ZL speak, but the Spirit of your Father 
which speaketh in you. And the 
brother shall deliver up the brother 
to death, and the fa^fcer the child: 
and the children shall rise up against 
their parents, and cause them to be 
put to death. And ye shall be hated 
of all men for my name's sake : but 
he that endureth to the end shall be 
saved. But when they persecute you 
in this city, flee ye into another. For 
verily I say unto you. Ye shall not 
have gone over the cities of. Israel 
till the Son of man be com^i The 
disciple is not above his master, nor 
the servant above his lord. It is 
enough for the disciple that he be as 
his master, and the servant as his 
l0rd. If they have called the master 
of the house Beelzebub, how much 
more shall they call them of his 
household ? Fear them not there- 
fore. For there is nothing covered, 
that shall not be revealed ; and hid, 
that shall not be known. What I 
tell you in darkness, that speak ye 
in light: and what ye hear in the 
car, that preach ye upon the house- 
tops. 

f Luke 10: 1. Afler these things, 



the Lord appointed other seventy 
also, and sent them' two and two b^ 
fore his face into every city and 
place, whither he himself would 
come. Therefore €aid he unto them, 
The harvest truly is great, but the 
laborers ^re few: pray ye therefore 
the Lord of the harvest, that he 
would send forth laborers into his 
harvest. Go your ways: behold, I 
send you forth as lambs among 
wolves. Carry neither purse, nor 
scrip, nor shoes : and salute no man 
by the way. And into whatsoever 
house ye enter, first say. Peace be to 
this house. And if the son of peace 
be there, your peace shall rest upon 
it: if not, it shall turn to you again. 
And in the same house remain, eat- 
ing and drinking such things as they 
give: for the laborer is worthy of 
his hire. Go not from house to house. 
And into whatsoever city ye enter, 
and they receive you, eat such things 
as are set before you. And heal the 
sick that are therein, and say unto 
them, The kingdom of God is come 
nigh unto you. 

And the seventy returned again 
with joy, saying, Lord, even the 
devils are subject unto us through 
thy name. And he said unto them, I 
beheld Satan as lightning fall from 
heaven. Behold, I give unto you 
power to tread on serpents and scor- 
pions, and over all the power of the 
enemy: and nothing shall by any 
means hurt you. Notwithstanding in , 
this rejoice not, that the spirits are 
subject unto you ; but rather rejoice 
because your names are written in 
heaven. 

Acts 12: 25. And Barnabas and 
Saul returned from Jerusalem, when 
they had fulfilled their ministry, and 
took with them John, whose surname 
was Mark. 

13: 1. Now there wete, in the 
church that was at Antioch, certain 
prophets and teachers ; as Barnabas, 
and Simeon, that was called Niger, 
and Lucius, of Gyrene, and Manaen, 
which had been brought up with 
Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. As 
they ministered to the Lord, and' 
fasted, the Holy Ghost said, Sepa- 
rate me Barnabas and Saul for the 
work whereunto I have called them. 
And when they had fasted and pray- 
ed, and laid their hands on them, 
they sent them away. 
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IT 14 : 23. And when they had or- 
dained them elders in erery church, 
and had prayed with fasting, they 
commended them to the Lord, on 
whom they belieyed^ 

20: 17. And from Miletus he sent 
to Ephesus, and called the elders of 
the church. — 28. Take heed there- 
fore unto yourselves, and to all the 
flock, over which the Holy Ghost j 
hath made you overseers, to feed the 
church of God. 

21 : 8. And we entered into the 
house of Philip the evangelist, which 
was one of the seven ; and abode 
with him. And the same man had 
four daughters, virgins, which did 
prophesy. And as we tarried there 
many days, there came down from 
Judea a certain prophet, named Aga- 
bus. 

Rom. 1 : 1 . Paul, a servant of Jesus 
Christ, called to be an Apostle, sep- 
arated unto the gospel of God, (which 
he had promised afore by his proph- 
ets in the Holy Scriptures,) concern- 
ing his Son Jesus Christ our Lord. 

1 Cor. 12: 4. Now there are di- 
versities of gifts, but the same Spir- 
it : and there are differences of ad- 
ministrations, but the same Lord. 
And there are diversities of opera- 
tions, but it is the same God which 
worketh all in all. But the manifes- 
tation of the Spirit is given to every 
man to profit withal. For to one is 

Siven by the Spirit the word of wis- 
om ; to another, the word of knowl- 
edge by the same Spirit ; to another, 
faith by the same Spirit ; to another, 
the gifls of healing by the same 
Spirit ; to another, the working of 
miracles ; to another, prophecy ; to 
another, discerning of spirits ; to 
another, divers kinds of tongues; 
to another, the interpretation of 
tongues. But all these worketh that 
one and the self-same Spirit, dividing 
to every man severally as he wilL 
— 27. Now ye are the body of 
Christ, and members in particular. 
And God hath set some in the church, 
first. Apostles, secondarily, proph- 
ets, thirdly, teachers, after that, mi- 
racles, then gifts of healing, helps, 
governments, diversities of tongues. 
Are all Apostles ? are all prophets ? 
are all teachers ? are all workers of 
miracles f have all the gifts of heal- 
ing ? do all speak with tongues ? do 
all interpret f 
But covet earnestly the best gifts. 



1f2CoR.2:14. Now thanks be unto 
God, which always causeth us to tri- 
umph in Christ, and maketh mani- 
fest the savor of his knowledge by 
us in every place ! For we are unto 
God a sweet savor of Christ, in them 
that are saved, and in them that 
perish : to the one we are the savor 
of death unto death ; and to the oth- 
er the savor of life unto life. And 
who is sufficient for these things ? 
For we are not as many, which cor- 
rupt the word of God: but as of sin- 
cerity, but as of God, in the sight of 
God speak we in Christ. 

5 : 30. Now then, we are ambas- 
sadors for Christ, as though God did 
beseech you by us, we pray you in 
Christ's stead, be ye reconciled to 
God. 

1 CoR. 14: 1. Follow after chari- 
ty, and desire spiritual gifts, but 
rather that ye may prophesy. For 
he that speaketh in an unknown, 
tongue, speaketh not unto men, but 
unto God : for no man understandeth 
him ; howbeit in the spirit he speak- 
eth mysteries. But he that prophe- 
sieth, speaketh unto men to edifica- }i 
tion, and exhortation, and comfort. 
He that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue editieth himself ; but he that 
prophesieth edifieth the church. I 
would that ye all spake with tongues, 
but rather that ye prophe^ed: for 
greater is he that prophesieth than 
he that speaketh with tongues, ex- 
cept he mterpret, that the church 
may receive edifying. 

2 CoR. 10: 7. Do ye look on things 
after the outward appearance ? If 
any man trust to himself that he is 
Christ's, let him of himself think this 
again, that, as he is Christ's, even so 
are we Christ's. For though I should 
boast somewhat more of our author- 
ity, which the Lord hath given us 
for edification, and not for your de- 
struction, I should not ^e ashamed. 

Eph. 8: 7. Whereof I was made 
a minister according to the gift of 
the grace of God given unto me by 
the effectual working of his power: 
(unto me, who am less than the least 
of all saints, is this grace given,) 
that I should preach among the 
Gentiles the unsearchable riches of 
Christ: and to make all men see 
what is the fellowship of the mys- 
tery, which from the beginning of 
the world hath been hid in God, who 
^ created all things by Jesus Christ, 
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to the intent that now unto the prin- 
cipalities and powers, in heavenly 
places, might be known by the church 
the manifold wisdom of God, accord- 
ing to the eternal purpose which he 
purposed in Christ Jesus our Lord: 
m whom we have boldness and ac- 
cess with confidence by the faith of 
him. Wherefore I desire that ye 
faint not at ray tribulations for you, 
which is your glory. 

Eph. 4: 11. And he gave some 
Apostles, and some prophets, and 
some evaiigelists, and some pastors 
and teachers ; for the perfecting of 
the saints, for the work of the minis- 
try, for the edifying of the body of 
Christ. 

1 Tim. 1:12. And I thank Christ 
Jesus our Lord, who hath enabled 
me, for that he counted me faithftil, 
putting me into the ministry ; who 
was before a blasphemer, and a per- 
secutor, and injurious : but I obtain- 
ed mercy, because I did it ignorant- 
ly in unbelief. 

John 20: 21. As my Father hath 
sent me, even so send I you. 

Rom. 1:1: Paul, called to be an 
Apostle, separated unto the gospel 
of God. 

Heb. 5: 4. No man taketh this 
honor to himself; but he that is 
called of God, as was Aaron. 

2 Tim. 2: 2. And the things that 
thou hast heard of me among many 
witnesses, the same commit thou to 
fkithful men, who shall be able to 
teach others also. 

IL The character they should pos- 
sess. 

Mat. 10: 16. Behold, I send you 
forth as sheep in the midst of wolves : 
be ye therefore wise as serpents, and 
harmless as doves. 

2 CoR. 3: 1. Do we begin again 
to commend ourselves ? or need we, 
as some others, epistles of commen- 
dation to you, or letters of commen- 
dation from you ? Ye are our epis- 
tle written in our hearts, known and 
read of all men : forasmuch as ye are 
manifestly declared to be the epistle 
of Christ ministered by us, written 
not with ink, but with the Spirit of 
the living God : not in tables of stone, 
but in fleshly tables of the heart. 
And such trust have we through 
Christ to God-ward : not that we are 
sufficient of ourselves to think any 



thing as of ourselves ; but our suffi- 
ciency is of God ; who also hath 
made us able ministers of the new 
testament ; not of the letter, but of 
the spirit: for the letter killeth, but 
the spirit giveth life. 

1 Thess. 2: 5. For neither at any 
time used we flattering words, as ye 
know, nor a cloak of covetousness ; 
God is witness : nor of men sought 
we glory, neither of you, nor yet of 
others, when we might have been 
burdensome, as the Apostles of 
Christ. But we were gentle among 
you, even as a nurse cherisheth her 
children : so, being affectionately de- 
sirous of you, we were wiUing to 
have imparted unto you, not the 
gospel of God only, but also our own 
souls, because ye were dear unto us. 
For ye remember, brethren, our la- 
bor and travail : for laboring night 
and day, because we would not be 
chargeable unto any of you, we 
preached unto you the gospel of God. 
Ye are witnesses, and God also, how 
holily, and justly, and unblamably 
we behaved ourselves among you 
that believe: as ye know how we 
exhorted, and comforted, ana charg- 
ed every one of you, as a father doth 
his children, that ye would walk 
worthy of God, who hath called you 
unto his kingdom and glory. 

f 1 Tim. 8: 1. This is a true say- 
ing, if a man desire the office of a 
bishop, he desireth a good work. A 
bishop then must be blameless, the 
husband of one wife, vigilant, sober, 
of good behavior, given to hospi- 
tality, apt to teach ; not given to 
wine, no striker, not greedy of filthy 
lucre ; but patient ; not a brawler : 
not covetous ; one that ruleth well 
his own house, having his children 
in subjection with all gravity ; (for 
if a man know not how to rule his 
own house, how shall he take care 
of the church of God ?) not a nov- 
ice, lest being lifted up with pride 
he fall into the condemnation of the 
Devil: moreover, he must have a 
good report of them which are with- 
out 3 lest he fall into reproach and 
the snare of the Devil. 

4: 12. Let no man despise thy 
youth. But be thou an example of 
the believers, in word, in conversa- 
tion, in charity, in spirit, in faith, in 
purity. 
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IsA. 52: 11. Be ye clean that bear 
the vessels of the Lord. 

Rom. 2 : 21. Thou that teachest 
another, teachest thou not thyself ? 

2 Cor. 6: 3. Giving no offence, 
that the ministry be not blamed, in 
all things approving ourselves as the 
ministers, of God. 

1 Cor. 9 : 27. But I keep under 
my body, and bring it into subjec- 
tion ; lest that by any means, when 
I have preached to others, I myself 
should be a castaway. 

1 Tim. 6: U. Thou, man of 
God, follow after righteousness, god- 
liness, faith, love, patience, meek- 
ness. — 14. Keep this command- 
ment without spot, unrebukable. 

2 Tim. 2:1. Thou, therefore, my 
son, be strong in the grace that is in 
Christ Jesus . . ^endure hafdness as 
a good soldier oi Jesus Christ. No 
man that warreth, entangleth him- 
self with the af&irs of this life, that 
be may please him who hath chosen 
him to be a soldier. — 15. Study to 
show thyself approved unto God ; a 
workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed: rightly dividing the word 
of truth. 

III. Dutien of the Ministry, 

Mat. 10 : 26. Fear them not, 
therefore, for there is nothing cov- 
ered that shall not be known. 
What I tell you in darkness, that 
speak ye in. the light; and what ye 
hear in the ear, that preach ye upon 
the housetops. 

1 CoR. 2: 1. And I, brethren, 
when I came to you, came not with 
excellency of speech, or of wisdom, 
declaring unto yon the testimony of 
• God. For I determined not to know 
any thing among you, save Jesus 
Christ, and him crucified. And I 
was with you in weakness, and in 
fear, and in much trembling. And 
my speech and my preaching was 
not with enticing words of roan's 
wisdom, but in demonstration of the 
Spirit, and of power: that your faith 
should not stand in the wisdom of 
men, but in the power of God. 
Howbeit, we speak wisdom among 
them that are perfect ; yet not the 
wisdom of this world, nor of the 
princes of this world, that come to 
naught: but we speak the wisdom 
of God in a mystery, even the hid- 
den wisdom, which God ordained 



before the world unto our glory;, 
which none of the princes of this 
world knew: for had they known it, 
they would not have 'crucified the 
Lord of glory. 

4: 9. For I think that God hath 
set forth us the Apostles last, as it 
were appointed to death: for we 
are made a spectacle unto the world, 
and to angels, aod to men. We 
are fools for Christ's sake, but ye 
are wise in Christ; we are weak, 
but ye are strong ; ye are honorable, 
but we are despised., Even unto 
this present hour we both hunger, 
and thirst, and are naked, and are buf- 
feted, and have no certain dwelling- 
place, and labor, working with our 
own hands: being reviled, we bless; 
being persecuted, we suffer it ; being 
defamed, we entreat: we are made 
as the filth of the world, and are 
the off-scouring of all things unto 
this day. 

^ IF 9: 16. For though I preach the 
gospel, I have nothing to glory of: 
for necessity is laid upon me ; yea, 
woe is unto me, if I preach not the 
gospel ! For if I do this thing will- 
ingly, I have a reyvard ; but if 
against my will, a dispensation of 
the gospel is committed unto me. 
For though I be free from all men, 
yet have I made myself servant 
unto all, that I might gain the more. 
And unto the Jews I became as a 
Jew, that I might gain the Jews; 
to, them that are under the law, as 
under the law, th^t I might gain 
them that are under the law ; to 
them that are without law, as with- 
out law, (being not without law to 
God, but under the law to Christ,) 
that I might gain them that are 
without law: to the weak became I 
as weak, that I might gain the 
weak: I am made all things to all 
men, that I might by all means save " 
some. And this I do for the gospel's 
sake, that I may be partaker thereof 
with you. 

2 Cor. 4: 1, Therefore, seeing 
we have this ministry, as we have 
received mercy, we faint not; but 
have renounced the hidden things 
of dishonesty ; not walking in craf- 
tiness, nor handling the word of 
God deceitfully ; but, by manifesta- 
tion of the truth, commending our- 
selves to every man's conscience in 
the sight of God, — 5. For we 
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^ preach not ourselves, but Christ 
^ Jesus the Lord ; and ourselves your 
servants for Jesus' sake. For God, 
who commanded the light to shine 
out of darkness, hath shined in our 
hearts, to give the light of the 
knowledge of the glory of God, in 
the face of Jesus Christ. But we 
have this treasure in earthen ves- 
sels, that the excellency of the power 
may be of God, and not of us. We 
are troubled on every side, yet not 
distressed ; we are perplexed, but 
not in despair ; persecuted, but not 
forsaken ; cast down, but not de- 
stroyed ; always bearing about in 
the body the dying of the Lord 
Jesus, that the life also of Jesus 
might be made rtianifest in our 
body. For we which live are always 
delivered unto death for Jesus' sake, 
that the life also of Jesus might be 
made manifest in our mortal flesh. 
So then death worketh in us, but 
life in you. We having the same 
spirit of faith, according as it is 
written, 

7 I believed, and therefore have I spoken ; 

we also believe, and therefore 
speak ; knowing, that he, which 
raised up the Lord Jesus, shall raise 
up us also by Jesus, and shall pre- 
sent us with you. For all things 
are for your sakes, that the abun- 
dant grace might, through the 
thanksgiving of many, redound to 
the glory of God. 

1 CoR. 14: 6. Now, brethren, if 
I come unto you speaking with 
tongue^, what shall I profit you, 
except I shall speak to you either 
by revelation, or by knowledge, or 
by prophesying, or by doctrine ? And 
even things without life giving 
sound, whether pipe or harp, ex- 
cept they give a distinction in the 
sounds, how shall it be known what 
is piped or harped? for if the trum- 
pet give an uncertain sound, who 
shall prepare himself to the battle? 
So likewise ye, except ye utter by 
the tongue words easy to be under- 
stood, how shall it be known what 
is spoken? for ye shall speak into 
the air. — 12. Even so ye, forasmuch 
as ye are zealous of spiritual gifts, 
seek that ye may excel to the edify- 
ing of the church. — 15. What is it 
then? I will pray with the spirit, 
and I will pray with the understand- 
ing also: I will sing with the spirit, 



and I will sing with the understand^ 
ing also. Else, when thou shalt 
bless with the spirit, how shall he 
that occupieth the room of the un- 
learned say Amen at thy giving of 
thanks, seeing he understandeth not 
what thou sayest. For thou verily 
givest thanks well, but the other is 
not edified. I thank my God, I 
speak with tongues more than ye 
all: yet in the church 1 had rather 
speak ^ye words with my under- 
standing, that by my voice I might 
teach others also, than ten thousand 
words in an unknown tongne. 
Brethren, be not children in under- 
standing: howbeit, in malice be ye 
children, but in understanding be 
men. In the law it is written, 

With men of other tongues and other lip« will £ 
speak unto (his pe<aple ; 
And yet for all that will they not bear me, 
sailh the Lord. 

Wherefore tognes are for a sign, 
not to them that believe, but to them 
that believe hot: but prophesying 
serveth not for them that believe 
not, but for them which believe. If 
therefore the whole church be come 
together into one place, and all 
speak with tongues, and there come 
in those that are unlearned, or un- 
believers, will they not say that ye 
are mad? But if all prophesy, and 
there come in one that believeth 
not, or one unlearned, he is con- 
vinced of all, he is judged of all: 
and thus are the secrets of his heart 
made manifest; and so falling down 
on his face, he will worship God, 
and report that God is in you of a 
truth. 

2 Cor. 6:1. We then as work- 
ers together with him, beseech you 
also that ye receive not the grace of ' 
God in vain : (for he saith, 

I have heard thee in a time accepted, 
And in the day of salvation have I saccoredthee : 
Behold now is the accepted timo ! 
Heboid, now ia the day of lalvatlon !) 

giving no offence in any thing, that 
the ministry be not blamed: but in 
all things approving ourselves as 
the ministers of God, in much pa- 
tience, in afflictions, in necessities, 
in distresses, in stripes, in imprison- 
ments, in tumults, in labors, in 
watchings, in fastings ; by purenesa, 
bjr knowledge, by long-suffering, by 
kindness, by the Holy Ghost, by 
love unfeigned, by the word of 
truth, by the power of God, by the 
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armor of righteousness on the right 
hand and on the left, by honor and 
dishonor, by evil report and good 
report ; as deceivers, and yet true ; 
as unknown, and yet well known ; 
as dying, and behold, we live; as 
chastened, and not killed ; as sor- 
rowful, yei always rejoicing ; as 
Eoor, yet making many rich ; as 
aving nothing, and yet possessing 
all things. O ye Corinthians, our 
mouth is open unto you, our heart 
is enlarged. Ye are not straitened 
in us, but ye are straitened in your 
own bowels. Now for a recom- 
pense in the same ([ speak as unto 
my children,) be ye also enlarged. 

IT 7: 2. Receive us ; we have 
wronged no man, we have corrupted 
no man, we have defrauded no man. 
I speak not this to condemn you ; 
for I have said before, that ye are 
In our hearts to die and live with 
you. Great is my boldness of speech 
toward you, great is my glorying 
of you : I am filled with comfort, I 
am exceeding joyful in all our trib- 
ulation. 

11:21. Howbeit, whereinsoever 
any is bold, (I speak foolishly,) I 
am bold also; are they Hebrews? 
so am I: are they Israelites? so am 
I: are they the seed of Abraham? 
so am I: are they ministers of 
Christ? (I speak as a fool,) I am 
more ; in labors more abundant, in 
stripes above measure, in prisons 
more frequent, in deaths oft ; of 
the Jews hve times received I forty 
stripes save one : thrice was I beaten 
with rods, once was I stoned, thrice 
I suffered shipwreck, a night and a 
day I have been in the deep ; in 
journeyings often, in perils of wa- 
ters, in perils of robbers, in perils 
by mine own countrymen, in perils 
by the heathen, in perils in the city, 
in perils in the wilderness, in perils 
in the sea, in perils among false 
brethren ; in weariness and painful- 
ness, in watchings often, in hunger 
and thirst, in fastings often, in cold 
and nakedness. Besides these things 
that are without, that which cometh 
upon me daily, the care of all the 
churches. Who is weak, and I am 
not weak? who is offended, and I 
burn not? If I must needs glory, I 
will glory of the things which con- 
cern mine infirmities. The God and 
Father of our Lord J,9bu^ Christ, 
2Q 



which is blessed for evermore, know- 
eth that I lie not. In Damascus the 
governor under Aretas the king 
kept the city of the Damascenes 
with a garrison, desirous to appre- 
hend me: and through a window in 
a basket was I let dowu by the wall, 
and escaped his hands, 

12: 7. And lest I should be ex- 
alted above measure through the 
abundance of the revelations, there 
was given to me a thorn in the flesh, 
the messenger of Satan to buffet 
me, lest I should be exalted above 
measure. For this thing I besought 
the Lord thrice, that it might depart 
from me. And he said unto me, 
My grace is sufficient for thee : for 
my strength is made perfect in weak- 
ness. Most gladly therefore will I 
rather glory in my infirmities, that 
the power of Christ may rest upon 
me. Therefore I take pleasure in 
infirmities, in reproaches, in neces- ^ 
sitiesy in persecutions, in distresses ^ 
for Christ's sake: for when I am 
weak, then am I strong. I am be- 
come a fool in glorying, ye havo 
compelled me : for I ought to have 
been commended of you: for in 
nothing am I behind the very chief- 
est Apostles, though I be nothing. 
Truly the signs of an Apostle were 
wrought among you in all patience, 
in signs, and wonders, and mighty 
deeds. 

IF Phil. 1: 12. But I would ye 
should understand, brethren, that 
the things which happened unto me 
have fallen out rather unto the fur- 
th^ance of the gospel ; so that mv 
bonds in Christ are manifest in all 
the palace, and in all other places, 
and many of the brethren in the 
Lord, waxing confident by my bonds, 
are much more bold to speak the 
word without fear. Some indeed 
preach Christ even of envy and 
strife ; and some also of good will, 
The one preach Christ of conten- 
tion, not sincerely, supposing to add 
afliction to my bonds. But the 
other of love, knowing that I am 
set for the defence of the gospel. 
What then? notwithstanding, every 
way, whether in pretence or in 
truth, Christ is preached ; and I 
therein do rejoice, yea, and will 
rejoice. For I know that this shall 
turn to my salvation through your 
prayer^ and the supply of the Spldt 
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of Jesus Christ, according to my 
earnest expectation and my hope, 
that in nothing I shall he ashamed, 
but that with all boldness, as always, 
so now also, Christ shall be magni- 
fied in my body, whether it be by 
life, or by death. For to me to live 
is Christ, and to die is gain. But if 
I live in the flesh, this is the fruit of 
my labor ; yet what I shall choose 
I wot not. For I am in a strait 
betwixt two, havinff a desire to de- 
part, and to be with Christ ; which 
18 far better : nevertheless, to abide 
in the flesh is more needful for you. 
And having this confidence, I know 
that I shall abide ,and continue with 
you all for your furtherance and joy 
of faith ; that your rejoicing may be 
more abundant in Jesus Christ for 
me, by my coming to you again. 

8: 19. But I trust in the Lord 
Jesus to send Timotheus shortly 
unto you, that I also may be of 
good comfort, when I know your 
state. For I have no man like- 
minded, who will naturally care for 
your state. For all seek their own, 
not the things which are Jesus 
Christ's. But ye know the proof of 
him^ that as a son with the father, 
he hath served with me in the 
gospel. 

IT Col. 1 : 28. Whereof I Paul 
am made a minister ; who now re- 
joice in my sufferings for you, and 
fill up that which is behind of the 
afflictions of Chrst in my flesh for 
his body's sake, which is the church : 
whereof I am made a minister, ac- 
cording to the dispensation of God, 
which is given to me for you, to 
fulfil the word of God: even the 
mystery which hath been hid from 
ages, and from generations ; but 
now is made manifest to his saints, 
to whom God would make known 
what is the riches of the glory of 
this mastery among the Gentiles, 
which IS Christ in you, the hope of 
glory: whom we preach, warning 
every man, and teaching every man 
in all wisdom ; that we may present 
every man perfect in Christ Jesus: 
whereunto I also labor, striving 
according to his workings which 
worketh in me mightily,. 

1 Tim. 1 : 18. This charge I 
commit unto thee, son Timothy, 
according to the prophecies which 
went before on thee, that thou by 



them mightest war a good warfare, 
holding faith and a ^ood conscience ; 
which some havmg put away, 
concerning faith have made ship- 
wreck: of whom is Hymeneus and 
Alexander ; whom I have delivered 
unto Satan, that they may learn not 
to blaspheme. 

IF Jbr. 8: 15. I will give you 
pastors according to mine own heart, 
that shall feed you with knowledge 
and understanding. 

Mat. 28: 19. Go ye and teach 
all nations . . . teaching them to ob- 
serve all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you. 

1 Tim. 4:6. If thou put the 
brethren in remembrance of these 
things, thou shalt be a ffood minister 
of Jesus Christ, nourished up in the 
words of faith and of good doctrine, 
whereunto thou hast attained. But 
refuse profane and old wives' fables, 
and exercise thyself rather unto 
godliness. For bodily exercise prof- 
iteth little : but godliness is profita- 
ble unto all things, having promise 
of the life that now is, and of that 
which is to come. This is a faithful 
saying, and worthy of all accepta- 
tion. For therefore we both labor 
and sufler reproach, because we 
trust in the living God, who is the 
Savior of all men, especially of those 
that believe. These things com- 
mand and teach. — 18. Till I come 
give attendance to reading, to 
exhortation, to doctrine. Neglect 
not. the gift that is in thee, which 
was given thee by prophecy, with 
the laying on of the hands of the 
presbytery. Meditate upon these 
things ; give thyself wholly to them ; 
that thy profiting may appear to all. 
Take heed unto thyself, and unto 
thy doctrine ; continue in them ; for 
in doing this thou shalt both save 
thyself, and them that hear thee. 

5: l7. Let the elders, that rule 
well, be counted worthy of double 
honor, especially they who labor in 
the word and doctrine. For the 
Scripture saith. Thou shalt not 
muzzle the ox that treadeth out the 
corn ; and. The laborer is worthy of 
his reward. Against an elder re- 
ceive not an accusation, but before 
two or three witnesses. Them that 
sin rebuke before all, that others 
also may fear. I charge thee before 
God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
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the elect angels, th^t thou observe 
these things without preferring one 
before another, doing nothing by 
partiality. Lay hands suddenly on 
no man, neither be partaker of other 
men's sins : keep tnyself pure. 

IF 2 Tim. 2: 1. Thou therefore, 
my son, be strong in the grace that 
is in Christ Jesus. And the things, 
that thou hast heard of me among 
many witnesses, the same commit 
thou to faithful men, who shall be 
able to teach others also. Thou 
therefore endure hardness, as a good 
soldier of Jesus Christ. No man 
that warreth entangleth himself with 
the afairs of this life ; that he may 
please him who hath chosen him to 
be a soldier. And if a man also 
strive for masteries, yet is he not 
crowned, except he strive lawfully. 
The husbandman that laboreth must 
be first partaker of the fruits. Con- 
sider what I say ; and the Lord giv6 
thee understanding in all things. — 
.11. It is a faithful saying ; for if we 
be dead with him, we shall also live 
with him : if we suffer, we shall also 
reign with him: if we deny him, 
he also will deny us; if we believe 
not, yet he abideth faithful : he can- 
not deny himself. Of these things 
put them in remembrance, charging 
them before the Lord that they strive 
not about words, to no profit, but 
to the subverting of the hearers. 
Study to show thyself approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed, rightly dividing the 
word of truth. But shun profane 
and vain babblings: for they will 
increase unto more ungodliness. 
And their word will eat as doth a 
canker: of whom is Hymeneus and 
Philetus, who concerning the truth 
have erred, saying. That the resur- 
rection is past already \ and over- 
throw the faith of some. Neverthe- 
less the foundation of God standeth 
sure, having this seal. The Lord 
knoweth them that are his ; and. 
Let every one that nameth the name 
of Christ depart from iniquity. But 
in a great house there are not only 
vessels of gold and of silver, but 
also of wood and of earth ; and 
some to honor, and some to dishon- 
or. If a man therefore purge him- 
self from these, he shall be a vessel 
uttto honor, sanctified, and meet for 
the master's use, and prepared unto 



every good work. Flee also youth- 
ful lusts: but follow rip^hteousness, 
faith, charinr, peace, with them that 
call on the Lord out of a pure heart* 
But foolish and unlearned questions 
avoid, knowing that they do gander 
strifes. And the servant of the Lord 
must not strive ; but be gentle unto 
all men, apt to teach, patient; in 
meekness instructing those that op- 
pose themselves ; if God peradven- 
ture will give them repentance to 
the acknowledging of the truth ; and 
that they may recover themselves 
out of the snare of the devil, who 
are taken captive by him at his will. 
4 : 5. But watch thou in all things, 
endure afflictions, do the work of 
an Evangelist, make full proof of 
thy ministry. For I am now ready 
to be offered, and the time of my 
departure is at hand: I have fought 
a good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith : hence- 
forth there is laid up for me a 
crown of righteousness, which the 
Lord, the righteous Judge, shall 
give me at that day : and not to me 
only, but unto all them also that 
love his appearing. 

IT Titus 1 : 5. For this cause left 
I thee in Crete, that thou shouldest 
set in order the things that are 
wanting, and 6rdain Elders in every 
city, as I had appointed thee ; if any 
be blameless, the husband of one 
wife, having faithful children, not 
accused of riot, or unruly. For a 
bishop must be blameless, as the 
steward of God ; not self-willed, 
not soon angry, not given to wine, 
no striker, not given to filthy lucre ; 
but a lover of hospitality, a lover of 
good men, sober, just, holy, tem- 
perate, holding fast the faithful 
word as he hath been taught, that 
he may be able by sound doctrine 
both to exhort and to convince the 
gainsayers. 

1 Pet£R 5:1. The elders which 
are among you I exhort, who am 
also an elder, and a witness of the 
sufferings of Christ, and also a par- 
taker of the glory that i^iall be re- 
vealed : feed the flock of God which 
is among you, taking the oversight 
thereof, not by constraint, but wil- 
lingly ; not for filthy lucre, but of a 
reiMy mind : neither as bein^ lords 
over God's heritage, but being en- 
samples to the fioclc : and when the 
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chief Shepherd shall appear, ye shall 
receive a crown of ^lory that fadeth 
Dot away. Likewise, ye younger, 
submit yourselves unto the elder. 
Yea, all of you be subject one to 
another, and be clothed with hu- 
mility : 

For God reiiiteth the proud, 
And fiveth grace to the humble. 

Acts 11 : 33. Then tidings of 
these things came unto the ears of the 
church which was in Jerusalem, and 
they sent forth Barnabas, that he 
should go as far as Antioch. Who, 
when he came, and had seen the 
grace of God, was glad, and exhort- 
ed them all, that with purpose of 
heart they should cleave unto the 
Lord. For he was a good man, 
and full of the Holy Ghost, and of 
faith : and much people was added 
unto the Lord. 

IV. Ministry to be supported, 

1 Cor. 9:1. Am I not an Apostle ? 
am I not free ? have I nbt seen Jesus 
Christ our Lord ? are not ye my work 
in the Lord ? If I be not an Apostle 
unto others, yet doubtless I am to 
you: for the seal of mine Apostle- 
ship are ye in the Lord. Mine an- 
swer to them that do examine me is 
this. Have we not power to eat and 
to drink f have we not power to lead 
about a sister, a wife, as well as oth- 
er Apostles, and as the brethren of 
the Lord, and Cephas ? Or I only 
and Barnabas, have not we power 
to forbear working ? Who goeth a 
warfare any time at his own char- 
ges ? who planteth a vineyard, and 
eateth not of the fruit thereof? or 
who feedeth a flock, and eateth not 
of the milk of the flock f Say I these 
things as a man ? or saith not the 
law the same also ? For it is written 
in the law of Moses, Thou shalt not 
muzzle the mouth of the ox that 
treadeth out the corn. ' Doth God 
take care for oxen ? or saith he it 
altogether for our sakes ? For our 
sakes, no doubt, this is written : that 
he that ploweth shopld plow in hope ; 
and that he that thrasheth in hope 
should be partaker of bis hope. If 
we have sown unto you spiritual 
things, is it a great thing if we shall 
reap your carnal things ? If others 
be partakers of this power over you, 
are not we rather? Nevertheless 
we have not used this power : but 
•ufler all things, lest we should hin- 



der the gospel of Christ. Do ye not 
know that they which minister about 
holy things live of the things of the 
temple, and they which wait at the 
altar are partakers with the altar ? 
Even so hath the Lord ordained, that 
they which preach the gospel should 
live of the gospel. But I have used 
none of these things : neither have I 
written these things, that it should 
be so done unto me : for it were bet- 
ter for me to die, than that any man 
should make my glorying void. For 
though I preach the gospel, I have 
nothing to glory of : for necessity is 
laid upon me ; yea, woe is unto me, 
if I preach not the gospel ! For if 
I do this thin^ willingly, I have a 
reward ; but if against my will, a 
dispensation of the gospel is com- 
mitted unto me. What is my reward 
then ? Verily, that, when I preach 
the gospel, I may make the gos- 
pel of Christ without charge, that I 
abuse not my power in the gospel. 
For though I be free from all men, 
yet have 1 made myself servant unto 
all, that I might gain the more. And 
unto the Jews I became as a Jew, 
that I might gain the Jews ; to them 
that are under the law, as under the 
law, that I might gain them that are 
under the law ; to them that are with- 
out law, as without law, (being not 
without law to God, but under the 
law to Christ,) that I might gain 
them that are without law : to the 
weak became I as weak, that I might 
gain the weak : I am made all things 
to all men, that I might by all means 
save some. And this I do for t|ie 
gospel's sake, that I may be partaker 
thereof with you. 

IT 2 Cor. 11:7. Have I committed 
an ofience in abasing niyself that ye 
might be exalted, because I have 
preached to you the gospel of God 
freely f I robbed other churches, 
taking wi^es of them, to do you 
service. And when I was present 
with you, and wanted, I was charge- 
able to no man : ^r that which was 
lacking to me the brethren which 
came from Macedonia supplied : and 
in all things I have kept myself from 
bein^ burdensome unto you, and so 
will I keep myself. As the truth of 
Christ is in me, no msfn shall stop 
me of this boasting in the regions of 
Achaia. Wherefore ? because Hove 
you not? God knoweth. 
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12: 13. For what is it wherein ye 
were inferior to other churches, ex- 
cept it be that I myself was not bur- 
densome to you ? forgive me this 
wrong. 

Behold, the third time I am ready 
to come to you^; and I will not be 
burdensome to you : for I seek not 
yours, but you. For the children 
ought ^lot to lay up for the parents, 
but the parents for the children. 
And I will very gladly spend and be 
spent for you ; though the more 
abundantly I love you, the less I be 
loved. But be it so. 

I did not burden you : neverthe- 
less, being crafty, I caught you with 
guile. Did I make a gain of you 
by any of them whom I sent unto 
you ? I desired Titus, and with 
nim I sent a brother. Did Titus make 
a gain of you ? walked we not in 
the same spirit ? walked we not in 
the same steps I 

Mat. .10: ». Provide neither gold, 
nor silver, nor brass, in your purses ; 
nor scrip for your journey ; neither 
two coats, neither shoes, nor yet 
staves ; for the workman is worthy 
of his meat. 

Luke 22 : 36. When I sent you 
without purse and scrip and shoes 
lacked ye any thing ? And they said, 
Nothing. 

Gal. 6 : 6. Let him that is taught 
in the word communicate to him that 
teacheth, in all good things. 

y. Duties toward the Ministry, 

Mat. 10 : 40. He that receiveth 
you, receiveth me ; and he that re- 
ceiveth me, receiveth him that sent 
me. He that receiveth a prophet, in 
the name of a prophet, shall receive 
a prophet's reward ; and he that re- 
ceiveth a righteous man, in the name 
of a righteous man, shall receive a 
righteous man's reward. And who- 
soever shall give to drink unto one 
of these little ones a cup of cold 
water only, in the name of a disci- 
ple, verily, I say imto you, he shall 
m no wise lose his reward. 

LukbIO: 10. But into whatsoever 
city ye enter, and they receive you 
Jiot, go your ways out into the streets 
of the same, and say, Even the very 
dust of your city which cleaveth on 
us, we do wipe off against you : 
notwithstanding, be ye sure of this, 
that the kingdom of GodJs come 



nigh unto you. But I say unto you, 
That it shall be more tolerable in 
that day for Sodom than for that 
city. Woe unto thee, Chorazin I 
woe unto thee, Bethsaida ! for if 
the mighty works had been done in 
Tyre and Sidon, which have been 
done in you, they had a great while 
ago repented, sitting in sackctoth 
and ashes. But it shall be more tol- 
erable for Tyre and Sidon at the 
judgment, than for you. And thou, 
Capernaum ! which art exalted to 
heaven, shalt be thrust down to helh 
He that heareth yoii, heareth me ; 
and he that despiseth you, despiseth 
me ; and he that despiseth me, de- 
spiseth him that sent me. 

John 13 : 20. Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, He that receiveth whom- 
soever I send, receiveth me ; and 
he that receiveth me, receiveth him 
that sent me. 

1 Thess. 5 : 12. And we beseech 
you, brethren, to know them which 
labor among you, and are over you 
in the Lord, and admonish you, and 
to esteem them very highly in love 
for their work's sake. 

Phil. 2 : 29. Receive him there- 
fore in the Lord with all gladness^; 
and hold such in reputation. Be- 
cause for the work of Christ he was 
nigh unto death, not regarding hi» 
life, to supply your lack of service 
toward me. 

f HsB. 13:7. Remember them 
which have the rule over you, who 
have spoken unto you the word of 
God : whose faith follow, consider- 
ing the end of their conversation : 
Jesus Christ the same yesterday, 
and to-day, and forever. Be not 
carried about with divers and strange 
doctrines : for it is a good thing that 
the heart be established with grace ; 
not with meats, which have not 
profited them that have been occu- 
pied therein. Obey them that have 
the rule over you, and submit your- 
selves : for they watch for your 
souls, as they that must give ac- 
count, that they may do it with joy, 
and not with grief : for that is un- 
profitable for you. Pray for us : 
for wp trust we have a good con- 
science, in all things willing to live 
honestly. But I beseech you the 
rather to do this, that I may be re- 
stored to you the sooner. 

Mal. 3 : 8. Will a man rob God,? 
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Yet ye have robbed me. But ye 
say, Wherein have we robbed thee ? 
In tithes and offerings. . . Bring ye 
all the tithes into the store-house. . . 
and prove me now herewith saith 
the Lord of Hosts, if I will not open 
the windows of heaven and pour 
you out a blessing, that there shall 
not be room enough to receive it. 

VI. The Minister's Reward. 

Luke 22 : 29. I appoint unto you 
a kingdom. 

John 4 : 85. Say not ye, There 
are yet four months, and then com- 
eth harvest ? behold, I say unto you, 
Lift up your eyes, and look on the 
fields ; for they are white already 
to harvest. And he that reapeth 
receiveth wages, and gathereth fruit 
unto life eternal : that both he that 
soweth, and he that reapeth may 
rejoice together. And herein is that 
saying true, One soweth, and anoth- 
er reapeth. I sent you to reap that 
whereon ye bestowed no labor : 
other men labored, and ye are en- 
tered into their labors. 

1 Cor. 3:7. So then, neither is 
he that planteth any thing, neither 
he that watereth ; but God that giv- 
eth the increase. Now he that 
planteth and he that watereth are 
one ; and every man shall receive 
his own reward, according to his 
own labor. For we are laborers to- 
gether with God ; ye are God's hus- 
bandry ; ye are God's building. Ac- 
cording to the grace ^f God which 
is given unto me, as a wise master- 
builder, I have laid the foundation, 
and another buildeth thereon. But 
let every man take heed how he 
buildeth thereupon. For other foun- 
dation can no man lay than that is 
laid, which is Jesus Christ. Now 
if any man build upon this founda- 
tion, gold, silver, precious stones, 
wood, hay, stubble ; every mail's 
work shall be made manifest : for 
the day shall declare it, because it 
shall be revealed by fire ; and the 
fire shall try every man's work, of 
what sort it is. If any man's work 
abide which he hath built thereupon, 
he shall receive a reward. If any 
man's work shall be burned, he 
shall suffer loss : but he himself 
shall be saved ; yet so as by fire. 

Phil. 1 : 21. For me to live is 
Christ ; but to die is gain. 



Jer. 33 : 20. If ye can break my 
covenant of the day and ray cove- 
nant of the night... .then may also my 
covenant be broken.... with the Le- 
vites, the priests, my ministers. 

Dan. 12:3. They that be wise 
shall shine as the brightness of the 
firmament, and they that turn many 
to righteousness, as the stars for- 
ever and ever. 

Mat. 5:19. Whosoever shall do 
and teach these commandments, the 
same shall be called great in the 
kingdom of heaven. 

Luke 12 : 42. Who then is that 
faithful and wise steward, whom 
his Lord shall make ruler over his 
household, to give them their por- 
tion of meat in due season ? Blessed 
is that servant, whom his Lord 
when he cometh shall find so doing. 

IsA. 52 : 7. How beautiful upon 
the mountains are the feet of him 
that bringeth good tidings ; that 
publisheth peace ; that .bringeth 
good tidings of good ; that publish- 
eth salvation ; that saith unto Zion, 
Thy God reigneth I Thy watchmen 
Ehall lift up their voice ; with the 
voice together shall they sing. 

VII. Ministerial ResponsibiHtie*. 

EzEE. 8 : 17. Son of man, I have 
made thee a watchman unto the 
house of Israel : therefore hear the 
word at my mouth, and give them 
warning from me. When I say unto 
the wicked, Thou sh^lt surely die ; 
and thou givest him not warning, 
nor speakest to warn the wicked 
from his wicked way, to save his 
life ; the same wicked man shall 
die in his iniquity j but hit blood 
will I require at thine hand. Yet if 
thou warn the wicked, and he turn 
not from his wickedness, nor firom 
his wicked way, he shall die in his 
iniquity; but thou hast delivered 
thy soul. Again, when a righteous 
man doth turn from his righteous- 
ness and commit iniquity, and I lay 
a stumbling-block before him, he 
shall die : because thou hast not 
given him warning, he shall die in 
his sin, snd his righteousness which 
he hath done shall not be remem- 
bered ; but Ms blopd will I require 
at thine hand. Nevertheless if thou 
warn the righteous man, that the 
righteous sin not, and he doth not 
sin, he shall surely live, because he 
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18 warned : also thou hast delivered 
thy soul. 

Heb. 13 : 17. They watch for 
your souls as they that must give 
account, that they may do it with 
joy and not with grief. 

2 Cor. 2 : 15. For we are unto 
God a sweet savor of Christ, in them 
that are saved and in them that per- 
ish ; to the one we are a savor of 
death unto death, and to the other 
of life unto life. And who is suffi- 
cient for these things ? 

VIII. Officers of Secular Affairs. 

Acts 6: 1. And in thosfe days, 
when the number of the disciples was 
multiplied, there arose a murmuring 
of the Grecians against the Hebrews, 
because their widows were neglected 
in the daily ministration. Then the 
twelve called the multitude of the 
disciples unto them, and said, It is 
not reason that we should leave the 
word of God, and serve tables. 
Wherefore, brethren, look ye out 
among you seven tnen of honest re- 

Sort, full of the Holy Ghost and wis- 
om, whom we may appoint over 
this business. But we will give our- 
Belves continually to prayer, and to 
the ministry of the word. And the 
saying pleased the whole multitude : 
and they chose Stephen, a man full 
of faith and of the Holy Ghost, and 
Philip, and Prochorus, and Nicanor, 
and Timon, and Parmenas, and Ni- 
colas, a proselyte of Antioch, whom 
they set before the Apostles: and 
when they had prayed, they laid 
their hands on them. And the word 
of God increased ; and the number 
of the disciples multiplied in Jerusa- 
lem greatly ; and a great company 
of the priests were obedient to the 
faith. 

Phil. 1: 1. Paul and Timotheus, 
the servants of Jesus Christ, to all 
the saints in Christ Jesus, which are 
at Philippi, with the bishops and 
deacons. 

1 Tim. 8: 8. The deacons must 
be grave, not double-tongued, not 
given to n^uch wine, not greedy of 
filthy lucre ; holding the mystery of 
the faith in a pure conscience. And 
let these also first be proved ; then 
let them use the office of a deacon, 
being found blameless. Eyensomust 
their wives be grave, not slander- 
era ; sober, faithful in all thi^s. 



Let the deacon^ be the husbands of 
one wife, ruling their children and 
their own houses well. For they, that 
have used the office of a deacon weU, 
purchase to themselves a good de- - 
gree, and great boldness in the faith 
which is in Christ Jesus. 

IX. Fah^ Teachers. 

Mat. 7 : 15. Beware of false 
prophets, which come to you in 
sheep's clothing, but inwardly, they 
are ravening wolves. Y^ shall know 
them by their fruits. Do men gather 
grapes of thorns, or figs of thistles ? 
Even so every good tree bringeth 
forth good fruit ; but a corrupt tree 
bringeth forth evil fruit. A good tree 
cannot bring forth evil fruit, neither 
can a corrupt tree bring forth good 
fruit. Every tree that bringeth not 
forth good fruit is hewn down, and 
cast into the fire. Wherefore, by 
their fruits ye shall know them. 

Not every one that saith unto me. 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the king- 
dom of heaven ; but he that doeth 
the will of my Father which is in 
heaven. Many will say to me in 
that day. Lord, Lord, have we not 
prophesied in thy name ? and in thy 
name have cast out devils ? and in 
thy name done many wonderful 
works ? And then will I profess un-' 
to them, I never knew you : depart 
from me, ye that work iniquity. 

Acts 19: 13. Then certain of the 
vagabond Jews, exorcists, took upon 
them to call over them, which had 
evil spirits, the name of the Lord 
Jesus, saying. We adjure you by 
Jesus whom Paul preacheth. And 
there were seven sons of one Sceva 
a Jew, and chief of the priests, 
which did so. And the evil spirit 
answered and said, Jesus I know, 
and Paul I know ; but who are ye ? 
And the man in whom the evil spirit 
was, leaped on them, and overcame 
them, and prevailed against them, so 
that they fled out of that house na- 
ked and wounded. And this was 
known to all the Jews and Greeks al- 
so dwelling at Ephesus: and fear fell 
on them all, and the name of the 
Lord Jesus was magnified. 

20: 29. For I kno^ that after my 
departure, shall grievous wolves en- 
ter in among you not sparing the 
flock. Also ra your own selveis shall 
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men arise, speaking perverse things, 
to draw away disciples after them* 

2 Cor. 11: 13. But what I do, 
that I will do, that I may cut off oc- 
casion from them which desire occa- 
sion: that wherein they glory, they 
may be found even as we. For 
such are false Apostles, deceitful 
workers, transforming themselves 
into the Apostles of Christ. And no 
marvel ; for Satan himself is trans- 
formed into an angel of light, there- 
fore it is no great thing if his minis- 
ters also be transformed as the min- 
isters of righteousness ; whose end 
shall be according to their works. I 
say a^ain, let no man think me a 
fool: if otherwise, yet as a fool re- 
ceive me, that I may boast myself a 
little. That which I speak, I speak 
it not after the Lord, but as it were 
foolishly, in this confidence of boast- 
ing. 

IT % Tim. 4: 3. For the time will 
come, when they will not endure 
sound doctrine ; but after their own 
lusts shall they heap to themselves 
teachers ; having itching ears ; and 
they shall turn away their ears from 
the truth, and shall be turned unto 
fables. 

Jer. 58 : 1. Woe be unto the pas- 
tors that destroy and scatter the 
sheep of my pasture ! saith the 
Lord. Therefore thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel against the 

Eastors that feed my people ; ye 
ave scattered my flock, and driven 
them away, and have not visited 
them : behold, I will visit upon you 
the evil of your doings, saith the 
Lord. And I will gather the rem- 
nant of my flock out of all countries 
whither I have driven them, and I 
will bring them again to their folds ; 
and they shall be fruitful and in- 
crease. And I will set up shepherds 
over them which shall feed them: 
and they shall fear no more, nor be 
dismayed, neither shall they be lack- 
ing, saith the Lord, — 10. For the 
land is full of adulterers ; for be- 
cause of swearing the land mourn- 
eth ; the pleasant places of the wil- 
derness are dried up, and their 
course is evil, and their force is not 
right. For both prophet and priest 
are profane ; yea, in my house have 
I found their wickedness, saith the 
Lord. Wherefore their way shall 
be unto them as slippery ways in the 



daikness: they shall be driven on, 
and fall therein: for I will bring 
evil upon them, even the year of 
their visitation, saith the Lord. And 
I have seen folly in the prophets of 
Samaria ; they prophesied in Baal, 
and caused my people Israel to err. 
I have seen also in the projects of 
Jerusalem an horrible thing: they 
commit adultery, and walk in lies: 
they strengthen also the hands of 
evil-doers, that none doth return 
from his wickedness : they are all of 
them unto me as Sodom, and the 
inhabitants thereof as Gomorrah. 
Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts concerning the prophets ; Be- 
hold, I will feed them with worm- 
wood, and make them drink the wa- 
ter of gall : for from the prophets 
of Jerusalem is profaneness gone 
forth into all the land. Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts. Hearken not un- 
to the words of the prophets that 
prophesy unto you : thejr make you 
vain : they speak a vision of their 
own heart, and not out of the mouth 
of the Lord. They say still unto 
them that despise me. The Lord 
hath said. Ye shall have peace ; 
and they say unto every one that 
walketh after the imagination of his 
own heart, no evil shall come upon 
you. For who hath stood in the 
counsel of the Lord, and hath per- 
ceived and heard his word ? Who 
hath marked his word, and heard 
it ? Behold, a whirlwind of the LoHn 
is gone forth in ftiry, even a griev- . 
ous whirlwind : it shall fall grievous^ 
ly upon the head of the wicked. 

IT 2 : 8. The priests said not. Where 
is the Lord f and they that handle 
the law, knew me not. The pastors 
also transgressed against me. 

5 : 30. A wonderful and horrible 
thing is conunitted in the land : the 
prophets prophesy falsely, and the 
priests bear rule by their means ;. 
and my people love to have it so. 

6: 14. They have healed the hurt 
of the daughter of my people slight- 
ly, saying. Peace, peace, when thlpre ^ 
is no peace. 

EzEE. 18:10. They have seduced' 
my people, saying, Peace, and there 
was no peace. One built the wall,, 
and lo, others daubed it with untem- 
pered mortar. 

22: 26. They have put no differ- 
ence between the holy and the pro- 
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fane, between tke unclean aad the 
elean. 

IsA. 28: 7. The priest and the 
prophet have erred through wine, 
and through strong drink, they are 
out of the way. 

EzEK. |8: 19. Will ye pollute me 
among my people for handfuls of 
barley, and pieces of bread f 

Mic. S: 11. The priests tea6h for 
hire, and the prophets divine for 
money. . . Therefore shall Zion for 
, your sake be plowed as a field. 

Ti. 1 : 10. There are many unruly 
and vain talkers and deceivers, spe- 
eialiy they of the circumcision, whose 
mouths must be stopped ; who sub- 
vert whole houses, teaching things 
which they ought not, for filthy lu« 
ere's sake. 

Mal. 3 : 7. The priests' lips 
should keep knowledge ; and they 
should seek the law at his lUouth ; 
for he is the messenger of the Lord 
of hosts. But ye are departed out of 
the way. Ye have caused many to 
stumble at the law: ye have corrupt- 
ed the covenant of Levi, saith the 
Lord of hosts. 



§ 6. DISCIPLINE, OR UeVERNMENT 
OF THE CHURCH. 

I. Authority, vfhere vested, and cf 
what Nature. 

S CoR. 10: 8. Our authority the 
Lord hath ffiven us for edification, 
and not for destruction. 

1 CoR. 5: 1. It is reported com- 
monly that there is fornication among 
you, and such fornication as is not 
so much as named among the Gen- 
tiles, that one should have his fa^r 
ther's wife. And ye are puffed up, 
and have not rather mourned, that 
he that hath done this deed might 
be taken away from among you. For 
r verily, as absent in body, but pres- 
ent in spirit, have judged already as 
though I were present, concerning 
him that hath so done this deed, in 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
when ye are gathered together, and 
my Spirit, with the power of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, to deliver such a 
one unto Satan for the destruction of 
the flesh, that the spirit may be sa- 
ved in the da^ of the Lord Jesus. 
Your glorying is not good. Know ye 
91 



noty that a little leaven leaTeneth 
the whole lump ? Purge out ther^ 
fore, the old leaven, that ye may be 
a new lump^ as ye are unleaveiied. 
For even Christ our passover is s** 
crlficed for us: therefore let us keep 
the feast, not with old leaven, nei- 
ther with the leaven of malice and . 
wickedness ; but with the unleaven* 
ed bread of sincerity and truth. I 
wrote unto you in an epistle, not to 
company with fornicators. Yet not 
altogether with the fomicatoFS of 
this world, or with the covetous, or 
extortioners, or with idolaters: fb» 
then must ye needs go out of tke 
world. But now I have written unto 
you not to keep, company, if any 
man that is called a brother be a 
fornicator, or covetous, or an idola- 
ter, or a railer, or a drunkard, or an 
extortioner: with such a one no not 
to eat. For what have I to do to 
judge them also that are without ? 
do not ye judge them that are with- 
in ? but them that afe without God 
judgeth. Therefore put away from 
among yourselves that wicked pep- 
son. 

2 CoR. 2: 5. But if any have caufro 
ed grief, he hath not grieved me, 
but in part : that I may not over* 
charge you all. Sufficient to such a 
man is this punishment, which was 
inflicted of many. So that contrari* 
wise, ye ought rather to forgive him, 
and comfort him, lest perhaps such a 
one should be swallowed up with 
overmuch sorrow. Wherefore I be* 
seech you that ye would confirm your 
love toward him: for to this end also 
did I write, that I might know the 
proof of you, whether ye be obedient 
in all things. To whom ye for^ve 
any thing, 1 forgive also: for if 1 foi^ 
gave any thing, to whom I forgave 
it, for your sakes forgave I it in the 
person of Christ: lest Satan should 
get an advantage of us; for we are 
not ignorant of his devices, 

1[ a Thesi?, S: 6. Withdraw your, 
selves from every brother that walk* 
eth disorderly, and not after the tra-» 
dition which he received of us, — 1 1. 
For we hear that there are some 
which walk among you disorderly, 
working not at all, busy-bodies. 
Now them that are such, we com- 
mand and exhort by our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that with quietness they work 
and eat their own bread. 
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And if any man obey not pur word 
~ by this epistle, note that man, and 
have no company witli him, that he 
may be ashamed ; yet count him not 
as an enemy, but admonish him as a 
brother. 

Acts 15 : 1. And certain men 
which came down from Judea, 
taught the bretliren, Elxcept ye be 
circumcised, after the manner of Mo- 
ses, ye cannot be saved. — 6. And 
the Apostles and elders came togeth- 
er to consider of this matter. — 
93. Then pleased it the Apostles 
and elders, with the whole church, 
to send chosen men of their own 
con^ny to Antioch, with Paul and 
Barnabas ; namely, Judas surnamed 
Barsabas, and Silas, chief men 
among the brethren: and they wrote 
letters by them afler this manner. 

'^The Apostles, and elders, and 
brethren send greeting , unto the 
brethren which are of he Gentiles, 
in Antioch, and S3iria, and Cilicia. 
Forasmuch as 'we have heard, that 
certain, which went out from us, 
have troubled you with words, sub- 
verting your souls, saying, Ye must 
be circumcised, and keep the law ; 
to whom we gave no such command- 
ment: it seemed good unto us, bein^ 
assembled with one accord, to send 
chosen men unto you, with our be- 
loved Barnabas and Paul, men that 
have hazarded their lives for the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ. We 
have sent therefore Judas and Silas, 
who shall also tell you the same 
things by mouth. For it seemed good 
to tthe Holy Ghost, and to us, to lay 
upon you no greater burden than 
ihese necessary things ; that ye 
abstain from meats offered to idols, 
and from blood, and from things 
strangled, and from fornication ; 
from which if ye keep yourselves, 
ye shall do well. Fare ye we)l." 

So when they were dismissed, 
they came to Antioch: and when 
they had gathered the multitude to- 
gether, they delivered the epistle. 
Which when they had read, they re*- 
joiced for the consolation^ And Jui- 
das and Silas, being prophets also 
themselves, exhorted the Iwethren 
with many words, and confirmed 
them. And after they had tarried 
jthere a space, they were let go in 
peace from the brethren unto the 
Apostles. Notwithstanding, it pleas- 
ed Silas to abide there still, Paul 



also and Barnabas continued in An- 
tioch, teaching and preaching the 
word of the Lord, with many others 
also. 

1 Cor. 14: 33. God is not the au- 
thor of confusion, but of peace, as 
in all churches of the saints. 

Let your womeQ keep silence in 
the churches : for it 'ik not permitted 
unto them to speak: but they are 
commanded to be under obedience, 
as also saith the law. — 40. Let all 
things be done decently and in or- 
der. 

Gal. 6 : 2. Bear ye one another's 
burdens, and so fulfil the law of 
Christ. For if a man think himself 
to be something, when he is nothing, 
he deceiveth himself. 

Ti. 3: 10. A man that is a here- 
tic, afler the first and second admo- 
nition reject: knowing that he that 
is such, is subverted and sinneth, be- 
ing condemned of himself. 

IndudeB the adjiutment of busine$$» 

Mat. 5 : 40. If any man will sue 
thee at the law, and take away thy 
coat, let him have thy cloak also. 

Rom. 12: 17. Recompense to no 
man evil for evil. . . . Avenge not 
yourselves ; but rather give place 
unto wrath. 

1 CoR. 6:1. Dare any of you, hav- 
ing a matter against another, go to 
law before the unjust, and not be- 
fore the saints ? Do ye not know 
that the saints shall judge the world .^ 
and if the world shall be judged by 
you, are ye unworthy to judge the 
smallest matters / Know ye not that 
we shall judge angels / now much 
more, things that pertain to this life ? 
If then ye have judgments of things 
pertaining to this hfe., set them to 
judge who are least esteemed in the 
church. I speak to your shame! Is 
it so, that there is not a wise man 
among you! no not one that shall be 
able to judge between his brethren I 
But brother goeth to law with broth- 
er, and that before the unbelievers ! 
Now therefore^ there is utterly a 
fault among you, because ye go to 
law one with another. Why do ye 
not rather take wrong ? why do ve 
not rather suffer yourselves tq be 
defrauded ? Nay, ye do wrong, and 
defraydy and that your brethren ! 
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II. IliUe or Process of Discipline. 

Mat. 18: 15. Moreover, if thy 
brother shall trespass against thee, 
go and tell him his fault between 
thee and him alone i if he shall hear 
thee, thou hast gained thy brother. 
But if he will not hear thee, then 
take with thee one or two more, that 
in the mouth of two or three wit- 
nesses every word may be estab- 
lished. And if he shall neglect to 
hear them, tell it unto the church : 
but if he neglect to hear the church, 
let him be unto thee as a heathen 
man and a publican. Verily, I say 
unto you. Whatsoever ye shall bind 
on earth, shall be bound in heaven? 
and whatsoever ye shall loose, on 
earth shall be loosed in heaven. 

John* 8 : 3. And the scribes and 
Pharisees brought unto him a wo- 
man taken in adultery ; and when 
they had set her in the midst, they 
say unto him, Master, this woman 
was taken in adultery, in the very 
act. Now Moses in the law com- 
manded us, that such should be 
stoned : but what sayest thou ? This 
they said, tempting him, that they 
might have to accuse him. But Je- 
sus stooped down, and with his fin- 
fer wrote on the ground, as though 
e heard them not. So when they 
continued asking him, he lifted up 
himself, and said unto them. He 
that is without sin among you, let 
him first cast a stone at her. And 
again he stooped down and wrote on 
the ground. And they which heard it, 
being convicted by their own con- 
science, went out one by one, begin- 
ning at the eldest, even unto the last : 
and Jesus was left alone, and the 
woman standing in the ,midst 

IT Mat. 7 : 1. Judge not that ye be 
not judged : ifor with what judg- 
ment ye judge ye shall be judged, 
and with what measure ye mete, it 
shall be measured to you again. 
And why beboldest thou the mote 
that is in thy brother's eye, but con- 
siderest not the beam that is in thine 
own eye .'* Or how wilt thou say to 
thy brother, Let me pull out the 
mote, out of thine eye ; and behold 
a beam is in thine own eye. Thou 
hypocrite f First cast out the beam 
out of thine own eye, and then shalt 
thou seo clearty to cast out the nwte 
out of thy brother's eye. 



LvKs 6 : 3Sf. Can the blind lead 
the blind ? shall they not both fall 
into the ditch f 

Rom. 2:1. Therefore thou art 
inexcusable, O man, whosoever thou 
art [that judgest, for wherein thou 
judgest another thou coudemnest 
also thyself : for thou that judgest 
dost the same things. 

Gal. 6:1. Brethren, if a man be 
overtaken in a fault} ye that arc 
spiritual restore such an one in the 
spirit of meekness ; considering thy^ 
self lest thou also be tempted. 

IIL Discipline does not extend to 
Conscience or Faith, 

2 Cor. 1 : 24. Not that we have 
dominion over your faith, but are 
helpers of your joy ; for by failh 
ye stand. 

1 Peter 6 : 8. Neither a^ being' 
Lords over God's heritage ; but be- 
ing ensamples to the flocK. 

RoM. 14 : 1. Him that is weak In 
the faith receive ye. but not to doubt- 
ful disputations. For one believeth 
that he may eat all things ; another, 
who is weak, eateth herbs. Let not 
him that eateth despise him that 
eateth not J and let not him which 
eateth not judge him that eateth i 
for Crod hath received him. Who 
art thou that judgest another man's 
servant ? to his own master he 
standeth or falleth : yea, he shall be 
holden up i for God is able to make 
him stand. One man esteemeth one 
day above another ; another es- 
teemeth every day alike. Let every 
man be fully persuaded in his own 
mind. He that regardeth the day, 
regardeth it unto the Lord : and he 
that regardeth not the day, to the 
Lord he doth" not regard it. For 
none of us liveth to himself, and no 
man dieth to himself. For whether 
we live, we live unto (he Lord ; and 
whether we die, we die unto the 
Lord ; whether we live therefore, 
or die, we are the Lord^s. For to 
this end Christ both died, and rose, 
and revived, that he might be Lord 
both of the dead and living. Bat 
why dost thou judge thy brother f 
or why dost thou set at naught tbj 
brother ? for we shall all stand be- 
fore the judgment seat of Christ, 
For rt is written, 

As I !!▼•, with tiie Lord^ wtj InqM tkaU b&w 

to roe, 
And every t«Dgn» f M) MnfeM tcr CMu 
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^ then erery one of us shall give 
eocount of himself to God. Let us 
not therefore judge one another any 
more : but judge this rather, that no 
nan put a stumbling-block, or an 
occasion to fall in his brother's way. 
— 17. Fpr the kingdom of God is 
not 0ieat and drink, but righteous- 
ness, and peace, and joy in the Holy 
Ghost. For he that in these things 
nerveth Christ is acceptable to God, 
and approved of men. Let us there- 
fore follow after the things which 
make for peace, and things where- 
with one may edify another. 

16 : 7. Wherefore receive ye one 
another, as Christ also received us, 
to the glory of God. 

James 4:11. If thou judge the 
law, thou art not a doer of the law, 
but a judge. There is one lawgiver 
who is able to save and to destroy. 
Who art thou that judgest another? 

Mark 9 : S8. Master, we saw one 
casting out devils in thy name, and 
be followeth not us ; and we forbade 
him, because he followeth not us. 
But Jesus said, Forbid him not . . . 
for he that is not against us is on 
our part. , . Whosoever shall offend 
one of these little ones, that believe 
in me, it were better for htm that 
a mill-stone were hanged about his 
neck, and he were cast into the 
sea. 

Rom. 16 : 17. Now I beseech you, 
brethren, mark them which cause 
divisions and offences, contrary to 
the doctrine which ye have learn- 
ed ; and avoid them. For they that 
are such serve not our Lord Jesus 
Christ, but their own belly 5 and by 
good words and fair speeches de- 
ceive the hearts of the simple. For 
your obedience is come abroad unto 
all men. I am glad therefore on 
your behalf : but yet I would have 
you wise unto that which is good, 
and simple concerning evil. And 
the God of peace shall bruise Satan 
under your feet shortly. The grace 
of our Lord Jesus Christ be with 
you. Amen. 

IV. Restoration of an Offender. 

Mat. 18: SI. Then came Peter to 
him, and said. Lord, how oft shall 
my brother sin against me, and I 
forgive him ? till seven times ? Je- 
mi8 saith unto him, I say not unto 
thee, until seven times j but until 



seventy times seven. Therefore is 
the kingdom of heaven likened unto 
a certain king which would take 
account of his servants. And when 
he bad begun to reckon, one waa 
brought unto him which owed him 
ten thousand talents. But for- 
asmuch as he had not to pay, his 
lord commanded him to be sold, 
and his wife and children, and all 
that he had, and payment to be 
made. The servant therefore fell 
down, and worshipped him, saying. 
Lord, have patience with me, and I 
will pay thee all. Then the lord of 
that servant was moved with com- . 
passion, and loosed him, and for- 
gave him the debt. But the same 
servant went out, and found one of 
his fellow-servants, which owed him 
a hundred pence : and he laid hands 
on him, and took him by the throat, 
saying. Pay me that thou owest. 
And his fellov^-servant fell down at 
his feet, and besought him saying, 
Have patience with me, and I wili 
pay thee all. And he would not : 
but went and cast him into prison, 
till he should pay the debt. So when 
his fellow-servants saw what was 
done, they were very sorry, and 
came and told unto their lord all 
that was done. Then his lord, af- 
ter that he had called him, said un- 
to him, thou wicked servant ! I 
forgave thee all that debt, because 
thou desiredst me : shouldest not 
thou also have had compassion on 
thy fellow servant, even as I had 
pity on thee ? And his lord was 
wroth, and delivered him to thetor* 
mentors, till he should pay all that 
was due unto him. So likewise 
shall my heavenly Father do also 
unto you, if ye, from your hearts, 
forgive not every one his brother 
their trespasses. 

Luke 17: 5, If thy brother tres- 
pass against thee, rebuke him ; and 
if he repent, forgive him. And if 
he trespass against thee seven times 
in a day, and seven times in a day 
turn again to thee, saying, I repent i 
thou shalt forgive him. 

3 CoR. S: 6. Sufficient to sudi a 
man is this punishment, which was 
inflicted of many. So that contrari- 
wise, ye ought rather to forgive him 
and comfort him, lest such an one 
should be swallowed up with ovtnr- 
much sorrow. Wherefore I beseecli 
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you that ye woud confirm your 
love toward him. 

Col. 3 : 12. Put on therefore as 
the elect of God, holy and beloved, 
bowels of mercies, kindness, meek- 
ness, humbleness of mind, long suf- 
feiing ; forbearing one another, and 



forgiving one another, if any man 
have a quarrel against any, even as 
Christ forgave you, so also do ye. 
And above all these things put on 
charity, which is the bond of per- 
fectness.

CHAPTER I. 

PRINCIPLES AND FEELINGS TO BE 
CHERISHED. 

§ 1. HUMILITY. 

Ps. 9: 12. [God] forgetteth not ^he 
cry of the humble. 

10 : 17. Lord thou hast heard the 
desire of the humble ; thou wilt pre- 
pare their heart; thou wilt cause 
thine ear to hear. 

10:2. The wicked, in his pride, 
doth persecute the poor.

The lofty looks of man 
shall be humbled, and the haughti- 
ness of man shall be bowed down. 

66 : 2. To this man will I look, 
even to him that is poor, and of a 
contrite spirit, and that trembleth at 
my word. 

2 Chron, 33: 12. When he [Map 
nasseh] was. in affliction, he be- 
souffht the Lord his God, and hum- 
bled himself greatly before the God 
of his fathers. 

IsA. 23 : 9. The Lord of hosts 
hath purposed it, to stain the pride 
of all glory, and to bring into con- 
tempt all the honorable of the earth. 

Jer. 13: 17. If ye will not hear it, 
ray soul shall weep in secret places 
for your pride. 

50 ; S2. The most furoud ohaU 
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Stumble and fall and none shall help 
hini up. 

EzEK. 16:49. Behold, this was the 
iniquity of thy sister Sodom, pride, 
fulness of bread, and abundance of 
idleness. 

Obad. 8. The pride of thy heart 
hath deceived thee. 

£sTH.3:5. And when Ha man saw 
that Mordecai bowed not, nor did 
him reverence, then was Haman full 
of wrath. And he thought scorn to 
lay hands on Mordecai alone ; for 
they had showed him the people of 
Mordecai : wherefore Haman sought 
to destroy all the Jews that were 
throughout the whole kingdom of 
Ahasuerus, even the people of Mor- 
decai. 

5: 12. Haman said moreover. 
Tea, Esther the queen did let no 
man come in with the king unto the 
banquet that she had prepared but 
myself; and to-morrow am I invited 
unto her also with the king. Yet 
all this availeth me nothing, so long 
as I see Mordecai the Jew sitting at 
the king's gate. 

IT Mat. 6:1. Take heed that ye do 
not your alms before men, to be seen 
of them : otherwise ye have no re- 
ward of your Father which is in 
heaven. Therefore when thou do- 
est thine alms, do not sound a trum- 
pet before thee, as the hypocrites do, 
in the synagogues, and in the streets, 
that they may have glory of men. 
Verily, I say unto you. They have 
their reward. But when thou doest 
alms, let not thy left hand know 
what thy right hand doeth ; that 
thine alms maybe in secret: and thy 
Father, which seeth in secret, him- 
self shall reward thee openly. 

20: 20. Then came to him the 
mother of Zebedee's children, with 
her sons, worshipping him, and de- 
siring a certain thing of him. And 
he said unto her, What wilt thou ? 
She saith unto him, Grant that these 
my two sons may sit, the one on thy 
right hand, and the other on the left, 
in thy kingdom. — 24. And when 
the ten heard it, they were moved 
with indignation against the two 
brethren. But Jesus called them 
unto him, and said, Ye know that 
the princes of the Gentiles erercise 
dominion over them, and they that 
are great exercise authority upon 
them. But it shall not be so among 



you: but whosoever will be great 
among you, let him be your minis- 
ter: and whosoever will be chief 
among you, let him be your servant: 
even as the Sou of man came not to 
be ministered unto, but to minister, 
and to give his life ar ransom for 
many. 

23 : 8. But be not ye called Rabbi : 
for one is your Master, even Christ; 
and all ye are brethren. And call 
no man your father upon the earth: 
for one is your Father which is in 
heaven. Neither be ye called mas- 
ters: for one is your Master, even 
Christ. But he that is greatest 
among you, shall be your servant. 
And whosoever .shall exalt him- 
self shall be abased; and he that 
shall humble himself shall be ex- 
alted. 

LuKS 9 1 48. Whosoever shall re- 
ceive this little child in my name, 
receiveth me; and whosoever shall 
receive me receiveth him that sent 
me : for he that is least among you 
all, the same shall be great. 

IT 14: 7. And he put forth a parable 
to those which were bidden, when 
he marked bow they chose out the 
chief rooms ; saying unto them, 
When thou art bidden of any man to 
a wedding, sit not down in the high- 
est room, lest a more honorable man 
than thou be bidden of him; and he 
that bade thee and him come and 
say to thee, Give this man place; 
and thou begin with shame to take 
the lowest room. — 10. But when 
thou art bidden, go and sit down in 
the lowest room; that when he that 
bade thee cometh, he may say unto 
thee, Friend, go up higher: then 
shalt thou have worship in the pres- 
ence of them that sit at meat with 
thee. For whosoever exalteth him- 
self shall be abased, and he that 
humbleth himself shall be exalted. 
Then said he also to him that bade 
him, When thou makest a dinner or 
a supper, call not thy friends, nor 
thy brethren, neither thy kinsmen, 
nor thy rich neighbors; lest they also 
bid thee again, and a recompense be 
made thee. But when thou makest 
a feast, call the poor, the maimed, 
the lame, the blind : and thou shalt 
be blessed; for they cannot recom- 
pense thee : for thou shalt be recom- 
pensed at the resurrection of the 
jUfit. And when one of them that 
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sat at meal: with him heard these 
things, he said unto him, Blessed is 
he that shall eat bread in the king- 
dom of God. 

22: 24. And there was also a strife 
among them, which of them should 
be accounted the greatest. And he 
said unto them. The kings of the 
Gentilesexercise lordship over them; 
and they that exercise authority up- 
on them are called benefactors. But 
ye shall not be so; but he that is 
greatest among you, let him be as 
the younger; and he that is chief, as 
he that doth serve. For whether is 
greater, he that sitteth at meat, or 
he that serveth ? is not he that sit- 
teth at meat? but I am among you 
as he that serveth. Ye are they 
which have continued with me in 
my temptations; and I appoint unto 
you a kingdom, as my Father hath 
appointed unto me; that ye may eat 
and drink at ray table in my king- 
dom, and sit on thrones, judging the 
twelve tribes of Israel. 

IF JoHNjlS: 8. Jesus knowing that 
the Father had given all things into 
his hands, and that he was come 
from God, and went to God ; he 
riseth from supper, and laid aside 
his garments; and took a towel, and 
girded himself. After that, he pour- 
eth water into a basin, and began 
to wash the disciples' feet, and to 
wipe them with the towel where- 
with he was girded. Then cometh 
he to Simon Peter: and Peter saiih 
unto him, Lord, dost thou wash my 
feet? Jesus answered and said un- 
to him. What I do thou knowest not 
now^ but thou shalt know hereafter. 
Peter saith unto him. Thou shalt 
never wash my feet. Jesus an- 
swered him. If I wash thee not, thou 
hast no part with me. Simon Peter 
saith unto him. Lord, not my feet 
only, but also my hands and my 
head. Jesus Baith to him. He that 
is washed needeth not save to wash 
his feet, but is clean every whit: and 
ye are clean, but not all. For he 
knew who should betray him : there- 
fore, said he. Ye are not all clean. 
So after he had washed their feet, 
and had taken his garments, and 
was set down again, he said unto 
them. Know ye what I have done to 
you ? Ye call me Master, and Lord : 
and ye say well; for so I am. If I 
then, your Lord and Master, have 



washed your feet; ye ought also to 
wash one another's feet. For I 
have given you an example, that ye 
should do as I have done to you. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you. The 
servant is not greater than his lord; 
neither he that is sent greater than 
he that sent him. If ye know these 
things, happy are ye if ye do them. 

Acts 12: 21. (jpon a set day, 
Herod, arrayed in royal apparel, sat 
upon his throne, and made an ora- 
tion unto them. And the people 
gave a shout, and said, it is the 
voice of a god, and not of a man* 
And, immediately, the angel of the 
Lord smote him, because he gave 
not God the glory; and he was eaten 
of worms, and gave up the ghost. 

Mat. 5: 3. Blessed are the poor 
in spirit. — 5. Blessed are the meek, 

IT Rom. 12: S. For I say, through 
the grace given unto me, to every 
man that is among you, not to think 
of himself more highly than he 
ought to think; but to think soberly, 
according as God hath dealt to every 
man the measure of faith. For as 
we have many members in one 
body, and all members have not the 
same office : so we, being many, are 
one body in Christ, and every one 
members one of another; having 
then gifts, differing according to the 
grace that is given to us; whether 
prophecy, let us prophesy according 
to the proportion of faith: or minis- 
try, let us wait on our ministering: 
or he that teacheth, on teaching: or 
he that exhorteth, on exhortation: 
he that giveth, let him do it with 
simplicity: he that ruleth, with dili- 
gence: he that showeth mercy, with 
cheerfulness. 

1 Cor. 4: 6. That ye might learn 
in us not to think of men above that 
which is written, that no one of you 
be puffed up for one against another. 
For who maketh thee to differ from 
another? and what hast thou that 
thou didst not receive ? Now if thou 
didst receive it, why dost thou glory, 
as if thou hadst not received it? 

Phil. 2: 8. Let nothing be done 
through strife or vain glory: but in 
lowliness of mind, let each esteem 
others better than themselves. — 5. 
Let this mind be in you, which was 
also in Christ Jesus, who, being in 
the form of God, thought it not rob-

upon him the form of a servant, and 
was made in the likeness of men; 
and beinff found in fashion as a 
man, he humbled himself, and be- 
came obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross. 

IT James S: 1. My brethren, have 
not the faith of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Lord of glory, with re- 
spect of persons. For if there come 
unto your assembly, a man with a 
gold ring, in goodly apparel, and 
there come in also a poor man in 
▼lie raiment, and ye have respect to 
him that weareth the gay clothing, 
and say unto him, Sit thou here in a 

good plade; and say to the poor, 
tand thou there, or sit here under 
my footstool, are ye not then partial 
in yourselves, and are become judg- 
es of evil thoughts? Hearken, my 
beloved brethren, hath not God 
ebosen the poor of this world rich in 
faith, and heirs of the kingdom 
which he hath promised to them 
that love him? but ye have despised 
the poor. Do not rich men oppress 
you, and draw you before the judg- 
ment-seats ? Do not they blaspheme 
that worthy name by the which ye 
are called? If ye fulfil the royal 
law according to the scripture. Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself, 
ye do well; but if ye have respect to 
persons, ye commit sin, and are 
con? inced of the law as transgres- 
sors. For whosoever shall keep the 
whole law, and yet ofiTend in one 
point, he is guilty of all. For he 
that said. Do not commit adultery, 
said also. Do not kill. Now, if 
thou commit no adultery, yet if thou 
kill, thou art become a transgressor 
of the law. So speak ye, and so do, 
as they that shall be judged by the 
law of liberty. For he shall have 
judgment without mercy that hath 
showed no mercy; and mercy re- 
joiceth against judgment, 

4: 6. God resisteth the proud, but 

fiveth grace to the humble. — 10. 
[umble yourselves in the sight of 
the Lord, and he will lift you up. 



§ 9. BEHEVOLEHCE. 

Mat. 5: 7. Blessed are the mer- 
ciful: for they shall obtain mercy. 



Luke 16: 9. Make to yourselves 
friends of the mammon of unriffht- 
eousness; that when ye fail, they 
may receive you into everlasting 
habitations. He that is faithful in 
that which is least, is faithful abo 
in much ; and he thiit is unjust in 
the least, is unjust also in much. If 
therefore, ye have not been faithful 
in the unrighteous mammon, who 
will commit to your trust the true 
riches ? And if ye have not been 
faithful in that which is another 
man's, who shall give you that 
which b your own ? No servant 
can serve two masters: for either 
he will hate the one, and love the 
other; or ebe he will hold to the 
one, and despise the other. Ye can- 
not serve God and mammon. 

Is A. 58: 10. And if thou draw out 
thy soul to the hungry, and satisfy 
the afBicted soul ; then shall thy light 
rise in obscurity, and thy darkness be 
as the noon-day: and the Lord shaU 
guide thee continually, and satisfy 
thy soul in drouffht, and make fat 
thy bones: and thou shalt be like a 
watered warden, and like a spring of 
water, whose waters fail not. And 
they that shall be of thee shall build 
the old waste places: thou shalt raise 
up the foundations of many genera- 
tions ; and thou shalt be callea. The 
repairer of the breach, The restorer 
oipaths to dwell in. 

HoM. 15: 35. But now I go unto 
Jerusalem to minbter unto the saints. 
For it hath pleased them of Mace- 
donia and Achaia to make a certain 
contribution for the poor saints which 
are at Jerusalem. It hath pleased 
them verily ; and their debtors they 
are. For if the Gentiles have been 
made partakers of their spiritual 
things, their duty is also to minister 
unto them in carnal things. When 
therefore I have performed thb, and 
have sealed to them this fruit, I will 
come by you into Spain. And I am 
sure that when I come unto you, I 
shall come in the fullness of the bless- 
ing of the gospel of Christ. 

If 1 Co R . 1 6. 1 . Now concerning the 
collection for the saipts, as I have 
given order to the churches of Ga- 
latia, even so do ye. Upon the first 
day of the week let every one of you 
lay by him in store, as God hath 
prospered him, that there be no 
gatherings when I come. And when 
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I come, whomsoever ye shall ap- 
prove by your letters, them will I 
send to bring your liberality unto 
Jerusalem. And if it be meet that 
I go also, they shall go with me. 

2 Cor. S: 1. Moreover, brethren, 
we do you to wit of the grace of God 
bestowed on the churches of Mace- 
donia ; how that in a great trial of 
affliction, the abundance of their joy, 
and their deep poverty, abounded 
unto the riches of their liberality : 
for to their power, (I bear record,) 
yea, and beyond their power, they 
were willing of themselves ; pray- 
ing us with much entreaty, that we 
would receive the gift, and take up- 
on us the fellowship of the minister- 
ing to the saints. And this they did, 
not as we hoped, but first gave their 
own selves to the Lord, and unto us 
by the will of God : insomuch that 
we desired Titus, that as he had be- 
gun, so he would also finish in you, 
the same grace also. Therefore, as 
ye abound in every thing,, in faith, 
and utterance, and knowledge, and 
in all diligence, and in your love to 
us, see that ye abound in this grace 
also : I speak not by commandment, 
but by occasion of the forwardness 
of others, and to prove the sincerity 
of your love. For ye know the 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, that 
though he was rich, yet for your 
sakes he became poor, that ye through 
his poverty might be rich : and here- 
in I give my advice. For this is ex- 
pedient for you, who have begun 
before, not only to do, but also to be 
forward a year ago. Now therefore 
perform the doing of it ; that as there 
was a readiness to will, so there may 
be a performance also out of that 
which ye have. For if there be first 
^ willing mind, it is accepted ac- 
cording to that a man hath, and not 
according to that he hath not. For 
I mean not that other men be eased, 
and you burdened : but by an equal- 
ity, that now at this time your abun- 
dance may be a supply for their 
want, that their abundance also may 
be a supply for your want : that 
there may be equality : as it is writ- 
ten. He that had gathered much had 
nothing over : and he that had gath- 
ered little had no lack. — 20. Avoid- 
ing this, that no man should blame 
ns in this abundance which is ad- 
ministered by us : providing for hon- 
est things, not only in the sight of 
22 



the Lord, but also in the sight of 
men. — 24. Wherefore show ye to 
them, and before the churches, the 
proof of your love, and of our boast- 
ing on your behalf. 

IT 9: 1. For as touching the minis- 
tering to the saints, it is superflu- 
ous for me to write to vou : for I 
know the forwardness of^^your mind, 
for which I boast of you to them of 
Macedonia, that Achaia was ready a 
year ago j and your zeal hath pro- 
voked very many. Yet havje I sent 
the brethren, lest our boasting of you 
should be in vain in this behalf; 
that, as I said, ye may be ready i 
lest haply if they of Macedonia come 
with me, and find you unprepared, 
we (that we say not, ye) should be 
ashamed in this same confident boast- ' 
ing. Therefore I thought it neces- 
sary to exhort the brethren, that they 
would go before unto you, and make 
up beforehand your bounty, whereof 
ye had notice before, that the same 
might be ready, as a matter of boun- 
tv, and not as of covetousness. But 
this I say, He which sovveth spar- 
ingly, shall reap also sparingly ; and 
he which soweth bountifully, shall 
reap also bountifully. Every man 
according afi HM purposeth in his 
heart, so let him give j not grudg- 
ingly, or of necessity : 

For €rod loveth a cheerful giver. 

And God is able to make all grace 
abound toward you ; that ye, always 
having all sufficiency in all things, 
may abound to every good workt as 
it is written. 

He hath dispersed abroad ; 
He halh given to the poor : 
His righteoasneds retnaineth forever. 

Now, he that ministereth seed to 
the sower, both minister bread for 
your food, and multiply your seed 
sown, and increase the fruits of your 
righteousness 5 being enriched in 
every thing to all bountifulness, which 
causeth through us thanksgiving to 
God. For the administration of this 
service not only supplieth the want 
of the saints, but is abundant also 
by many thanksgivings unto God j 
while by the experiment of this min- 
istration they glorify God for your 
professed subjection to the gospel of 
Christ, and for your liberal distribu- 
tion unto them, and unto all men ; 
and by their prayer for you, which 
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long afleF you, for the exceed- 
ing grace of God in you. Thanks be 
unto God for his unspeakable gift. 

Gal. 3: 10. Only they would that 
we remember the poor: the same 
which I also was forward to do. 

IT Phil. 2: 4. Look not every man 
on his own things ; but every man 
also on the things of others. 

1 Tim. 6: 17. Charge them that 
are rich in this world, that they be 
not high-minded, nor trust in uncer- 
tain riches, but in the living God, 
who giveth us richly all thmgs to 
enjoy ; that they do good, that they 
be nch in good works, ready to dis- 
tribute, willing to communicate, lay- 
ing up in store for themselves a good 
foundation against the time to come, 
that they may lay hold on eternal 
life. 

Phil. 4: 10. But I rejoiced in the 
Lord greatly, that now at the last 
your care of me hath flourished 
again ; wherein ye were also care- 
ful, but ye lacked opportunity. Not 
that I speak in respect of want : for I 
have learned, in whatsoever state I 
am, therewith to be content. I know 
both how to be abased, and I know 
how to abound: everywhere and in 
all things I am instrpited both to be 
full and to be hungry; both to abound 
and to suffer need: I can do all 
thinffsthrouffh Christ which strength- 
eneth me. Notwithstanding, ye have 
well done that ye did communicate 
with my affliction. Now ye Philip- 
pians, know also, that in the begin- 
ning of the gospel, when I departed 
from Macedonia, no church commu- 
nicated with me as concerning giv- 
ing and receiving, but ye only: for 
even in Thessalonica ye sent once 
and again unto my necessity. Not 
because I desire a gift: but I desire 
fruit that may abound to your ac- 
count. But I have all, and abound: 
I am fbll, having received of Epaph- 
roditus the things which were sent 
from you, an odor of a sweet smell, 
a sacrifice acceptable, well-pleasing 
to God. But my God shdll supply 
all your need according to his ricnes 
in glory by Christ Jesus. Now unto 
God and our Father be glory for- 
ever and ever! Amen. 

Heb. 13:2. Be not forgetful to 
entertain strangers, for thereby some 
have entertained angels unawares. 
IS: 16. To do good, and to 



communicate, forget not: for with 
such a sacrifice God is well pleas- 
ed.

And who is so faithful among all thy 
servants as David, which is the 
king's son-in-law, and goeth at thy 
bidding, and is honorable in thine 
house? Did I then begin to inquire 
of God for him? be it far from me: 
let not the king impute any thing 
unto his servant, nor to all the house 
of my father : for thy servant knew 
nothing of all this, less or more. 
And the king said. Thou shalt surely 
die, Ahimelech, thou, and all thy 
father's house. And the king said 
unto the footmen that stood about 
him. Turn, and slay the priests of 
the Lord; because their hand also 
is with David, and because they 
knew when he fled, and did not 
show it to me. But the servants of 
the king would not put forth their 
hand to fall upon the priests of the 
Lord. And the king said to Doeg, 
Turn thou, and fall upon the priests. 
And Does the Edomite turned, 
and he fell upon the priests, and 
slew on that day fourscore-and-five 



persons that did wear a linen ephod. 
And Nob, the city of the priests, 
smote he with the edge of the sword, 
both men and women, children and 
sucklings, and oxen, and asses, and 
sheep, with the edge of the sword. 



§ 4. CHARITY. 

1 Cor. 13: 1. Though I speak 
with the tongues of men and of 
angels, and have not charity, 1 am 
become as sounding brass, or a 
tinkline cymbal. And though I 
have the gift of prophecy, and un*- 
derstand all mysteries, and all know- 
ledge ; and though I have all faith, 
so that I could remove mountains, 
and have not charity, I am nothinff. 
And though I bestow all my goods 
to feed the poor, and though 1 give 
my body to be burned, and have not 
charity, it profiteth me nothing. 
Charity sufiereth long, and is kind; 
charity envieth not; charity vaunt- 
eth not itself, is not puffed up, doth 
not behave itself unseemly, seeketh 
not her own, is not easily provoked, 
thinketh no evil, rejoiceth not in 
iniquity, but rejoiceth in the truth, 
beareth all things, believeth ail 
things, hopeth all things, endureth 
all things. Charity never faileth: 
but whether there be prophecies, 
they shall fail; whether there be 
tongues, they shall cease; whether 
there be knowledge, it shall vanish 
away. For we know in part, and 
we prophesy in part. But when 
that which is perfect is come, then 
that whif*h is m part shall be done 
away. When I was a child, I spake 
as a child, I understood as a child, 
I thought as a child: but when I be- 
came a man, I put away childish 
things. For now we see through a 
glass darkly; but then face to face: 
now I know in part : but then shall 
I know even as also I am known. 
And now abideth faith, hope, chari- 
ty, these three ; but the greatest of 
these is charity. • 

16: 14. Let all things be done 
with charity, 

CoL. 3: 14. Above all these things 
put on charity, which is the bond of 
perfectness: and let the peace of 
God rule in your hearts. 

1 Tjm. 1 : 5. Now the end of the 
commandihent is charity out of a 
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pure heart, and of a good conscience, 
and of faith unfeigned: from which 
some having swerved have turned 
aside unto vain jangling, desiring 
to he teachers of the law, under- 
standing neither what they say, n<ir 
whereof they affirm. 

2 Thess. 1: 3. We are bound to 
thank God always for you, brethren, 
as it is meet, because your faith 
groweth exceedingly, and the char- 
ity of every one of you all toward 
each other aboundeth.

§ 5. DEADNESS TO THE WORLD. 

I. To its Riches, 

Mat. 6:19. Lay not up for your- 
selves treasures upon earth, where 
moth and rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves break through and 
steal; but lay up for yourselves treas- 
ures in heaven, where neither moth 
nor rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves do not break through nor 
steal. For where your treasure is, 
there will your heart be also. The 
light of the body is the eye. If 
therefore thine eye be single, thy 
whole body phall be full of light. 
But if thine eye be evil, thy whole 
body shall be full of darkness. If 
therefore the light that is in theel)e 
darkness, how great is that dark- 
ness ! No man can serve two mas- 
ters: for either he will hate the one, 
and love the other ; or else he will 
hold to the one, and despise the 



other. Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon. 

Luke 12: 15. Take heed and foe- 
ware of covetousness; for a man's 
life consisteth not in the abundance 
of the things which he possesseth. 
. . . The ground of a certain rich 
man brought forth plentifully; and 
he thought within himself, saying. 
What shall I do?... I will say to 
my soul. Soul, thou hast much goods 
laid up for many years; take thine 
ease, eat, drink, and be merry. But 
God said unto him, Thou fool! this 
night thy soul shall be required of 
thee; then whose shall those things 
be, which thou hast provided.? So 
is he that layeth up treasure for 
himself, and is not rich towards 
God. 

12: 22. And he said unto his 
disciples. Therefore I say unto you, 
Take no thought for your life, what 
ye shall eat ; neither for the body, 
what ye shall put on. The life is 
more than meat, and , the body is 
more than raiment. Consider the 
ravens: for they neither sow nor 
reap : which neither have storehouse, 
nor bam ; and God feedeth them. 
How much more are ye better than 
the fowls? And which of you with 
taking thought can add to his stat- 
ure one cubit ? If ye then be not able 
to do that thing which is least, why 
take ye thought for the rest? Con- 
sider the lilies how they grow: they 
toil not, they spin not; and yet I say 
unto you. That Solomon in all his 
glory was not arrayed like one of 
these. If then God so clothe the 
grass, which is to-day in the field, 
and to-morrow is cast into the oven ; 
how much more will he clothe you, 
ye of little faith ! And seek not ye 
what ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
drink, neither be ye of doubtful 
mind. For all these things do the 
nations of the world seek after: and 
your Father knoweth that ye have 
need of these things. But rather seek 
ye the kingdom of God, and all these 
things shall be added unto you. Fear 
not, little flock ; for it is your Fath- 
er's good pleasure to give you the 
kingdom. Sell that ye have, and 
give alms: provide yourselves bags 
which wax not old, a treasure in the 
heavens that faileth not, where no 
thief approacheth, neither moth cor- 
rupteth. For where your treasure 
is, there will your heart be also. 
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Id: 14. And the Pharisees also, 
who were covetous, beard all these 
things, and they derided him. And 
he said unto them, Ye are they 
which justify yourselves. before men ; 
but God knoweth your hearts : for 
that which is highly esteemed among 
men, is abomination In the sight of 
God. 

Acts 4: 82. And the multitude of 
them that believed were of one heart, 
and of one soul: neither said any of 
them that aught of the things which 
he |)osse3sed was his own ; but they 
had all things common. And with 
great power gave the Apostles wit^ 
ness of the resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus: and great grace was upon 
them all. Neither was there any 
among them that lacked ^ for as 
many as were* possessors of lands, 
or houses, sold them, and brought 
the prices of the things that were 
sold, and laid them down at the 
Apostles' feet : and distribution was 
made unto every man according a& 
he had need* 

James 5:1. Go to now, ye rich 
men, weep and howl for your mise- 
ries that 6nall come upon you. Your 
riches are corrupted^ and your gar- 
ments are moth-e^iten. Your gold 
and silver is cankered ; and the rust 
of them shall be a witness against 
you, and shall eat your flesh as it 
were fire. Ye have heaped treasure 
together for the last days. Behold, 
the hire of the laborers who have 
reaped down your fields, which is of 
you kept back by fraud, crieth ; 
and the cries of them which have 
reaped are entered into the ears of 
the Lord of Sabaoth. Ye have lived 
in pleasure on the earth, and been 
wanton ', ye have nourished your 
hearts, as in a day of slaughter. Ye 
have condemned and filled thq just^ 
and he doth not resist you^ 

Ueb. 13 : 5. Let your conversation 
be without covetousness *, and be 
content with such things as ye have : 
for he bath said, 

I will never leave thee, oor forsake %hn i 

•0 that we may boldly s»y» 

The Lord is my helper,

IT 1 Jonv^: \4, I have writtep unto

If any man love the worlds 
the love of the Father is^ not in him^ 
For all that is in the world, the lust 
of the fiesh,and the lust of the eyes, 
and the pride of life, is not of the 
Father, but is of the world. And 
the world passeth away, and the 
lust thereof ; but he that doeth the 
will of God abideth forever.

§ 6. SOLICITUDE FOR THE WELFARE 
OF THE CHURCH AND SALVATION 
OF SINNERS. 

IsA. 22: 4. I ^ill weep bitterly, 
labor not to comfort me, because of 
the spoiling of the daughter of my 
people. For it is a day of trouble, 
and of treading down, and of per- 
plexity by the Lord God of hosts in 
the valley of vision, breaking down 
the walls, and of crying to the moun- 
tains. 

64: 1. O that thou wouldst rend 
the heavens, that tliou woufdst come 
down, that the mountains might flow 
down at thy presence. — 10. Thy 
holy cities ar^ a wilderness, Zion is 
a wilderness, Jerusalem a desola- 
tion. Our holy and our beautiful 
house, where our fathers worshipped 
thee, is burned with fire, and all our 



pleasant places are laid waste. Wilt 
thou refrain thyself for these things, 
O Lord: will thou hold thy peace 
and be wroth very sore .? 

Neh. 1: 8. They sa^id unto me, 
The remnant, that ari left of the 
captivity there in the province, are 
in great affliction and reproach : the 
wail of Jerusalem also is broken 
down, and the gates thereof are 
burnt with fire. And it came to 

Fass, when I heard these words, that 
sat down and wept, and mourned 
certain days, and fasted and prayed 
before the God of heaven. 

Jer. 8: 18. When I would com- 
fort myself against sorrow, my heart 
is faint in me. Behold the voice of 
the cry of the daughter of my peo- 
ple, because of them that dwell in a 
far country: is not the Lord in Zi- 
on? isnotherkinginher? Why have 
they provoked me to anger with 
their graven images, and with 
strange vanities ^ The harvest is 
past, the summer is ended, and we 
are not saved. For the hurt of the 
daughter of my people am I hurt; I 
am black; astonishment hath taken 
hold on me. Is there no balm in 
Gilead.^ is there no physician there? 
Why then is not the health of the 
daughter of my people recovered ? 

IT 9: 1. Oh that my head were wa- 
ters, and mine eyes a fountain of 
tears, that I might weep day artd 
night for the slain of the daughter of 
my people! Oh that I had in the 
wilderness a lodging-place of way- 
faring nrten; that 1 might leave my 
people, and go from them ! for they 
be all adulterers, an assembly of 
treacherous men. And they bend 
their tongues like their bow for Ires: 
but they are not valiant for the truth 
upon the earth. 

13: 17. If ye will not hear, my 
soul shall weep in secret places for 
your pride, and mine eyes shall weep 
sore, and run down with tears, be- 
cause the Lord's flock is carried 
away captive. 

Lam. 1: 1. How doth the city sit 
solitary, that was full of people ! how 
is she become as a widow ! she that 
was great among the nations, and 
princess among the provinces, how 
is she become tributaiy ! She weep- 
eth sore in the night, and her tears 
are on her cheeks: among all her 
lovers «he hath none to comfort her : 
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all ber friends h^ve dealt treacher- 
ously with her, they are become her 
enemies. Judah is gone into cap- 
tivity because of affliction, and be- 
cause of great servitude: she dwell- 
eth among the heathen, she iindeih 
no rest: all her persecutors overtook 
her between the straits. The ways 
of Zion do mourn^^ because none 
come to the solemn feasts: all her 
gates are desolate: her priests sigh, 
Ber virgins are afflicted, and she is 
in bitterness. Her adversaries are 
the chief, her enemies prosper; for 
t^e Lord hath afflicted her for the 
multitude of her transgressions: her 
children are gone into captivity be- 
fore the enemy. And from the 
daughter of Zion all her beauty is 
departed : her princes are become 
like harts that nnd no pasture, and 
they are gone without strength be- 
fore the pursuer. Jerusalem re- 
membered in the days of her afflic- 
tion and of her miseries all her pleas- 
ant things, that she had in the days 
of old, when her people* fell into the 
hand of the enemy, and none did 
help her : the adversaries saw her, 
and did mock at her sabbaths. Je- 
rusalem hath grievously sinned; 
therefore she is removed: all that 
honored her despise her, because 
they have seen her nakedness: yea, 
she sii^heth, and turneth backward. 
Her filthiness is in her skirts; she re- 
membereth not her last end; there- 
fore she came down wonderfully: 
she had no comforter. Lord, be- 
hold my affliction: for the enemy 
hath magnified himself. The ad- 
versary hath spread out his hand 
upon all her pleasant things: for she 
hath seen that the heathen entered 
into her sanctuary, whom thou didst 
command that they should not enter 
into thy congregation. All her peo- 
ple sigh, they seek bread; they have 
given their pleasant things for meat, 
to relieve the soul: see, O Lord, 
and consider; for I am become vile. 

IT Is it nothing to you, all ye that pass 
by? behold, and see if there be any 
sorrow like unto my sorrow, which 
IS done unto me, wherewith the 
Lord hath afflicted me in the day of 
his fierce anger. From above hath 
he sent fire into my bones, and it 
prevaileth against them: he hath 
spread a net for my feet, he hath 
turned me back : he hath made me 



desolate and faint all the day. Tha 
yoke of my transgressions is bound 
by his hand: they are wreathed, and 
come up upon my neck: he hath 
made my strength to fall, the Lord . 
hath delivered me into their hands, 
from whom I am not able tb rise up. 
The Lord hath trodden under foot 
all my mightv men in the midst of 
me ; he hath called an assembly 
against me to crush my young men: 
the Lord hath trodden the virgip, 
the daughter of Judah, as in a wme- 
press. For these things I weep; 
mine eye, mine eye runneth down 
with water, because the comforter 
that should relieve my soul is far 
from me: my children are desolate, 
because the enemy prevailed. Zion 
spreadeth foith her hands, and there 
is none to comfort her: the Lord 
hath commanded concerning Jacob, 
that his adversaries should be round 
about him: Jerusalem is as a men- 
struous woman among them. The 
Lord is righteous; for I have rebel- 
led against his cbmmandment: hear^ 
I pray you, all people; and behold 
my sorrow : my virgins and my 
voung men are gone into captivity. 
I called for my lovers, but they de- 
ceived me: my priests and mine el- 
ders gave up the ghost in the city, 
while they sought their meat to re- 
lieve their souls. Behold, Lord; 
for I am in distress: my bowels are 
troubled; mine heart is turned within 
me; for I have grievously rebelled; 
abroad the sword bereaveth,a^ home 
there is as death. They have heard 
that I sigh : there is none to comfort 
rne: all mine enemies have heard of 
my trouble; they are glad that thou 
hast done it: thou wilt bring the dav 
that thou hast called, and they shall 
be like unto me. Let all their wick- 
edness come before thee; and do un- 
to them, as thou hast done unto me 
for all my transgressions; for my 
sighs are many, and my heart is 
faint. 

IT 3: 44, Thou hast covered thy- 
self with a cloud, that our prayer 
should not pass through. Thou hast 
made us as the oflTsc^uring and re- 
fuse in the midst of the people. All 
our enemies have opened their 
mouths against us. Fear and a 
snare is come upon us, desolation 
and destruction. Mine eye runneth 
down with rivers of vjrater for tJhe

destruction of the daughter of my 
people. Mine eye trickieth down, 
and ceaseth not, without any inter- 
mission, till the Lord look down, 
and behold from heaven. Mine eye 
Afiecteth mine heart because of all 
the daughters of my city. 

Mat. 28: 87. Jerusalem, Jeru- 
salem ! Thou that killest the proph- 
ets, and Btonest them that are sent 
unto thee ; how oAen would I have 
gathered thv children together . . ^ 
and ye would not. 

RoM. 9:1. I say the truth in Christ, 
I lie not, (my conscience also bear- 
ing me witness in the Holy Ghost,) 
that I have great heaviness and con- 
tinual sorrow in my heart. For I 
could wish that myself were accursed 
from Christ, for my brethren, my 
kinsmen according to the flesh : who 
are Israelites ; to whom pertaineth 
the adoption, and the {^lory, and the 
covenants, and the givmg of the law, 
and the service of God, and the 
promises^ whose are the fathers, 
and of whom, as concerning the 
^esh, Christ came ; who is over 
ALt, God blgssep forever ! Amen. 
Not as though the word of God hath 
^al^en none effect. For they are not 
al\ Israel, which are of Israel. 

10: 1, Brethren, my heart's desire, 
and prayer to God for Israel is, that 
they may be saved. 



§ 7. PRAT^a AND DEVOTION.

Gem. 4: 26. Then began men to

Now when Daniel 
knew that the writing was signed, be 
went into his house ; and his win- 
dows being open in his chamber to- 
ward Jerusalem, he kneeled upon 
his knees three times a day, and 
prayed and gave thanks before his 
God, as he did aforetime. Then 
these men assembled, and found 
Daniel praying, and making suppli- 
cation before his God. 

Hos. 14: 1. Israel, return unto 
$bt Lord thy God; for thou hast 



fallen by thine iniquity^ Take with 
you words, and turn to the Lord: 
say unto him, Take away all iniqui^ 
ty,and receive us graciously: so will 
we render the calves of our lips. 

JoRL 2: 12. Therefore also now, 
saith the Lord, turn ye even to me 
with all your heart, and with fasting, 
and with weeping, and with mourn- 
ing : and rend your heart, and not your 
garments, and turn unto the Lord 
your God : for he is gracious and mer- 
ciful, slow tp anger, and of great kind- 
ness, and repenteth him of the evil. 
Who knoweth if he will return and 
repent, and leave a blessing behind 
him, even a meat-offering and a 
drink-offering unto the Lord your 
God ? Blow the trumpet in Zion, 
sanctify a fast, call a solemn assem- 
bly : gather the people, sanctify the 
congregation, assemble the elders, 
gather the children, and those that 
suck the breasts : let the bridegroom 
go forth of his chamber, and the 
bride out of her closet. Let the 
priests, the ministers of the Lord, 
weep between the porch and the aU 
tar, and let them say. Spare thy peo- 
ple, Lord, and give not thine her- 
itage to reproach, that the heathen 
should rule over them : wherefore 
should they say among the people. 
Where is their God ? then will the 
Lord be jealous for his land, and 
pity his people. 

If Mat. 6 : 5. And when thou pray- 
est, thou shalt not be as the hypo« 
crites are : for they love to pray, 
standing in the synagogues, and m 
the corners of the streets, that they 
may be seen of men. Verily I say 
unto you, they have their reward. 
But thou, when thou prayest, enter 
into thy closet, and when thou hast 
shut thy door, pray to thy Father 
which is in secret: and thy Father, 
which seeth in secret, shall reward 
thee openly. But when ye pray, use 
not vam repetitions, as the heathen 
do : for they think that they shall be 
heard for their much speaking. Be 
not ye therefore like unto them ; 
for your Father knoweth what things 
ye have need of before ye ask him. 
After this manner therefore, pray ye : 

Our Father which art in heaven, 
hallowed be thy name. Thy kinjf- 
dom come. Thy will be done in 
earth as it is in heaven. Give us this 
day our daily bread. And forgive us 
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our debts, as we forgive our debtors. 
Aud Idad us not into temptation, but 
deliver us from evil For thine is the 
kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, forever. Amen. 

26 : 36. Then cometh Jesus 
with them unto a place called Geth- 
semane, and saith unto the disciples. 
Sit ye here, while 1 go and pray yon- 
der. And he took with him Peter, 
and the two sons of Zebedee, and 
began to be sorrowful and very heavy. 
Then saith he unto them, My soul 
is exceeding sorrowful, even unto 
death : tarry ye here, and watch with 
me. And he went a little further, and 
fell on his face, and prayed, saying, O 
my Father, if it be possible, let this 
cup pass from me; nevertheless, not 
as 1 will, but as thou wilt. And he 
cometh unto the disciples, and find- 
eth them asleep, and saith unto Pe- 
ter, What ! could ye not watch with 
me one hour ? Watch and pray, 
that ye enter not into temptation: 
the spirit indeed is willing, but the 
flesh is weak. He went away a^ain 
the second time, and prayed, saying, 
O my Father, if this cup may not 
pass away from me, except I drink 
It, thy will be done. And he came 
and found them asleep again : for 
their eyes were heavy. And he left 
them, and went away again, and 
prayed the third time, saying the 
same words. Then cometh he to his 
disciples, and saith unto them» Sleep 
on now, and take your rest,; behold 
the hour is at hand, and the Son of 
man is betrayed into the hands of 
sinners. Rise, let us be going: be- 
hold, he is at hand that doth betray 
me. 

IT Luke 6 : 12. And it came to pass 
in those days that he went out into 
a mountain to pray, and contined all 
night in prayer to God. 

9 : 28. He took Peter, and James, 
and John, and went up into a moun- 
tain to pray. And as he prayed, the 
fashion of his countenance was al- 
tered, and his raiment was white 
and glistening. 

18: 9. And he spake this parable 
unto certain which trusted in them- 
selves that they were rightepus, and 
despised others: Two men went up 
into the temple to pray ; the one a 
Pharisee, and the other a publican. 
The Pharisee stood and prayed thus 
with himself ; God, I thank thee that 



I am not as other men are, extortion- 
ers, unjust, adulterers, or even as 
this publican. I fast twice in the 
week, 1 give tithes of all that I pos- 
sess. And the publican, standing afar 
off, would not lift up so much as his 
eyes unto heaven, but smote upon 
his breast, saying, God be merciful 
to me a sinner! 1 tell you, this man 
went down to his house, justified 
rather than the other ; for every one 
that exalteth himself shall be abased ; 
and he that humbleth himself shall 
be exalted. 

Acts 3:1. Now Peter and John 
went up together into the temple, 
at the hour of prayer, being the mnth 
hour. 

Rom. 1 : 9. For God is my witness, 
whom I serve with my spirit in the 
gospel of his Son, that without ceas- 
ing I make mention of you always 
in my prayers ; making request, if 
by any means now at length I nlight 
have a prosperous journey by the 
will of God to come unto you. 

Eph. 6: 18. Praying always, with 
all prayer and supplication in the 
Spirit, and watching thereunto with 
all perseverance and supplication for 
all saints ; and for me, that utterance 
may be given unto me, that I may 
open my mouth boldly to make 
known the mystery of the igospel. 

Col; 4: 2. Continue in prayer, 
and watch in the same with thanks- 
giving ; withal praying also for us, 
that God would open unto us a door 
of utterance, to speak the mystery 
of Christ, for which I am also in 
bonds : that 1 may make it manifest, 
as I ought to speak. 

IT 1 Tim. 2: 1. I exhort therefore, 
that first of all, supplications, prayers, 
intercessions, and giving of thanks 
be made for all men : for kings, and 
for all that are in authority ; that we 
may lead a quiet and peaceable life 
in all godliness and honesty. For 
this is good and acceptable in the 
sight of God our Savior, who will 
have all men to be saved, and to , 
come unto the knowledge of the 
truth. For there is one God, and one 
mediator between God and men, the 
man Christ Jesus, who gave himself 
a ransom for all, to be testified in 
due time. W'hereunto I am ordained 
a preacher and an Apostle, (I speak 
the truth in Christ, and lie not,) a 
teacher of the (^ejaiWen in faith and 
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verity. I will therefore that men 
pray everywhere, lifting up holy 
hands, without wrath and doubting. 

James 5: iS. Is any among you 
afflicted, let him pray. Is any merry ? 
let him sing Psalms. Is any sick 
among you ? let him call for the 
elders of the church ; and let them 
pray over him . . . And the prayer 
of mith shall save the sick ; and the 
Lord shall raise him up ; and if be 
have committed sins, they shall be 
forgiven him. Confess your faults 
one to another, and pray one for 
another, that ye may be healed. 

Acts 6 : 4. We will give ourselves 
continually to prayer. 

Rev. 5: 8. The four and twenty 
elders fell down before the Lamb, 
having . . . golden vials full of odors, 
which are the prayers of the saints. 

1 Thess. 5; 17. Pray without 
ceasing. 

HcB. 4:16. Let us come boldly 
unto the throne of grace, that we 
may obtain mercy, and find grace to 
help in every time of need.

Mat. 6: 9. Our Father which 
art in heaven.

I O Lord, righteousness belongeth 
unto thee, but unto us confusion of 
I faces, as at this day ; to the men of 
I Judah, and to the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and unto all Israel, that 
are near, and that are far off, 
through all the countries whither 
thou hast driven them, because of 
their trespass that they have tres- 
passed against thee. O Lord, to us 
belongeth confusion of face, to our 
kings, to our princes, and to our 
fathers, because we have sinned 
against thee. To the Lord our 
God belong mercies and forgive- 
nesses, though we have rebelled " 
against him ; neither have we 
obeyed the voice of the Lord our 
God, to walk in his laws, which he 
set before us by his serv_ants the 
prophets. Yea, all Israel have 
transgressed thy law, even by de- 
parting, that they might not obey 
thy voice ; therefore the curse is 
poured upon us, and the oath that 
IS written in the law of Moses the 
servant of God, because we have 
sinned against him. And he hath 
confirmed his words, which he spake 
against us, and against our judges 
that judged us, by bringing upon us 
a great evil : for under pe whole 
heaven hath not been done as hath 
been done upon Jerusalem. As it is 
written in the law of Moses, all this 
evil is come upon us ; yet made we 
not our prayer before the Lord our 
God, that we might turn from our 
iniquities, and understand thy truth. 
Therefore hath the Lord watched 
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upon the evil, and brought it upon 
us: for the Lord our God is right- 
eous in all his works which he do- 
eth : for we obeyed not his voice. 
And now, O Lord our God, that 
hast brought thy people forth out of 
the land of Egypt with a mighty 
hand, and hast gotten thee renown, 
as at this day ; we have sinned, we 
have done wickedly. O Lord, ac- 
cording to all thy righteousness, I 
beseech thee, let thine anger and 
thy fury be turned away from thy 
city Jerusalem, thy holy mountain : 
because for our sins, and for the 
iniquities of our fathers, Jerusalem 
and thy people are become a re- 
proach to all that are about us. 
Now therefore, O our God, hear the 
prayer of thy servant, and his sup- 
plications, and cause thy face to 
shine upon thy sanctuary that is 
desolate, for the Lord's sake. O 
my God, incline thine ear, and hear ; 
open thine eyes, and behold our 
desolations, and the city which is 
called by thy name : for we do not 
present our supplications before 
thee for our righteousness, but for 
thy great mercies. O Lord, hear ; 
O Lord, forgive ; Lord, heark- 
en and do ; defer not, for thine 
own sake, O my God ; for thy city 
and thy people are called by thy 
name. 

IT Hab. 3:2. O Lord, I have 
heard thy speech, and was afraid : 

Lord, revive thy work in the 
midst of the years, in the midst of 
the years make known ^ in wrath 
remember mercy. 

Mat. 9: 88. Pray ye the Lord of 
the harvest, that he would send 
forth laborers into his harvest.

Now, therefore, our God, ... let 
not all the trouble that has come 
upon us seem little before thee, 
since the time of the kings of Assy- 
ria unto this day. Howbeit, thou 
art just in all that is brought upon 
us: for thou hast done right; but we 
have done wickedly. 

Ps. 85: 1. Lord, thou hast been 
favorable unto thy land: thou hast 
brought back the captivity of Jacob. 
Thou hast taken away all tby wrath 
. . . thou hast turned thyself from 
the fierceness of thine anger. 

Turn us, God of our salvation, 
and cause thine anger towards us to 
cease. Wilt thou be angry with us 
forever? Wilt thou draw out thine 
anger to all generations ? Wilt 
thou not revive us again, that tby 
people may rejoice in thee ^ 



106: 4. Remember me, O Lord, 
with the favor that thou bearest un- 
to thy people. O visit me with thy 
salvation. 

32: 3. O my God, I cry in the day 
time, but thou hearest not; and in 
the night season, and am not silent. 

— 4. Our fathers trusted in thee; 
they trusted, and thou didst deliver 
them; they crfed unto thee, and 
were delivered; they trusted in thee, 
and were not confounded. 

Acts 4: 24. Lord, thou art God, 
which hast made heaven and earth, 
and the sea, and all that in them is:

O Lord God of Is- 
rael, thou art righteous : for we re- 
main yet escaped, as it is this day :

trespasses: for we cannot stand be- 
fore thee because of this. 

Lam. 8: ai. This I recal to my 
mind, therefore have I hope. It is of 
the Lord's mercies that we are not 
consumed, because his compassions 
fail not. They are new every morn- 
ing: great is thy faithfulness. The 
Lord is my portion, saith my soul : 
therefore will I hope in him. The 
Lord is good unto them that wait 
for him, to the soul that seeketh 
him. It is good that a man should 
both hope and quietly wait for the 
salvation of the Lord. 

IT Neh. 9:1. Now in the twenty- 
and-fourth day of this month the 
children of Israel were assembled 
with fasting, and with sackclothes, 
and earth upon them. And the seed 
of Israel separated themselves from 
^ all strangers, and stood and confess- 
ed their sins, and the iniquities of 
their fathers. And they stood up in 
their place, and read in the book of 
the law of the Lord their Grod one 
fourth part of the day; and another 
fourth part they confessed, and wor- 
shipped the Lord their God. — 26. 
Nevertheless they were disobedient, 
and rebelled against thee, and cast 
thy law behind their backs, and 
slew thy prophets which testified 
against them to turn them to thee, 
and they wrought great provoca- 
tions. Therefore thou deliveredst 
them into the hand of their enemies, 
who vexed them : and in the time of 
their trouble, when they cried unto 
thee, thou heardest them from heav- 
en; and according to thy manifold 
mercies thou gavest them saviors, 
who saved them out of the hand of 
their enemies. But after they had 
rest, they did evil again before thee : 
therefore leftest thou them in the 
hand of their enemies, so that they 



had the dominion oyer them: yet 
when they returned, and cried unto 
thee, thou heardest them from 
heaven; and many times didst thoa 
deliver them, according to thy mer- 
cies; and testifiedst against them, that 
thou mightest brins them again unto 
thy law : yet they dealt proudly, and 
hearkened not unto thy command- 
ments, but sinned against thy judg- 
ments, (which if a man do, he shall 
live in them;) and withdrew the 
shoulder, and hardened their neck, 
and would not hear. Yet many 
years didst thou forbear them, and 
testifiedst against them by thy spirit 
in thy prophets : yet would they not 
give ear: therefore gavest thou them 
into the hand of the people of the 
lands, Nevertheless for thy great 
mercies' sake thou didst not utterly 
consume them, nor forsake them; for 
thou art a gracious and merciful 
God. Now therefore, our God, the 
great, the mighty, and the terrible 
God, who keepest covenant and 
mercy, let hot all the trouble seem 
little before thee, that hath come 
upon us, on our kings, on our 
princes, and on our priests, and on 
our prophets, and on our fathers, 
and on all thy people, since the time 
of the kings of Assyria unto this 
day. Howbeit thou art just in all 
that is brought upon us; for thou 
hast done right, but we have done 
wickedly: neither have our kings, 
our princes, our priests, nor our 
fathers, kept thy law, nor hearkened 
unto thy commandments and thy 
testimonies, wherewith thou didst 
testify against them. 

VII. Importunity in Prayer. 

Gen. 82: 24. And Jacob was left 
alone; and there wrestled a man 
with him until the breaking of jhe 
day. And when he saw that he pre- 
vailed not against him, he touched 
the hollow of his thigh; and the hol- 
low of Jacob's thigh was out of 
joint, as he wrestled with him. And 
he said. Let me go, for the day 
breaketh. And he said, I will not 
let thee go, except thou bless me. 
And he said unto him, What is thy 
name ? and he said, Jacob. And 
he said. Thy name shall be called 
no more Jacob, but Israel : for as a 
prince hast thou power with God 
and with men, and hast prevailed. 
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I Sam. 1 : 12. And it came to pass, 
as fihe continued praying before the 
Load, that Eli marked her mouth. 
Now Hannah, she spake in her 
heart; only ker lips moved, but her 
voice was not heard ; therefore Eli 
thought she had been drunken. And 
Eli said unto her, How long wilt 
thou be drunken ? put away thy wine 
from thee. And Hannah answered 
and said, No, my lord, I am a wo- 
man of a sorrowful spirit ; I have 
drunk neither wine nor strong drink, 
but have poured out my soul before 
the Lord. Count not thine hand- 
maid for a dau^ter of Belial : for 
out of the abundance of ray com- 
plaint and grief have I spoken hith- 
^cto. Then £li answered and said, 
Go in peace; and the God of Israel 
grant thee thy petition that thou 
hast asked of him. And she said, 
Let thine handmaid find grace in 
thy sight. So the wonEtan went her 
way, and did eat, and her dounte- 
jiaiioe was no more sad. — 26. And 
she said, O my lord, as thy soul liv- 
eth, imy lord, I am the woman that 
stood by thee here, praying unto the 
LoiiD. For this child I prayed; and 
the Lord hath given me my petition 
whicii I asked of him : therefore also 
I have lent him to the Lord; aslon^ 
as he liveth he shall be lent to the 
Lord. And he worshipped the 
Lord there. 

IT LcTXK H:b. And he said unto 
them. Which of you shaH have a 
friend, and shall go unto him at mid- 
night, and say unto him. Friend, 
lend me three loaves; for a friend of 
mine in his journey is come to me, 
and I have nothing to set before 
him ? And he from within shall anr 
8w«r and say, Trouble me not: the 
door is now shut, and my children 
are with me in bed; I cannot rise 
and give thee. I say unto you, 
Though he will not rise and give 
him, because he is his friend, yet 
because of his importunity he will 
rise and give him as many &i he 
needeth. And I say unto you, Ask, 
and it shall be given you; seek, and 
ye shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you. For every oile 
that asketh, receiveth ; and he that 
aeeketh, findeth; and to him that 
knocketh, it shall be opened.

Or, if he shall 
ask an egg, will he ofier him a scor- 
pion.^ If ye then, being evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto your 
children, how much more shall your 
heavenly Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask him? 

18: 1. And he spake a parable un- 
to them to this end, that men ought 
always to pray, and not to faint} 
saying. There was in a city a judge, 
which feared not God, neither re- 
garded man.

And he went out, and followed 
him, and wist not that it was true 
which was done by the ansel ; but 
thought he flaw a vision. When they 
were past the first and the second 
ward, they came unto the iron gate 
that leadeth unto the city, which 
opened to them of his own accord: 
and they went out, and passed on 
through one street ; and forthwith 
the angel departed from him. 

16: 2&. And at midnight Paul and 
Sttas prayed, and sang praises unto 
God : and the prisoners heard them.

Then he 
cidled for a light, and sprang in, and 
came trembling, and fell down be- 
fore Paul and Silas ; and brought 
them out, and said. Sirs, what must 
I do to be saved ? And they said. 
Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou sh^lt be saved, and thy 
house. And they spake unto him 
the word of the Lord, and to all that 
were ^n his house. 

"IT 1 John 3: 21. Beloved, if our 
heart condemn us not, then have we 
confidence toward God, and whatso- 
ever we ask, we receive of him, be- 
cause we keep his commandments, 
ahd do those things that are pleas- 
ing in his sight: And this is his com- 
mandment ; That we should believe 
on the name of his Son Jesus Christ, 
and love one another, as he gave us 
conunandment. And he that keepeth 
his commandments, dwelleth in him, 
^nd he in him. And hereby we know 
that he abideth in us, by the Spirit 
which he hath given us. 

5: 18. These things have I writ- 
ten unto you that believe on the name 
of the Son of God ; that ye may 
know that ye have eternal life, and 
that ye may believe on the name of 
the Son of God. And thia is the con- 
fidence that we have in him, that if 
we ask any thing according to his

If any man see his brother sin a 
sin which is not unto death, he shall 
ask, and he shall give him life for 
them that sin not unto death.

If they sin against 
fhee, (for there is no man that sin- 
lieth not,) and thou be angry with 
them, and delirer them to the ene- 
my, so that they carry them away 
captives unto the land of the enemy,

And I set my face un- 
to the Lord God, to seek by prayer 
a^d supplications, with fasting, and 
sackcloth, and ashes: and I prayed 
unto the Lord my God, and made 
my confession, and said, O Lord, 
the great and dreadful God, keeping 
the covenant and mercy to them 
that love him, and to them that keep 
his commandments; vve have sinned, 
and have committed iniquity, and 
have done wickedly, and have re- 
belied, even by de^artin^ from thy 
precepts, and from thy judgments: 
neither have we hearkened unto thy 
servants the prophets, which spake 
in thy name to our kings, our 
princes, and our fathers, and to all 
the people of the land. O Lord, 
righteousness belongeth unto thee; 
but unto us confusion of faces, as at 
this day; to the men of Judah, and 
to the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and 
unto all Israel^ that are near, and 
that are far off, through all the 
countries whither thou hast driven 
them, because of their trespass that 
they have trespassed against thee. 
O Lord, to us belongeth confusion 
of face, to our kings, to our princes, 
and to our fathers, because we have 
sinned against thee. To the Lord 
our God belong mercies and forgive- 
nesses, though we have rebelled 
against him^ neither have we obeyed 
the voice of the Lord our God, to 
walk in his laws, which he set t>e- 
fore us by ills seirants the prophets. 



Yea, all Israel have transgressevt 
thy law, even by departing, that they 
might not ob^y thy voice; therefore 
the curse is poured upon us, and the 
oath that is written in the law or 
Moses the servant of God, because 
we have sinned against him. And 
he hath confirmed his words, which 
he spake against us, and against our 
judges that judged us, by bringing 
upon us a great evil: for under the 
whole heaven hath not been done as- 
hath been done upon Jerusalem. As 
it is written in the law of Moses, all 
this evil is come upon us: yet made* 
we not our prayer before the Lord 
our God, that we might turn from 
our iniquities, and understand thy 
truth. Therefore hath the Lord 
watched upon the evil, and brought 
it upon us: for the Lord our Grod t» 
righteous in all his works which he 
doeth : for we obeyed not his voice.. 
And now, O Lord our God, that 
hast brought thy people forth out of 
the land of Egypt with a mighty 
hand, and hast gotten thee renown, 
as at this day ; we have sinned, we 
have done wickedly. O Lord, aC* 
cording to all thy righteousness, I 
beseech thee, let thine anger and 
thy fury be turned away from thy 
city Jerusalem, thy holy mountain r 
because for o^r sins, and fbr the 
iniquities of our fathers, Jerusalem} 
and thy pebple are become a re^ 

g roach to all that ari^ ieibout UH. 
Tow therefore, O our God, heartll<^ 
prayer of thy servant, and his sup» 
plications, and cause thy face to 
shine upon thy sanctuary that is- 
desolate for the Lord's sake. O my 
God, incline thine ear, and hear^ 
open thine ey^s, and behold our des-^ 
olations, and the city which is called 
by thy name : for we do not present 
our supplications before thee for 
our righteousnesses, but for thy 
great mercies. O Lord, hear; O 
Lord, forgive; Lord, hearken and 
do; defer not, for thine own sake, O 
my God : for thy city and thy people 
are called by thy name.

Ps. 51 : 1. Have mercy upon me, 
O G;od, according to thy loving- 
kindness; according unto the muki* 
tude of thy tender mercies blot out 
my transgressions. Wash me Hior«> 
ongbly from mine iniquity, wnd

cleanse me from my sin. For I ac- 
knowledge my transgressions; and 
my sin is ever before me. Against 
thee, thee onl^-, have I sinned, and 
done this evil in thy sight; that thou 
mightest be justified whA thou 
speakest, and be clear when thou 
judgest. Behold, I was shapen in 
iniquity; and in sin did my mother 
conceive me. Behold, thou desirest 
truth in the inward parts; and in the 
hidden part thou shalt make me to 
know wisdom. Purge me with hys- 
9op, and I shall be clean; wash me, 
and I shall be whiter th^n snow. 
Make me to hear joy and crladness; 
that the bones which thou nast bro- 
ken may rejoice. Hide thy face 
from my sins, and blot out all mine 
iniquities. Create in me a clean 
heart, O God; and renew a right 
spirit within me. Cast me not away 
from thy presence; and take not thy 
Holy Spirit from me. Restore unto 
me the joy of thy salvation; and up- 
hold me with thy free Spirit: then 
will I teach transgressors thy ways; 
and sinners shall be converted unto 
thee. Deliver me from blood-guilti- 
ness, O God, thou God of my salva- 
tion; and my tongue shall sing aloud 
of thy righteousness.

Mat. 9: 18. While he spake these 
tlmgfi unto them, behold, there came 
& certain ruler, and worshipped him, 
saying.

But when 
the people were put forth, he went 
in, and took her by the hand: and 
the maid arose. And the fame here- 
of went abroad into all that land. 

13: 58. He did not many mighty 
works there, because of their unb^ 
lief. 

15:31. Then Jesus went thence, 
and departed into the coasts of Tyre 
and Sidon. And behold, a woman of 
Canaan came out of the same coasts, 
and cried unto him, saving. Have 
mercy on me, O Lord, thou Son of 
David; my daughter is grievously 
vexed with a devil. But he answer- 
ed her not|i word. And his disciples 
came and besought him, saying.

bring him hither to me. And Jesus 
rebuked the devil, and he departed 
out of him ; and the child was cured 
f^om that very hour. Then came 
the disciples to Jesus apart, and said, 
Why could not we cast him out ? 
And Jesus said unto them, Because 
of' your unbelief : for verily I say 
unto you. If ye have faith as a grain 
o^ mustard-seed, ye shall say unto 
this mountain. Remove hence to 
yonder place ; and it shall remove : 
fuid nothing shall be impossible unto 
you. Howbeit this kind goeth not 
out but by prayer and fasting. 

Mark 11: 20. And in the morn- 
ing, as they passed by, they saw the 
fig-tree driea up from the roots. 
And Peter, calling to remembrance, 
Baith unto him. Master, behold, the 
fig-tree which thou cursedst is with- 
ered away. And Jesus answermg, 
smith unto them. Have faith in God. 
For verily I say unto you. That 
whosoever shall say unto this moun- 
tain. Be thou rempved, and be thou 
cast into the sea ; and shall not doubt 
in his heart, but shall believe that 
those things which he saith shall 
come to pass ; he shall have what- 
soever he saith. Therefore I say un- 
to you, What things soever ye de- 
sire, when ye pray, believe thai ye 
receive them, and ye shall have them. 
LvKi& 17:5. And the Apostles said 
unto the Lord, Increase our faith. 
And the Lord said. If ye had faith 
as a grain of mustard-seed, ye might 
say unto this sycamine-tree, Be thou 
plucked up by the root, and be thou 
planted in the sea; and it should 
obey you. 

John 11 : 40. Jesus saith unto her, 
Said I not unto thee, that if thou 
wouldest believe, thou shouldest see 
the glory of God ? Then they took 
away the stone from the place where 
the dead was laid. And Jesus lifted 
up bis eyes, and said. Father, I 
thank thee that thou hast heard me : 
and I knew that thou hearest me al- 
ways : but because of the people 
which stand by, I said it, that they 
may believe that thou hast sent me. 
And when he thus had spoken, he 
cried with a loud voice^ Lazarus, 



come forth ! And he that was dead 
came forth, bound hand and foot 
with grave-clothes : and his face was 
bound about with a- napkin. Jesus 
saith unto them. Loose him, and let 
him go. 

IF Then many of the Jews which 
came to Mary, and had seen the 
things which Jesus did, believed on 
him. But some of them went their 
ways to the Pharisees, and told them 
what things Jesus had done. 

RoM. 3 : 3. For what if some did 
not believe ? shall their unbelief 
make the faith of' God without ef- 
fect ? God forbid: yea, let God be 
true, but every man a liar ; as it is 
written, 

That thou mighteit be justified in thy sayings, 

Anil mif htest overcome when thou art judged. 

Ps. 51: 4. 

Efh. 6: 16. Above all, taking the 
shield of faith, wherewith ye shall be 
able to quench all the fiery darts of 
the wicked. 

James 1:5. If any of you lack 
wisdom, let him ask of God, that 
giveth to all men liberally, and up- 
braideth not ; and it shall be given 
l^im. But let him ask in faith, noth^ 
ing wavering ; for he that wavereth 
is like a wave of the sea, driven with 
the wind and tossed. For let not 
that man think that he shall receive 
any thing of the Lord. A double- 
minded man b unstable in ail his 
ways. 

1 Pet. 1 : 8. Whom having not 
seen, ye love ; in whom, though now 
ye see him not, yet believing, ye re- 
joice with joy unspeakable, and full 
of glory, receiving the end of your 
faith, even the salvation of your 
souls. Of which salvation the proph- 
ets have inquired and searched dili- 
gently : who prophesied of the grace 
that should come unto you: searcji- 
ing what, or what manner of time 
the Spirit of Christ which was in 
them did signify, when it testified 
beforehand the sufferings of Christ, 
and the glory that should follow. 

Mat. 6: 25. Therefore I say untp 
you. Take no thought for your lif&, 
what ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
drink ; nor yet for your body, what 
ye shall put on. Is not the life more 
than meat, and the body than rai- 
ment ? Behold the fowls of the air: 
for they sow not, neither do th»y 
reap, nor gather into bains ; yet

your heavenly Father feedeth them. 
Are ye not much better than they ? 
Which of you by taking thought can 
add one cubit unto his stature ? And 
why take ye thought for raiment ? 
Consider the lilies of the field, how 
they grow ; they toil not, neither do 
they spin ; and yet I say unto you, 
That even Solomon in all his glory, 
was not arrayed like one of these. 
Wherefore if God so clothe the grass 
<^the field, which to-day is, and to- 
morrow is oast into the oven, shall 
lie not much more clothe you, O ye 
of little faith ? Therefore take no 
thouffht, saying what shall we eat, 
or wnat shall we drink, or where- 
withal shall we be clothed ? 

IT Luke 12: 6. Are not five spar- 
rows sold for two farthings, and not 
one of them is forgotten before God ? 
But even the very hairs of yoiir head 
are all numbered. Fear not, there- 
fore : ye are of moiie value than many 
sparrows. Also I say unto you. 
Whosoever shall confess me before 
men, him shall the Son of man also 
confess before the angels of God. 

John 14: 1. Let not your heart 
be troubled: ye believe in God, be- 
lieve also in me. In my Father's 
house are many mansions: if it were 
not so, I would have told you. I go 
lo prepare a i^ce for you. And if I 
go and prepare a place for you, I 
will come again and receive you un- 
to myself; that where I am, there 
y/e may be also^ And whither I go, 
ye know, and the way ye know. — 
37. Peace I leave with you^ my peace 
I give unto you: not as the world 
giveth) give I unto you. Let not 
your heart be troubled, neither let it 
be afraid. Ye have heard how I said 
imto you, 1 ffo away, and come again 
unto you. If ye loved me, ye would 
rejoice, because I said, I go unto the 
Father : for my Father is greater 
than I. And now I have told you be- 
fore it come to pass, that when it is 
come to pass, ye might believe. 
Hereafter 1 will not talk much with 
you : for the prince of this world 
Cometh, and hath nothing in me. 
But that the world may know that 1 
love the Father ; and as the Father 

Save me commandment, even so I 
o. Arise, let us go hence. 
. 3 CoR. 1 : S, Blessed be God, even 
the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
tlie Father of mercies^ and the God 



of all comfort ; who comforteth ua 
in all our tribulation, that we may 
be able to comfort them which are 
in any trouble, by the comfort where- 
with we ourselves are comforted of 
God: for as the sufierings of Christ 
abound in us, so our consolation also 
aboundeth by Christ. And whether 
we be afflicted, it is for your conso- 
lation and salvation, which is efiec- 
tual in the enduring of the sam^ suf- 
ferings which we also suffer : or 
whewer we* be comforted, it is for 
your consolation and salvation: and 
our hope of you is steadfast, know- 
ing, that as ye are partakers of the 
sufferings, so shall ye bo also of the 
consolation. For we would not, breth- 
ren, have you ignorant of our trouble 
which came to us in Asia, that we 
were pressed out of measure, above 
strength, insomuch that we despair- 
ed even of life: but we had the sen- 
tence of death in ourselves, that we 
should not trust in ourselves, but in 
God which raiseth the dead: who 
delivered us from so ffreat a death, 
ancf doth deliver: in whom we trust 
that he will yet deliver us: ye also 
helping together by prayer for us, 
that for the gift bestowed upon us 
by the means of many persons, 
thanks may be given by many on 
our behalf. 

IT 9 Tim. 1 : 13. For the which cause 
I also suffer these things: neverthe- 
less I am not ashamed: for I know 
whom I have believed, and tm per- 
suaded that he is able to keep that 
which I have conunitted unto him 
against that day. 

1 Pet. 4:19. Wherefore, let them, 
that suffer according to the will of 
God, commit the keeping of their 
souls to him in well-domg, as unto a 
faithful Creator. 

2 Pet. 1:1. Simon Peter, a ser- 
vant and an Apostle of Jesus Christ, 
to them that have obtained like pre- 
cious faith with us, through the right- 
eousness of God and our Savior Je- 
sus Christ : Grace and peace be 
multiplied unto you, through the 
knowledge of God, and of Jesus our 
Lord. 

According as his divine power 
hath given unto us all things that 
pertain unto life and godliness, 
through the knowledge of him that 
hath called us to glory and virtue : 
whereby are given unto us excaed- 
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ing great and precious promises: 
that by tb^se ye might be partakers 
of the divine nature, having escaped 
the corruption that is in the world 
through lust. 

Rev. -i: 8. And unto the Angel of 
the church in Smyrna write : These 
things saith the first and the last, 
which was dead, and is alive ; I 
know thy works, and tribulation, and 
poverty, (biit thou art rich,) and I 
know the blasphemy of them which 
say they are Jews, and are not, but 
are the synagogue of Satan. Fear 
none of those things which thou 
shalt suffer. Behold, the Devil shall 
cast some of you into prison, that 
ye may be tried ; and ye shall have 
tribuktion ten days. Be thou faith- 
ful unto death, and I will give thee 
a crown of life. He that hath an ear, 
let him hear what the Spirit saith 
unto the churches ; He that over- 
cometh, shall not be hurt of the sec- 
ond death. 

Hab. S: 17. Although the fig-tree 
shall not blossom, neither shall fruit 
be in the vine ; the labor of the 
olive shall fail, and the fields shall 
yield no meat ^ the flocks shall be 
cut off from the fold, and there shall 
be no herd in the stalls: yet I will 
rejoice in the Lord, I will joy in 
the God of my salvation. The Lord 
God is my strength, and he will 
make my feet like hinds' feet, and 
he will make me to walk upon mine 
high places. 

IT Is A. 26: 1. In that day shall this 
song be sung in the land of Judah ; 
We have a strong city ; salvation 
will God appoint for walls and bul- 
warks. Open ye the gates, that the 
righteous nation which keepeth the 
tru|h may enter in. Thou wilt keep 
him in perfect peace, whose mind 
is stayed on thee: because he trust- 
eth in tbee. Trust y« in the Lord 
forever: for in the Loao JEHO- 
VAH is everlasting sti-engtb: for he 
bringeth down them that dwell on 
high; the lo% city, he layeth it 
low ; he layeth it low, even to the 

S round ; he bringeth it even to the 
ust. The foot shall tread it down, 
even the feet of the poor, and the 
steps of the needy. The way of the 
just is uprightness: thou. Most Up- 
right, dost wei^h the path of the just. 
Yea, in the way of thy judgments, 
O Load, have we waited for thee ;

the desire of our soul is to thy name^ 
and to the remembrance of thee* 
With my soul have I desired thee in 
the night ; yea, with ray spirit with- 
in me will I seek thee early* 

Hbb. 11: 1. Now faith i^ the 
substance of things hoped for^ the 
evidence of things not seen > for by 
it the elders obtained a good report. 
Through faith we understand tliat 
the worlds were framed by the word 
of God, so that things which are 
seen were not made of things which 
do appear. By faith Abel offered 
unto God a more excellent sacrifice 
than Cain, by which be obtained 
witness that he was righteous, God 
testifying of his gifts ; and by it he 
being dead yet speaketh. By faith 
Enoch was translated, that he should 
not see death ; and Was not found, 
because^ God had translated him s 
for before his translation he had this 
testimony, that he pleased God. But 
without faith it is impossible to 
please him: for he that cometh to 
God must believe that he is, and 
that he is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek him* By faith Noah, 
being warned of God of things not 
seen as yet, moved with fear, pre- 
pared an ark to the saving of his 
bouse y by the. which he condemned 
the world, and became heir of the 
righteousness which is by faiths By 
faith Abraham, when he was called 
to go out into a place which he 
should after receive for an inherit- 
ance, obeyed ; and he went out, not 
knowing wbither he went« By faith 
he sojourned in the land of promise, 
as in a strange country, dwelling in 
tabernacles with Isaac and Jacob, 
the heirs with him of the same 
promise: for he looked for a city 
which bath foundations, whose 
biiilder and maker is God. Through 
faith also Sarab herself received 
strength to eoQceive seed, and lyas 
delivered of a child when she was 
past Bify because she judged him 
faithful who had promised. There- 
fore sprang there even of 6ne, and 
him. as good as dead, so many as the 
stars of the sky in multitude, and as 
the sand which is by the dea-shore 
innumerable* These all died m 
faith, not hiving received the prom- 
ises, but having seen them afar off, 
and were persuaded of thetn, and 
embraced them, and eonfes^^d that 
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they were grangers and pilgrims on 
the earth. For they that say such 
things declare plainly that they seek 
a country. And truly, if they had 
been mindful of that country from 
whence they came out, they might 
have had opportunity to have re- 
turned. But now they desire a better 
country, that is, an heavenly: where- 
fbre God is not ashamed to be called 
their God : for he hath prepared for 
them a city. By faith Abraham, 
when he was tried, o^red up Isaac: 
and he that had received the promises 
offered up his only-begotten son, of 
whom it was said, That in Isaac 
shall thy seed be called ; accounting 
that God was able to raise him up, 
even from the dead ; from whence 
also he received him in a figure. 

IT By faith Isaac blessed Jacob 
and Esau concerning things to come. 
By faith Jacob, when he was a dying, 
blessed both the sons of Joseph ; and 
worshipped, leaning upon the top of 
his staff. By faith Joseph, when he 
died, made mention of the departing 
of the children of Israel ; and gave 
commandment concerning his bones. 
By faith Moses, when he was bom, 
was hid three months of his parents, 
because they saw he was a proper 
child ; and they were not afraid of 
the king's commandment. By faith 
Moses, when he was come to years, 
refused to be called the son of Pha- 
raoh's daughter ; choosing rather to 
suffer affliction with the people of 
God, than to enjoy the pleasures of 
sin for a season ; esteeming the re- 
proach of Christ greater riches than 
the treasures in Egypt: for he had 
respect unto the recompense of the 
reward. By faith he forsook Egypt, 
not fearing the wrath of the kmg: 
for he endured, as seeing him who is 
invisible. Through faith he kept 
the padsover, «nd the sprinkling of 
blood, lest he that destroyed the first- 
born should touch them. By faith 
ihey jpassed through the Red sea as 
by dry land': which the Egyptians 
^tssaying to do were drowned. By 
faith the walls of Jericho fell down, 
after they were compassed about 
seven days. By faiA the harlot 
Rahab perished not with them that 
believed not, when she had received 
the spies with peace. And what 
ahall I- more say ? fbr the time would 
fail me to tell of Gedeon, and of 



Barak, and of Samson, and of Jep- 
thae, of David also, and Samuel, 
and of the prophets : who through 
faith subdued kingdoms, wrought 
righteousness, obtained promises, 
stopped the mouths of lions, quench- 
ed the violence of fire, escaped the 
edge of the sword, out of weakneiM 
were made strong, waxed valiant in 
fight, turned to flight the armies of 
the aliens: women received their 
dead raised tp life again : and others 
were tortured, not accepting deliver- 
ance ; that they might obtain a better 
resurrection : and others had trial of 
cruel mockinffs and scourgings, yea, 
moreover, of bonds and imprison- 
ment: they were stoned, they were 
sawn asunder, were tempted, were 
slain with the sword : they wandered 
about in sheep-skins and goat-skins ; 
being destitute, afflicted, tormented ; 
(of whom the world was not worthy :) 
they wandered in deserts, and in 
mountains, and in dens, and eaves of 
the earth. And these all, having ob- 
tained a good report through faidi, 
received not the promise : God hav- 
ing provided some better thing for us, 
that they without us should not be 
made perfect. 

Wherefore, seong we also are 
compassed about '^ith so great a 
cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside 
every weight, and the sin which doth 
so easily beset us, and let us run 
with patience the race that is set 
before us, looking unto Jesus, the 
author and finisher of our faith ; 
who, for the joy that was set before 
him, endured the cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the right 
hand of the throne of God. For 
consider him that endured such con- 
tradiction of sinners against himself, 
lest ye be wearied and faint in your 
minds. 

IF 1 John 5: 10. He that believeth 
-the Son of God hath the witness in 
himself: he that believeth not God, 
hath made him a liar, because he 
believeth not the record that God 
gave of his Son. And this is the 
record, that God hath given to ua 
eternal life: and this lire is in his 
Son. He that hath the Son, hath 
life ', and he that hath not the Son 
of God, hath not life. 

Job 13: 15; Though he slay me, 
yet will I trust in him. 

«1 9 : 85. I know that my Redeemer 
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livetb, and that he shall stand at the 
latter day upon the earth. And 
though after my skin worms destroy 
the body; yet in my flesh shall I see 
God. 

Ps. 4: 8. I will lay me down in 
pe^ce and sleep; for thou, Lord, on- 
ly makest me dwell in safety. 

5:11. Let all thera that put their 
trust in thee rejoice: let them shout 
for joy , because thou defendest them. 
Let them also that love thy name, 
be joyful in thee. For thou, Lord, 
wilt bless the righteous^ with favor 
wilt thou compass him as with a 
shield. 

7: 10. My defence is of God, who 
saveth the upright in heart.

— 87. tfe that loveth father 
or mother more than nie, is not 
worthy of me, and he that loveth 
son or daughter more than me is nut 
worthy of me and he that takcth 
not his cross, and followeth after me, 
is not worthy of me. He that find- 
«th his life shall lose it; and he that 
loseth his life for my sake shall find 
it. 

Dan. 3: 16. We are not careful 
Co answer thee in this matter ; if it 
be so, our God whom we serve is 
able to deliver us from the burning 
fiery furnace; and he will deliver us 
out of thy hand, O king. But if not« 
be it known unto thee, O king, that 
we will not serve thy gods, nor wor- 
ship thy golden image which thou 
hast set up.

And as he rea- 
8one<l of riifhteousness, temperance, 
and jud<rnrient to come, Felix trem- 
bled, and answered, Go thy way for 
this time; when I have a convenient 
season, I will call for thee. 

26: 24. And as he thus spake for 
himself, Festus said with a loud 
TOfce, Paul, thou art beside thyself; 
much learning doth make thee mad! 
But he said, I am not mad^ most no- 
ble Festus; but speak forth the words 
of truth and soberness. For the 
king knoweth of these things, before 
whom also I speak freely. For I 
am persuaded that i^one of these 
things are hidden from him; for this 
thing was not done in a corner. King 
Agrippa, believest thou the pro- 
phets.^ I know that thou believest. 
Then Agrippa said unto Paul, Al- 
most thou persuadest me to be a 
Christian. And Paul said, I would 
to God, that not only thou, but also 
all that hear me this day, were both 
almost, and altogether such as I am, 
except these bonds. 

IT Gal. 2: 11. But when Peter was 
come to Antioch, I withstood him to 
the face, because he was to be bla- 
med. For, before that certain came 
from James, he did eat with the 
Gentiles: but when they were come, 
he withdrew, and separated himself, 
fearing them which were of the cir- 
cumcision. And the other Jews dis- 
sembled likewise with him; inso- 
much that Barnabas also was car- 
ried away with their dissimulation. 
But when I saw that they walked 
not uprightly according to the truth 
of the gospel, I said unto Peter be- 
fore them all, If thou, being a Jew, 
livest after the manner of Gentiles, 
and not as do the Jews, why com- 

Sellest thou the Gentiles to live as 
o the Jews.^ 

Phil. 1 : 27. Stand fast in one 
spirit with one mind, striving to- 
gether for the faith of the gospel, 
and in nothing terrified by your ad- 
versaries, which is to them an evi- 
dent token of perdition, hut to you 
of salvation, and that of God. 
1 Thbss. 3: 1. For yourselves, 



brethren, know our entrance in unto 
you, that it was not in vain: but 
even after that we had suffered be- 
fore, and were shamefully entreated^ 
as ye know, at Philippi, we were 
bold in our God to speak unto you 
the gospel of God with much con- 
tention. For our exhortation was 
not of deceit, nor of uncleanness, 
nor in guile; but as we were allowed 
of God to be put in trust with the 
gospel, even so we speak; not as 
pleasing men, but God, which trietb 
our hearts. 

1 : 6. And ye became follow- 
ers of us and of the Lord, hav- 
ing received the word in much 
affliction, with joy of the Holy 
Ghost: so that ye were ensamples to 
all that believe in Macedonia and 
Achaia. For from you sounded out 
the word of the Lord not only in 
Macedonia and Achaia, but also in 
every place your faith to God-ward 
is spread abroad : so that we need 
not to speak any thing. For they 
themselves show of us what manner 
of entering in we had unto you, and 
how ye turned to God from idols, to 
serve the living and true God; and 
to wait for his Son from heaven, 
whom he raised from the dead, even 
Jesus, which delivered us from the 
wrath to eome. 



§ 10. WATCHFULHESS. 

Prov. 4: 23. Keep thy heart with 
all diligence, for out of it are the is- 
sues of life. 

Mat. 25: 13. Watch therefore, 
for ye know not the day nor the 
hour wherein the Son of man Com- 
eth. — 29. For iinto every one that 
hath shall be given, and he shall 
have abundance; but from him that 
hath not shall be taken away even 
that which he hath. 

26: 33. Peter answered and said 
unto him, Though all men shall be 
offended, because of thee, yet will 
I never be offended. Jesus said un- 
to him. Verily, I say uuto thee, that 
this night, before the cock crow, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. Peter 
said unto him, Though I should die 
with thee, yet will not 1 deny thee. 
Likewise also said all the disci- 
ples. 

Mark 13: 33. Take ye heed^ 
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watch and pray: for ye know not 
when the time is. For the Son of 
man is as a man taking a far jour- 
ney, who left his bouse, and gave 
authority to his servants, and to 
every man his work, and command- 
ed the porter to watch. Watch ye 
therefore; for ye know not when the 
master of the house cometh, at even, 
or at midnight, or at the cock-crow- 
ing, or in the morning: lest coming 
suddenly, he find you sleeping. And 
what I say unto you, I say unto all, 
Watch. 

Luke 12: 85. Let your loins be 
girded about, and your lights burn- 
ing; and ye yourselves like unto 
men that wait for their lord, when 
he will return from the wedding; 
that, when he comethand knocketh, 
they may open unto him immediately. 
Blessed are those servants, whom 
the lord when he cometh shall find 
watching: verily, I say unto you, 
That he shall gird himself, and 
make them to sit down to meat, and 
will come forth and serve them. 
And if he shall come in the second 
watch, or come in the third watch, 
and find them so, blessed are those 
servants. And this know, that if 
the good man of the house had 
known what hour the thief would 
come, he would have watched, and 
not have suffered his house to be 
broken through. Be ye therefore 
ready also: for the Son of man com- 
eth at an hour when ye thin^ not. 
Then Peter said unto him. Lord, 
speakest thou this parable unto us, 
or even to all? And the Lord said. 
Who then is that faithful and wise 
steward, whom his lord shall make 
ruler over his household, to give 
them their portion of meat in due 
season ? Blessed is that servant, 
whom his lord when he cometh shall 
find so doing. Of a truth I say unto 
you. That he will make him ruler 
over all that he hath. 

IF 1 Thess. 5: 4. But yej breth- 
ren, are not in darkness, that that 
day should overtake you as a thief; 
ye are all the children of light, and 
the children of the day : we are not 
of the night, nor of darkness. There- 
fore let us not sleep, as do others ; 
but let lis watch and be sober. For 
they that sleep, sleep in the night; 
and they that be drunken, are drunk- 
«n in the night. But let liks, who 



are of the day, be sober, putting on 
the breast-plate of faith and love; 
and for a helmet, the hope of salva- 
tion. For God hath not appointed 
us to wrath, but to obtain salvation 
by our Lord Jesus Christ, who died 
for us; that, whether we wake or 
sleep, we should live together with 
him. Wherefore, comfort yourselves 
together, and edify one another, 
even as also ye do. 

Mat. 24: 42. Watch, therefore, 
for ye know not what hour your 
Lord doth come. But know this, 
that if the good man of the house 
had known in what watch the thief 
would eome, he would have watch- 
ed, and would not have sufiTered his 
house to be broken up. Therefore 
be ye also ready ; for in such an 
hour as ye think not, the Son of man 
cometh. 

Who then is a faithful and wise 
servant, whom his Lord hath made 
ruler over his household, to give 
them meat in due season ? blessed 
is that servant, whom his Lord, when 
he cometh, shall find so doing. Ver- 
ily I say unto you, that he shall 
make him ruler over all his goods. 

Mark 14: 38. Watch and pray, 
lest ye enter into temptation. 

1 Cor. 16: 13. Watch ye, stand 
fast in the faith, quit you like men, 
be strong. 

2 Tim. 4: 6. Watch thou in all 
things. 

RoM. 13: 11. Now it is high time 
to awake out of sleep ; for now is 
our salvation nearer than when we 
believed. The night is far spent ; 
the day is at hand : let us therefore 
cast off the works of darkness : and 
let us put on the armor of light. 

Eph. 6: 10. Finally, my brethren, 
be strong in the Lord, and in the 
power of his might. Put on the 
whole armor of God, that ye may 
be able to stand against the wiles of 
the devil. — 14. Having your loins 
girt about with truth, and having on 
the breast-plate of righteousness, and 
your feet shod with the preparation 
of the gospel of peace. Above all, 
taking the shield of faith, wherewith 
ye shall be able to quench all the 
fiery darts of the wicked. And take 
the helmet of salvation, and the sword 
of the Spirit, which is the word of 
Gqd'y praying always, with all prayer 
and supplication in the Spirit, and 
watching thereunto with all perse- 
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verance and supplication for all 
Aaints. 



§11. PERSEVERANCE —*AP08T1CT. 

John 8: 31. If ye continue in my 
word, then are ye my disciples in- 
deed. 

Rom. 8: 31. What shall we then 
say to these things ? If God be for 
us, who can be against us ^ He that 
spared not his own Son, but deliver- 
ed him up for us all, how shall he 
not with him, also freely give us all 
things ? . . . Who shall separate us 
from the love of Christ ? Shall trib- 
ulation, or distress, or persecution, 
or famine, or nakedness, or peril, or 
sword ? . , , Nay, in all these things 
We ■ are more than conquerors, 
through him that loved us. For I 
apn persuaded, that neither death, 
nor life, nor angels, nor principali- 
ties, nor powers, nor things present, 
nor things to come : nor height, nor 
depth, nor any other creature, shall 
be able to separate us from the love 
of God, which is in Christ Jesus, our 
Lord. 

Gal. 4: 15. Where is then the 
blessedness ye spake of ? for I bear 
you record, that if it had be^n possi- 
ble, ye would have plucked out your 
own eyes, and have given them to 
me. Am I therefore become your 
«nemy because I tell you the truth ^ 
They zealously affect you, but not 
well ; yea, they Vould exclude you, 
that ye might affect them. But it is 
good to be zealously affected always 
in a good thin^, and not only when 
I am present with you. 

Heb. 6: 9. But, beloved, we are 
persuaded better things of you, and 
things that accompany salvation, 
though we thus speak. For God is 
not unrighteous to forget your work 
and labor of love, which ye have 
showed towards his name, in that ye 
have ministered to the saints, and do 
minister. 

And we desire that every one of 
you do show the same diligence to 
the full assurance of hope unto the 
end: that ye be not slothful, but fol- 
lowers of them who through faith 
and patience inherit the promises. 

Mat. 24: is. He that shall endure 
unto the end, the same shall be sa- 
ved.

IT Mark 4 : 16. These are they 
which are sown on stony ground ; 
who, when they have heard the 
word, i/nmediately receive it with 
gladness, and have no root in them- 
selves, anrf so endure but for a 
time ; afterward, when affliction or 
persecution ariseth for the word's 
sake, immediately they are offend- 
ed. 

Rev. ^: 12. And to the Angel of 
the church in Pergamos write ; 
These things saith he which hath 
the sharp sword with two edges ; I 
know thy works, and where thou 
dwellest, even where Satan's seat is: 
&nd thou boldest fast my name, and 
hast not denied my faith, even in 
those days wherein Antipas was my 
faithful martyr, who was slain among 
you, where Satan dwelleth. — 18. 
And unto the Angel of the church 
in Thyatira write ; These things 
saith the Son of God, who hath 
his eyes like unto a flame of fire, 
and his feet are like fine brass ; 
I know thy works, and charity, and 
service, and faith, and thy patience, 
and thy works ; and the last to be 
more than the first. 

James 5:7. Be patient therefore, 
brethren, unto the coming of the 
Lord. . . . Establish your hearts: for 
the coming of the Lord draweth 
nigh. . . . Take my brethren, the 
prophets, who have spoken in the 
name of the Lord, for an example 
of suffering affliction and of pa- 
tience. Behold, we count them hap- 
py which endure. Ye have heard of 
the patience of Job, and have seen 
the end of the Lord: that the Lord 
is very pitiful, and of tender mercy, 

Jer. 2: 2. Thus saith the Lord, I 
remember thee ; the kindness of thy 
youth, the love of thine espousals, 
when thou wentest after me in the 
wilderness: in a land that was not 
sown. Israel was holiness to the 
Lord. — 6. What iniquity have 
your fathers found in me, that they 
are gone far from me, and have 
walked after vanity and are become 
vain ? Neitheri^aid they, Where is 
the Lord that brought us up oirt of 
the land of Egypt, through a land of 
deserts and of pits? .. . . And I brought 
you into a plentiful country, to eat 
the fruit thereof and the goodness 
thereof; but when ye entered, ye 
defiled my land, and made mine her- 
itage an abonnnation . . . The priests 
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said not, Where is the Lord ? And 
they that handle the law, knew me 
not; the pastors also transgressed 
affainst me. — 11. Hath a nation 
changed their gods, which yeft are 
no gods ? But my people have chang- 
ed their glory for that which doth 
not profit, tie ye astonished, O ye 
heavens, at this, be ye horribly afraid, 
be ye very desolate, saith the Lord. 
For my people have committeil two 
evils ; they have forsaken me, the 
fountain of living waters, and have 
hewed them out cisterns, broken cis- 
terns, that can hold no water. Is Is- 
rael a servant ? Is he a home-bom 
slave ? Why then is he spoiled ? — 
17. Hast tkou not procured this un- 
to thyself, in that thou hast forsaken 
the Lord thy God, when he led thee 
by the way ? — 19. Thine own wick- 
edness shall correct thee, and thy 
backslidings shall reprove thee. 
Know, therefore, and see that it is 
an evil thing and bitter, that thou 
hast forsaken the Lord thy God. — 
Sl\. Yet I planted thee a noble vine, 
wholly a right seed : how then art 
thou turned into the degenerate 
plant of a strange vine unto me ? 

IT Mat. 10: 22. He that endureth 
to the end, the same shall be saved. 

Rev. 2: 10. Be thou faithful unto 
death, and I will give thee a crown 
of life. 

Gal. 6: 9. Let us not be weary 
in well doing ; for in due time we 
shall reap if we faint not. 

1 CoR. 15: 58. Therefore, my be- 
loved brethren, be ye steadfast, un- 
movable, always abounding in the 
work. of the Lord ; forasmuch as ye 
know that your labor is not in vain 
in the Lord. 

Mat. 13: 20. He that received 
seed, into stony places, the same is 
he that heareth the word, and anon 
with joy receiveth it ; yet hath he 
no root in himself, but endureth for 
a while ; for when tribulation or 
persecution ariseth because of the 
word, by and by he is offended. He 
also that received seed among thorns, 
16 he that heareth the word ; and the 
cares of this world, and the deceit^ 
fulness of riches, choke the word, 
and it becometh unfruitful. 

Luke 11: 24. When the unclean 
spirit is gone out of a man, he walk- 
eth through dry places, seeking rest ; 
and finding none, he saith, 1 will re- 



turn unto my house whence I came 
out. And when he cometh, he find- 
ettf it swept and garnished. Then 
goeth he, and taketh to him seven 
other spirits more wicked than him- 
self; and they enter inj and dwell 
there : and the last state of that man 
is worse than the first. 

1 Tim. 4: 1. Now the Spirit speak- 
eth expressly, that in the latter times 
some shall depart from the faith, 
giving heed to seduciiig spirits, and 
doctrines of devils, speaking lies in 
hypocrisy, having their conscience 
seared with a hot iron, forbidding to 
marry, and commanding to abstain 
from meats, which God hath created 
to be received with thanksgiving of 
them which believe and know the 
truth. For every creature of God is 
good, and nothing to be refused^if 
it be received with thanksgiving: for 
it is sanctified by the word of God, 
and prayer. 

2 Tim. 8: 1. This kilow also, that 
in the last days perilous times shaH 
come. For men shall be lovers of 
their own selves, covetous, boasters^ 
proud, blasphemers, disobedient to 
parents, unthankful, unholy, without 
natural affection, truce-breakers, 
false accusers, incontinent, fierce, 
despisers of those that are good, 
traitors, heady, high-minded, lovers 
of pleasures more than lovers of 
God, having a form of godliness, but 
denying the power thereof: from 
such turn away. For of this sort are 
they which creep into houses, and 
lead captive silly women laden with 
sins, led away with divers lusts, 
ever learning, and never able to come 
to the knowledge of the truth, 

IF 2 Peter 2: 20, For if after they 
have escaped the pollutions of the 
world through the knowledge of the 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, they 
are again entangled therein, and 
overcome, the latter end is worse 
with them than the beginning. For 
it had been better for them not te 
have known the way of righteous- 
ness, than, after they have known 
it, to turn from the holy command- 
ment delivered unto them. But it is 
happened unto them, according t» 
the true proverb. 

The dog ia turned to hii own vomit a^n ; 

and, 

. The aour that vrai washed, to her waHowing ia 
the mire. 
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Rev. 2: 1. Unto the Angel of the 
church of Ephesus write ; These 
things saith he that holdeth the sev- 
en stars in his right hand, who walk- 
eth in the midst of the seven golden 
candlesticks ; I know thy workis, and 
thy labor, and thy patience, and how 
thou canst not bear them which are 
evil ; and thou hast tried them which 
say they are Apostles, and are not ; 
and hast found them liars : and hast 
l)orne, and hast patience, and for my 
same's sake h^st labored, and hast 
not fainted. Nevertheless, I have 
somewhat against thee, because thou 
hast left thy first love. Remember 
therefore from whence thou art fal- 
len, ajEid ^^ent, ^nd do the first 
works ; or else I will come unto 
thee quickly, and virill remove thy 
candlestick out of hi^ place, except 
thou repent. 3ut this thou hast, that 
thou hatest the deeds of jthe Nicolai- 
tanes^ which I jdso hate. He that 
hath an etar let him hear what .^e 
.Spirit ^th unto the jchurcjies ; To 
him that oveiiBometh will I ^ive to 
eat of the tree of life, which is in 
the midst of the paradise of God.

Re- 
member therefore how thou hast re- 
ceived and heard, and hold fast, and 
jepent. If therefore thou shalt not 
^atch, I will come upon thee as a 
thief, and thou shalt not know 
what hour I will come upon thee. 
Thou hast a few names even in 
Sardis which have not defiled their 
garments ; and they shall walk with 
me in white : for they are wor- 
thy. He that overcometh, the same 
shall be clothed in white raiment ; 
and I will not blot out his naine out 
of the book of life, but I will confess 
his name before my Father, and be- 
fore his Angels. 

8: 14. And unto the Angel of the 
church of t)ie Laodiceans write ; 
These things saith the Amen, the 
faithful and true Witness, the be- 
^nning of the creation of God ; I 
Know thy works, that thou art nei-

ther cold nor hot. I would thou wert 
cold or hot. So then, because thou 
art lukewarm, and neither cold 
nor hot, I will* spue thee out of my ' 
mouth. Because thou sayest, I am 
rich, and increased with goods, and 
have need of nothing 5 and knowest 
not that thou art wretched, and mis- 
erable, and poor, and blind, and na- 
ked ; 1 counsel thee to buy of me 
gold, tried in the fire, that thou may- 
est be rich ; and white raiment, that 
thou mayest be clothed, and that the 
shame of thy nakedness do not ap- 
pear ; and anoint thine eyes with 
eye-salve that thou mayest see. As 
many as I love I rebuke and chasten : 
be zealous therefore, and repent. 
Behold, I stand at the doo^j and 
knock. If any man hear my voice, 
and open the door, I will come in to 
him, ^nd will sup with hiip, an^ He 
with me. To him that overcometh, 
will I grant to sit with me in my 
throne, eveU as I overcame, and am 
set down with mv Father in his 
throne. He that nath an jear, let 
him hear what the Spirit s^ith un|o 
the churches. 

Heb. 6: 4. For it is impossible 
for those who were once enlighten- 
ed, and have tasted of the heavenly 
fift, and were made partakers of the 
toly Ghost, and have tasted the 
good word of God, and the powers 
of the ^orld to come ; if they shall 
fall away, to renew them again unto 
repentance : seeing they cruci^ un- 
to themselves the Son of God Afresh,

§ 2. DUTIES ARISING PROM THE SO- 
CIAL RELATIONS. 

I. The Marriage Relation. 

Heb. 18: 4. Marriage is honora- 
ble in all, and the bed undefiled. 

1 CoR. 7: 2. To avoid fornication, 
let every man have his own wife, 
and let every woman have her own 
husband. 

X TimI 5: 8. Honor widows that 
are widows indeed. But if any wid- 
ow have children or nephews, let 
them learn first to show piety at 
home, and to requite their parents: 
for that is good and acceptable be- 
fore God. Now she that is a widow 
indeed, and desolate, trusteth in God, 
and continueth in supplications and 

f)rayers night and day : but she that 
iveth in pleasure is. dead while she 
liveth. And these things give in 
charge, that they may he blameless. 
But if any provide not for his own, 
and especially for those of his own 
house, he hath denied the faith, and 
is worse than an infidel. Let not a 
widow be taken into the number un- 
der threescore years old, having been 
the wife of one man, well reported 
of for good^ works ; if she have

brought up children, if she have 
lodged strangers, if she have wash- 
ed the saints' feet, if she have re- 
lieved the afflicted, if she have dili- 
fently followed every good work. 
\\ii the younger widows refuse : for 
when they have begun to wax wan- 
ton against Christ, they will marry ; 
having damnation, because they have 
, cast oflf their first faith. And withal 
they learn to be idle, wandering 
about from house to house ; and not 
only idle, but tattlers also, and busy- 
bodies, speaking things which they 
ought not. I will therefore that the 
younger women marry, bear chil- 
dren, guide the house, give none oc- 
casion to the adversary to speak re- 
proachfully. For some are already 
turned aside afler Satan. If any man 
or woman that believeth have wid- 
ows, let them relieve them, and let 
not the church be charged ; that it 
may relieve them that are widows 
indeed. 

Mat. 19: 3. The Pharisees also 
came unto him, tempting him, and 
saying unto him. Is it lawful for a 
man to put away his wife for every 
cause ? And he answered and said 
unto them, Have ye not read, that 
he which made them at the begin- 
ning, made them male and female, 
and said. For this cause shajl a man 
leave father and mother, and shall 
cleave to his wife: and they twain 
shall be one flesh ? Wherefore they 
are no more twain, but one flesh. 
What therefore God hath joined to- 
gether, let not man put asunder. 
They say unto him, Why did Moses 
then command to give a writing of 
divorcement, and to put her away ? 
He saith unto them, Moses, because 
of the hardness of your hearts, suf- 
fered you to put away your wives : 
but from the beginning it was not 
so. And I say unto you. Whosoever 
shall put away his wife, except it be 
for fornication, and shajl marry 
another, committeth adultery : and 
whoso marrieth her which is put 
away, doth commit adultery. His 
disqiples say unto him, If the case 
of the man be so with his wife, it is 
not good to marry. But he said unto 
them, All men cannot receive this 
sayings save they to whom it is giv- 
en. For there are some eunuchs, 
which were so bom from their moth- 
er's womb ; and there are some eu- 
nuchs, which were made eunuchs 



of men ; and there be eunuchs, which 
have made themselves eunuchs for 
the kingdom of heaven's sake. He 
that is able to receive it, let him re- 
ceive it. 

IT 1 Cor. 7 : 25. Now concerning 
virgins, I have no commandment of 
the Lord: yet I give my judgment as 
onp that hath obtained mercy of the 
Lord to be faithful. I suppose there- 
fore that this is good for the present 
distress ; I say, that it is good for a 
man so to be. Art thou bound unto 
a wife ? seek not to be loosed. Art 
thou loosed from a wife ? seek not a 
wife. But and if thou marry, thou 
hast not sinned : and if a virgin 
marry, she hath not sinned.* Nev- 
ertheless, such shall haVe trouble 
in the flesh ; but I spare you. 
But this I say, brethren. The 
time is short. It remaineth, that 
both they that have wives, be as 
though they had none; and they that 
weep, as though they wept not ; and 
they that rejoice, as though they re- 
joiced not ; and they that buy, as 
though they possessed not ; and they 
that use this world, as not abusing 
it. For the fashion of this world 
passeth away. But I would have 
you Without carefulness. He that is 
unmarried, caireth for the things that 
belong to the Lord, how he may 
please the Lord: but he that is mar- 
ried, careth for the things that are 
of the world, how he may please bis 
wife. There is difference also be- 
tween a wife and a virgin. The un- 
married wopian careth for the things 
of the Lord, that she may be holy, 
both ip body and in spirit: but she 
that is married, careth for the things 
of the world, how she may please 
her husband. And this I speak for 
your own profit ; not that I may cast 
a snare upon you, but for that which 
is comely, and that ye may attend 
upon the Lord without distraction. 
But if any man think that he beha- 
veth himself uncomely toward his 
virgin, if she pass the flower of her 
age, and need so require, let him do 
what he will, he sinneth not : let 
them marry. Nevertheless, he that 
standeth steadfast in his heart, hav- 
ing no necessity, but bath power 
over his own will, and hath so de- 
creed in his heart that he will keep 
his virgin, doeth well. So then he 
that giveth her in marriage doeth 
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well J but he that giveth her not in 
mamage doeth better. The wife 
is bound by the law as long as 
her husband liveth, biit if her hus- 
band be dead, she is at liberty to be 
married to whom she will, only in 
the Lord. But she i^ happier if she 
80 abide after my judgment, and I 
think also, that I have the Spirit of 
the Lord. 

Rom. 7: 2. The woman, which 
Hath a husband, is bound by the law 
to her husband so long as he liveth : 
but if the husband be dead, she is 
loosed from the law of her husband. 

Duties resulting from it. 

1 Cor. 7 : 3. Let the husband ren- 
der unto the wife due benevolence, 
and likewise also, the wife unto the 
husband. 

£pH. 5:21. Submitting yourselves 
one to another in the fbar of God. 
Wives, submit yourselves unto your 
own husbands, as unto the Lord. 
For the husband is the head of the 
wife, even as Christ is the head of 
the church : and he is the Savior of 
the body. Therefore as the church 
18 subject unto Christ, so let the 
wives be to their own husbands in 
every thing. Husbands, love vour 
wives, even as Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for it. — 
28. So ought men to love their 
wives, as their own bodies. He that 
loveth his wife loveth himself, for 
no man ever yet hated his own flesh, 
but nourisheth and cherisheth it, 
even as the Lord the church. For 
we are members of his body, of his 
flesh, and of his bones. For this 
cause shall a man leave his father 
and mother, and shall be joined unto 
his wife, and they two shall be one 
flesh. This is a great mystery: but I 
speak concerning Christ and the 
cnurch. Nevertheless, let every one 
of you in particular so love his wife 
even as himself: and the wife see 
that she reverence her husband. 

CoL. 3: 18. Wives, submit your- 
selves unto your own husbands, as 
it is fit in the Lord. Husbands, love 
your wives, and be not bitter against 
them. 

1 TiBf*. 2:9. In like manner also, 
that women adorn themselves in 
modest apparel, with shamefaced- 
nesfi and sobriety; not with broidered 
hair, or gold, or pearls, or costly ar- 



ray, but (which becometh women 
professing godliness) with good 
works. Let the women learn in si- 
lence with all subjection. But I suf- 
fer not a woman to teach, nor to 
usurp authority over the man, but 
to be in silence. For Adam was first 
formed, then Eve. And Adam was 
not deceived, but the woman being 
deceived was in the transgression. 
Notwithstanding, she shall be saved 
in child-bearing, if thejr continue in 
faith, and chari^, and hofiness, with 
sobriety. 

1 Peter 3 : 1. Likewise, ye 
wives, be in subjection to your own 
husbands; that, if any obey not 
the word, they also may without 
j the word be won by the conversa- 
I tion of the wives, while they behold 
! your chaste conversation coupled 
I with fear. Whose adorning, let it 
j not be that outward adorning of 
1 plaiting the hair, and of wearing of 
gold, or of putting on of apparel ; 
but let it be the hidden man of the 
heart, in that which is not corrupti- 
ble, even the ornament of a meek 
I and quiet spirit, which is in the 
sight of God of great price. For 
aner this manner in the old time the 
holy women also, who trusted in 
God, adorned themselves, being in 
subjection unto their own husbands, 
even as Sarah obeyed Abraham, 
calling him lord ; whose daughters 
ye are, as long as ye do well, and 
are not afraid with any amazement. 
Likewise, ye husbands, dwell with 
them according to knowledge, giv- 
ing honor unto the wife, as unto the 
weaker vessel, and as being heirs 
together of the grace of life j that 
your prayers be not hindered. 

1 Tim. 6: 14. I will that the 
younger women marry, bear chil- 
dren, guide the house, give none oc- 
casion to the adversary to speak 
reproachfully. 

Titus 2: 4. That the aged wo- 
men teach the younger women to be 
sober, to love their husbands, to 
love their children ; to be discreet, 
chaste, keepers at home, good, obe- 
dient to their own husbands, that 
the word of God, be not blas^ 
phemed. 

Duties in Regard to UhbeHevers, 

1 CoR. 7: 10. Unto the married 
I conunand, yet not I, but the Lord, 
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let not the wife depart from her 
husband ; but and if she depart, let 
her remain unmarried, or be recon- 
ciled to her husband. And let not 
the husband put away his wife. 

If any brother hath a wife that 
believeth not, and she be pleased to 
dwell with him, let him not put her 
away. And the woman that hath an 
husband that believeth not, and if he 
be pleased to dwell with her, let her 
not leave him. For the unbelieving 
httsbarid is sanctified by the wife, 
and the unbelieving wife is sanctified 
by the husband; else were your 
children unclean ; but now are they 
holy. But if the unbelieving de- 
part, let him depart. A brother or 
lister is not bound in such cases: 
but God hath called us to ijeace. For 
what knowest thou, O wife, wheth- 
er thou shalt not save thy husbsnd.? 
and how knowest thou, husband, 
whether thou shalt save thy wife ? — 
Sd- The wife is bound by the law, 
as long as her husband liveth ; but 
if her husband be dead, she is at lib- 
erty to be married to whom she will, 
only in the Lord. 

Uiti^T, 7: S. Neither shalt thou 
itoake marriages with them [the 
heathen] thy daughter thou shalt 
not give unto his son ; nor his 
daughter shalt thou take unto thy 
son. For they vrill turn away thy 
son from following me, that they 
may serve other gods. 
(See the Transgression of Solomon. 
1 Kings il: 1. Of Israel Ezra 
9: 2-12. Neh. 18: 23.) 

Fornication, 

pROv. 5: 3. For the lips of a 
strange woman drop as a honey- 
comb, and her mouth is smoother 
than oil. But^ her end is bitter as 
wormwood, sharp as a two-edged 
sword. Her feet go down to death ; 
her steps take hojd on hell. Lest 
thou shouldest find the path of life, 
her ways are movable ; thou canst 
not know them. — 8. Remove thy 
way far from her, and come not 
nigh the door of her house ; lest thou 
give thy honor unto others and thy 
years unto the cruel. . .. . And thou 
mourn at the last, when thy flesh 
and thy body are consumed, and 
say. How have I hated instruction, 
and my heart despised reproof! 

6: i$. The commandment is a 



lamp ; and the law is light ; and re- 

fjroofs of instruction are the way of 
ife ; to keep thee from the evil 
woman, from the flattery of the 
tongu^ af a strange woman. Lust 
not after her beauty in thine heart, 
neither let her take thee with her 
eyelids. For by means of a whor- 
ish woman, a man is brought to a 
piece of bread ; and the adulteress 
will hunt for the precious life. Can 
a man take fire in his bosom, and 
his clothes not be burned > Can one 
go upon hot coals, and his feet not 
be burht.? So he that goeth in to his 
neighbor's wife 5 whoso toucheth 
her shall not be innocent. 

7 r 4. Say unto wisdom, thou art 
my sister, and call understanding thy 
kinswoman, that they may keep 
thee from the strange woman, from 
the stranger which flattereth with 
her words. For at the window of 
my house, I looked through my 
casement, and beheld among the 
simple ones, I discerned among the 
youths, a young man void of under- 
standing, passing through the street, . 
near her corner; and he went the way 
to her house j in the twilight, in the 
dark and black night. And behold, 
there met him a woman with the 
attire of a harlot, and subtle of heart. 
So she caught him and kissed him 
and with an impudent face said unto 
him, I have peace offerings with 
me ; this day have I paid my. vows ; 
therefore came I forth to meet thee, 
diligently to seek thy face, and I 
have found thee. — 21. With much 
fair speech she caused him to yield ; 
with the flattering of her lips she 
forced him. He goeth after her 
straightway, as an ox goeth to the 
slaughter, or as a fool to the correc- 
tion of the stocks, till a dart strike 
through his liver ; as a bird hasteth 
to the snare, and knoweth not, that 
it is for his life. — 26. She hath cast 
down many wounded ; yea many 
strong men have been slain by her: 
her house is the way to hell, going 
down to the chambers of death. 

9 J 18. A foolish woman is clam- 
orous ; she is simple and knoweth 
nothing. For she sitteth at the door 
of her house, on a seat in the high 
places in the city, to call passengers, 
who go right on their way, whoso 
is simple, let him turn in hither ; and 
as for him that wanteth understand- 
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ing, she saith to him, Stolen waters 
are sweet, and bread eaten in secret 
is pleasant! But he knoweth not 
that the dead are there, and that 
her guests are in the depths of 
hell. 

2: 13. Her house inclineth unto 
death, and her paths unto the dead. 
None that go unto her return again, 
neither take they hold of the paths 
of life. 

1 CoR. 6: 13. Now the body 
is not for fornication, but for the 
Lord : and the Lord for the body. 
And God hath both raised up the 
Lord, and will also raise up us by 
his own power. Know ye not, that 
your bodies are the members of 
Christ? shall I then take the mem- 
bers of Christ, and make them the 
members of a harlot? God forbid. 
What! know ye not that he which 
is joined to a harlot is one body ? 
for two, saith he, shall be one flesh. 
But he that is joined unto the Lord 
is one spirit. Flee fornication. 
Every, sin that a man doeth, is with- 
out the body ; but he that commit- 
teth fornication, sinneth against his 
own body. 

The mouth of a 
strange woman is a deep pit: he that 
is abhorred of the Lord shall fall 
therein. 

£ccL. 7; 26. I find more bitter 
than death the woman whose heart 
is snares and nets.

And, 
ye masters, ^o the same things unto 
them, forbearing threatening : know- 
ing that your Master also is in 
heaven: neither is there respect of 
persons with him. 

CoL.3: S2. Servants, obey in all 
things your masters according to the 
flesh; not with eye-service, as men- 
pleasers; but in singleness of heart, 
fearing God: and whatsoever ye do, 
do it heartily, as to the Lord, and 
not unto men: knowing that of the 
Lord ye shall receive the reward of 
the inheritance: for ye serve the 
Lord Christ. But be that doeth 
wrong, shall receive for ^he >vrong 
which he hath done: and there 
is no respect of persons. 

4: 1. Masters, give unto your ser- 
vants that which is just and equal: 
knowing that ye also have a Master 
ia heaven. 

1 Tim. 6: 1. Let as many servants 
as are under the yoke count their 
own masters worthy of all honor, 
that the name of God and his doc- 
trine be not blasphemed.

IF If any man teach otherwise^ and 
consent not to wholesome words, 
even the words of our I^Qrd Jesus 
Christ, and to the docU'ine which is 
according to godliness; he is proud, 
knowing nothing, but Noting a^out 
questions and strifes of words, 
whereof cometh envy, strife, rail- 
ings, evil surmisings, perverse dispu- 
ting^ of men of corrupt minds, and 
destitute of the truth, supposing that 
gain is godliness; from such with- 
draw thyself. 

Titus 2: 9. Exhort servants to be 
obedient unto their own masters, 
and to please them well in all things, 
not answering agaiui not purlom- 
ing, but shoMcing all good fidelity; 
that they may adorn the doctrine .of 
God our Savior in all things. 

Fhileh. 9. Wherefore, though 
J might be much bold in Christ to 
enjoin thee that which is convenient, 
yet for love's sake I rather beseech 
thee, bein^ such a one as Paul the 
aged, and now also a prisoner of 
Jesus Christ: I beseech thee for my 
son Onesimus, whom I have begot- 
ten in my bonds: which in time p^st 
was to thee ynprofitable, but now 

Frofitabl^ to thee and to me : whom 
have sent again: thou therefore 
receive him,, that is, mine own bow- 
els. Whom I would have retained 
with me, that in thy stead he ought 
have ministered unto me in the 
bonds of the gospel: but without thy 
mind would I do nothing; tha,t thy 
benefit should not be as it wer« of 
necessity, but willingly. For per- 
haps he therefore departed for a 
season, that thou sbouldest receive 
him forever; not now as a servant, 
but above a servant, a brother be- 
loved, especially to me, but how 
much more unto thee, both in the 
fiesh, and in the Lord? If thou 
count me therefore a partner, receive 
him as myself. 

Hfifi. 13: 3. Remember them that 
ai*e in bopds as bound with them; 
and them that sufifer adversity, as 
being yourselves also in the body. 

1 Peter 2: 18. Servants, be sub- 
ject to your Roasters with all fear; 
not only to the good atidgentle, but 
also to the fro ward. For this is 
thankworihy^if ^ ro^n for conscience 
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toward God endure grief, suffering 
wrongfully. 

,^ Luke 17: 7. Which of you, hav- 
ing a servant plowing or feeding 
cattle, will say to him by and by, 
when he is come from the field. Go 
and flit down to meat.^ And will 
not rather say unto him, Make 
ready wherewith I may sup, and 
afterward thou shait eat and drink. 



§ 3. CIVIL RELATIONS. 

I. Subject to Rulers, 

RoM. 18:1. Let every soul be sub- 
ject unto the higher powers. For 
there is no power but of God: the 
powers that be are ordained of God. 
Whbsoever therefore resisteth the 
power, resisteth the ordinance of 
God : and they that resist shall re- 
ceive to themselves damnation. For 
rulers are not a terror to good 
works, but to the evil. Wilt thou 
then not be afraid of the power? do 
that which i^ goo(^ and thou shalt 
• have praise of the same : for he is 
the minister of God to thee for good. 
But if thou do that which is evil, be 
afraid; for he beareth not the sword 
in vain: for he is the minister of 
God, a revenger to execute wrath 
upon him that doeth evil. Where- 
fore ye must needs be subject, not 
only for wrath, but also for con- 
science' sake. For, for this cause 
pay ye tribute ^Iso: for they are 
God's ministers, attending continu- 
ally upon this very thing. Render 
therefore to all their dues: tribute 
to whom tribute is due; custom to 
whom custom; fear to whom fear; 
honor to whom honor. 

Titus 3: 1. Put them in mind lo 
be subject to principalities and pow- 
ers, to obey magistrates, to be ready 
to every good work, to speak evil 
of no man, to be no brawlers, but 
gentle, showing all meekness Unto 
all men. For we ourselves also 
were sometimes foolish, disobedient, 
deceived, serving divers lusts and 
pleasures, living in malice and envy, 
hateful and hating one another. 

iri Pet. 2: 13. Submit yourselves 
to every ordinance of man for the 
Lord's sake: whether it be to the 
28 



king, as supreme; or unto governors, 
as unto them that are sent by him 
for the punishment of evil-doers, 
and for the praise of them that do 
well: (for so is the will of God^that 
with well-doing ye may put to si^ 
lence the ignorance of foolish men;) 
as free, and not using your liberty 
for a cloak of maliciousness, but as 
the servants of God. Honor all men. 
Love the brotherhood. Fear Grod. 
Honor the king. 

2 Peter 2: 9. The Lord knoweth 
how to reserve the unjust to the day 
of judgment to be punished: but 
chiefly them that despise govern- 
ment, and are not afraid to speak 
evil of dignities. 

Mat. 22: 21. Render unto Ceesar 
the things that are Caesar's. 

Ezra 7 : 26. Whosoever will not 
do the law of God and of the king; 
let judgment be executed speedily 
upon him; whether it be unto death, 
or to banishmentj or to confiscation 
of goods, or to imprisonment. 

Buty^ when the demands ofHulers con' 
trovert the Will or Law of God, 

Esth. 3: 2. All the king's ser- 
vants, that were in the king's gate, 
bowed and reverenced Haman, for 
the king had so commanded; but 
Mordecai bowed not, nor did him 
reverence. 

Dan. 3: is. Be it known unto thee, 
O king, that we will not serve thy 
gods, nor worship thy golden im- 
age, which thou hast set up. 

6:10. When Daniel knew that the 
writing was signed, he went into his 
house, and his windows being open 
in his chamber toward Jerusalem, 
he kneeled down and prayed, and 
gave thanks before his God, as he 
did aforetime. 

Acts 4t 19. Peter and John an- 
swered and said unto them. Whether 
it be right in the sight of God t» 
hearken unto men more than unto 
God, judge ye. 

5: 29. We ought to obey God 
rather than men.

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§ 4. CONSECRATION TO CHRIST AND 
HIS CAUSE^ 

I. Supreme Devotion. 

Mat. 6: S3. Seek first the king- 
dom of God and his righteousness. 

7: 13. Ehter ye in at the strait 
^ate: for wide is the gate, and broad 
IS the way, that leadeth to destruc- 
tion, and many there be which go in 
thereat: because, strait is the gate, 
and narrow is the way, which lead- 
eth unto life, and few there be that 
find it. 

13*44. Again: The kingdom of 
heaven is like unto treasure hid in 
a field: the which when a man hath 
found, he hideth, and for joy thereof 
goeth and selleth all that he hath, 
and buyeth that field. 

Again : The kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a merchantman seeking 
goodly pearls, who, when he had 
found one pearl of great price, went 
and sold all that he had, and bought 
it. 

5 : 18. Ye are the salt of the earth : 
but if the salt have lost his savor, i 
wherewith shall it be salted? it is 
thenceforth good for nothing, but to 
be cast out and to be trodden under 
foot of men. Ye are the light of the 
world. A city that is set on a hill 
cannot be hid. Neither do men 
light a candle, and put it under a 
bushel, but on a candlestick: and it 
giveth light unto all that are in the 
house. Let your light so shine be- 
fore men, that they may see your 
good works, and glorify your Father 
which is in heaven. 

1 Cor. 9: 24. Know ye not, that 
they which run in a race, run all, 
but one receiveth the prize ^ So 
run, that ye may obtain. And every 
man that striveth for the mastery is 
temperate in all things. Now they 
do it to obtain a corruptible crown; 
but we an incorruptible. I there- 
fore so run, not as uncertainly; so 
fight I, not as one that beateth the 
air: but I keep under my body, and 
bring it into subjection : lest that by 
any means when I have preached to 
others, I myself should be a cast- 
away. 

2 Cor. 3:3. Ye are our epistle 
written in our hearts, known and 
read of all men . . . manifestly de- 



clared to be the epistle of Christ 
ministered by us, written not with 
ink, but with the Spirit of the living 
God. 

II. Property devoted to ChHit, 

LuEt: 19: 12. A certain nobleman 
went into a far country to receive 
for himself a kingdom, and to return. 
And he called his ten servants, and 
delivered them ten pounds, and said 
unto them. Occupy till I come. But 
his citizens hated him, and sent a 
message after him, saying. We will 
not have this man to reign over us. 
And it came to pass, that when he 
was returned, having received the 
kingdom, then he commanded these 
servants to be called unto him, to 
whom he had given the money, that 
he might know how much every man 
had gained by trading. Then came 
the first, saying. Lord, thy pound 
hath gained ten pounds. And he 
said unto him. Well, thou good ser- 
vant: because thou hast been faith- 
ful in a very little, have thou author- 
ity over ten cities. And the second 
came, saying. Lord, thy pound hath 
gained five pounds. And he said 
likewise to him, Be thou also over 
five cities. 

IS: 18. And a certain ruler asked 
him, saying. Good Master, what 
shall I do to inherit eternal life? 
And Jesus said unto him. Why call- 
est thou me good ^ none is good, save 
one, that is God. Thou knowest 
the commandments. Do net commit 
adultery, Do not kill. Do not steal, 
Do not bear false witness. Honor 
thy father and thy mother. And he 
said. All these have I kept from my 
youth up. Now when Jesus heard 
these things, he said unto him. Yet 
lackest thou one thing: sell all that 
thou hast, and distribute unto the 
poor, and thou shalt have treasure 
in heaven : and come, follow me. 
And when he heard this, he was 
very sorrowftjl : for he was very rich. 
And when Jesus saw that he was 
very sorrowful, he sj^id. How hardly 
shall they that have riches enter in- 
to the kingdom of God I For it is 
easier for a camel to go through a 
needle's eye, than for a rich man to 
enter into the kingdom of God. And 
they that heard it, said. Who then 
can be saved? And he said, The 
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things which are impossible with 
men, are possible with God. 

IT 1 Tim. 6: 6. But godliness with 
contentment is great gain. For we 
brought nothing into this world, and 
it is certain we can carry nothing 
out. And having food and rairpent, 
let US' be therewith content. But 
they that will be rich fall into temp^ 
tation, and a snare, and into many 
foolish and hurtful lusts, which 
drown men in destruction and per- 
dition. For the love of money is 
the root of all evil: which while 
some coveted after, they have erred 
from the faith, and pierced them- 
selves through with many sorrows. 

James 1 : 9. Let the brother of 
low degree rejoice in that he is ex- 
alted: but the rich, in that he is 
made low : because as the flower of 
the grass he shall pass away. For 
the sun is no sooner risen with a 
burning heat, but it withereth the 
grass, and the fiower thereof falleth, 
and the grace of the fashion of it 
perisheth : so also shall the rich man 
fade away in his ways. 

5: 1. Go to now ye rich men, 
weep and howl for your , miseries 
that shall com^ upon you. Your 
riches are corrupted, and your 
garments are moth eaten. Your 
gold and silver is cankered: and the 
rust of them shall be a witness 
against you, and shall eat your flesh 
as it were fire. Ye have heaped 
treasure together for the last days. 
Behold the hire of the laborers, who 
have reaped down your fields, which 
is. of you kept back by fraud crieth, 
and the cries of them which have 
reaped are entered into the ears of 
the Lord of Sabaoth. Ye have lived 
in pleasure on the earth, and been 
wanton ; ye have nourished your 
hearts as in a day of slaughter. 

III. Personal Effort 



John 1 : 40. One of the two which 
heard John speak and followed him, 
was Andrew ... he first findeth his 
own brother Simon, and saith unto 
him, We have found the Messias. - . . 
And he brought him to Jesus. . . . Je- 
sus findeth Philip, and saith unto 
him, Follow me. Philip findeth 
Nathanael and saith unto him. We 
have found him of whom Moses, in 
the law, and the prophets did write* 



Acts 5: 41. And they departed 
from the presence of the* council, 
rejoicing that they were counted 
worthy to suffer shame for his name : 
and daily, in the temple, and in 
every house, they ceased not to 
teach and preach Jesus Christ. 

20: 17. And from Miletus he sent 
to Ephesus, and called the elders of 
the church. And when they were 
come to him, he said unto them, Ye 
know, from the first day that Icame 
into Asia, after what manner I have 
been with you at all seasons, serving 
the Lord with all humility of mind, . 
and with many tears and tempta- 
tions, which befel me by the lying 
in wait of the Jews, and how I kept 
back nothing that was profitable un- 
to you, but have showed you, and 
have taught you publicly, and from 
house to house, testifying both to 
the Jews, and also to the Greeks, 
repentance toward God, and faith 
toward our Lord Jesus Christ. And 
now behold, I go bound in the spirit 
unto Jerusalem, not knowing the 
things that shall befal me there: 
save that the Holy Ghost witnesseth 
in every city, saying. That bonds 
and afflictions abide me. But 
none of these things move me, nei- 
ther count I my life dear unto my- 
self, so that I might finish my course 
with joy, iind the ministry which I 
have received of the Lord Jesus, to 
testify the gospel of the grace of 
God. And now, behold, I know that 
ye all, among whom I have gone 
preaching the kingdom of God, shall 
see my face no more. Wherefore I 
take you to record this day, that I 
am pure from the blood of all men, 
for I have not shunned to declare 
unto you all the counsel of God. 
Take heed therefore unto yourselves, 
and to all the flock over the which 
the Holy Ghost hath made you over- 
seers, to feed the church of God, 
which he hath purchased with his 
own blood. For I know this, that 
after my departing shall grievous 
wolves, enter in among you, not 
sparing the flock. Also of your own 
selves shall men arise, speaking per- 
verse things to draw away disciples 
after them. 



IT Therefore watch ; and remem- 
ber, that by the space of three years 
Iceased not to warn every one night 
and day with tearg. And now. 
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brethren, I commend you to God, 
and to the word of his grace, which 
Is able to build you up, and to give 
you an inheritance among all them 
which are sanctified. I have cov- 
eted no man's silver, or gold, or ap- 
parel. Yea, ye yourselves know, 
that these hands have ministered 
UBto my necessities, and to them 
that were with me. I have showed 
you all things, how that so laboring 
ye ought to support the, weak, and 
to remember the words of the Lord 
Jesus, how he said, It is more bless- 
ed to give than to receive. And 
when he had thus spoken, he kneeled 
down and prayed with them all. 
And they all wept soVe, and fell on 
Paul's neck, and kissed him, sorrow- 
ing most of a\\ ibr the words which 
he spake, that they should see his 
face no more. And they accompa- 
nied him unto the ship. 

Acts 28: 80. Paul dwelt two 
whole years in his own hired'house, 
and received all that came in unto 
him, preaching the kingdom of God, 
and teaching those things which con- 
cern the Lord Jesus Christ, with all 
confidence, no man forbidding him. 
RoM. 1:11. For I long to see you, 
that I may impart unto you some 
spiritual gift, to the end ye may be 
established : that is, that I may be 
comforted together with you, by the 
mutual faith both of you and me. 
Now I would not have you ignorant, 
brethren, that oftentimes I purposed 
to come unto you (but was let hith- 
erto) that I might have some fvuii 
among you alsp, even as 'among 
other Gentiles. I am debtor both 
to the Greeks, and to the Barba- 
rians, both to the wise, and to the 
unwise. So, as much as in me is, I 
am ready to preach the gospel to 
you that ar^ at Rome also. 

IT 2 CoR. 5: 9. Wherefore we la- 
bor, that, whether present or absent, 
.we may be accepted of him. For 
we must all appear before the judg- 
ment-seat of Christ; that every one 
may receive the things done in his 
body, according to that he hath done, 
whether it be good or bad. 

Knowing therefore the terror of 
the Lord, we persuade men; but we 
are made manifest unto God: and I 
trust also are made manifest in your 
consciences. For we commend not 
ourselves again unto you, but give 



you occasion to glory on our behalf, 
that ye may have somewhat to an- 
swer them which glory in appear- 
ance, and not in heart. For whether 
we be beside ourselves, it is to God: 
or whether we be sober, it is for 
your cause. 

Rom. 12: 1. I beseech you there- 
fore, brethren, by the mercies of 
God, that ye present your bodies a 
living sacrifice, holy, acceptable un- 
to God, which is your reasonable 
service. And be not conformed to 
this world: but be ye transformed 
by the renewing of your mind, that 
ye may prove what is that good, and 
acceptable, and perfect will of God. 



§ 5. 8TRIVIK6 TO INCREASE IN HO- 
LINESS OR SANCTIFICATION. 

Mat. 5: 4. Blessed are they that 
mourn ; for they shall be comfbrted 
. . . blessed are they that hunger and 
thirst after righteousness ; for th^y 
shall be filled. ' 

Lev. 11 : 44. I am the Lord your 
God ; you shall therefore sanctify 
yourselves, and ye shall be holy, 
for I am holy. 

RoM. 6: 1. What shall we say 
then ? Shall we continue in sin, that 
grace may abound.^ God forbid: 
how shall we, that are dead to sin, 
live any Ipnger therein f Know ye 
not that so many of us as were bap- 
tized into Jesus Christ, were bap- 
tized into his death ? Therefore we 
are buried with him by baptism into 
death : that like as Christ was raised 
up from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we also should walk 
in newness of life. For if we* have 
been planted together in the likeness 
of his death, we shall be also in the 
likeness of his resurrection: know- 
ing this, that our old man is crucified 
with him, that the body of sin might 
be destroyed, that henceforth we 
should not serve sin. For he that is 
dead is freed from sin. — 12. Let 
not sin therefore reign in your mortal 
body, that ye should obey it in the 
lusts thereof. Neither yield ye your 
members as instruments of unright- 
eousness unto sin ; but yield your- 
selves unto God, as those that are 
alive from the dead, and your mem- 
bers as instruments of righteouaness 
unto God: for sin shall not have do- 
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minion over you ; for ye are not un- 
der the law, but under grace. 

IT What then ? shall we sin, because 
we are not under the law, but under 
ffrace ? God forbid. Know ye not, 
mat to whom ye yield yourselves 
servants to obey, his servants ye are 
to whom ye obey ; whether of sin 
unto death, or of obedience unto 
righteousness ? But God be thanked, 
that ye were the servants of sin ; 
but ye have obeyed from the heart 
that form of doctrine which was 
delivered you. Being then made 
free from sin, ye became the ser- 
vants of righteousness: (I speak af- 
ter the manner of men, because of 
the infirmity of your flesh:) for as 
ye have yielded your members ser- 
vants to UBcleanness and to iniquity 
unto iniquity ; even so now yield 
your members servants to righteous- 
ness unto holiness. For when ye 
were the servants of sin, ye were 
free from righteousness. What fruit 
had ye then in those things whereof 
ye are now ashamed ? for the end of 
those things is death. But now be- 
ing made free from sin, and become 
servants to God, ye have your fruit 
unto holiness, and the end everlast* 
ing life. For the wages of sin is 
death : but the gifr of God is eternal 
life, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

13: 9. Let love be without dissim- 
ulation. Abhor that which is evil ; 
cleave to that which is good. Be 
kindly afiectioned one to another 
with brotherly love ; in honor pre- 
ferring one another ; not slothful in 
business ; fervent in spirit ; serving 
the Lord ; rejoicing in hope ; patient 
in tribulation ; continuing instant in 
prayer ; distributing to the necessity 
of saints ; given to hospitality. 

13: 11. It is high time to awake 
out of sleep : for now is our salva- 
tion nearer than when we believed. 
The night is far spent, the day is at 
hand: let us therefore cast off the 
works of darkness, and let us put on 
the armor of light. Let us walk 
honestly, as in the day: not in riot- 
ing and drunkenness, not, in cham- 
bering and wantonness, not in strife 
and envying. But put ye on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and make not 
provision for the fiesh, to fulfil the 
fusts thereof. 

1 Cor. 8: 16. Know ye not that 
ye are the temple of Grod, and that 



the Spirit of God dwelleth in you ? 
If any man defile the temple of God, 
him shall God destroy: for the tem- 
ple of God is holy, which temple ye 



IT 10: 81. Whether therefore ye eat 
or drink, or whatsoever ye do, do 
all to the glory of God : give none 
offence, neither to the Jews, nor to 
the Gentiles, nor to the church of 
God. Even as I please all men in 
all things, not seeking mine own 
profit, but the profit of many, that 
they may be saved. Be ye followers 
of me, even as I also am of Christ. 

2 CoR. 3: 18. But we all, with 
open face beholding as in a glass the 
glory of the Lord, are changed into 
the same image from glory to glory, 
even as by the Spirit of the Lord. 

2 CoR. 7: 1. Having therefore 
these promises, dearly beloved, let 
us cleanse ourselves from all filthi- 
ness of the flesh and spirit, perfect- 
ing holiness in the fear of God. 

10:3. For though we walk in the 
fl^sh, we do hot war afrer the flesh : 
(for the weapons of our warfare are 
not carnal, but mighty through God' 
to the pulling down of strong holds) ; 
casting down imaginations, and every 
high thing that exalteth itself against 
the knowledge of God, and bringing 
into captivity every thought to the 
obedience of Christ ; and having 
in readiness to revenge all disobe- 
dience, when your obedience is ful- 
filled. 

13:5. Examine yourselves, wheth- 
er ye be in the faith ; prove your 
own selves. Know ye not your own 
selves, how that Jesus Christ is in 
you, except ye be reprobates ? But 
I trust that ye shall know that we 
are not reprobates. Now I pray to 
God that ye do no evil ; not that we 
should appear approved, but that 
ye should do that which is honest, 
though we be as reprobates. For we 
can do nothing against the truth, but 
for the truth. For we are glad when 
we are weak, and ye are strong: and 
this also we wish, even your perfec- 
tion. Therefore I write these things 
being absent, lest being present I 
should use sharpness, according to 
the power which the Lord hath giv- 
en me to edification, and not to de- 
struction. 

Finally, brethren, farewell. Be 
perfect, be of good comfort, be of 
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one mmd, live in peace ; and the 
God of love and peace shall be with 
you. Greet one another with a holy 
kiss. All the saints salute you. The 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
the love of God, and the communion 
of the Holy Ghost, be ^ith you all. 
Amen. 

IT Gal. 5: 22. But the fruit of the 
Spirit is love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
meekness, temperance ; against such 
there is no law. And they that are 
Christ's have crucified the flesh, with i 
the affection^ and lusts. If we live j 
in the Spirit, let us also walk in the ' 
Spirit. Let us not be desirous of 
vain-glory, provoking ope another, 
envying one another. — 17. The 
flesh lusteth against the spirit, and 
the spirit against the flesh : and 
these are contrary the one to the oth- 
er. So that ye cannot do the things 
that ye would. 

Eph. 1 : 15. Wherefore I. also, 
after I heard of your faith ^_ the 
Lord Jesus, and love unto a^j the 
saints, cease not to give thaiiis for. 
you, making mention of you ^ my 
prayers ; that the God of our.^^ord 
Jesus Christ, the Father of dory, 
may give unto you the spirit oi wis- 
dom and revelation in the l^owl- 
edge of him: the eyes of yoir un- 
derstanding beinff enlightene^i that 
ye may know what is the l|>pe of 
his calling, and what the riches of 
the glory of his inheritance in the 
saints, and what is the exceeding 
greatness of his power to us-ward 
who believe, according to the work- 
. ing of his mighty power, which he 
wrought in Christ, when he raised 
him from the dead. 

4:11. And he gave some Apos- 
tles ; and some prophets ; and some 
evangelists ; and some pastors and 
teachers, for the perfecting of the 
saints, for the work of the ministry, 
for the edifying of the body of Christ, 
till we all come in the unity of the 
faith, and of the knowledge of the 
Son of God, unto a perfect man, un- 
to the measure of the stature of the 
fulness of Christ : that we hence- 
forth be no more children, to/ssed *to 
and fro, and carried about with 
every wind of doctrine, by th^sleight 
of men, and cunning craftiness, 
whereby they lie in wait to deceive : 
but gpeaking the truth in love, may 



grow up into him in all things, 
which is the head, even Christ, from 
whom the whole body fitly joined 
together and compacted by that 
which every jaint supplieth, accord- 
ing to the effectual working in the 
measure of every part, maketh in-r 
create of the body unto the edifying^ 
of itself in love. 

IT This I say, therefore, and testi- 
fy in the Lord, that ye henceforth 
walk not as other Gentiles walk, in 
the vanity of their mind, having the 
understanding darkened, being alien- 
ated from the life of God, through 
the ignorance that is in them, he" 
cause of the blindness of their heart: 
who, being past feeling, have given 
themselves over unto lasciviousness^ 
to work all uncleannes with greedi- 
ness. But ye have not so learned . 
Christ, if so be that ye have heard 
him, and have been taught by him, 
as the truth is in Jesus: that ye put 
off concerning the former con versa-, 
tion the old man, which is corrupt 
according to the deceitful lusts ; and 
be renewed in the spirit of your 
mind ; and that ye put on the new 
man, which af^er Goid is created in 
righteousness and true holiness. 
'5:7. Be not ye therefore parta- 
kers with them. For ye were some- 
time darkness, but.no w are ye light 
in the Lord : wa& as children of 
light ; (for the fruit of the Spirit i» 
in all goodness, and righteousness^ 
and truth ; ) proving what is accept- 
able unto the Lord. — 15. See then 
that ye walk circumspectly, not a» 
fools, but as wise, redeeming the 
time, because the days are eviL 
Wherefore be ye not unwise, but 
understanding what the will of the 
! Lord is. And be ye not drunk with 
' wine, wherein is excess. 

6 ; 10. Finally, my brethren, be 
strong in the Lord, and in the pow- 
er of his might. Put on the whole ^ 
\ armor of God, that ye may be able^ 
to stand against the wiles of the 
devil. For "we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against princi- 
palities, against powers, against the 
rulers of the darknQ^s of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
places. Wherefore take unto you 
the whole armor of God, that ye 
may be able to withstand in the evil 
day, and having done all, to stand. 
Stand, therefore, having your loin» 
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girt about with truth, and haying on 
the breast-plate of rig^hteousness ; 
and your feet shod with the prepa- 
ration of the gospel of peace ; above 
all, taking the shield of faith, where- 
with ye shall be able to quench all 
the fiery darts of the wicked% And 
take the helmet of salvation, and 
the sword of the Spirit, which is the 
word of God : praying always with 
all prayer and supplication in the 
^ Spirit, and watching thereunto with 
all perseverance and supplication 
for all saints, and for me, that utter- 
ance may be given unto me, that I 
may open ray mouth boldly, to make 
known the mystery of the gospel, for 
which I am an aitibassador in bonds : 
that therein I may speak boldly, as I 
ought to speak. 

IT Phil. 1 : 9. And this I pray, 
that your love may abound yet more 
and more in knowledge and in all 
judgment; that ye may approve 
things that are excellent ; that ye 
may be sincere and without offence 
till the day of Christ, being filled 
with the fruits of righteousness, 
which are by Jesus Christ, unto the 
^ory and praise of God. 

3:8. I count all things but loss 
for the excellency of the kfiuwledge 
of Christ Jesus my Lord: for whom 
I have suffered the loss of all things, 
and do count 4hem but dung, that I 
may win Christ, and be found in 
him, not having mine own righteous- 
ness, which is of the law, but that 
which is through the faith of Christ, 
the righteousness which is of God 
by faith: that I may know him, and 
the power of his resurrection, and 
the fellowship of his sufferings, be- 
ing made conformable unto his 
death ; if by any means I might at- 
tain unto the resurrection of the 
d«ad. Not as though I had already 
attained, either were already per- 
fect: but I follow after, if that I may 
apprehend that for which also I am 
apprehended of Christ Jesus. Breth- 
ren, I count not myself to have ap- 
• prehended: but this one thing I do, 
forgetting those things which are 
behind, and reaching forth unto 
those things which are before, I 
pre'ss toward the mark for the prize 
of the high calling of God in Christ 
J^esus. Let us therefore, as many 
as be perfect, be thus minded: and if 
in aoythingye be otherwise minded, 



God shall reveal even this unto you. 
Nevertheless, whereto we have al- 
ready attained, let us walk by the 
same rule, let us mind the same 
thing. Brethren, be followers to- 
gether of me, and mark them which 
walk so as ye have us for an ensam- 
pl6. For many walk, of whom I 
have told you often, and now tell 
you even weeping, that they are the 
enemies of the cross of Christ, whose, 
end is destruction, whose God i» 
their belly, and whose glory is in 
i their shame, who mind earthly 
things. For our conversation is in 
heaven; from whence also we look 
' for the Savior, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
j who shall change our vile body, that 
, it may be fashioned like unto hi» 
I glorious body, according to the 
{ working whereby he is able even to 
subdue all things unto himself. 

IT 4: 1. Therefore, my brethren, 
dearly beloved and longed for, my 
joy an.d crown, so stand fast in the 
Lordjmy dearly beloved. 

I l^seech Euodias, and beseech 
Syntfche, that they be of the same 
minAin the Lord. And I entreat 
theespilso, true yoke-fellow, help 
thos^women which labored with me 
in thi gospel, with Clement also, 
and v^th other my fellow-laborers, 
whos^ names are in the book of life. 
Rejoit^ in the Loi-d alway : and 
again t say. Rejoice ^ Let your mod- 
eration be known unto all men. The 
Lord rs at hand : be careful for noth- 
ing ; but in every thing by prayer 
aqd supplication with thanksgiring 
let your requests be made known 
unto God ; and the peace of God, 
which passeth all understanding, 
shall keep your hearts and minds 
through Christ Jesus. Finally, breth- 
ren, whatsoever things are true, 
whatsoever things are honest, what- 
soever things are just, whatsoever 
things are pure, whatsoever things 
are lovely, whatsoever things are of 
good report ; if there be any vir- 
tue, and if there be any praise, think 
on these things ; those things which 
ye have both learned, and received, 
and heard, and seen in me, do : and 
the God of peace shall be with you. 

Col, 1 : 9. For this cause we also, 
since the day we heard it, do not 
cease to pray for you, and to desire 
that ye might be filled with the 
knowledge of his will in all wisdom 
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and spiritual tin()erBtandiDg: that ye 
might walk worthy of the Lord unto 
all pleasing ; bein^ fruitful in every 
good worky and mereasing in the 
knowledge of God ; strengthened 
with all might, according to his glo- 
rious power, unto all patience and 
long-suffering with joyfuliiess ; giv- 
ing thanks unto the Father, which 
hath made us meet to be partakers 
of the inheritance of the saints in 
light, who hath delivered us from 
the power of darkness, and bath 
translated us into the kingdom of 
his dear Son, — 21. And you, that 
were sometime alienated, and ene- 
mies in your mind by wicked works, 
yet now hath he reconciled in the 
body of his flesh through death ; to 
present you holy, and unblamable, 
and unreprovable in his sight ; if ye 
continue in the faith grounded and 
settled, and be not moved away 
from the hope of the gospel, which 
ye have heard. 

IT 3 : 1. If ye Aen be risen with 
Christ, seek those things which are 
above, where Christ sitteth on the 
right hand of God. Set your affec- 
tion on things above, not on things 
on the earth. For ye are dead, and 
your life is hid Vith Christ in God. 
When Christ, who is our life^ shall 
appear, then shall ye also appear 
with him in glory. 

Mortify therefore your members 
which are upon the earth ; fornica- 
tion, uncleanness, inordinate affec- 
tion, evil concupiscence, and cove- 
tousness, which is idolatry : for which 
things' sake the wrath of God com- 
etb on the children of disol^edienee ; 
in the which ye also walked some- 
time, when ye lived in them : but 
now ye also put off all these ; anger, 
wrath, malice, blasphemy, filthy Com- 
munication out of your mouth ; lie 
not one to another, seeing that ye 
have put off the old man with his 
deeds, and have put on the new man, 
which i» renewed in knowledge after 
the image of him that created him: 
where there is neither Greek nor 
Jew, circumcision nor uneircmncis- 
ion. Barbarian, Scythian, bond nor 
free: but Christ is all, and in all. 
Put on therefore, a» the elect of 
Gody holy and beloved, bowels of 
mercies, kindness, humbleness^ of 
mind , m^kness, long-suffering ; (for- 
bearing. 6ne another, and fergiriDg 
29 



one another^ if any man have a 
(^parrel against any: even as Christ 
forgave you, so also do ye.) And 
above all these things put on charity, 
which is the bond of perfectness^ 
And let the peace of God rule in 
your hearts, to the which also ye 
are called in one body ; and be ye 
thankful. 

ITIThess. 8:11. Now God him- 
self and our Father, and our Lord 
Jesus Christ, direct oui* way unto 
you. And the Lord make you to 
increase and abound in love one to- 
ward another^ and toward all men, 
even as we do toward you: to the 
end he may stabhsh your hearts un' 
blamable in holiness before God, 
even our Father^ at the coming of 
our Lord Jesus Christ with all his 
saints. 

4: L Furthefmore then we be-' 
seech you, brethren, and exhcwrt you 
by the Lord Jesus, that as ye have 
received of us bow ye ought to walk 
and to please God, so ye would 
abound more and morq : for ye know 
what commandments we gave you 
by the Lord Jesus. For this is the 
will of God, even your sanctifica- 
tion, that ye should abstain from for-' 
nication : that every one of yon 
should know how to possess his ves*' 
sel in sauctification and honor, not 
in the lust of concupiscence, even 
as the Gentiles which know not 
God. 

5; 19. And be at peace among 
yotffselves. 

Now we , exhort you, brethreu, 
warn them that are unruly, comfort 
the feeble-minded, support the weak, 
be patient toward all men. Scse that 
none render evil fbr evil unto any 
man ; but ever follow that which is 
good, botb among yowselves, and to 
all men.. Rejoice evermore., Pray 
without ceasing. In. every thing 
give thanks, for this is the wift of* 
God in Christ Jesus concerning you. 
Quench not the Spirit; despise not 
prophesyings. Prove all things ; 
hold fast that which is good : abstain 
from all appearance of evil. And 
the very God of peace sanctify yon 
wholly ; and I pray God yotir whole 
spirit, and soul, and body be pre-- 
served blameless unto the eoming of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Faithlul is 
he that ealleth you, who also wiU 
do it. 
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Brethren, pray for us. Greet all 
the brethren with a holy kiss. 

4: 6. That no man go beyond 
and defraud his brother in any mat- 
ter: because that the Lord is the 
avenger of all such, a# we also 
have forewarned you and tes^tified. 
For God hath not called us unto 
nncleanness, but unto holiness. He 
therefore that despiseth, despiseth 
not man, but God who hath also 
given linto us his Holy Spirit. 

1 Tim. 6: 11. But thou, O man 
of God, flee these things ; and fol- 
low after righteousness, godliness, 
faith, love, patience, meekness. 
Fight the good flght of faith, lay 
hold on eternal life, whereunto thou 
art also called, and hast professed a 
good profession before many wit^ 
nesses. I give thee charge in the 
sight of God, Who quickeneth all 
things, and before Christ Jesus, who 
before Pontius Pilate witnessed a 
good confession, that thou keep 
this commandment without spot, 
unrebukable, until the appearing of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, which in his 
times he shall show, who is the 
blessed and only Potentate, the 
King of kings, and Lord of lords ; 
who only hath immortality, dwell- 
ing in the light which no man can 
approach unto: whom no man 
hath seen, nor can see ; to whom 
be honor and power everlasting. 
Amen. 

IT Titus 2:1. But speak thou the 
things which become sound doc- 
trine : that the aged men be sober, 
grave, temperate, sound in faith, in 
charity, in patience ; the aged wo- 
men likewise, that they be in beha- 
vior as becometh holiness, not false 
accusers, not given to much wine, 
teachers of good things ; that they 
may teach the young women to be 
sober, to love their husbands, to love 
their children, to be discreet, chaste, 
keepers at home, good, obedient to 
their own husbands, that the word 
of God be not blasphemed. Young 
men likewise exhort to be sober- 
minded. In all things showing thy- 
self a pattern of good worl^: m 
doctrine showing uncorruptness, 
gravity, sincerity, sound speech that 
cannot he condemned ; that he that 
is of the contrary part may be 
ashamed, having no evil thing ti6 say 
of you. — 11. For the grace ofi 



God that bringeth salvation hatb 
appeared to all men, teaching us, 
that denying ungodliness and world- 
ly lusts, we should live soberly, 
righteously, and godly, in this pres- 
ent world ; looking for that blessed 
hope, and the glorious appearing of 
the great God and our Savior Jesus 
Christ; who gave himself for us, 
that he might redeem us from all 
iniquity, and purify unto himself a 
peculiar people, zealous of good 
works. These things speak, and 
exhort, and rebuke with all author- 
ity. Let no man despise thee. 

Heb. 6:1. Therefore leaving the 
principles of the doctrine of Christ, 
let us go on unto perfection ; not lay- 
ing again the foundation of repent- 
ance from dead works, and of faith 
toward God, of the doctrine of 
baptisms, and of laying on of hands, 
and of resurrection of the dead, and 
of eternal judgment. 

IT 10: 19.; Having therefore,breth- 
ren, boldness to enter into the 
holiest by the blood of Jesus, by a 
new and living way, which he hath 
consecrated for us, through the vail, 
(that is to say, his flesh ;) and hav- 
ing a high-priest over the house of 
God ; let us draw nea!r with a trite 
heart, in full assurance of faith, 
having our hearts sprinkled from 
an evil conscience, and our bodies 
washed with pure water. Let us 
hold fast the profession of our faith, 
without wavering ; (for he is faith- 
ful that promised ;) and let us con- 
sider one another, to provoke unto 
love, and to good works: not for^ 
saking the assembling of ourselves 
together, as the manner of some is ; 
but exhorting on^ another: and so 
much the more, as ye see the day 
approaching. 

1 Peter 4: 1. Forasmuch then 
as Christ hath suflered for us in the 
flesh, arm yourselves likewise with 
the same mind ; (for he that hath 
fiufiered in the flesh hath ceased 
from sin ;) that he no longer should 
live the rest of his time in the flesh 
to the lusts of men, but to the will 
of (jrod. For the time past of our 
life may suffice us to have wrought 
the will of the Gentiles, when we 
walked in lasciviousness, lusts, ex- 
cess of wine, revellings^ banquet- 
ings, and abominable idolatries ; 
wherein they think it strange that 
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ye run not witii thdm to the same 
excess of riot, speaking evil of you: 
who shall give account to him that 
is ready to judge the quick and the 
dead. For, for this cause was the 
gospel preached also to them that 
are dead, that they might be judged 
according to men in the flesh, but 
live according to God in the spirit. 

But the end of all things is at 
hand: be ye therefore sober, and 
watch unto prayer. And above all 
things have fervent charity among 
yourselves; for charity shHii cover 
the multitude of sins. Use hospital- 
ity one to another without grudg- 
ing. As every man hath received 
the gifl, even so minister the same 
one to another, as good stewards of 
the manifold grace of God. 

If any man speak, let him speak 
as the oracles of God ; if any man 
minister, let him do it, as of the 
ability which God giveth : that God 
in all things may be glorified through 
Jesus Christ ; to whom be praise 
and dominion forever and ever! 
Amen. 

IT 5: 6. Humble yourselves there- 
fore under the mighty hand of God, 
that he may exalt you in due time. 
Casting all your care upon him ; 
for he careth for you. 

Be sober, be vigilant; because 
your adversary, the Devil, as a 
roaring lion, walketh about, seeking 
whom he may devour: whom resist, 
steadfast in the faith, knowing that 
the same afflictions are accomplish- 
ed in your brethren that are in the 
world. But the Go<i of all grace, 
who hath called us unto his eternal 
eiory by Christ Jesus, after that' ye 
have suffered awhile, make you 
perfect, stablish, strengthen, settle 
you. To him be glory and domin- 
ion forever and ever! Amen. 

2 Peter 1 : 6. And besides this, 
giving all diligence, add to your 
faith, virtue ; and to virtue, knowl- 
edge ; and to knowledge, temper- 
ance ; and to temperance, patience ; 
and to patience, godliness ; and to 
godliness, brotherly kindness ; and 
to brotherly kindness, charity. For 
if these things be in you, and abound, 
they make you that ye shall neither 
be barren nor unfruitful in the 
knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
But he that lacketh these things is 
blind, and cannot see afar off, and 
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hath forgotten that he was purged 
from his old sins. — IS. Where* 
fore I will not be negligent to put 
you always in remembrance of 
these things, though ye know them, 
and be established in the present 
truth. Yea, I think it meet, as long 
as I am in this tabernacle, to stir 
you up by putting you in remem- 
brance ; knowing that shortly I must 
put off this my tnbernade, even as 
our Lord Jesus Christ hath showed 
me. Moreover, I will endeavor 
that ye may be able, after my de- 
cease, to have these things always 
in remembrance. 

IT 8: 1. This second epistle, be- 
loved, I now write unto you ; in 
both which I stir up your pure 
minds by way of remembrance: 
that ye may be mindful of the words 
which were spoken before by the 
holy prophets, and of the com- 
mandment of us the Apostles of the 
Lord and Savior. — U. Seeing then 
that all these things shall be dis- 
solved, what manner of persons 
ought ye to be, in all holy conver- 
sation and godliness, looking for 
and hasting unto the C/Oming of the 
day of God ? — 14. Wherefore, be- 
loved, seeing that ye look for such 
things, be diligent that ye may be 
found of him in peace, without spot 
and blameless. 

1 John 1:6. If we say that we 
have fellowship with him, and walk 
in darkness, we lie, and do not the 
truth: but if we walk in the light, 
as he is in the light, we have fellow* 
ship one with another, and the blood 
of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from all sin. If we say that we^ 
have no sin, we deceive ourselves, 
and the truth is not in us. 

Heb. 12: 1. Wherefore, seeing 
we also are compassed about with so 
great a cloud or witnesses, let us lay 
aside every weight, and the sm 
which doth so easily beset us, and 
let us run with patience the race 
that is set before us, looking unto 
Jesus, the author and finisher of our 
faith ; who, for the joy that was set 
before him, endured the cross, des- 
pising^ the shame, and is set down at 
the right hand of the throne of God, 
For consider him that endured such 
contradiction of sinners against him- 
self, lest ye be wearied and faint in 
your minds. ->*-l^. Wherefore lift 
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«p the hands which hang down, and 
the feeble knees ; and make straight 

rLhs for your feet, lest that which 
lame be turned out of the way : 
but let it rather be healed. Follow 
peace with all men, and holiness, 
without which no man shall see the 
Lord ; looking fiiligently, lest any 
man fail of the grace of God ; lest 
any root of bitterness springing up, 
trouble you, and thereby many be 
defiled: lest there be any fornicator, 
or profane person, as Esau, who for 
one morsel of meat sold his birth- 
right. For ye know how that after- 
*ward, when he would have inherited 
the blessing, he was rejected: for 
he found no place of repentance, 
though he sought it carenilly with 
tears. 

1 Peter 2:1. Wherefore, laying 
aside all malice, and all guile, and 
hypocrisies, and envies, and ail evil- 
speakings, as new-bom babes, desire 
the sincere milk of the word, that 
ye may grow thereby: if so be ye 
have tasted that the Lord is gracious. 
To whom coming as unto a living 
stone, disallowed mdeed of men, but 
chosen of God, and precious, ye 
also, as lively stones, are built up a 
spiritual house^ an holy priesthood, 
to offer up spiritual sacrifices, ac- 
ceptable to God by Jesus Christ. 

1: 13. Wherefore gird up the 
loins of vour mind, be sober, and 
hope to the end for the grace that is 
to be brought unto you at the reve- 
lation of Jesus Chriat ; as obedient 
children, not fashioning yourselves 
according to the former lusts in your 
ignorance ; but as he which hath 
icalled you is holy^ so be ye holy in 
all manner of conversation ; because 
it is written. Be ye holy ; for I am 
holy. 

ITS: 7. Unto you therefore which 
believe^ he is precious : but unto 
them which be oisobedient. 

The ftooe which the bnildera dballowed, 
The laioe i« made the head of the cornor, 

and a stone of stumbling, and a rock 
of ofience, even to them which 
stumble at the word^ being disobe- 
dient ; whereunto also they were 
appointed. But ye are a chosen 

feneration^ a royal priesthood, a 
oly nation, a peculiar people ; that 
ve should show forth the praises of 
Aim who hath called you out of 
daxkneas into his marveUoua light: 



which in time past were not a peo- 
ple, but are now the people of God : 
which had not obtained mercy, but 
now have obtained mercy. 

Dearly beloved, I beseech you, as 
stran&;ers and pilgrims, abstain from 
fieshty lusts, which war against the 
soul ; having your conversation hon- 
est among the Gentiles: that, where-' 
as, they speak against you as evil- 
doers, they may by your good works, 
which they shall behold, glorify God 
in the day of visitation. 

3: 8. Finally, be ye all of one 
mind, having compassion one of 
another ; love as brethren, be pit- 
iful, be courteous ; not rendermg 
evil for evil, or railing for railing: 
but contrariwise, blessmg ; knowing 
that ye are thereunto called, that ye 
should inherit a blessing. For he 
that will love life, and see good 
days, let him refrain his tongue from 
evil, and his lips that they speak no 
guile: let him eschew evil, and do 
^ood ; let him seek peace and ensue 
It. For the eyes of the Lord are 
over the righteous, and his ears are 
open unto their prayers : but the face 
of th^ Lord is against them that do 
evil. And who is he that will harm 
vou, if ye be followers of that which 
IS good? But and if ye suffer for 
righteousness' sake, happy are ye ; 
and be not afraid of their terror, 
neither be troubled ; but sanctify the 
Lord God in your hearts. 

2 Peter S: 17. Ye therefore be- 
loved seeing ye know these things 
before, beware, lest ye al^o, being 
led away with the error of the wick- 
ed, fall fr6m your own steadfastness. 
But grow in grace and in the knowl- 
edge of our Lord and Savior Jesos 
Christ.

will I give thee, if thou wilt fall 
down and worship me. Then saith 
Jesus unto him. Get thee hence, 
Satan! for it is written. Thou shalt 
worship the Lord thy God, and him 
only shalt thou serve. Then the 
Devil leaveth him, and behold, 
angels came and ministered unto 
him. 

12: 4S, When the unclean Spirit 
has gone out of a man he walteth 
through dry places seeking rest and 
findeth none, ... he goeth and 
taketh with himself seven other 
spirits more wicked than himself.

Wherefore in all 
things it behoved him to be made 
like unto his brethren ; that he might 
be a merciful and faithful High 
Priest in things pertaining to God, 
to make reconciliation for the sins 
of the people. For in that he him- 
self hath sneered, being tempted, he 
is able to succor them that are 
tenipted. 

Heb. 4: 15. We have not a high- 
priest, that cannot be touched with 
the feeling of our infirmities: but 
was in all points tempted like as we 
are yet without sin. 

James 1:12. Blessed is the nian 
that endureth temptation: for when 
he is tried, he shall receive the crown 
of life, which the Lord hath prom- 
ised to them that love him. Let no 
man say when he is tempted, I am 
tempted of God: for God cannot 
be tempted with evil, neither tempt- 
eth he any man. But every man is 
tempted, when he is drawn away of 
his own lust, and enticed: then, 
when lust hath conceived, it bnn^- 
eth forth sin ; and sin, when it is 



I finished, bringeth forth death. Do 

not err, my beloved brethren, 
I 4: 7. Kesist the Devil and he 
1 will flee from you. Draw nigh to 
I God, and he will draw nigh to you. 
I 1 Peter 1: 6. Though now for 
I a season, (if need be) ye are in 
heaviness through manifold tempta- 
tions ; that the trial of your faith, 
I being much more precious than of 
I gold that perisheth, though it be 
' tried with fire, might be found unto 
praise, and honor, and ^lory, at the 
appearing of Jesus Christ.

§7. SELF DENIAL. 

I. Temperance. 

RoM. 15: 1. We then that are 
strong ought to bear the infirmities 
of the weak, and not to please our- 
selves. Let every one of us please 
his neighbor for his good to edifica- 
tion. For even Christ pleased not 
himself; but, as it is written, 

The reproacbei of them that reproached tbet fell 
CD me. 

For whatsoever things were written 
aforetime, were v^ritten for our 
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learning, that we through patience 
and comfort of the Scriptures might 
have hope. Now the God of pa- 
tience and consolation grant you to 
be like-minded one toward another, 
according to Christ Jesus: that ye 
may with one mind and one mouth 
glorify God, even the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

14: 20. . For meat destroy not 
the work of God. All things indeed 
are pure: but it is evil for that man 
who eateth with offence. It is good 
neither to eat flesh nor to drink wine, 
nor any thing whereby thy brother 
Btumbleth, or is offended, or is made 
weak. 

1 CoR. 8: 13. Wherefore, if meat 
make my brother to offend, I will 
eat no flesh while the world stfind- 
eth, lest I make my brother to of- 
fend. 

Luke 1 : 15. For he shall be great 
in the sight of the Lord, and shall 
drink neither wine nor strong drink; 
and he shall be filled with the Holy 
Ghost, even from his mother's 
womb. 

Lev. 10: 3. And the Lord spake 
unto Aaron, saying. Do not drink 
wine nor strong drink, thou, nor thy 
sons with thee, when ye go into the 
tabernacle of the congregation, lest 
ye die: it shall be a statute forever 
throughout your generations: and 
that ye may put difference between 
holy and unholy, and between un- 
clean and clean; and that ye may 
teach the children of Israel all the 
statutes which the Lord hath spo- 
ken unto them by the hand of 
Moses. 

IT Judges 13: 7. But he said unto 
me. Behold, thou shalt conceive, and 
bear a son; and now drink no wine 
nor strong drink, neither eat any un- 
clean thing. 

Jer. 35: 5. And I set before the 
sons of the house of the Rechabites 
pots full of wine, and cups, and I 
said unto them. Drink ye wine. But 
they said, We will drink no wine: 
for Jonadab the son of Rechab our 
father commanded us, saying. Ye 
shall drink no wine, neither ve, nor 
your sons forever: neither snail ye 
build house, nor sow seed, nor plant 
vineyard, nor have any; but all your 
days ye shall dwell in tents; that ye 
may live many days in the land 
where ye be strangera. — 13. Then 



came the word of the Lord unto 
Jeremiah, saying, Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Go and tell the men of Judah and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, will 
ye not receive instruction to hearken 
to my words? saith the Lord. The 
words of Jonadab the son of Re- 
chab, that he commanded his sons 
not to drink wine, are performed; 
for unto this day they drink none, 
but obey their father's command- 
ment; notwithstanding I have spo- 
ken unto you, rising early and 
speaking; but ye hearkened not unto 
me. I have sent also unto you all 
my servants the prophets, rising up 
early and sending them^ saying, Re- 
turn ye now every man from his 
evil way, and amend your doings, 
and go not after other gods to serve 
them, and ye shall dwell in the land 
which I l^ave given to you and to 
your fathers: but ye have not in- 
clined your ear, nor hearkened un- 
to me. Because the sons of Jonadab 
the son of Rechab have performed 
the commandment of their falher, 
which he commanded them; but this 
people have not h,earkened unto me: 
therefore thus saith the Lord God 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, 
I will bring upon Judah and upon 
all the inhabitants of Jerusalem all 
the evil that I have pronounced 
against them : because I have spoken 
unto them, but they have not heard; 
and I have called unto them, but 
they have not answered. And Jer- 
emiah said unto the house of the 
Rechabites, Thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel : Because 
ye have obeyed the commandment 
of Jonadab your father, and kept 
all his precepts, and done according 
unto air that he hath commanded 
you : therefore, thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Jonadab 
the son of Rechab shall not want a 
man to stand before me forever. 

IT Lam. 4: 6. For the punishment 
of the iniquity of the daughter of my 
people is greater than the punish- 
ment of the sin of Sodom, that was 
overthrown as in a moment, and no 
hands stayed on her. Her Naza^ 
rites were purer than snow, they 
were whiter than milk, they were 
more ruddy in body than rubies, 
their polishing was of sapphire, 
their visage ii blacker than a coal; 
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they are not known in the streets; 
their skin clenveth to their bones; it 
is withered; it is become like a 
stick. 

Dan. 1: 8. But Daniel purposed 
in his heart that he wouJd not defile 
himself with the portion of the 
kin«^>s meat, nor with the wine which 
he drank; therefore he requested of 
the prince of the eunuchs that he 
raisrht not defile himself. Now God 
had brought Daniel into favoi* and 
tender love with the prince of the 
eunuchs. And the prince of the eu-' 
nuehs said unto Daniel, I fear my 
]ord the king, who hath appointed 
your meat and your drink: for why 
shogld he see your faces worse 
liking than the children which are 
of your sort? then shall ye make me 
endanger my head to the king. Then 
said Daniel to Melzar, whom the 
prince of the eunuchs had set over 
Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and 
Azariah, prove thy servants, I be- 
seech thee, ten days ; and let them 
give us pulse to eat, and water to 
drink. Then let our countenances 
be looked upon before thee, and the 
countenance of the children that eat 
of the portion of the king's meat: 
and as thou seest, deal with thy ser- 
vants. So he consented to them in 
this matter, and proved them ten 
days. And at the end of ten days 
their countenances appeared fairer 
and fatter in flesh than all the chil- 
dren which did eat the portion of 
the king's meat. Thus Melzar took 
away the portion of their meat, and 
the wine that they should drink; and 
gave them pulse. 

IF As for these four children, God 
gave them knowledge and skill in 
all learning and wisdom: and Daniel 
had understanding in all visions and 
dreams. Now at the end of the 
days that the king had said he should 
bring them in, then the prince of 
the eunuchs brought them in before 
Nebuchadnezzar. And the king 
communed with them ; and among 
them all was found none like Dan- 
iel, Hananiah, Mishael, and Azari- 
ah : therefore stood they before the 
king. And in all matters of wisdom 
and understanding, that the king in- 
quired of them, he found them ten 
times better than all the magicians 
and astrologers that were in all his 
realm. And Daniel continued 



even unto the first year of king 
Cyrus. 

Prov. 20: 1. Wine is a mocker; 
strong drink is raging; and who^ 
soever is deceived thereby is not 
wise. 

SS: 20. Be not among wine bil>- 
bers; among riotous eaters of flesh: 
fur the drunkard and the glutton 
shall come to poverty. — 29. Who 
hath woe? who hath sorrow? who 
hath contention? who hath bab- 
bling? who hath wounds without 
cause? w,bo hath redness of eyes? 
They that tarry long at the wine: 
they that go to seek mixed wine. 
Look not thou upon the wine whea 
it is red, when it moveth itself aright, 
when it giveth its color in the cup. 
At the last it biteth like a serpent, 
and stingeth like an adder. 

Dedt. 14: 26. Thou shalt bestow 
that money for whatsoever thy soul 
lusteth after; for oxen, or for sheep, 
or for wine, or for strong drink. 

Ps. 106: 13. They soon forgat hit 
works, they waited not for hiscoun* 
sel: but lusted exceedingly in the 
wilderness, and tempted God in the 
desert. And he gave them their re- 
quest, but sent leanness into their 
soul. 

IsA. 5: n. Woe unto them that 
rise up early in the morning, that 
they may follow after strong drink; 
that continue until night, till wine 
inflame them. — 22. Woe unto them 
that are mighty to drink wine, and 
men of strength to mingle strong 
drink. 

IT 28: 7. They also have erred 
through wine, and through strong 
drink are out of the way. The 
priest and the prophet have erred 
through strong drink; they are swal- 
lowed up of wine, they are out of 
the way through strong drink; they 
err in judgment, they stumble in 
vision. 

Amos 2: 11. I raised up of yocnr 
sons for prophets, and of your young 
men for Nazarites . . . but ye gave 
the Nazarites wine to drink; and 
commanded the prophets, saying, 
Prophesy not. Behold, I am press^ 
under you, as a cart is pressed that 
is full of sheaves. 

Hab. 2: 15. Woe unto him that 
giveth his neighbor drink, that put^ 
test thy bottle to him and makett 
him drunken also^

EVIDENCES OF PIETY. 
§ 1. FROM THE LIFE, OR OBEDIENCE. 

Mat. 7: 16. Ye nhall know them 
by their fruits. Do men ;?ather 
grapes of thorns, or figs of thistles? 
Even 80 every good tree bringeth 
forth good fruit: but a corrupt tree 
bringeth forth evil Ci'uit. A good tree 
cannot bring forth evil fruit.— 21. Not 
every one that saith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, shall enter into the kingdom 
of heaven, but he that doeth the will 
of my Father Mfhich i^ in heaven. 
Many will say to me in that day, 
Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied 
in thy name, and in thy name have 
cast out devils, and in thy name 
done many wonderful works? And 
then will I profess unto them, I 
never knew you, depart from trie 
ye that, work iniquity. 

Luke U : 2B. Blessed are they 
that hear the word of God and keep it. 

Mat. 7: 24. Whosoever heareth 
these sayings of mine and doeth 
them, shall be likened unto a wise 
man, that built his house upon a 
rock. 

John 8: 30. As he spake the^e 
words, many believed on him. Then 
said Jesus to those Jews which be- 
lieved on him, If ye continue in my 
word, then are ye my disciples in- 
deed ; and ye shall know the truth, 
and the truth shall make you free. 

14; 18. I will not leave you com- 
fortless: I will come to you. Yet a 
little while, and the world seeth me 
no more, but ye see me: because I 
live, ye shall live also. At that day 
ye shall know that I am in my Fa- 
ther, and ye in me, and i in you. He 
that hath my commandments, and 
keepetb them, he it is that loveth 
me: and he that loveth me, shall be 
loved of my Father, and I will love 
him, and will manifest myself to 
him. 



IT Judas saith unto him, (not 
Iscariot,) Lord, how is it that tjiou 
wilt manifest thyself unto us, and 
not unto the world ? Jesus answered 
and Baid unto him. If a man love 
me, he will keep my words: and my 
Father will love him, and we will 
80 



come unto him, and make our abode 
with him. He that loveth me not^ 
keepetb not my sayings: and the 
word which ye hear is not mine^ 
but the Father's which sent me, 

21 : 15. So when they had dined^ 
Jesus saith to Simon Peter, Simon, 
son of Jonas, lovest thou me m»re 
than these? He saith unto him. 
Yea, Lord; thou knowest that I love 
thee. He sai'h unto him. Feed my 
lambs* He saith to him again the 
second time, Simon, son of Jonasy 
lovest thou m^.^ He saith unto him^ 
Yeay Lord; thou knowest that I lov.e 
thee. He saith unto him, Feed my 
sheep. He suith unto him the third 
time, Simon, son of Jonas, lovest 
tliou me? Peter was grieved be- 
cause he s^id unto him the third 
time, Lovest thou me? And he said 
unto hitn, Lord, thou knowest all 
things} thou knowest that I love 
thee, Jesus saith unto him. Feed 
my sheep. 

1 Cor. U: 27. Wherefore, who- 
soever shall eat this bread, and drink 
this cup of the Lord, unworthily, 
shall be guilty of tht^ body and blood 
of the Lord. But let a man exam- 
ine himself, and so let him eat of 
that bread, and drink of that cup^ 
for he that eatetb and drinketh un- 
worthily, eateth and drinketh dam- 
nation to himself, not discerning the 
Lord*s body. For this cause many 
are weak and sickly among you, 
and many sleep. For if we would 
judge ourselves, we should not be 
judged. , But when we are judged, 
we arc chastened of the Lord, that 
we should not be condemned with 
the world.

IT James 1 : 27. Pure religion iind 
undeflled before God and the Father 
is this, to visit the fatherless and 
widows in their affliction, and to 
keep himself unspotted from the 
world. 

1 P£TCK S: 15. And be ready 
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always to give an answer to every 
ihan that asketh you a reason of the 
hop^ that is in you, with meekness 
and fear: having a good conscience; 
that) whereas they speak evil of you, 
as of evil-doers, they may be 
ashamed that falsely accuse your 
•good conversation in Christ. 

1 John 2: 3. And hereby we do 
know that we know him, if we keep 
t^is commandments. He that saith, 
I know him, and keepeth not his 
commandments, is a liar, and the 
truth is not in bim. But whoso keep- 
ath his word, in him verily is the 
love of God perfected: hereby know 
we that we are in him. He that saith 
he abideth in him, ought hin>self 
also so to walk, even as he walked. 

3: 3. And every man that hath this 
hope in him, purifieth himself, even 
as he is pure. Whosoeverrcommit- 
tetb sin, transgresseth also the law; 
jfor sin is the transgression of the 
law. And ye know that he was 
manifested to take aWay our sins; 
and in him is no sin. Whosoever 
abideth in him sinneth not: whoso- 
ever sinneth hath not seen him, nei- 
ther known him. Little children, 
let no man deceive you: he that 
doeth righteousness is righteous, 
even as he is righteous. He that 
committeth sin is of the Devil; for 
the Devil sinneth from the begin^ 
ning. For this purpose the Son of 
God was manifested, that he might 
destroy the works of the Devil. 
Whosoever is born of God doth not 
commit sin ; for his seed remaineth 
in him: and he cannot sin, because 
he is born of God. in this the chil- 
dren of Gml are manifest, and the 
children of the Devil. 

Whosoever doeth not righteousness 
is not of God, neither he that loveth 
not his brother. For this is the mes- 
sage that ye heard from the begin- 
ning,that we should love one another. 

IT 5: 1. Whosoever believeth that 
Jesus is the Christ, is born of God: 
and every one that loveth him that 
begat, loveth him also that is begot- 
ten of him. By this we know that 
we love the <:hildren of God, when 
We love God, and keep his com- 
mandments. For this is the love of 
God, that we keep his command- 
ments; and his commandments are 
not grievous. For whatsoever is 
bora of God, ovarcometh the world; 



and thia is the victory that over- 
cometh the world, even our faith. 
Who is he that overcometh the 
world, but he that believeth that Je- 
sus is the Son of God ? 

3 John 11. Beloved, follow not 
that which is evil, but that which is 
^ood. He that doeth good is of 
God: but be that doeth evil hath not 
seen God. 

RoM. S: 1. There is therefore now 
no condemnation to them which are 
in Christ Jesus, who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit. For 
the law of the Spirit of life in Christ 
Jesus hath made me free from the 
law of sin and death. For what the 
law could not do, in that it was 
weak through the flesh, God, sending 
his own Son in the likeness of sinful 
flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in 
the flesh: that the righteousness of 
the law might be fulfilled in us, who 
walk not after the flesh, but after the 
Spirit. For they that are aAer the 
flesh, do n>jnd the things of the flesh : 
but they fhat are after the Spirit, the 
things of the Spi'rit. For to be car- 
nally minded is death; but t6 be 
spiritually minded is life and ]>eace; 
because the carnal mind is enmity 
against God: for it is not subject to 
the law of God, neither indeed can 
be. So then they that are in the 
flesh cannot please God. 

IT John 1^5: 1. I am the true vine, 
and my Father is the husbandman. 
Every branch in me that beareth 
not fruit, he taketh away: and every 
branch that beareth fruit, he purg- 
eth it, that it may bring forth more 
fruit. Now ye are clean through 
the word which I have spoken unto 
you. Abide in me, and I in yon. 
As the branch cannot bear fruit of 
itself, except it abide in the vine; no 
more can ye, except ye abide in me. 
I am the vine; ye are the branches: 
he that abideth in me, and 1 in him, 
the same bringeth forth much fruit: 
for witiiout me ye can do nothing. 
If a man abide not in me, he is cast 
forth as a branch, and is withered; 
and men gather them, and cast them 
into the nre, and they are burned. 
If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye 
will, and it shall be done unto you. 
Herein is ray Father glorified, that 
ye bear much fruit; so shall ye be 
my disciples. 
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A» the Father hath loved me, 00 
have ^ loved you : continue ye in my 
love. If ye keep my command- 
ments, ye shall abide in my love; 
even as I have kept my Father's 
commandments, and abide in his 
love. These thiols have I sunken 
unto you, that my joy might remain 
in you, and that your joy might be 
full. This is my commandment, 
That ye love one another, as I have 
loved you. Greater love hath no 
man than this, that a man lay dovsm 
his life for his friends. Ye are my 
friends, if ye do whatsoever I com- 
mand you. Henceforth I call you 
not servants; for the servant know- 
eth not what his lord doeth : but I 
have called you friends ; for all 
things that I have heard of my Fa- 
ther, I have made known unto you. 
Ye have not chosen me, but I have 
chosen you, and ordained you, that 
ye should go and bring forth fruit, 
and that your fruit should remain : 
that whatsoever ye shall ask of the 
Father in my name, he may give it 
you. 

Acts 3: 42. And they continued 
steadfastly in the Apostles' doctrine 
and fellow?(hip, and in breaking of 
bread, and in prayers. 

And fear came upon every soul: 
and many wonders and signs were 
done by the Apostles. And all that 
believed were together, and had all 
things common; and sold their pos- 
sessions and goods, and parted tnem 
to all men, as every man had need. 
And they, continuing daily with one 
accord in the temple, and break- 
ing bread from house to house, did 
eat their meat with gladness and 
sinffleness of heart, praising God, 
and having favor with all the 
people. 

IT 1 Cob. 9: 24. Know ye not, that 
they which run in a race, run all, 
b^t one receiveth the prize .^ So 
run that ye may obtain. And every 
one thatstriveth for the mastery is 
temperate in all things. Now they 
do it to obtain a corruptible crown, 
but we an incorruptible. I there- 
fore so run, not as uncertainly. So 
fi^ht I, not as Que that beateth the 
air; but I keep under my body and 
bring it into subjection, lest that by 
any meant when I have preached to 
Qthers, I myself should be a c^st- 
fiway.

Again, a new commandment I write 
unto you, which thing is true in him 
jand in you: because the darkness is 
past, and the true li^ht now shineth. 
He that saith he is m the li^ht, and 
hateth his brother, is in darkness 
«ven until now. He that loveth his 
brother abideth in the light, and 
there is none occasion of stumbling 
in him. But he that hateth his 
brother is iQ darkness, and walketh 
in darkness, and knoweth not whith- 
er he goeth : because that daiicness 
hath blinded his eyes. 

3: 13. Marvel not, my brethren, 
if the world hate you. We know 
that we have passed from death unto 
Jife, because we love the brethren. 
He that loveth not his brother, abid- 
>elh in death. Whosoever hateth his 
brother, is a ;nurderer : and ye know 
ithat no murderer hath eternal life 
abiding in him. Hereby perceive 
we the love of God, because he l^id 
xlown his life for us: and we ought 
io lay down our lives for the breth- 
jren. But whoso hath this world's 
good, and seeth his brother have 
need, and shutteth up his bowels of 
4^ompassion fVom him, how dwelleth 
tixe love of God in him f My little 



children, let us not love in word, 
neither in tongue, but in deed and 
in truth. 

And hereby we know that we are 
of the truth, and shall assure bur 
hearts before him. For if our heart 
condemn us, God is greater than our 
heart, and knoweth all things. 

4: 7. Beloved, let us love one 
another: for love is of God ; and 
every one that loveth is bom of God, 
and knoweth God. He that loveth 
not, knoweth not God ; for God is 
love. In this was manifested the 
love of God toward us, because that 
God sent his only begotten Son into 
the world, that we might live through 
him. Herein is love, not that we 
loved God, but that he \oved us, and 
sent his Son to be the propitiation 
for our sins. Beloved, if God so 
loved us, we ought also to love one 
another. No man hath seen God at 
any time. If we love one another, 
God dwelleth in us, and his love is 
perfected in us. Hereby know we 
that we dwell in him, and he in us, 
because he hath given us of his Spir- 
it. — 20. If a man say, I love God, 
and hateth his brother, he is a liar. 
For he that loveth not his brother, 
whom be hath seen, how can he love 
God, whom he hath not seen ? and 
this commandment have we from 
him. That he who loveth God love 
his brother also. 

Gal. 5: 14. All the law is ful- 
filled in one word, even in this, Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.

Jesus Christ our Lord, 
which was made of the seed of Da- 
vid according to the flesh ; and de- 
clared to be theJ Son of God with 
EoWer, according to the Spirit of 
oliness, by the resurrection from 
the dead. 

8: 11. But if the Spirit of him 
that raised up Jesus from the dead 
dwell in you, he that raivsed up Christ 
from the dead shall also quicken' 
your mortal bodies, by his Spirit that 
dwelleth in you. — 34. Who is he 
that condemneth ^ It is Christ that 
died ; yea rather, that is risen again ; 
who is even at the right hand of 
God ; who also maketh ititeroession 
for us. 

1 CoR. 15: 21. As by man came 
death, by man came also the resur- 
rection of the dead. For, as in 
Ad&m all die, even so in Christ shall 
all be made alive. 

2 Tim. 2: 8. Remember that 
Jesus Christ, of the seed of David, 
was raised from the dead, accord- 
ing to my gospel ; wherein I suffer 
trouble, as an evil-doer, even unto 
bonds ; but the word of God is not 
bound. Therefore 1 endure all things 
for the elect's sake, that they may 
also obtain the salvation which is in 
Christ Jesus with eternal glory. 

1 Pet. 1 : 3. Blessed be the God 



and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
which, according to his abundant 
mercy, hath begotten us again unto 
a lively hope by the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ from the dead, to an 
inheritance incorruptible, and unde- 
filed, and that fadeth not away, re- 
served in heaven for you, who are 
kept by the power of God through 
faith unto salvation, ready to be re- 
vealed in the last time. 

Heb. IS: 20. Now the God of 
peace, that brought again /rom the 
dead our Lord Jesus, that great 
Shepherd of the sheep, through the 
blood of the everlasting covenant, 
make you perfect in every good 
work, to do his will, working in you 
that which is well-pleasing in his 
sight, through Jesus Christ; to whom 
be ff lory forever and ever ! Amen. 

Eph. 2: 4. God, who is rich in 
mercy, for the great love wherewith 
he loved us, even when we were 
dead in trespasses and sins, hath 
quickened us together with Christ.

The elder shall serve the younger. 
As it is written, 

Jacob have I loved, but Eaau have I hated. 

He saith to Moses, I will have mercy 
on whom I will have mercy, and I 
will have compassion on whom I 
will have compassion. So then it 
is not of him that willeth, nor of him 
that runneth, but of God that show- 
eth mercy. 

Thou wilt say then unto nje, Whv 
doth he yet find fault ? for who hath, 
resisted his will ? Nay, but, O man, 
who art thou that repliest against 
God ? Shall the thing formed say 
of him that formed it, why hast thou 
made me thus ? Has not the potter 

flower over the clay of the same 
ump, to make one vessel unto honor 
and another unto dishonor i What 
if God, willing to show his wrath, 
and make his power known, en- 
dured with much long sufiering the 
vessels of wrath fitted to destruc- 
tion ; and that he might make known 
the riches of his glory on the vessels 
of mercy, which he had before pre- 

Eared unto glory, even us whom he 
ath called, not of the Jews only, 
but also of the gentiles. 

11:4. I have reserved to myself 
seven thousand men, who have not 
bowed the kne^ to the image of Ba- 
al. Even so at this present time, 
also there is a remnant according to 
the election of grace. And if by 
grace then it is no more of works ; 
otherw^ise grace is no more grace. — 
7. Israel hath not, obtained that 
which he seeketh for ; but the elec- 
tion hath obtained it, and the rest 
were blinded. 

IT 1 Cor. 1:1. Paul, called to be an 
Apostle of Jesus Christ through the 
will of God, and Sosthenes our broth- 
er, unto the church of God which is 
at Corinth, to them that are sancti- 
fied in Christ Jesus, called to be 
saints, with all that in every place 
call upon the name of Jesus Christ 
our Lord, both theirs and ours : 
Grace be unto you, and peace from 
God our Father^ and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 



I thank my God always on your 
behalf, for the grace of God which 
is given you by Jesus Christ ; that 
in every thing ye are enriched by 
him, in all utterance, and in all 
knowledge ; even as the testimony 
of Christ was confirmed in you: so 
that ye come behind in no gift ; 
waiting for the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ: who shall also confirm 
you unto the end, that ve may be 
blameless in the day of our Lord 
Jesus Christ.

ahd sanctification, and redemption: 
that, according as it is written. 

He that glorieth, \€t him glory in the Lord. 

Eph. 1 : 3. Blessed be the God 
and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who hath blessed ud with all spirit- 
ual blessings in heavenly places in 
Christ : according as he hath chosen 
us in him, before the foundation of 
the world, that we should be holy 
and without blame before him in love : 
having predestinated us uhto the 
adoption of children by Jesus Christ 
to himself, according to the good 
pleasure of his will, to the praise 
of the glory of hid grace, wherein 
he hath made us accepted in the Be- 
loved. — 11. In whom also we have 
obtained an inheritance, being pre- 
destinated according to the purpose 
of him who worketh all things after 
the counsel of his own will, that we 
should be to the praise of his glory, 
who first trusted in Christ. 

IT 1 Thes. 1 : 2. We give thanks to 
God always for ^ou all, making 
mention of you m our prayers;

for our gospel came not unto you 
in word only, but also in power, 
and in the Holy Ghost, and in much 
assurance. 

1 Pet. 1: 1. Peter, an Apostle 
of Jesus Christ, to the stran^^ers 
scattered throughout- Pontus, Gala-

Every good gift 
and every perfect gift is from above, 
and Cometh down from the Father 
of lights, with whom is no variable- 
ness, neither shadow of turning. Of 
his own will begat he us with the 
word of truth, that we should be a 
kind of first-fruits of his creatures. 

JuDE 8. Beloved, when I gave 
all diligence to write unto you of 
the common salvation, it was need- 
ful for me to write unto you, ^nd 
exhort you that y« should earnestly 
contend for the faith which was 
once delivered unto the saints. For 
there are certain men crept in una- 
wares, who were before of , old 
ordained to this condemnation, un- 
godly men, turning the grace of our 
God into lasciviousness, and denying 
the only Lord God, and our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

IT John 17: 2. Thou hast given 
him power over all flesh, that 
he should give eternal life to as 
many as thou hast given him. 
— 6. I have manifested thy name 
unto the men which thou gavest 
me out of the . world. Thine 
they were, and thou gavest them 
me: and they have kept thy word. 
Now they have known that all 
things whatsoever thou hast given 
me are of thee: for I have given 
unto them the words which thou 
gavest me ; and they have received 
them, and have known surely that I 
came out from thee, and they have 
believed that thou didst send me. 
I pray for them: I pray not for the 
world, but for them which thou hast 
given me ; for they are thine. 



Acts 2: 47. And the Lord added 
to the church daily such as should 
be saved.

Moreover whom 
he did predestinate, them he also 
called ; and whom he called, them 
he also justified; an(J whom he jus- 
tified, them he also glorified. What 
shall we then say to these things.^ 
if God be for tls, who can be against 
us? ... . Who shall lay anything to 
the charge of God's elopt?

Gen. 17: 1. The Load appear- 
ed unto Abram and said unto him, 
I am the Almighty God ; walk be- 
fore me and be thou perfect ; and I 
will make my covenant between me ' 
and thee and will multiply thee ex- 
ceedingly. . . . thou shalt be a father 
of many nations. 

18: 17. And the Lord said. Shall 
I hide from Abraham that thing 
which I do, seeing that Abraham 
shall surely become a great and 
mighty nation, and all the nations 
of the earth shall be blessed in him? 
For I know him, that he will com-

Be not thon therefore asham-* 
ed of the testimony of our Lord, 
nor oi me his prisoners but be thou 
partaker of the afflictions of the 
gospel according to the power of 
God, who hath saved us, and called 
us with a holy calling, not according 
to our works, but according to his 
own purpose and grace, which was 
given Us in Christ Jesus before the 
world began, but is now made man-» 
ifest by the appearing of our Savior 
Jesus Christ, who hath abolished 
d«ath, and hath brought life and 
immortality to light through thef 
gospel. 

Rom* 10: Ir. Brethren^^ my heart's 
desire and prayer to God for Israel 
is, that they might be saved. For I 
bear them record, that they have a 
zeal of God, but not according to 
knowledge* For they, being igno-' 
rant of God's righteousness, and 
gomg about to establish their own 
righteousness, have not submitted 
themselves unto the righteousness of 
God* For Christ is the end. of the 
law for righteousness to every one 
that believeth. 

II L Does noi interfere with a volnn* 
tary reception or refection of the 
Gospely or freedom of the will,

§ 4. EFFECTUAL CALLING. 

RoM* 8: 29. For whom he did 
foreknow, he also did predestinate, 
to be conformed to the image of his 
Son, that he might be the Srst-bom 
among many brethren. Moreover 
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whom he did predestinate, them he 
also called ; and whom he called, 
them be also justified ; and whom he 
justified, them he also glorified. 

Mat. 4: 18. And Jesus, walk- 
ing by the sea of Galilee, saw two 
brethren, Simon, called Peter, and 
Andrew his brother, casting a net 
into the sea ; for they were fishers. 
And he saith unto them, Follow me, 
and 1 will make you fishers of men. 
And they straightway left their nets, 
and followed him. And going on 
from thence, he saw other two 
brethren, James, the son of Zebedee, 
and John his brother, in a ship with 
Zebedee their father, mending their 
nets j and he called them. And 
they immediately left the ship and 
their father, and followed him. 
(Mark 1: 16.) 

Luke 5: 1. And it came to pass, 
that as the people pressed upon him 
to hear the word of God, he stood 
by the lake of Gennesaret, and saw 
two ships standing by the lake : but 
the fishermen were gone out of them, 
and were washing their nets. And 
he entered into one of the ships, 
which was Simon's, and prayed him 
that he would thrust out a little from 
the land. And he sat down, and 
taught the people out of the ship. 
Now, when he had left speaking, he 
said uoto Simon, Launch out into 
the deep, and let down your nete for 
a draught. And Simon answering, 
said unto him. Master, we have 
toiled all the night, and have taken 
nothing ; nevertheless, at thy word 
I will let down the net. And when 
they had this done, they inclosed a 
great multitude of fishes: and their 
net brake. And they beckoned unto 
their partners, which were in the 
other ship, that they should come 
and help them. And they came, and 
filled both the ships, so that they 
began to sink. When Simon Peter 
saw it, he fell down at Jesus' knees, 
saying, Depart from me ; for I am 
a sinAil man, O Lord. For he was 
astonished, and all that were with 
him, at the draught of the fishes 
which they had taken : and so was 
also James and Johrij the sons of 
Zebedee, which were partners with 
Simon. 

IT And Jesus said unto Simon, 
Fear not: from henceforth thou 
shalt catch men. And when they 



had brought their ships to land, they 
forsook all, and followed him. 

Mat. 8: 19. And a certain scribe 
came, and said unto him. Master, I 
will follow thee whithersoever thou 
goest. And Jesus saith unto him ; 
The foxes have holes, and the birds 
of the air have nests; but the Sod 
of man hath not where to lay his 
head. 

And another of his disciples said 
unto him. Lord, suffer me first to go 
and bury my father. But Jesus said 
unto him, Follow me: and let the 
dead bury their dead. (Luke 9: 57.) 

Mat. 9: 9. And as Jesus passed 
forth from thence, be saw a man, 
named Matthew, sitting at the re- 
ceipt of custom : and he saith unto 
him, Follow me. And he arose and 
followed him. And it came to pass« 
as Jesus sat at meat in the house, 
behold, many publicans and sinners 
came and sat down with him and 
his disci ples» And when the Phar- 
isees saw it, they said unto his dis- 
ciples. Why eateth your Master 
with publicans and sinners? But 
when Jesus heard that, he said unto 
them, They that be whold need not 
a physician, but they that are sick* 
But go ye and learn what that 
meaneth, 

I will have mercy, and not lacrifice, 

for I am not come to call the right- 
ecus, but sinners, to repentance. 

LiTKC 9: 61. And another also 
said, Lord, I will follow thee ; but 
let me first go bid them farewell 
which are at home at my house^ 
And Jesus said unto him. No man, 
having put his hand to the plow, 
and looking back^ is fit for the king- 
dom of God. 

IT John 12: 37. But though be had 
done so many miracles before them, 
they believed not on him; that the 
saying of Esaias the prophet might 
be fulfilled, which he spake^ 

Lord, who bath believed our report? 
And to whom hath Ihe arm of the Lord beea 
revealed ? 

Therefore they eould not believe* 
because that Esaias said again* 

He hath blin^led their eyes, 

And hardeped their heart ; 

'J'hal they should not see with their eyet, 

Njor undefsrand with their heart* 

And be converted, and I should heal them. 

These things said Esaias, when be 
saw his glory, and spake of him. 
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Acts IS: 48. When the gentiles 
beard this, they were dad, and 
glorified the name of the Lord ; and 
as many as were ordained to eter- 
nal life, believed. 

RoM. 1:5. By whom we have 
received grace and apostlesbip, for 
obedience to the faith among all 
nations, for bis name, among whom 
are ye also, the called of Jesus 
Christ. To all that be in Rome, 
beloved of God, called to be saints. 



§ 5. ISSVSAKCB OF DIVINE PROTEC- 
TION TO THE CHRISTIAN 

RoM. 5: 10. If, when we were 
enemies, we were reconciled to 
God by the death of his Son, much 
more, being reconciled, we shall 
be saved, by bis life, — 21. That as 
fiin hath reigned unto death, even 
so might grace reigo, through right- 
fiOusnes3« unto eternal life, by Jesus 
Christ our Lord^ 

8 : 28. AH things shall work to^ 
gether for good to them that love 
&od, to them who are tJtie called 
according to his purpose^-*- 91. If 
Ood be for us, who can be against 
us? He that spared not his own 
Son, but gave nim up for ms all ; 
how shall he not with him also 
freely give us all things? Who 
shall lay anything to the charge of 
God's elect? It is God" that justi- 
^eth. Who is be that condemneth ? 
It is Chrisi that died ; yea^ rather 
that is ris^n again, who is even at 
the right hand of God, who also 
fnaketh intercession for us. Who 
flbali separate us from the love of 
Christ? — 38. lam persuaded that 
neither Ufe, nor defith, nor apgels, 
nor principalities, nor powers^ nor 
things present, nor things to come, 
nor height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature, shaH be able to separate us 
from the love of God which is in 
Christ Jesus our Lord. 

John 17 : 12. Those that thou 
gavest me I have kept, and jiooe of 
ihem is lost but the son of perdition, 
that the scripture nright be fulfilled. 
14: 1. Let not your heart be 
troubled; y£ believe In God ; believe 
also in me. In juy Father's house 
are many mansions ; if it were not 
#0, 1 wonJd have told you. I go to 
pjrapare a pjace for you^ And if I 



go and prepare a place for you, I 
will come again and receive you 
unto myself; that where I am, there 
ye may be also. 

10: 27. My sheep hear my voice, 
and I know them, and they follow 
me. And I give unto them eternal 
life; and they shall never perish; 
neither shall any pluck them out of 
my hands. My Father which gave 
them me is greater than all, an() no 
man is able to pluck them out of my 
Father's hands. I and my Father 
are one. 

Heb. 7:26. He (Christ) is able 
to save them to the uttermost, that 
come unto God by him; seeing he 
ever liveth to make intercession for 
th6m. 

§ 6. SUFFERINGS IN THIS WORLD 
NOT NECESSARILY RETRIBUTORT. 

Ps. 73: 8. I was envious at the 
foolish, when I saw the prosperity of 
the wicked. For there are no bands 
in their death; but their strength is 
firm. They are not in trouble as 
other men; neither are they plagued 
like other men. Therefore pride 
compasseth them about as a chain; 
violence covereth them as a gar- 
ment. Their eyes staiid out with 
fatness; they have more than heart 
could wish. — II. And they say. 
How doth God know? and, Is there 
knowledge with the Almighty? Be- 
hold, these are the ungodly, that 
prosper in the world^ they increase 
in riches. Verily, I have cleansed 
my heart in vain, and washed my 
hands in ionocency. For all the 
day long have I been plagued, and 
chastened every morning. . . .When 
I thought to know this, it was too 
painful for me« until I went into the 
sanctuary of God: then understood 
I their end. Surely thou didst set 
them in slippery places; thou cast- 
edst them down into destruction. 

87 : 7. Fret r^ot thyself, because of 
him who prospereth in his way; be- 
cause of the man who bringeth wick- 
ed devices to pass.. — -O. For evil 
doers shall be cut off. 

5a: 21. These things hast thou 
done, and I kept silence. Thou 
thoughtest that I was altogether 
such an one as thyself; but 1 will 
reprove thee, and set them in order 
before thine eyes. 

Ec€i,. 8: H. Because sentenoe 
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against an evil work is not executed 
speedily; therefore the heart of the 
sons of men is fully set in thejn to 
do evil. Though a sinner do evil 
an hundred times, and his days be 
prolonged, yet surely 1 know that it 
shall be well with them that fear 
God. 

Rom. 9: 22. What if God, willing 
to show his wrnth and make his 
power known, endured with much 
long sufiering the vessels of wrath, 
£tted to destruction ? 

IT Mat. 13: 29. Wilt thou that we 
go and gatherthem (the tares) up? 
But he said, Nay; lest, while ye 
gather up the tares, ye root np also 
the wheat with them. Let both 
grow together until harvest. — 87. 
He that soweth the good seed is the 
Son of man; the field is the world; 
the good seed are the children of the 
kingdom; the tares are the children 
of the wicked one. 

2 Cor. 4:16. For which cause we 
faint not; but though our outward 
man perish, yet the inward man is 
renewed day by day. For our light 
affliction, which is but for a mo- 
ment, worketh for us a far more 
exceeding and eternal weight of 
glory ; while we look not at the 
things which are seen, but at the 
things which are not seen : for the 
tbings which are seen are temporal; 
but the things which are not seen 
are eternal. 

2 Tim. 3: 10. But thou hast fully 
known my doctrine, manner of 
life, purpose, faith,^ long-suffering, 
4*harity, patience, persecutions, af- 
flictions, which came unto me at 
Antiock, at Iconium, at Lystra ; 
wliat persecutions I endured ; but 
out of them all the Lord delivered 
rne. Yea, and all that will live 
godly in Christ Jesus shall suffer 
persecution, 

Heb. 10: 32. But call to remem- 
t>rance the former days, in which, 
after ye were illuminated, ye endu- 
red a great fight of afflictions; partly, 
while ye were made a gazing-stock 
both by reproaches and afilictions; 
and partly, while ye became com- 
panions of them that were so used. 
For ye had compassion of me in my 
bonds, and took joyfully the spoiling 
of your goods, knowing in yourselves 
that ye have in heaven a better and 
an enduring substance. Cast not 



away therefore your confidence 
which hath great recompense of re- 
ward. For ye have need of pa- 
tience, that, after ye have done the 
will of God, ye might receive the 
promise. For yet a little while, and 
he that shall come will come, and 
will not tarry. Now tfae just shall 
live by faith: but if any man draw 
back, my soul shall have no pleas- 
ure in him. But we are not of them 
who draw back unto perdition; but 
of them that believe to the saving of 
the soul. 

IT Heb. 12: 4. Ye have not yet re- 
sisted unto blood, striving against 
sin. And ye have forgotten the ex- 
hortation which speaketh unto you 
as unto children, My son, despise 
not thou the chastening of the Lord, 
nor faint when thou art rebuked of 
him: for whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every son 
whom he receiveth. If ye endure 
chastening, God dealeth with you 
as with sons: for what son is he 
whom the father chasteneth not? 
But if ye be without chastisement, 
whereof all are partakers, then are 
ye bastards, and not sons. Further- 
more, we have had fathers of our 
flesh which corrected us, and we 
gave them reverence: shall we not 
much rather be in subjection unto 
the Father of spirits, and live? For 
they verily for a few days chastened 
us after their own pleasure; but he 
for our profit, that we might be par- 
takers of his holiness. Now no 
chastening for the present seemetb 
to be joyous, but grievous; never- 
theless, afterward it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness un- 
to them which are exercised there- 

by. 

James 1: 2. My brethren, count it 
all joy when ye fall into divers temp- 
tations, kno\fing this, that the trying 
of your faith worketh patience: but 
let patience have her pejrfect work, 
that ye may be perfect and entire, 
wanting nothing. 

1 Peter 2: 20. For what glory is 
it, if, when ye be buffeted for your 
faults, ye shall take it patiently? 
but if, when ye do well, and suffer 
for it, ye take it patiently, this is ac- 
ceptable with God. For even here- 
unto were ye called; because Christ 
also suffered for us, leaving us an 
example, that ye should follow his 
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atep6. Who did no sin, neither was 
guile found in his mouth; who, 
when he was reviled, reviled not 
again ; when he suffered, he threat- 
ened not ; but committed himself to 
him that judgeth righteously; who 
his own self bare our sins in his own 
body on the tree, that we, being 
dead to sins, should live unto right- 
eousness: by whose stripes ye were 
healed. For ye were as sheep go- 
ing astray; but are now returned 
unto the Shepherd and Bishop of 
your souls. 

IT 4: 12. Beloved, think it not 
strange, coocerninfg the fiery trial 
which is to try you, as though some 
strange thing happened unto you: 
but rejoice, inasmuch as Ve are par- 
takers of Christ's sufferings; that, 
when his glory shall be revealed, ye 
may be glad also with exceeding 
joy. If ye be reproached for the 
name of Christ, happy are ye; for 
the Spirit of glory and of God rest- 
eth upon you: on their part he is 
evil spoken of, but on your part he 
is glorified. But let none of you 
suffer as a murderer, or as a thief, 
or as an evil-doer, or as a busy-body 
in other men's matters. Yet if any 
man suffer as a Christian, let him 
not be ashamed; but let him glorify 
God on this behalf.

Hast not 
thou made a hedge about him, and 
about fais house, and about all that 
he hath on every side? Thou hast 
blessed the work* of his hand, and 
his substance is increased in the 
land; but put forth now thy hand, 
and touch all that he hath^ and he 
will curse thee to thy face. And the 
Lord said urito Satan, All that he 
hath is in thy power, only on him- 
self put not forth thy hand, 

2: 3. Still lie holdeth fast his in- 
tegrity, though thou movest me 
against him, to destroy him without 
a cause.

Skin for skin, yea, 
all that a man hath will he give for 
his life; but put forth now thy hand 
and touch his bone and his flesh, and 
he will curse thee to thy face.

§ 7. CONSCIENCE, OR MORAL SENSE. 

Acts 2S: 1. Men and brethren, 
I have lived in all good conscience 
before God until this day. 

But this I confess unto 
thee, that after the way which th^ 
call heresy, so worship I the God of 
my fathers, believing all things which 
are written in the law and in the 
prophets : and have hope toward 
God, which they themselves also 
allow, that there shall be a resurrec- 
tion of the dead, both of .the just 
and unjust. And herein do I exer- 
cise myself, to have always a con- 
science void of offence toward God, 
and toward men. 

1 Cor. 8: 7. Howbeit, there is 
not in every man that knowledge: 
for some with conscience of the idol 
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uDto ^is hoiar, eat it as a thing 
offered unto an idol : and their con- 
science, being weak, is defiled. But 
meat commendeth us not to God: 
for neither if we eat, are we the 
better ; neither if we eat not, are 
we the worse. But take heed lest 
by any means this liberty of yours 
become a stumbling-block to them 
that are weak. For if any man see 
thee, which hast knowledge, sit at 
meat in the idol's temple, shall not 
the conscience of him which is weak 
be emboldened to eat those things 
which are offered to idols ; and 
through . thy knowledge shall the 
weak brother perish, for whom Christ 
died ? But when ye sin so against 
the biiethren, and wound their weak 
conscience, ye sin against Christ. 

10: 27. If any of them that be- 
lieve not bid you to a feast, and 
ye be disposed to go ; whatsoever 
18 set before you, eat, asking no 
question for conscience' sake. Bdt 
if any man say unto you. This is 
offered in sacrifice unto idols, eat 
not for his sake that showed it, and 
for conscience* sake : 

For the earth is the Lord's, and the fulness 
thereof: 

conscience, I say, not thine own, but 
of the other. 

Rom. 9: 1. My conscience also 
bearing me witness in the Holy 
Ghost. 

18:5. Ye must needs be subject, 
not only for wrath, but also for con- 
science' sake. 

2 CoR. 1: 12. Our rejoicing is 
this, the testimony of our con- 
science ; that in simplicity and god- 
ly sincerity, not with fleshly wis- 
dom, but by the grace of God, we 
have had our conversation in the 
world.

For 
if the dead rise not, then is not 
Christ raised: and if Christ be not 
raised, your faith is vaio ; ye are 
yel in your sins. Then they also 
which are fallen asleep in Christ are 
perished. If in this , life only we 
have hope in Christ, we are of all 
men most miserable. But now is 
Christ risen from the dead, and 
become the first-fruits of them that 
slept. For since by man came 
death, by man came also the res- 
urrection of the dead, (For as in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made.) 

If But every man in his own 
order: Christ the first-fruits ; after- 
ward they that are Christ's at his 
coming. — $9. Else what shall they 
do, which are baptized for the dead, 
if the dead rise not at all? why are 
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tbey then baptized for the dead? 
And why stand we in jeopardy 
every hour.^ I protest by your 
rejoicing, which I have in* Christ 
Jesus our Lord, I die daily. If 
after the manner of men I have 
fought with beasts at Cphesus, what 
advantageth it me, if the dead rise 
not ? let us eat and drink ; for to- 
morrow we die. Be not deceived. 
Evil communications corrupt good 
manners. Awake to rightepusness, 
and sin not ; for some have not the 
knowledge of GocL 1 speak this to 
your shame. 

IT But some man will say. How are 
the dead raised up ? and with what 
body do they come ? Thou fool ! 
that which thou sowest is not quick- 
ened except it die : and that which 
thou sowest, thou sowest not that 
body that shall be, but bare grain ; 
it may chance of wheat or of some 
other grain: but God siveth it a 
body as it hath pleased him, and to 
every seed his own body. AH flesh 
is not the same flesh ; but there is 
one kind of flesh of men, another 
flesh 01* beasts, another of flshes, 
and another of birds. There are 
also celestial bodies, and bodies ter- 
restrial: but the glory of the celes- 
tial is one, and the glory of the ter- 
restrial is another. There is one 
glory of the sun, and another glory 
of the moon, and another glory of 
the stars : for one star differeth from 
another star in glory. So also is 
the resurrection of the dead. It is 
sown in corru[)tion, it is raised in 
incorruption : it is sown in dishonor, 
it is raised in glory: it is sown in 
weakness, it is raised in power: it 
is sown a natural body, it is raised 
a spiritual body. There is a natural 
body, and there is a spiritual body. 
And so it is written, The first man 
Adam was made a living soul, the 
last Adam was made a quickening 
Spirit. Howbeit, that was nol first 
which is spiritual, but that which is 
natural ; and afterward that which 
is spiritual. The first man is of 
the earth, earthy : the second man 
is the . Lord from heaven. As is 
the earthy, such are they also that 
are earthy ; and as is the heav- 
enly, such are they also that are 
heavenly. And as we have borne 
the image of the earthy, we shall 
also bear the image of the heavenly. 



Now this I say, In^thren, that flesib 
and blood cannot inherit the king- 
dom of God ; neither doth corrup- 
tion inherit incorruption. Behold, 
I show you a mystery: We shall 
not all sleep, but we shall all be 
changed, in a moment, in the twink- 
ling of an eye, at the last trump, 
(for the trumpet shall sound, and 
the dead shall be raised iucoi*rupti- 
ble, and we shall be changed.) For 
this corruptible must put on incor- 
ruption, and this mortal must put on 
immortality. So when this corrup- 
tible shall have put on incorruption, 
and this mortal shall have put on 
immortality, then shall be brought 
to pass the saying that is written, 

Death U swallowed np in victory. 

O death, where is thy sting ? D 
grave, where is thy victory ? The » 
sting of death is sin ; and the 
strength of sin is the law ; but 
thanks be to God, who giveth us 
the victory, through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Therefore, my beloved breth- 
ren, be ye steadfast, unmovable, al- 
ways abounding in the work of the , 
Lord, forasmuch as ye know that 
your labor is not in vain in the 
Lord. 

2 Cor. 4: 14. He that raised up 
the Lord Jesus, shall raise up us 
also, by Jesus, and shall present us 
with you. 

5: 1. If our earthly house of this 
tabernacle were dissolved, we have 
a building of God, a house not made 
with hands, eternal in the heavens. 

Rev. 30: 6. Blessed and holy is 
he that hath part in the first resur- 
rection ; on such the second death 
shall have no power ; but they shall 
be priests of Uod and of Christ, and 
shall reign with him a thousand 
years. — 13. The sea gave up the 
dead that were in it, and death and 
hell delivered up the dead that were 
in them. 

If 1 Thes. 4: 18. But I would not 
have you to be ignorant, brethren, 
concerning them which are asleep, 
that ye sorrow not, even as others 
which have no hope. For if we 
believe that Jesus died and rose 
again, even so them also which sleep 
in Jesus will God bring with him. 
For this we say unto you by the 
word of the Lord, that we which 
are alive and remain unto the 
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eoming of the Lord shall not pre- 
vent them which irre asleep. For 
the Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout, with the voice 
of the archangel) and with the trump 
of God : and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first: then we which are 
alive and remain shall be caught up 
together with them in the clouds, tti 
meet the Lord in the air: and so 
shall ue ever be with the Lord. 
Wherefore, comfort one another 
with these words. 

JuHjj 11: 28. Thy brother shall 
rise again. Martha saith unto him, 
1 know that he shall rise again in 
the resurrection at the last day. 
Jesus saith unto her, I am the res- 
urrection and the life. 



CHAPTER IV. 

FINAL JUDGMENT. 

THE FACT DECLARED. — THE JUDGE. 

(—THE PERSONS JUDGED. THE 

RULE OP JUDGMENT, OR LAW. 
THE CHARGES, AND THE SEN- 
TENCE. 

Ps. 50: 6. God is judge himself. 

EccL. S: 17. God shall judge the 
righteous and the wicked. 

11: 9. Rejoice, O young man, in 
thy youth, and let thy heart cheer 
thee in the days of thy youth, and 
vvalk in the ways of thine heart, 
and in the sight of thine eyes ; but 
know thou, that for all these things 
God will bring thee into judgment. 

12 : 14. God will bring every 
work into judgment, with every se- 
cret thing, whether it be good, or 
whether it be evil. 

Mat. 25: I. Then shall the king- 
dom of heaven be likened unto ten 
virgins, which took their lamps and 
w^ent forth to meet the bridegroom. 
And five of them were wise, and 
five were foolish. They that were 
foolish took their lamps, and took 
no oil with them : but the wise took 
oil in their vessels with their lamps. 
While the bridegroom tarried, they 
all slumbered and slept. And at 
midnight there was a cry made, Be- 
hold the bridegroom cometh ; go ye 
out to meet him ! Then all those 
virgins arose^ aiid trimmed thpir 



lamps. And the foolish said unto 
the wise. Give us of your oil : for 
our lamps are gone out. But the 
wise answered, saying, Not so ; lest 
there be not enough for us and you : 
but go ye rather to them that sell, 
and buy for yourselves. And vi hile 
they went to buy, the bridegromn 
came ; and they that were ready, 
went in with him to the marriage: 
and the door was shut. Afterward 
came also the other virgins, saying, 
Lord, Lord, open to us! But he 
answered and said. Verily, I say 
unto you, I know y6u not. Watch, 
therefore, for ye know neither the 
day nor the hour wherein the Son 
of man cometh. 

IT For the kingdom of heaven is as 
a man travelling into a far country, 
who called his own servants, and 
delivered unto them his goods. And 
unto one he gave five talents, to 
another two, and to another one ; 
to every man according to his sev- 
eral ability ; and straightway took 
his journey. Then he that had re- 
ceived the ^ve talents went and 
traded with the same, and made 
them other five talents. And like- 
wise he that had received two, he 
also gained other two. But he that 
received one went and digged in 
the earth, and hid his lord's money. 
After a long time the lord of those 
servants cometh, an«i reckoneth with 
them. And so he that had received 
five talents, canfie and brought other 
five talents, saying. Lord, thou de- 
li veredst unto me ^ve talents: be- 
hold, I have gaiAed besides them 
five talents more. His lord said 
unto him. Well done, thou good 
and faith All servant ; thou hast been ^ 
faithful over a few things, I will 
make thee ruler over many things: 
enter thou into th^ joy of thy lord. 
He also that had received two tal- 
ents, came and said, Lord, thou 
deliveredst unto me two talents : be- 
hold, Ihave gained two other talents 
besides them. His lord said unto 
him, Well done, good and faithful 
servant ; thou hast been faithful 
over a few things, I will make thee 
ruler over many things: enter thou 
into the jroy of thy lord. Then he 
which had received the one talent 
came, and said, Lord, I knew thee, 
that thou art a hard man, reaping 
where thou hast not sown, and gath- 
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erlDff where thou 'hast not strawed: 
and I was afraid, and went and hid 
thy talent in the earth: lo, there 
thou hast that is thine. His lord 
answered and said unto him, Thou 
wicked and slothful servant, thou 
knewest that I reap where I sowed 
not, and gather where I have not 
strawed: thou Qughtest therefore to 
have put my money to the exchang- 
ers, and then at my coming I should 
have received mine own with usury. 
Take therefore the talent from him, 
and give it unto him which hath ten 
talents. For unto every one that 
hath shall be given, and he shall 
have abundance: but from him that 
hath not, shall be taken away even 
that which he hath. And cast ye 
the unprofitable servant into outer 
darkness: there shall be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth. 

IT When the Son of man shall 
come in his glory, and all the holy 
angels with him, then shall he sit 
upon the throne of his glory: and 
before him shall be gathered all na- 
tions: and he shall separate them 
one from another, as a shepherd 
divideth his sheep from the goats: 
and he shall set the sheep on his 
right hand, but the goats on the left. 

Then shall the King say unto 
them on his right hand. Come, ye 
blessed of my Father, inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world: for I was 
an hungered, and ye gave me meat: 
I was thirsty, and ye gave me drink: 
I was a stranger, and ye took me 
in : ns^ked, and ye clothed me : I 
was sick, and ye visited me: I was 
in prison, and ^e came unto me. 
Then shall the righteous answer 
him, saying. Lord, when saw we 
thee an hungered, and fed thee ^ or 
thirsty, and gave thee drink? When 
saw we thee a stranger, and took 
thee in i or naked, and clothed 
thee ? Or when saw we thee sick, 
or in prison, and came unto -thee ? 
And the King shall answer and say 
untov them, Verily, 1 say unto you, 
Inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
one of the least of these my brethren, 
ye have done it unto me. 

Then shall he say also unto them 
on the left hand, Depart from me, 
ye cursed, into everlasting fire, pre- 
pared for the devil and hi& angels: 
tor I was an hungered, and ye gave 



noe no meat: I was thirsty, and ye 
gave me no drink: I was a stranger, 
and ye took me not in: naked, an4 
ye clothed me not : sick, and in 
prison, and ye visited me not. Thea 
shall they also answer him, saying, ^ 
Lord, when saw we thee an hungered, 
or athirst, or a stranger, or naked, 
or sick, or in prison, and did not 
minister unto thee ? Then shall he 
answer them, saying. Verily, I say 
unto you, Inasmuch as ye did it not 
to one of the least of these, ye 
did it not to me. And these shall 
go away into everlasting punish- 
ment Sk but the righteous into life 
eternal. 

Mat. 12 : 36. Every idle word 
that men shall speak, they shall give 
account thereof in the day of judg- 
ment. 

Rom. 14: 11. For we shall all 
stand before the judgment seat of 
Christ. — 12. So then everyone of 
us shall give account of himself 
unto God. 

Heb. 18: 17. Ministers watch for 
souls, as they that must give ac- 
count. 

1 Thess. 6: 2. The day of the 
Lord so cometh as a thief in the 
night. 

Acts 17 : 80. God now com- 
niandeth all men every where to 
repent ; because he hath appointed 
a day in which he will judge the 
world in righteousness by Jesus 
Christ. 

2 THr.ss. 2: 1. We beseefch you, 
brethren, by the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, . . . that ye be not soon 
shaken in mind. 

ir 1 Pet. 4: 7. The end of all 
things is at hand: be ye therefore 
sober, and watch unto prayer. 

2 Pet. 8: 7. The heavens and 
the earth which are now, . . . are kept 
in store reserved unto fire against 
the day of judgment and perdition 
of ungodly men. But, beloved, be 
not ignorant of this one thing, that 
one day is with the Lord as a thou- 
sand years, and a thousand years 
as one day. — 10. But the day of 
the Lord will come as a thief in the 
night, in the which the heavens 
shall pass away with a great noise, 
and the elements shall melt with 
fervent heat : the earth also and the 
works that are therein shall be burnt 
up. 
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Seeing then that all these things 
^f^l be dissolved, what manner of 
piersons ought ye to be in all holy 
conversation and godliness ; looking 
ior and hastinff unto the coming of 
the day of God, wherein the heavens 
being on fire shall be dissolved, and 
the elements shall melt with fervent 
heat Nevertheless, we look for a 
new heaven and a new earth, where- 
in dwelleth righteousness. 

Acts 17: SI. He hath appointed 
a day in which he will judge the 
world in righteousness, by that man 
whom he hath appointed, whereof 
he hath given assurance, in that he 
hath raised him from the dead. 

John 6: 28. All that are in the 
graves shall hear his voice and come 
forth ; they that have done good, un- 
to the resurrection of life ; and tbey 
that have done evil, to the resurrec- 
tion of damnation. 

3 CoR. 5: 10. For wc must all 
appear before the judgment seat of 
Christ, that every one may receive 
the things done in his body, accord- 
ing to that he hath done, whether it 
be good or bad. Knowing therefore 
the terror of the Lord, we persuade 
men, 

Heb. 9: 27. It is appointed unto 
iwen once to die, and after death, 
tbe judgment; 

Rev. 20: 11. And I saw a great 
white throne, and him that sat on it, 
from whose face the earth and the 
heaven fled away ; and there was 
found no place for them. And I 
saw the dead, small and great, stand 
before God ; and the lK)oks were 
opened : and another book was 
opened, wl^ich is the book of life : 
and the dead were judged out of 
those things which were written in 
the books, according to their works. 
And the sea gave up the dead which 
were in it ; and death and hell de- 
livered up the dead which were in 
them ; and they were judged every 
man according to their works : and 
death and hell were cast into the lake 
of fire. This is the second death. 
And whosoever was not found writ- 
ten in the book of life was cast into 
the lake of fire. 



CHAPTER V. 

BLESSEDNESS OF THE PENITENT 
BELIEVER. 

§ 1. DIVINE PROTECTION IN LIFE. 

IsA. 26: 1. We have a strong ci- 
ty ; salvation will God appoint for 
walls and bulwarks. Open ye the 
gates, that the righteous nation which 
keepeth the truth may enter in. 
Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace, 
whose mind is stayed on thee: be- 
cause he trusteth in thee. 

33: 15. He that walketh righte- 
ously, and speakcth uprightly ; he 
that despisetn the gain of oppres- 
sions, that shdketh his hands from 
holding of bribes, that stoppeth his 
ears from hearing of blood, and shut- 
teth his . eyes from seeing evil ; he 
shall dwell on high: hi^ place of de- 
fence shall be the munitions of rocks : 
bread shall be given him ; his wa- 
ters shall be sure. Thine eyes shall 
see the King in his beauty: they 
shall behold the land that is very far 
off. 

40: 29. He giveth power to the 
faint ; and to them that have no 
might he increaseth strength. Even 
the youths shall faint and be weary, 
and the young men shall utterly fall : 
but they that wait upon the Lord 
shal) renew their strength ; they shall 
mount up with wings as eagles; 
they shall run and not be weary ; 
and they shall walk, and not faint. 

41 : 17. When the poor and nee-i 
dy seek water, and there is none, and 
their tongue faileth for thirst, 1 the 
Lord, will hear them. I the God 
of Israel will not forsake them. I 
will open rivers in high places, and 
fountains in the midst of the valleys : 
I will make the wilderness a pool 
of water, and the dry land springs 
of water. 

54 : »2. Enlarge the place of thy 
tent, and let them stretch forth the 
curtains of thy habitations: spare 
not, lengthen thy cords, and strength- 
en thy stakes : for thou shalt break 
forth on the right hand and on the 
lefl ; and thy seed shall inherit the 
Gentiles, and make the desolate ci- 
ties to be inhabited. Fear not ; for 
thou shalt not be ashamed: neither 
be thoti confounded ; for thou shalt 
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not be put to sham^: for thou shalt 
forget the shame of thy youth, and 
shiut Dot remember the reproach of 
thy widowhood any more. — 10. 
Neither shall the covenant of my 
peace be removed, saith the Lord 
that hath mercy on thee. O thou 
aiHicted, tossed with tempest and 
not comforted ! Behold, I will lay 
thy stones with fair colors, and lay 
thy foundations with sapphires. 
And 1 will fnake thy windows of 
agates, and thy gates of carbuncles, 
and all thy borders of pleasant stones. 
And all thy children shall be taught 
of the Lord ; and great shall be the 
peace of thy children. In right- 
eousness shalt thou be established. 
Thou shalt be far from oppression ; 
for thou shalt not fear : and from 
terror ; for it shall not come near 
thee. 

IT 55: 1. Ho, every one that thirst- 
eth, come ye to the waters, and he 
that hath no money } come ye, buy, 
and eat ; yea, come, buy wine and 
milk without money and without 
price. Wherefore do ye spend mon- 
ey for that which is not bread ? and 
your labor for that which satisfieth 
not ? Hearken diligently unto me, 
and eat ye that which is good, and 
let your soul delight itself in fatness. 
Incline your ear, and come unto me: 
hear, and your soul shall live ; and 1 
will make an everlasting covenant 
with you, even the sure mercies of 
David. 

64: 4. For since the beginning 
of the world men have not heard, 
nor perceived by the ear, neither 
hath the eye seen, God, beside 
thee, what he hath prepared for him 
that waiteth for him. Thou meet- 
est him that rejoiceth and worketh 
righteousness, those that remember 
thee in thy ways : behold, thou art 
wroth ; for we have sinned: in those 
is continuance, and we shall be 
saved. 

Dan. 12: 2. And many of them 
that sleep in the dust of the earth 
shall awake, some to everlasting life, 
'and some to shame and eveiiasiing 
contempt. And they that be wise 
shall shine as the brightness of the 
firmament ; and they that turn many 
to righteousness as the stars forever 
and ever, 

£zcr. IS: 5. But if a man be 
just, and do that which is lawful and

right, and hath not eaten upon the 
mountains, neither hath lined up 
his eyes to the idols of the house of 
, Israel, neither hath defiled his neigh- 
bor's wife, neither hath come near 
to a menstruous woman, and hath 
not oppressed any. but hath restored 
to the debtor his pledge, hath spoiled 
none by violence, hath given his 
bread to the hungry, and hath cov- 
ered the naked with a garment ; he 
that hath not ffiven forth upon Hsu- 
ry5 neither hath taken any increase^ 
that hath withdrawn his hand from 
iniquity, hath executed true judgment 
between man and man, hath walked 
in my statutes, and hath kept my 
judgments, to deal truly i he is iust^ 
he shall surely live, saitn the Lord 
God. — 21. But if the wicked will 
turn from all his sins that he hath 
committed, and keep all my statutes^ 
and do that which is lawful and tight, 
he shall surely live, he shall not die. 
All his transMB^ressions that he hath 
committed, tney shall not be men- * 
tioned unto him *, in bis riffhteous- 
ness that he hath done he shall live. 
Have I any pleasure at all that the 
wicked should die f saith the Loan 
God: and not that he should rettfrn 
from his ways, and live / 

IT Gen. 39: 2. And the Loan was 
with Joseph, and he was a prosper- 
ous man ; and he was in the house 
of his master the Egyptian. And his 
master saw that the Lord was with 
him, add that the Lord made all 
that he did to prosper in his hand. 
And Joseph found grace in his sight, 
and he served him ; and he made him 
overseer over his house, and all that 
he had he put into bis hand. And 
it came to pass from the time that 
he had made him overseer in his 
house, and over all that he had, that 
the Lord blessed the Egyptian's 
house for Joseph's sake ; and the 
blessing of the Lord was upon all 
that he had in the house, and in the 
field. And he left all that he had in 
Joseph's hand ', and he knew not 
aught he had, save the bread which 
he did eat. And Joseph was a good- 
ly person, and well-favored. — 20. 
And Joseph's master took him, and 
put him into the prison, a place 
where the king's prisoners were 
bound: and he was tnere in the pris- 
on. But the Lord was with Joseph, 
and showed him mercy, and gave 
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him faror id the sight of the keeper 
of the prison. 

41 : 39, And Pharaoh said unto 
Joseph, Forasmuch as God hath 
showed thee all this, there is none 
^o discreet and wise as thou art: 
Ihou shalt be over my house, and 
according unto thy word shall aJl my 
people be ruled; only in the throne 
will I be greater than thou. And 
Pharaoh said unto Joseph, See, I 
have set thee over all the land of 
Egypt. And Pharaoh took off his 
ring from his hand, and put it upon 
Joseph's hand, and arrayed him in 
vestures of fine linen, and put a 
gold chain about his neck ; and he 
made him to ride in the second char- 
iot which he had. 

Deot. 32: 9. For the Lord's 
portion is his people ; Jacob is the 
lot of his inheritance. He found him 
in a desert land, and in the waste 
howling wilderness ; he led him 
about, he instructed him, he kept 
him as the apple of his eye. As an 
eagle stirreth up her nest, fluttereth 
over her young, spreadeth abroad 
her wings, taketh them, beareth 
them on her wings: so the Lord 
alone did lead him, and there was 
no strange god with him. 

ir'Ps. 1: I. Blessed is the man 
that walketh not in the counsel of 
the ungodly, nor standeth in the way 
of sinners, nor silteth in the seat of 
,the scornful ; but his delight is in 
the law of the Lord, and in his law 
doth he meditate day and night. 
He shall be like a tree planted by 
rivers of water, that bringeth forth 
^ fruit in his season : his leaf also shall 
not wither, and whatsoever he doeth 
shall prosper. 

12: 5. For the oppression of the 
poor, for the sighing of the needy, 
now will I arise, saith the Lord, I 
will set him in safety from him that 
puiferh at him. 

16: 5. The Lord is the portion of 
my inheritance and of my cup. Thou 
maintainest my lot. The lines are 
fkllen unto me in pleasant places; 
yea, I have a goodly heritage. 

25: 12. What man is he that fear- 
eth the Lord ... his soul shall dwell 
at ease, and his seed shall inherit 
the earth. 

' 84: 9. Fear the Lord, ye his 
saints, for there is no want to them 
that fear him. 



S4: 11. The Lord God Is a sun 
and shield. The Lord will give 
grace and glory; no good thing will 
he withhold from them that walk 
uprightly. • 

23: 1. The Lord is my shepherd; 
I shall not want. He maketh me to 
lie down in green pastures, and 
leadeth me beside still waters; He 
restoreth my soul; He leadeth me in 
the paths of righteousness, for his 
name's sake.--6. Surely goodness and 
mercy shall follow me all the days 
of my life, and I will dwell in the 
house of the Lord forever.

Thou 
shalt not be afraid of the terror by 
night ; nor for the arrow that flieth 
by day: nor for the pestilence that 
walketh in darkness; nor for the de- 
struction that wasteth at noon-day. 
A thousand shall fall at thy side, 
and ten tliousand at thy right band; 
but it shall not come nigh thee. Be- 
cause thou hast made the Lord, 
which is my refuge, even the most 
High, thy habitation, there shall 
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no evil befal thee, neither shall 
any plague come near thy dwell- 
ing.

Mat. 10: 29. And fear not them 
which kill the body, but are not 
able to kill the soul: but rather fear 
him which is able to destroy both 
soul and body in hell. 

IS: 90. Let both grow together 
until the harvest: and in the time 
. of harvest I will say to the reapers, 
Gather ye together first the tares, 
and bind them in bundles to burn 
them: but gather the wheat into my 
barn. — 37. Declare unto us the 
parable of the tares of the field. 
He answered and said unto them ; 
He that soweth the good see4 is 
the Son of man ; the field is the 
world ; the good seed are the chil- 
dren of the kingdom ; but the tares 
are the children of the wicked One ; 
the •nerny that sowed them is the

Devil ; the harvest is the end of the 
world ; and the reapers are the an* 
gels. As therefore the tares are 
gathered and burned in the fire ; so 
shall it be in the end of this world. 
The Son of man shall send forth 
his angels, and they shall gather out 
of his kingdom all things that of** 
fend, and them which do iniquity ; 
and shall cast them into a furnace 
of fire : there shall be wailing and 
gnashing of teeth. Then shall the 
righteous shine forth as the sun in' 
the kingdom of their Father. Who 
hath ears to hear, let him hear. ^-47. 
Again: The kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a net, that was cast into 
the sea, and gathered of every kind: 
which, when it was full, they drew 
to shore, and sat down, and gathered 
the good into vessels, but cast the 
bad away. So shall it be at the 
end of the world: the angels shali 
come forth, and sever the wicked 
from among the just, and shall cast 
them into the furnace of fire : there 
shall be wailing and gnashing of teeth. 

IT 18: 6. But, whoso shall oflfend 
one of these little ones which be-* 
lieve in me, it were better for him 
that a mill-stone were hanged about 
his neck, and that he were drowned 
in the depth of the sea. Woe unto 
the world because of offences ! for 
it must needs be that offences come ; 
but Wipe to that man by whom the 
offence cometh ! Wherefore, if thy 
hand or thy foot offend thee, cut 
them off, and cast them from thee ; 
it is better for thee to enter into life 
halt or maimed, rather than having 
two bauds or two feet, to be cast 
into everlasting fire. And if thine 
eye offend thee, pluck it out, and 
cast it from thee: it is better for 
thee to enter into life witll one eye, 
rather than having two eyes, to be 
cast into hell-fire. 

22: 11. And when the king 
came in to see the guests, he saw- 
there a man which had not on a 
wedding garment: and he saith unf 
to him. Friend, how camest thbu in 
hither, not having a wedding gar^ 
ment ^ And he was speechless. 
Then said the king to the servants, 
Bind him hand and foot, and take 
him away, and cast him into outer 
darkness : there shall be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth. For many 
aire called, bat few are chosen. 
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ft5: 38. Take therefore the talent 
from him, and give it unto him 
which hath ten talents. For unto 
every one that hath, shall be given ; 
and from him that hath not, shall he 
taken away even that which he 
hath. And cast ye the unprofitable 
servant into outer darkness; there 
shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth. —36. These shall go away 
into everlasting punishment ; but 
the righteous into life eternal. 

Mark 9: 42. And whosoever shall 
offend one of these little ones that 
believe in me, it is better for him 
that a miUstone were hanged about 
his neck, and he were cast into the 
sea. And if thy hand offend thee, 
cut it off" : it is better for thee to 
enter into life maimed, than having 
two hands to go into hell, into the 
fire that never shall be quenched: 
where their worm dieth not, and 
the fire is not quenched. And if 
thy foot offend thee, cut it off*: it is 
better for thee to enter halt into life, 
than having too feet to be cast into 
hell, into the fire that never shall be 
quenched: where their worm dielh 
not, and the fire is not quenched. 
And if thine eye offend thee, pluck 
it out: it is better for thee to enter 
into the kingdom of God with one 
eye, than having two eyes, to be 
cast into hell-fire : where their 
worm dieth not, and the fire is not 
quenched. For every one shall be 
salted with fii*e, and every sacrifice 
shall be salted with salt. Salt is 
good: but if the salt have lost its 
saltness, wherewith will ye season 
it ? Have salt in yourselves, and 
have peace one with another. 

IT Luke 12:4. And I say unto you, 
my friends, Be not afraid of .them 
that kill the body, and after that 
have no more that they can do. But 
I will forewarn you whom ye shall 
fiear: Fear him which, after he hath 
killed, hath power to cast into hell ; 
yea, I say unto you. Fear him. — 
47. And that servant which knew 
his lord's will, and prepared not 
himself, neither did according to his 
will, shall be beaten with many 
stripes. But he that knew not, and 
did commit things worthy of stripes, 
shall be beaten with few stripes. 
For unto whomsoever much is jf^iv- 
en, of him shall be much required ; 
and to whom men have committed 



much, of him they will ask the 
more. — 57. Why even of your- 
selves judge ye not what is right ? 
When thou goest with thine adver- 
sary to the magistrate, as thou art 
in the way, give diligence that thou 
mayest be delivered from him ; lest 
he hale thee to the judge, and the 
judge deliver thee to the officer, and 
the officer cast thee into prison. I 
tell thee, thou shalt not depart 
thence, till thou hast paid the very 
last mite. 

IS: 1. There were present at 
that season some that told him of 
the Galileans, whose blood Pilate 
had mingled with their sacrifices. 
And Jesus answering, ^aid unto 
them. Suppose ye that these Gali- 
leans were sinners above all the 
Galileans, because they suffered such 
things ? I tell you. Nay ; but, ex- 
cept ye repent, ye shall all likewise 
perish. Or those eighteen, upon 
whom the tower in Siloam fell, and 
slew them, think ye that they were 
sinners abpve all men that dwelt in 
Jerusalem ? 1 tell you. Nay ; but, 
except ye repent, ye shall all like- 
wise perish. 

IT He spake also this parable : A 
certain man had a fig-tree planted 
in his vineyard ; and he came and 
sought fruit thereon, and found 
none. Then said he unto the dres- 
ser of his vineyard. Behold, these 
three years I come seeking fruit on 
this fig-tree, and find none ; cut it 
down; why cumbereth it the ground? 
And he answering, said unto him. 
Lord, let it alone this year also, till 
I shall dig about it, and dung it: 
and if it bear fruit, well: and if not, 
then after that thou shalt cut it 
down. — 25. When once the master 
of the house is risen up and hath 
shut to the door, and ye begin to 
stand without and to knock at the 
door, saying. Lord, Lord, open unto 
us: and he shall answer and say 
unto you, I know you not, whence 
ye are. Then shall .ye begin to say. 
We have eaten and) drunken in thy 
presence, and thou hast taught in 
our streets. But he shall say, I 
know you not, whence ye are: de- 
part from me, all ye workers of in- 
iquity. There shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth, when ye shall 
see Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, 
and all the prophets in the kingdom 
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of God, and you yourselves thrust 
out. 

16: 19. There was a certain rich 
man which was clothed in linen, 
and fared sumptuously every day, 
• . . and the rich man died and was 
buried, . . . and in hell he lifted up 
his eyes being in torment, and seeth 
Abraham afar off, and Lazarus in 
his bosom. And he cried and said. 
Father Abraham, have mercy on 
me, and send Lazarus, that he may 
dip the tip of his fineer in water 
and cool my tongue, for 1 am' tor- 
mented in this flame. But Abraham 
said. Son, remember that thou, in 
thy lifetime, receivedst thy good 
things, likewise Lazarus evil things; 
but now, he is comforted and thou 
art tormented. Besides all this, be- 
tween us and you there is a great 
gulf fixed ; so that they which would 
pass from hence to you cannot, 
neither can they pass to us that 
would come from thence. 

19: 14. His citizens hated him 
and sent a message after him, say- 
ing. We will not have this man to 
reign over us. — 27. Those, mine 
enemies, who would not that I 
should reign over them, bring hither, 
and slay them before me. 

1 Thess. 5: 1. But of the times 
and the seasons, brethren, ye have 
no need that I write unto you ; for 
yourselves know perfectly, that the 
day of the Lord so cometh as a 
thief in the night. For when they 
shall say, Peace and safety; then 
sudden destruction cometh upon 
them, as travail upon a woman with 
child ; and they shall not escape. 

IF 2 Thess. 1:6. It is a righteous 
thing with God, to recompense trib- 
ulation to them that trouble you . . . 
' when the Lord Jesus shall be re- 
vealed from heaven, with his mighty 
angels in flaming fire, taking ven- 
geance on them that know not God, 
and that obey not the gospel of our 
Lord Jesus Christ: who shall be 
punished with everlasting destruc- 
tion from the presence of the Lord, 
and from the glory of his power; 
when he shall come to be glorified 
in his saints, and to be admired in 
ail them that believe. 

2: 11. For this cause God shall 
send them strong deltision, that they 
should believe a lie: that they all 
might be damned who believed not 



the truth, but had f^easore in ua- 
rigbteousness. 

2 Peter 2: 17. These are wells 
without water, clouds that are car«- 
ried with a tempest; to whom the 
mist of darkness is reserved forever. 
For when they speak great swelling 
words of vanity, they allure through 
the lusts of the flesh, through much 
wantonness, those that were clean 
escaped from them who live in er- 
ror. While they promise them lib- 
erty, they themselves are the ser- 
vants of corruption : for of whom a 
man is overcome, of the same U he 
brought in bondage.

for since the fathers fell asleep, all 
things continue as they were from 
the beginning of the creation. — 7. 
The heavens and the earth which 
are now, by the same word are kept 
in store, reserved unto fire against 
the day of judgment and perdition 
of ungodly men. 

Rev. 21: 8. But the fearful, and 
unbelieving, and the abominable, 
and murderers, and whoremongers, 
and sorcerers, and idolaters, and all 
liars, shall have their part in the 
lake that burneth with fire and brim- 
stone, which is the second death., 

2 Peter 2: 4. God spared not 
the angels that sinned, but cast them 
down to hell, and delivered them 
into chains of darkness, to be re^ 
served unto judgment. 

Ps. 9: 17. The wicked shall be 
turned into hell; and all the nations 
that forget God. 

IsA. 28: 15. Because ye have said, 
We have made a covenant with 
death, and with hell are we at agree* 
ment^ when the overflowing scourge 
passes through, it shall not corae 
nigh unto us, for we have made lies 
our refuge, and under falsehood 
have we hid ourselves.. -.the hail 
shall sweep away your refuges of 
lies, and your covenant with death 
shall be disannulled, and your agree* 
ment with hell shall not stand.

For whosoever will save 
his life, shall lose it: and whosoever 
will lose his life for my snke, shall 
find it: (for what Is a man profited, 
If he shall gain the whole world, and 
lose his own soul? or what shall a 
man five in exchange for his soul ?) 
For the Son of man shall come in 
the glory of his Father, with his 
angels; and then he shall reward 
«very man according to his works. 

RoM. f : 5. But, afler thy hardness 
ai^d impenitent heart, treasurest up 
onto thyself wrath against the day 
of wrath, and revelation of the 
riffhteous judgment of God, who 
will render to every man according 
to his deeds: to them who, by patient 
continuance in well doing, seek for 
glory, and honor, and immortality; 
eternal life: but unto them that are 
contentious, and do not obey the 
truth, but obey unrighteousness; in-

For when the 
Gentiles, which have not the law, 
do by nature the things contained in 
the law, these, having not the law, 
are a law unto themselves, which 
show the work of the law written in 
their hearts, their conscience also 
bearing witness, and their thoughts 
the mean while accusing, or else 
exetising one another;) in the day 
when God shall judge the secrets of 
men by Jesus Christ, according to 
my gospel. 

T Gai.. 6: 7. Be not deceived; 
God is not mocked: for whatsoever 
a man soweth, that shall he also 
reftp« For he thai soweth to the 



fiesh, shall of the flesh reap corrup- 
tion; but he that soweth to the 
Spirit, shall of the Spirit reap life 
everlasting. 

2 Tim. 3: 18. Evil men and se- 
ducers shall wax worse and worse, 
deceiving and being deceived.

his act, his strange act. Now 
therefore be ye not mockers, lest 
your bands be made strong: for I 
nave heard from the Lord God of 
hosts a consumption, even deter- 
mined upon the whole earth. 

IT 39 : 8. It shall even be as

Is it not yet a very little 
while, and Lebanon shall be turned 
into a fruitful field, and the fruitful 
field shall be esteemed as a forest? 
And in that day shall the deaf hear 
the words of the book, and the eyes 
of the blind shall see out of obscu- 
rity, and out of darkness. The 
meek also shall increase their joy 
in the Lord, and the poor among 
men shall rejoice in the Holy One 
of Israel.

will I command the sword, and it 
<hall slay them : and I will set mine 



eyes upon them for evil, and not for 
good. And the Lord God of hosts 
is he that toucheth the land, and it 
shall melt, and all that dwell there- 
in shall mourn: and it shall rise up 
wholly like a flood ; and shall be 
drowned, as by tho flood of Egypt. 
It is he that buildeth his stories in 
the heaven, and hath founded his 
troop in the earth ; he that calleth 
for the waters of the sea, and pour- 
eth them out upon the face of the 
earth: the Lord is his name. 

Nah. 1: 2. God is jealous, and 
the Lord revengeth ; the Lord re- 
vengeth, and is furious ; the Lord 
will take vengeance on his adversa- 
ries, aqd he reserveth wrath for his 
enemies. The Lord is slow to an- 
ger, and great in power, and will not 
at all acquit the wicked. — 6. Who 
can stand before his indignation ? 
And who can abide in the flerceness 
of his anger ? His fury is |>oured 
out like fire, and the rocks are 
thrown down by him. The Lord is 
good, a strong hold in the day of 
trouble ; and he knoweth them that 
trust in hihfi. But with an overrun- 
ning flood he will make an utter end 
of the place thereof, and darkness 
shall pursue his enemies. What do 
ye imagine against the Lord ? He 
will make an utter end: affliction 
shall not rise up the second time. 
For while they be folden together as 
thorns, and while they are drunken 
as drunkards, they shall be devoured 
as stubble fully dry. There is one 
come out of thee, that imagineth 
evil against the Lord, a wicked 
counsellor ! Thus saith the Lord: 
Though they be quiet, and likewise 
many, yet thus shall they be cut 
down, when he shall pass through. 

IF Hab. 2: 9 Woe to him that 
covetelh an evil covetousness to his 
house, that he may set his nest on 
high, that he may be delivered from 
the power of evil ! Thou hast con- 
sulted shame to thy house by cutting 
ofl' many people, and hast sinned 
against thy soul. For the stone shall 
€ry out of the wall, and the beam 
out of the timber shall answer it. 
Woe to him that buildeth a town 
with blood, . and establisheth a city 
by iniquity ! Behold, is it not of the 
Lord of hosts that the people shall 
labor in the very fire, and the people 
shall weary themselves for very van^ 
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i^ ? For the earth shall be fUIed 
with the knowledge of the glory of 
the Lord, as the waters cover the 
sea. Woe unto him that giveth his 
neighbor drink, that puttest thy bot- 
tle to him, and makest him drunken 
also, that thou mayest look on their 
nakedness 1 Thou art filled with 
shame for glory : drink thou also, 
and let thy foreskin be uncovered. 
The cup of the Lord's right hand 
shall be turned unto thee, and shame- 
ful spewing shall be on thy glory. 
For the violence of Lebanon shall 
cover thee, and the spoil of beasts, 
which made them afraid, because of 
men's blood, and for the violence of 
the land, of the city, and of all that 
dwell therein. * 

Rkv. 14: 8. And there followed 
another Ansrel, saying, Babylon is 
fallen I is tallen ! that great city ! 
because she made all nations drink 
of the wine of the wrath of her for- 
nication. And the third Angel fol- 
lowed them, saying with a loud 
voice. If any man worship the Beast 
and his image, and receive his mark 
in his forehead, or in his hand, the 
iame shall drink of the wine of the 
wrath of God, which is poured out 
without mixture into the cup of his 
indignation ; and he shall be tor- 
mented with fire and brimstone in 
the presence of the holy angels, and 
in the presence of the Lamb. And 
the smoke of their torment ascendeth 
up forever and ©ver: and they have 
no rest day or night, who worship 
the Beast and his image, and who- 
'Soever receiveth the mark of his 



IT 1 7 : 4. And the woman was ar- 
rayed in purple and scarlet-color, and 
decked with gold and precious stones 
and pearls, having a golden cup in 
her hand full of abominations and 
filthinessof her fornication : and up- 
on her forehead was a name written, 

MYSTERY, BABYLON THE GREAT, THE 
MOTHER or HARLOTS AND ABOMINA- 
TIONS OP THE EARTH. And I saw 
the woman drunken with the blood 
of the saints, and with the blood of 
the martyrs of Jesus. 

18; 2. Babylon the great is fal- 
len ! is fallen ! and is become the 
habitation of devils, and the hold of 
every foul spirit, and a cage of eve- 
ry unclean and hateful bird; for all 
nations have drunk of t{ie vnnt of 



the wrath of her fomioation, and the 
kings of the earth have committed 
fornication with her, and the mer- 
chants of the earth are waxed rich 
through the abundance of her deli* 
cacies. And I heard another voice 
from heaven, saying, . Come out of 
her, my people, that ye be not par- 
takers 01 her ains, and that ye re- 
ceive not of her plagues. For her 
sins have reached utwo heaven, and 
God hath remembered her iniquities. 
Reward her even as she rewarded 
you, and double unto her double ac- 
cording to her works: in the cup- 
which she hath filled^ fill to her doii- 
ble. How much she hath glorified- 
herself, and lived delicioi^sly, so 
much torment and sorrow give her: 
for she saith in her heart, I sit a 
queen, and am no widow, and shall 
see no sorrow. Therefore shall her 
plagues come in one day, death, and 
mourning, and famine ; and she shall 
be utterly burned with fire : forstrong 
is the Lord God who judgeth her. 
And the kings of the earth who have 
committed fornication and lived de- 
liciously with her, shall bewail her, 
and lament for her, when they shaM 
see the smoke of her burning, stand- 
ing afar off for the fear of her tor- 
ment, saying, Alas, alas ! that great 
city Babylon ! that mighty city ! 
for in one hour is thy judgment 
come I — 14. And the fruits that thy 
soul lusted after are departed from 
thee, and all things which were 
dainty and goodly are departed from 
thee, and thou shalt find them no 
more at all. The merchants of 
these things, which were made rich 
by her, shall stand afar off for the 
fear of her torment, weeping and 
wailing, and saying, Alas, alas ! that 
great city, that was clothed in fine 
linen, and purple, and scarlet, and 
decked with gold, and precious 
stones, and pearls ! for in one hour 
so great riches is come to naught. 

IT And every ship-master, and all the 
company in ships, and sailors, and 
as many as tracle by sea, stood afar 
oflf, and cried when they saw the 
smoke of her burning, saying, What 
city is like unto this great city ! 
And they cast dust on their heads, 
and cried, weeping and wailing, say- 
ing, Alas, alas, that great city, 
wherein were made rich all that had 
ships in the sea, by reason of her 
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costliness ! for in one houi* is she 
made desolate. Rejoice over her, 
thou heaven, and ye holy Apostles 
and prophets ; for God hath avenged 
you on hen And a toiighty an^el 
took up a stone like a great mill- 
stone, and cast it into the sea, say- 
ing, Thus with violence shall that 
great city Babylon be thrown down, 
and shall be found no more at all. 
And the voice of harpers, and musi- 
cians, and of pipers, and trumpeters, 
shall be heard no more at all in thee : 
and no craftsman, of whatsoever 
craft he be, shall be found any more 
in thee ; and the sound of a mill- 
stone shall be heard no more at all 
in thee ; and the light of a candle 
shall shine no more at all in thee > 
and the voice of the bridegroom 
and of the bride shall be heard no 
more at all in thee : for thy mer- 
chants were the great men of the 
earth ; for by thy sorceries were all 
nations deceived. 

Mat. 19; 16. And behold, one 
came and said unto him. Good Mas- 
ter, what good thing shall I do, that 
I may have eternal life ? And he 
said unto him. Why caUest thou me 
good ? there is none good but one, 
that is, God : but if thou wilt enter 
into life, keep the commandments. 
He saith unto him. Which ? Jesus 
said ; Thou shalt do no murder ; 
Thou shalt not commit adultery ; 
Thou shalt not steal } Thou shalt not 
bear false witness ; Honor thy fa- 
ther and thy mother, and, Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself. The 
young man said unto him, All these 
things have I kept from my youth 
up : what lack 1 yet ? Jesus said 
unto him, If thou wilt be perfect, go 
and sell that thou hast, and give to 
the poor, and thou shalt have treas- 
ure in heaven : and come and follow 
me. But when the young man 
heard that saying, he went away 
sorrowful : for he had great posses- 
sions. 

IT Then said Jesus unto his disci- 
ples. Verily, I say unto you. That a 
rich man shall hardly enter into the 
kingdom of heaven. And again I say 
unto you. It is easier for a camel to 
go through the eye of a needle, than 
for a rich man to enter into the king- 
dom of God. When his disciples 
heard it, they were exceedingly 
amazed, saying, Who then can be 
35 



saved ? But Jesus beheld thetn^ and 
said unto them, With men this ii 
impossible, but with God all things 
are possible. 

Gal. S: 9. So then they which 
be of faith are blessed with faithful 
Abraham. For as many ns are of 
the works of the law, are under the 
curse: for it is written, Cursed is 
every one that continueth not in all 
things which are written in the book 
of the law to do them. But that no 
man is justified by the law in the 
sight of God, it is evident : for, The 
just shall live by faith ; and the law 
is not of faith : but. The man that 
doeth them shall live in them« 



§ 9. COKOEMNATIOK Ai^OttAVATEl) BT 
REJECTING THE GOSPEL. 

Heb. 2: 1. Therefore we ought 
to give the more earnest heed to the 
things which we have heard, lest 
at any time we should let them slip. 
For if the word spoken by angels 
was steadfast, and every transgres- 
sion and disobedience received a 
just recompense of reward ; how 
shall we escape if we neglect so 
great salvation ; which at the first 
began to be spoken, by the Lord, 
and was confirmed unto us by them 
that heard him, God also bearing 
them witness, both with signs and 
wonders, and with divers miracles, 
and gifts of the Holy Ghost, accord- 
ing to his own will ? 

6; 3. For it is impossible for 
those who were once enlightened, 
and have tasted of the heavenly gift, 
and were made partakers of the 
Holy Ghost, and have tasted the 
good word of God, and the powers 
of the world to come, if they shall 
fall away, to renew them again unto 
repentance ; seeing they crucify to 
themselves the Son of God afresh, 
and put him to an open shame. For 
the earth, which drinketh in the 
rain that cometh oft upon it, and 
bringeth forth herbs meet for them 
by whom it is dressed, receiveth 
blessing from God: but that which 
beareth thorns and briers is rejected, 
and is nigh unto cursing; whose 
end is to be burned. 

10: 26. For if we sin wilfblly 
after that we have received the 
knowledge of the tnith, there rc- 
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maineth no more sacrifice for sins, 
but a certain fearful looking for of 
judgment and fiery indignation, 
which shall devour the adverskries. 
He that despised Moses' law, died 
without mercy under two or three 
witnesses: of how much sorer pun- 
ishment, suppose ye, shall he be 
thought worthy, who hath trodden 
under foot the Son of God, and 
hath counted the blood of the cove- 
nant, wherewith he was sanctified, 
an unholy thing, and hath done des- 
pite unto the Spirit of grace ? For 
we know him that hath said, 

VeDg:eance belongeth nnlq me, I will recompense, 
Mitb the Lord. 

And again, 

The Lord shall judge hi« people. 

It is a fearful thing to fall into the 
hands of the living God. 

2 Pet. 2: 5. God spared not the 
old world, . . . bringing in the flood 
upon the world of the ungodly: and 
turning the cities of Sodom and Go- 
morrah into ashes, condemned them 
with an overthrow, making them 
an ensample unto those that after 
should live ungodly ; and delivered 
just Lot, vexed with the filthy con- 
versation of the wicked: (for that 
righteous man dwelling among them, 
in seeing and hearing, vexed his 
righteous soul from day to day with 
their unlawful deeds j) the Lord 
knoweth how to deliver the godly 
out of temptations, and to reserve 
the unjust unto the day of judgment 
to be punished : but chiefly them 
that walk after the flesh in the lust 
of uncleanness, and despise govern- 
ment. Presumptuous are they, self- 
willed ; they are not afraid to speak 
evil of dignities : whereas, angels, 
which are greater in power and 
might, bring not railing accusation 
against them before the Lord. But 
these, as natural brute beasts, made 
to be taken and destroyed, speak 
evil of the things that they under- 
stand not : and shall utterly perish 
m their own corruption. 



§ 9. A HOPELESS CONDITION. 

Mat. 7: 26. And every one that 
heareth these sayings of mine, and 
doeth them not, shall be likened 



unto a foolish man, which built his 
house upon the sand. And the rain 
descended, and the floods came, and 
the winds blew, and beat upon that 
house ; and it fell: and great was 
the fall of it. 

Luke 6: 24. But woe unto you 
that are rich ! for ye have received 
your consolation. Woe unto you 
that are full ! for ye shall hunger. 
Woe unto you that laugh now ! for 
ye shall mourn and weep. Woe 
unto you when all men shall speak 
well of you ! for so did their fathers 
to the false prophets. 

12: 45. But and if that servant 
say in his heart. My lord delayeth 
his coming ; and shall begin to beat 
the men-servants and maidens, and 
to eat and drink, and to be drunken; 
the lord of that servant will come 
in a day when he looketh not for 
him, and at an hour when he is not 
aware, and will cut him in sunder, 
and will appoint him his portion 
with the unbelievers. 

18:23. Then said one unto him, 
Lord, are there few that be saved ? 
And he said unto them, Strive to 
enter in at the strait gate: for many, 
I say unto you, will seek to enter 
in, and shall not be able. When 
once the master of the house is 
risen up, and hath shut to the door, 
and ye begin to stand without, and 
to knock at the door, saying. Lord, 
Lord, open unto us ; and he shall 
answer and say unto you, I know 
you not whence ye are ; then shall 
ye begin to say, We have eaten and 
drunk in thy presence, and thou 
hast taught in our .streets. But he 
shall say, 1 tell you, I know you not 
whence ye are ; depart from me, all 
ye workers of iniquity. There shall 
be weeping and gnashing of teeth, 
when ye shall see Abraham, and 
Isaac, and Jacob, and all the pro- 
phets, in the kingdom of God, and 
you yourselves thrust out. And 
they shall come from the east, and 
from the west, and from the north, 
and from the south, and shall sit 
down in the kingdom of God. And 
behold, there are last, which shall 
be first ; and there are first, which 
shall be last. 

IT 17: 1. Then said he unto the 
disciples, It is impossible but that 
ofiences will come : but woe unto 
him through whom they come ! It 
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were better for him that a millstone 
were hanged about his neck, and 
he cast into the sea, than that 
he should offend one of these lit- 
tle ones. Take heed to yourselves ! 
— 19. There was a certain rich 
man, which was clothed in purple 
and fine linen, and fared sumptu- 
ously every day : and there was a cer- 
tain beggar named Lazarus, which 
was laid at his gate, full of sores, 
and desiring to be fed with the 
crumbs which fell from the rich 
man's table : moreover, the dogs 
came and licked his sores. And it 
came to pass, that the beggar died, 
and was carried by the angels into 
Abraham's bosom. The rich man 
also died, and was buried. And in 
hell he lifted up his eyes, being in 
torments, and seeth Abraham afar 
off, and Lazarus in his bosom. And 
he cried, and said, Father Abraham! 
have mercy on me ! and send Laza- 
rus, that he may dip the tip of his 
finger in water, and cool my tongue : 
for I am tormented in this flame. 
But Abraham said, Son, remember 
that thou in thy lifetime receivedst 
thy good things, and likewise Laza- 
rus evil things: but now he is com- 
forted, and thou art tormented. And 
besides all this, between us and you 
there is a great gulf fixed : so that 
they which would pass from hence 
to you, cannot; neither can they 
pass to us, that would come from 
thence. Then he said, I pray thee 
therefore, father, that thou wooldest 
send him to my father's house: for 
I have five brethren ; that he may 
testify unto them, lest they also 
come into this place of torment. 
Abraham saith unto him. They have 
Moses and the prophets ; let them 
hear them. And he said. Nay, fa- 
ther Abraham: but if one went unto 
them from the dead, they will re- 
pent. And he said unto him, If 
they hear not Moses and the pro- 
phets, neither will they be per- 
suaded, though one rose from the 
dead. 

IT 21 : 22. And truly the Son of 
man goeth as it was determined : 
but woe unto that man by whom he 
is betrayed ! And they began to 
inquire among themselves, which of 
them it was that should do this 
thing. 

23: 28, But Jesus turning unto 



them, said. Daughters of Jerusalem, 
weep not for me, but weep for your- 
selves, and for your children. For, 
behold, the days -are coming, in the 
which they shall say, Blessed are 
the barren, and the wombs that nev- 
er bare, and the paps which never 
gave suck. Then shall ihey begin 
to say to the mountains. Fall on us; 
and to the hills, Cover us. For if 
they do these things in a green tree, 
what shall be done in the dry.^ 

KoM. 6: 21. What fruit had ye 
then in those things whereof ye are 
now ashamed."* for the end of those 
things is death. — 23. For the wages 
of sin is death. 

1 CoR. 6: 9. Know ye not that the 
unrighteous shall not inherit the 
kingdom of God f Be not deceived; 
neither fornicators, nor idolaters, 
nor adulterers, nor effeminate, nor 
abusers of themselves with mankind, 
nor thieves, nor covetous, nor drunk- 
ards, nor revilers, nor extortioners, 
shall inherit the kingdom of God. 

2 Thess. 1: 6. Seeing it is a right- 
eous thing with God to recompense 
tribulation to them that trouble you; 
and to you who are troubled, rest 
with us, when the Lord Jesus shall 
be revealed from heaven with his 
mighty angels, in flaming fire; ta- 
king vengeance on them that know 
not God, and that obey not the gos- 
pel of our Lord Jesus Christ: who 
shall be punished with everlasting 
destruction from the presence of the 
Lord, and from the glory of his 
power, when he shall come to be 
glorified in his saints, and to be ad- 
mired in all them that believe, (be. 
cause our testimony among you was 
believed,) in that day. 

If 2: 8. And then shall that wicked 
be revealed, whom the Lord shall 
consume with the spi rit of his mouth, 
and shall destroy with the brightness 
of his coming: even him, whose 
coming is after the work of Satan, 
with all power and signs and lying 
wonders, and with all deceivable^ 
ness of unrighteousness in them 
that perish; because they received 
not the love of the truth, that they 
might be saved. And for this cause 
God shall send them strong delusion, 
that they should beUeve a lie: that 
they all might be damned who 
believed not the truth, but hadpleas^ 
ure in unrighteousness. 
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JuoB 6. I will therefore put you 
ia remembrance, though ye once 
knew this, how that the Lord, hav- 
ing saved the people out of the land 
of £gy pt, afterward destroyed them 
that l>elieved not; and the ungels 
which kept not their first estate, but 
left their own habitation, he hnth 
reserved in everlasting chains under 
darkness unto the judgment of the 
great day: even as Sodom and Go- 
morrah, and the cities about them in 
like manner, giving themselves over 
to fornication, and going after strange 



flesh, are set forth for an esample^ 
sufiering the vengeance of eternal 
fire. Likewise also those filthy 
dreamers defile the flesh, despise 
dominion, and speak evil of dig- 
nitie^i. 

1 Peter 4: 17. For the time is 
come that ju«lj»ment must begin at 
the house of Gud: and if it first be- 
gin at us, what shall the end be of 
them that obey not the gospel of 
God ? And if the righteous scarcely 
be saved, where shall the ungodly 
and the sinner appear,'

CHAPTER L 

;his birth and childhood^ 

Luke 1: 36. And in the sixth 
month the angel Gabriel was sent 
from God unto a city of Galilee, 
named Nazareth, to a virgin es- 
poused to a man whose name was 
Joseph, of the house of David; and 
the virgin's name was Mary. And 
ihe anii^el came in unto her, and 
said, Haill tliou that art highly fa- 
vored, the Lord is with thee : blessed 
art thou among women. And when 
ebe saw him, she was troubled at 
bis saying, and cast in her mind 
what manner of salutation this 
tfhould be. And the ange4 said unto 
her. Fear not, Mary; for thou hast 
found favor with God. And behold, 
thou shalt conceive in thy womb., 
and bring forth a son, and shaU call 
Ms name Jesus, He shall be great, 
tknd shall be caHed the Son of the 
Highest; and the Lord God shall 
give unto him the throne of his fa- 
ther David. And he sha4l reign 
pver the house of Jacob forever; 



and of his kingdom there shall be no 
e«d. Then said Mary unto the an- 
g«l. How shall this be, seeing I know 
not a man ? And the angel answer- 
ed, aad said unto her. The Holy 
Ghost shall come upon thee, and the 
power of the Highest shall over- 
shadow thee: therefore also that 
holy thing, which shall be born of 
thee, shall he called the Son of God. 
And behold, thy cousin Elizabeth, 
she hath also conceived a son in her 
old age^ and this is the sixth month 
with her who was called barren ; for 
with God nothing shall be impossi- 
ble. And Mary said. Behold the 
handmaid of the Lord; be it unto 
me according to thy word> And the 
aogel departed from ber. 

And Mary arose in those days, 
and went into the hill-couniry with 
haste, into a city of Juda, and en- 
tered into the house of Zacharias, 
and saluted Elizabeth. ^56. And 
Mary abode with her about three 
months, and returned to her own 
house. 

IT Mat. 1 : 18. - Now the birth of 
Jesus Christ was on this wise: 
When as his mother Mary was es- 
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poused to Joseph, before they came 
together, she was found with child 
of the Holy Ghost. Then Joseph 
her husband, being a just man, and 
not willing to make her a public ex- 
ample, was mincbvl to put her away 
privily. But >\hile he thought on 
these things, behold, the anj»el of 
the Lord a j) pea red unto hiuj in a 
dream, saying, Joseph, thou son of 
David, fear not to take unto thee 
Mary thy wife: for that which is 
conceived in her is of the Holy 
Ghost: and she shall bring forth a 
son, and thou shalt call his name 
Jesus: for he shall save his people 
from their sins. (Now all this was 
done, that it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken of the Lord by the pro- 
phet, saying. 

Behold, a Virgin shall be with child, 

And shall bring forth a son, 

And they shall call his name Emmancel, 

which being interpreted, is Gop 
WITH us.) Then Joseph, being 
raised from sleep, did as the angel 
of the Lord had bidden him, and 
took unto him his wife: and knew 
her not till she had brought forth 
her first-born son: and he called his 
name Jesus. 

LvKE 2: 1. And it came to pass 
in those days, that there went out a 
decree from Caesar Augustus, that 
all the world should be taxed. (And 
this taxing was first made when Cy- 
renius was governor of Syria.) And 
all went to be taxed, every one into 
his own city. And Joseph also 
went up from Galilee, out of the 
city of Nazareth, into Judea, unto 
the city of David, which is called 
^Bethlehem, (because he was of the 
house and lineage of David,) to be 
ta^ed with Mary his espoused wife, 
being great with child. And so it 
was, that while they were there, the 
days were accomplished that she 
should be delivered. And she brought 
forth her first-born son, and wrap- 
ped him in swaddling-clothes, and 
laid him in a manger; because* there 
was no room for thetn in the inn. 

IF And there were in the same coun- 
try shepherds abiding in the field, 
keeping watch over their fl.ock by 
night. And lo, the angel of the 
Lord came upon them, and the glory 
of the Lord shone round about them; 
and they were sore afraid. And the 
angel said unto them, Fear not: for 



behold, I bring you good tidings of 
great joy, which shall be to all peo- 
ple. For unto you is born this 
day, in the city of David, a Savior, 
which i:j Christ the Lord. And this 
shall be a sign unto you; Ye shall 
find the babe wrapped in swaddling- 
clothes, lying in a manger. And 
suddenly there was with the angel a 
mulrifude of the heavenly host prais- 
ing God, and saying, 

Glory to God in the highest, 
And on earth peace, good will toward men. 

And it came to pass, as the angels 
were gone away from them into 
heaven, the shepherds said one to 
another. Let us now go even unto 
Bethlehem, and see this thing which 
is come to pass, which the Lord 
hath made known unto us. And 
they came with haste, and found 
Mary and Joseph, and the babe ly- 
ing in a manger. And when they 
had seen it, they made known abroad 
the saying which was told them con- 
cerning this child. And all they that 
heard it, wondered at those things 
which were told them by the shep- 
herds. But Mary kept all these 
things, and pondered them in her 
heart. And the shepherds returned, 
glorifying and praising God for all 
the things that they had heard and 
seen, as it was told unto them. 

And when eight days were ac- 
complished for the circumcising of 
the child, his name was called Je- 
sus, which was so named of the an- 
gel before he was conceived in the 
womb. 

And when the days of her purifi- 
cation according to the law of Mo- 
ses were accomplished, they brought' 
him to Jerusalem, to present him to 
the Lord, (as it is written in the law 
of the Lord, Every male that open- 
eth the womb shall be called holy 
to the Lonl;) and to oflfer a sacri- 
fice according to that which is said 
in the law of the Lord, A pair of 
turtle-doves, or two young pigeons. 

IT Mat. 2: 1. Now when Jesus 
was born in Bethlehem of Judea in 
the days of Herod the king, behold, 
there came wise men from the east 
to Jerusalem, saying, Where is he 
that is born King of the Jews? for 
we have seen his star in the east, 
andarecoraeto worship him. When 
Herod the king had heard these 
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things, he was troubled, and all Je- 
rusalem with him. And when he 
had gathered all the chief priests 
and scribes of the people together, 
he demanded of ihem where Christ 
should be born. And they said unto 
him; In Bethlehem of Judea: for 
thus it is written by the prophet, 

And thou Bpthleliem, in the land ofJudn, 
Art not the least among the princes of Juda : 
For out of thee shall come a tiuvoruor, 
That shall rule my people Israel. 

Then Herod, when he had privily 
called the wise men, inquired of 
them diligently what time the star 
appeared. And he sent them to 
Bethlehem, and said, Go, and search 
diligently for the young child; and 
when ye have found him, bring me 
word again, that I may come and 
worship him also. When they had 
heard the king, they departed; and 
lo, the star,^-hich they saw in the 
east, went before them, till it came 
and stood over where the young 
child was. When they saw the 
star, they rejoiced with exceeding 
great joy. And when they were 
come into the house, they saw the 
yonne child with Mary his mother, 
and fell down and worshipped him: 
and when they had opened their 
treasures, they presented unto him 
gifts; gold, and frankincense, and 
myrrh. And being warned of God 
in a dream that they should not re- 
turn to Herod, they departed into 
their own country another way. 

And when they were departed, 
behold, the angel of the Lord ap- 
peared to Joseph in a dream, saying. 
Arise, and take the young child and 
his mother, and flee into Egypt, and 
be thou there until I bring thee 
word : for Herod will seek the young 
child to destroy him. When he 
arose, he took the young child and 
his mother by night, and departed 
into Egypt: and was there until the 
death of Herod: that it might be ful- 
filled which was spoken of the Lord 
by the prophet, saying, Out of 
Egypt have I called my Son. 

IT Then Herod, when he saw that 
he was mocked of the wise men, 
was exceeding wroth, and sent forth, 
and slew all the children that were 
in Bethlehem, and in all the coasts 
thereof, from two years old and un- 
der, according to the time which he 
had diligently inquired of the wise 



men. Then was fulfilled that which 
was spoken by Jeremy the prophet, 
saying. In Rama was there a voice 
heard, lamentation, and weeping, 
and great mourning, Rachel weep- 
ing for her children, and woultl not 
be comfortfd, because they are not. 
But when Herod was dead, behold, 
an a^fgel of the Lord appeared in a 
dream to Joseph in Egypt, saying, 
Arise, and lake the young child and 
his mother, and go into the land of 
Israel: for they are dead which 
sought the young child's life. And 
he arose, and took the young child 
and his mother, and came into the 
land of Israel. But when he heard 
that Archelaus did reign in Judea in 
the room of his father Herod, he 
was afraid to go thither: notwith- 
standing, being warned of God in a 
dream, he turned aside into the 
parts of Galilee: and he came and 
dwelt in a city called Nazareth : that 
it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken bv the prophets. He shall be 
called a Nazarene. 

Luke 2: 40. And the child grew, 
and waxed strong in spirit, filled 
with wisdom ; and the grace of 
God was upon him. Tsow his 
parents went to Jerusalem every 
year at the feast of the passo- 
ver. And when he was twelve 
years old, they went up to Jerusa- 
lem, after the custom of the feast. 
And when they had fulfilled the 
days, as they returned, the child 
Jesus tarried behind in Jerusalem ; 
and Joseph and his mother knew 
not of it. But they, supposing him 
to have been in the company, went 
a day's journey ; and they ^sought 
him among their kinsfolk and ac- 
quaintance. And when they found 
him not, they turned back again to 
Jerusalem, seeking him. And it 
came to pass, that afler three days 
they found him in the temple, sitting 
in the midst of the doctors, both 
hearing them, and asking them ques- 
tions. 

IT And all that heard him were 
astonished at his understanding and 
answers. And when they saw 
him, they where amazed : and 
his mother said unto him, Son, 
why hast thou thus dealt with 
us? behold, thy father and I have 
sought thee sorrowing. And he 
saiff unto them, How is it that 
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ye sought me? wist ye not that I 
must be about my Father's business? 
And they understood not the saying 
which he spake unto them. And he 
went down with them, and came to 
Nazareth, and was subject unto 
them : but his mother kept all these 
sayings in her heart. And Jesus in- 
creased in wisdom and stature, and 
in favor with God and man. 



CHAPTER IF. 

HISTORY OF THE CLOSING SCENES 
OF THE LIFE OF CHRIST. 

§ 1. THE SUPPER AT BETHANY. 

John 12 : 1. Then Jesus, six 
days before the passover, came to 
Bethany where Lazarus was, which 
had been dead, whom he raised from 
the dead. There they made him a 
supper, and Martha served ; but 
Lazarus was one of them that sat at 
the table with him. (^Luke 10: 40. { 
Martha was cumbered about much 
serving and came to him and said. 
Lord, dost thou not care that my 
sister hath left me to serve alone? 
Bid her, therefore, that she help me. 
And Jesus answered and said unto 
her, Martha, Martha, thou art care- 
ful and troubled about many things ; 
but one thing is needful, and Mary 
hath chosen that good part, which 
^ shall not be taken away from her.) 
— 3. Then took Mary a pound of 
ointment of spikenard, very costly, 
imd anointed the feet of Jesus and 
wiped them with her hair, and the 
house was filled with the odor of the 
ointment. 

Mark 14: 3. And being in Beth- 
any in the house of Simon the leper, 
as he sat at meat, there came a 
woman, having an alabaster box of 
ointment of spikenard, very pre- 
cious ; and she brake the box, and 
poured it on his head. 

John 12: 4. Then saith one of 
the desciples, Judas Iscariot, Si- 
mon's son, which should betray him, 
why was not this ointment sold for 
three hundred pence and given to 
the poor? This he said, not that he 
cared for the poor, but because he 



was a thief and had the bag and 
bare what was put therein. 

Mark 14: 6. Jesus said, Let her 
alone ; why trouble ye her? she hath 
wrought a good work on me. For 
ye have the poor with you tilways ; 
and when ye will ye may do them 
good, but me ye have not always. 
She hath done what she could ; she 
is come aforehand to anoint my body 
to the burying; verily 1 say unto 
you, wheresoever this gospel shall 
be preached, throughout the whole 
world, this also, that she hath done, 
shall be spoken of, for a memorial 
of her. 



§ 2, HIS PUBLIC entrance INTO 
JERUSALEM. 

Luke 19: 28. When he had thus 
spoken he went before, ascending 
up to Jerusalem. 

Mat. 21 : 1. And when they 
drew nigh unto Jerusalem, and were 
come to fiethphage, unto the mount of 
Olives, then sent Jesus'two disciples, 
saying unto them. Go into the viHage 
over against you, and straightway, ye 
shall find an ass tied, and a colt with 
her ; loose them and bring them unto 
me. And if any man say ought 
unto you, ye shall say, The Lord 
hath need of them, and siraightway, 
he will send them. 

Luke 19: 82. And they that were 
sent went their way, and found even 
as he had said unto them. And as 
they were loosing the colt, the 
owners thereof said unto them. Why 
loose ye the colt? And they said, 
the Lord hath need of him. And 
they brought him to Jesus ; and 
they cast their garments upon the 
colt, and they set Jesus thereon. 

John 12: 12. And much people 
that were coming to the feast, when 
they heard that Jesus was coming to 
Jerusalem, took branches of palm 
trees, and went forth to meet him. 

Luke 19: 86. And as he went, 
they spread their clothes in the way. 
And when he was come nigh, 
i even now at the descent of the 
mount of Olives, the whole multi- 
tude of the disciples began to rejoice, 
and praise God with a loud voice, 
for all the mighty works that they 
had seen ; saying, Blessed is the 
King that cometh m the name of the 
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Lord ; peace in heaven and glory in 
the highest ! 

Mat. 21 : 8. And a very great 
multitude spread their garments in 
the way. Others cut down branches 
of the trees and strewed them in the 
way. And the multitude that went 
before and that followed cried, say- 
ing, Hosanna to the Son of David ! 
Blessed be he that cometh in the 
name of the Lord, Hosanna in the 
highest! — 4. All this was done 
that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by the prophet, saying, Tell 
ye the daughter of Zion, (Fear not. 
John 12: 15,) behold thy king com- 
eth unto thee, meek and sitting upon 
an ass and a colt the foal of an ass. 
(John 12: 16. These things un- 
derstood not his disciples at the first, 
but when Jesus was glorified, then 
remembered they that these things 
were written of him, and that they 
had done' these things unto him. 
The people, therefore, that were 
with him, when he called Lazarus 
out of the grave, and raised him 
from the dead, bare record.) 

Luke 19: 89. And some of the 
Pharisees from among the multitude 
said unto him, Master, rebuke thy 
disciples. And he answered and 
said unto them, I tell you, that if 
these should hold their peace the 
stones would immediately cry out. 

John 12 : 19. The Pharisees 
therefore said among themselves. 
Perceive ye how ye prevail nothing? 
Behold, the world is gone after him. 
hvKK 19: 41. And when he was 
come near he beheld the city and 
wept over it, saying. If thou hadst 
known, even thou, at least in this 
thy day, the things which belong 
unto thy peace. But now they are 
hid from thine eyes. For the days 
shall come upon thee, that thine en- 
emies shall cast a trench about thee, 
and compass thee round, and keep 
thee in, on every side, and shall lay 
thee even with the ground, and thy 
children within thee ; and they shall 
not leave in thee one stone upon 
another, because thou knewest not 
the time of thy visitation. 

Mat. 21: 10. And when he was 
come into Jerusalem, all the city 
was moved, saying, Who is this .'* 
And the multituile said. This is Je- 
sus of Nazareth, the prophet of Gal- 
ilee. 



§ 5. SCENES IN THE TEMPLE. 

L Purifieation of the Temple. 

Marc 11: 11. And .Jesus went 
into the temple of God; and when he 
had looked round about upon all 
things, and now the even tide was 
come, he went out unto Bethany, 
with the twelve. On the morrow 
when they were come from Bethany 
— 1 5. Jesus went into the femple, 
and began to cast out them that sold 
and bought in the temple, and over- 
threw the tables of the money chang- 
ers ; and the seats of them that sold 
doves, a{)d would not suffer that any 
man should carry any vessel through 
the temple. And he taught, saying 
unto them, Is it not written. My 
house shall be called of all nations, 
the house of prayer ? (Isa. 56: 7.) 
But ye have made it a den of thieves. 

II. Prediction of the Destruction of 
the Temple and the City. 

Mat. 24: 1. And Jesus went out, 
and departed from the temple : and 
his disciples came to him, for to show 
him the buildings of the temple. 
And Jesus said unto them. See ye 
not all these things 1 Verily I say 
unto you, There shall not be left 
here one stone upon another, that 
shall not be thrown down. And as 
he sat upon the mount of Olives, the 
disciples came unto him privately, 
saying. Tell us, when shall these 
things be ? and what shall be the 
sign of thy coming, and of the end 
of the world ? And Jesus answered 
and said unto them. Take heed that 
no man deceive you : for many shall 
come in my name, saying, I am 
Christ ; and shall deceive many. 
And ye shall hear of wars, and ru- 
mors of wars ; see that ye be not 
troubled: for all these things must 
come to pass, but the end is not yet. 
For nation shall rise against nation, 
and kingdom against kingdom : and 
there shall be famines, and pestilen- 
ces, and earthquakes, in divers pla- 
ces. All these are the beginning of 
sorrows. Then shall they deliver 
you up to be afi^icted, and shall kill 
you : and ye shall be hated of all 
nations for my name's sake. And 
then shall many be offended, and 
shall betray one another, and shall 
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hate one another. And many false 
prophets shall rise, and shall deceive 
many. And because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of many shall wax 
cold. But he that shall endure unto 
the end, the same shall be saved. 
And this gospel of the kingdom shall 
be preaclled in all the world, for a 
witness unto all nations : and then 
shall the end come. When ye there- 
fore shall see the abomination of 
desolation, spoken of by Daniel the 
prophet, stand in the holy place, 
(whoso readethlet him understand,) 
then let them which be in Judea flee 
into the mountains: let him which is 
on the house top not come down to 
take any thing out of his house: 
neither let him which is in the field 
return back to take his clothes. 
And woe unto them that are with 
child, and to them that give suck, in 
those days I But pray ye that your 
flight be not in the winter, neither on 
the sabbath-day: for then shall be 
great tribulation, such as was not 
since the beginning of the world to 
this time, no, nor ever shall be. And 
except those days should be short- 
ened, there should no flesh be saved: 
but for the elect's sake those days 
shall be shortened. Then if any 
man shall say unto you, Lo, here is 
Christ, or there ; believe it not. 
For there shall arise false Christs, 
and false prophets, and shall show 
great signs and wonders ; insomuch, 
that, if it were possible, they shall 
deceive the very elect. Behold I 
have told you before. Wherefore if 
they shall say unto you. Behold, he 
is in the desert ; go not forth : be- 
hold, he is in the secret chambers ; 
believe it not. For as the lightning 
conieth out of the east, and shineth 
even unto the west ; so shall also 
the coming of the Son of man be. 
For wheresoever the carcass is, 
- there will the eagles be gathered to^ 
gether. 

II. ChrisVs last public Discourse ; 
Conviction and Condemnation of 
the Scribes and Pharisees, 

Mat. 21 : 33. Hear another par- 
able. There was a certain house- 
holder, which planted a vineyard, 
and hedged it round about, and dig- 
ged a wine-press in it, and built a 
tower, and let it out to husbandmen, 
and vrtBt into a far country: and

when the time of the fVuit drew 
near, he sent his servants to the 
husbandmen, that they might re« 
ceive the fruits of it. And the hus- 
bandmen took his servants, and beat 
one, and killed another, and stoned 
another. Again he sent other ser- 
vants more than the first: and they 
did unto them likewise. But last of 
all, he sent unto them his son', say- 
ing. They will reverence my son. 
But when the husbandmen saw the 
son, they said among themselves, 
This is the heir ; come, let us kill 
him, and let us seize on his inheri- 
tance. And they caught him, and 
cast him out of the vineyard, and 
slew him. When the Lord there- 
fore of the vineyard cemeth, what 
will he do unto those husbandmen ? 
They say unto him. He will miser- 
ably destroy those wicked men, and 
will let out his vineyard unto other 
husbandmen, which shall render 
him the fruits in their seasons. Je- 
sus saith unto them, Did ye never 
read in the scriptures. The stone 
which the builders rejected, the 
same is become the head of the cor- 
ner: this is the Lord's doing, and it 
is marvellous in our eyes ^ There- 
fore say 1 unto you. The kingdom 
of God shall be taken from you, 
and given to a nation bringing forth 
the fruits thereof. And whoso- 
ever shall fall on this stone shaU 
be broken ; but on whomsoever it 
shall fall, it will grind him to pow- 
der. 

IT 23: 1. Then spake Jesus to the 
multitude, and to his disciples, say- 
ing. The scribes and the rharisees 
sit in Moses' seat : all therefore 
whatsoever they bid you observe, 
that observe and do ; but do not ye 
afler their works: for they say, and 
do not. For they bind heavy bur- 
dens, and grievous to be borne, and 
lay them on men's shoulders ; but 
they themselves will not move them 
with one of their Angers. But all 
their works they do for to be seen 
of men: they make broad their phy- 
lacteries, and enlarge the borders of 
their garments, and love the upper- 
most rooms at feasts, and the chief 
seats in the synagogues, and greet- 
ings in the markets, and to be called 
of men, Rabbi, Rabbi. But be not 
ye called Rabbi : for one is your 
Master, even Christ ; and all ye are

brethren. And call no man your 
father itpon the earth: for one is 
your Father, which is in heaven. 
Neither be ye called masters: for 
one is your Master, even Christ. 
But he that is greatest among you 
shall be your servant. And whoso- 
ever shall exalt himself shall be 
abased ; and he that shall humble 
himself shall be exalted. 

IT But woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites ! for ye shut 
up the kingdom of heaven against 
men : for ye neither go in your- 
selves, neither suffer ye them that 
are entering to go in. Woe unto 
you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites ! for ye devour widows' houses, 
and for a pretence make long 
prayer : therefore ye shall receive 
the greater damnation. Woe unto 
you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites ! for ye compass sea and land 
to make one proselyte: and when 
he is made, ye make him two-fold 
more the child of hell than your- 
selves. Woe unto vou, ye blind 
guides, which say, Whosoever shall 
swear by the temple, it is nothing ; 
but whosoever shall swear by the 
gold of the temple, he is a debtor ! 
Ye fools, and blind ! for whether is 
greater the gold, or the temple that 
sanctifieth the gold ? And, Who- 
soever shall swear by the altar, it is 
nothing ; but whosoever sweareth 
by the gift that is upon it, he is 
guilty. Ye fools, and blind ! for 
whether is greater, the gift, or the 
altar that sanctifieth the gift ? Who- 
so therefore shall swear by the 
altar, sweareth by it, and by all 
things thereon. And whoso shall 
swear by the temple, sweareth by 
it, and by him that dwelleth therein. 
And he that shall swear by heaven, 
sweareth by the throne of God, and 
by him that sitteth thereon. Woe 
unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites ! for ye pay tithe of mint, 
and anise, and cummin, and have 
omitted the weightier matters of the 
law, judgment, mercy, and faith : 
these ought ye to have done, and 
not to leave the other undone. Ye 
blind guides, which strain at a gnat, 
and swallow a caitiel. Woe unto 
you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites ! for ye make clean the out- 
side of the cup and of the platter, 
but within they are full of extortion 



and excess. Thou blind Pharisee, 
cleanse first that which is within the 
cup and platter, that the outside of 
them may be clean also. Woe un- 
to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites ! for ye are like unto whited 
sepulchres, which indeed appear 
beautiful outward, but are within 
full of dead men's bones, and of all 
uncleanness. Even so ye also out- 
wardly appear righteous unto men, 
but within ye are full of hypocrisy 
and iniquity. Woe unto you, scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites ! because 
ye build the tombs of the prophets, 
and garnish the sepulchres of the 
righteou.<«, and say. If we had been 
in the days of our fathers, we would 
not have been partakers with them 
in the blood of the prophets. 

Wherefore ye be witnesses unto 
yourselves that ye are the children 
of them which killed the prophets. 
Fill ye up then the measure of^ your 
fathers. Ye serpents, ye generation 
of vipers, how can ye escape the 
damnation of hell ? Wherefore, be- 
hold, I send unto you prophets, and 
wise men, and scribes ; and some 
of them ye shall kill and crucify ; 
and some of them shall ye scourge 
in your synagogues, and persecute 
them from city to city: that upon 
you may come all the righteous 
blood shed upon the earth, from the 
blood of righteous Abel- unto the 
blood of Zacharias, son of Bara- 
chias, whom ye slew between the 
temple and the altar. Verily i say 
unto you, All these things shall come 
upon this generation. O Jerusalem, 
Jerusalem, thou that killest the pro- 
phets, and stonest them which are 
sent unto thee, how oflen would I 
have gathered thy children together, 
even as a ben gathereth her chick- 
ens under her wings, and ye would 
not ! Behold, your house is left 
unto you desolate. For I say unto ' 
you. Ye shall not see me henceforth, 
till ye shall say, Blessed is he that 
Cometh in the name of the Lord. 

III. Conspiracy against Christ, 

Mat. 21: 45. When the chief 
priests and Pharisees had heard his 
parables, they perceived that he 
spake of them. 

22: 15. Then went the Pharisees 
and took counsel how they might en- 
tangle him in his talk. — 23. The same 
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day came unto him the Sadducees, 
which say there is no resurrection. 
— 34. When the Pharisees heard 
that he had put the Sadducees to 
silence, they were gathered together. 

26: 3. Then assembled together 
the chi^^f priests and the scribes and 
the elders of the people unto the 
palace of the high priest, who was 
called Caiaphas, and consulteil that 
they might take Jesus by subtil ty 
and kill him. 

LuKB^^i: 2. And the chief priests 
and scribes sought how they might 
kill him, for they feared the people. 
Then entered Satan into Judas, sur- 
named Iscariot, being of the num- 
ber of the twelve. And he went 
his way and communed with the 
chief priests and captains, how he 
might betray him unto them. And 
they were glad, and covenanted to 
give him money ; and he promised 
and sought opportunity to betray 
him unto them in the absence of the 
multitude. 



§ 4. THE LAST PASSOVER. 

Mat. 26: 17. Now, the first day 
of the feast of unleavened bread, 
the disciples came to Jesus, saying 
unto him. Where wilt thou that we 
prepare for thee to eat the pass- 
over ? 

Luke 22: 8. And he sent Peter 
and John saying. Go and prepare 
us the passover that we may eat. 
And they said unto him, Where 
wilt thou that we prepare ? And 
he said unto them. Behold, when 
ye are entered into the city, there 
shall a man meet you bearing a 
pitcher of water : follow him into 
the house where he entereth in. 
And ye shall say unto the good man 
of the house (My time is at hand ; 
I will keep the passover at thy 
house with my disciples. Mat. 1.) 
where is the guest chamber, where 
I shall eat the passover with my 
disciples .? And he shall show you 
a large upper room furnished: there 
make ready. And they went and 
found as he had said unto them, 
and they made ready the passover. 
— 14. And when the hour was come, 
he sat down and the twelve apostles 
with him. And he said unto them, 
With desire, I have desired to eat 



this passover with you before I suf- 
fer. For I say unto you, I will not 
any more eat thereof, until it be ful- 
filled in the kingdom of God. — 24. 
And there wa« also a strife among 
them, which of them should be ac- 
counred the greatest. And he said 
unto them, The kings of ihe Gen- 
tiles exercise lordship oyer them; 
and ihey that exercise authority up- 
on them are called benefnctors. But 
ye shall not he so: but he that is^ 
greatest among you, let him be as^ 
the younger; and he that is chief, as 
he that doth serve. For whether is 
greater, he that sitteth at meat, or 
he that serveth.^ is not he that sitteth 
at meat.^ but I am among you as he 
that serveth. 

IT John 13:4. He riseth from sup- 
per, and laid aside his garments, 
and took a towel, and girded him- 
self. After that he poureth water 
into a basin, and began to wash his 
disciples' feet, af]d to wipe them 
with the towel wherewith he was 
girded. Then cometh he to Simon 
Peter: and Peter said unto him, 
Lord, dost thou wash my feet.^ Je- 
sus answered and said unto him, 
What I do thou knowest not now; 
but thou shalt knoW hereafter. Pe- 
ter saith unto him, Thou shalt never 
wash my feet. Jesus answered him, 
If I wash thee not, thou hast no 
part with me. Simon Peter saith 
unto him. Lord, not my feet only, 
but also my hands and my head. 
Jesus saith to him, He that is wash- 
ed needeth not, save to wash his 
feet, but is clean every whit: and ye 
are clean, bui^not all. For he knew 
who should betray him; therefore 
said he, Ye are not all clean. So, 
after he had washed their feet, and 
had taken his garments, and was 
set down again, he said unto them, 
Know ye what I have done to 
you ? Ye call me Master and Lord; 
and ye say well; for so I am. If I 
then, your Lord and Master, have 
washed your feet, ye ought aiso to 
wash one another's feet. For I 
have given you an example, that ye 
should do as I have done to you. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you. The 
servant is not greater than his lord; 
neither he that is sent greater than 
he that sent him. If ye know, these 
things, happy are ye if ye do them^ 
I speak not of you all; I know whom 
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•I ha^e cboseD; but, that the scrip- 
ture may be fulfilled, He that eateth 
bread with me bath lifted up his 
heel against me. Now I tell you 
before it come, that, when it is come 
to pass, ye may believe that I am 
he. — 21. When Jesus had thus 
said, he was troubled in spirit, and 
testified, and said. Verily, verily, I 
•ay unto you, that one of you shall 
betray me. 

Mat. 26: 22. And they were ex- 
ceeding sorrowful, and began every 
cue of them to say unto hjm^ Lord, 
is it I? And he answered and said. 
He that dippeth his hand with me in 
the dish, the same shall betray me. 
The son of maa goeth as it is writ- 
ten of him : but woe unto that man 
by whom the Son of man is betray- 
ed ! it had been good for that man if 
he had not been born. 

loHN 13:22. Then the disciples 
looked one on another, doubting of 
whom he spake. Now there was 
leaning on Jesus' bosom one of his 
disciples, whom Jesus loved. Simon 
Peter therefore beckoned to him, 
that he should ask who it should be 
of whom he spake. He then, lying 
x>n Jesus' ^reast, saith unto him, 
i^rd, who is it.^ Jesus answered, 
He it is to whom I shall give a sop, 
ivhen I have dipped it. And when 
he bad dipped the sop, he israve it to 
Judas Iscariot, the son of Simon. 

John 13: 27. And after the sop 
Satan entered into him. Then said 
Jesus unto him, That thou doest, do 
4|uickly. Now no man at the table 
knew for what intent he spake this 
unto him. For some of i hem thought, 
because Judas had the bag, that Je- 
ans had said unto him, Buy those 
things that we have need of against 
the feast; or, that he should give 
Bomething to the poor. 

Mat. 26: 25. Then Judas which 
betrayed him answered, and said. 
Master, is it I? He said unto him, 
Thou hast said. 

John 13: 30. He then, having 
received the sop, went immediately 
out; and it was night.

§ 5. CHRIST'S LAST HOUR WITH HIV 
DISCIPLES. 

John 13: 31. Therefore when he 
was gone out, Jesus said, Now is 
the Son of man glorified, and God 
is glorified in him. If GofI be glo« 
rified in him, God shall also glorify 
him in himself, and shall straightway 
glorify him. Little children, yet a 
little while I am with you. Ye shall 
seek me: and, as I said unto the 
Jews, Whither I go, ye cannot 
come ; so now I say to you. A new 
commandment 1 give unto you. 
That ye love one another ; as I 
have loved you, that ye also love 
one another. By this shall all men 
know that ye are my disciples, if ye 
have love one to another. Simon 
Peter said unto him. Lord, whither 
goest thou? Jesus answered him, 
Whither I go, thou canst not follow 
me now ; but thou shalt follow me 
{ afterwards. Peter said unto him, 
Lord, why cannot I follow thee 
now.^ I will lay down my life for 
thy sake. Jesus answered him, 
Wilt thou lay down thy life for my 
sake? Verily, verily, T say unto 
thee, the cock shall not crow, till 
thou hast denied me thrice. 

14; 1. Let not your heart be 
troubled: ye believe in God, believe 
also in me. In my Father^s house 
are many mansions: if it were not 
so, I would have told you. I go to 

tire pa re a place for you. And if 
go and prepare a place for you, I 
will come again and receive you 
unto myself; that where I am, there 
ye may be also. And whither I go 
ye know, and the way ye know. 
Thomas saith unto him, Lord, we 
know not whither thou goest; and 
how can we know the way? Jesus 
saith unto him, 1 am the Way, and 
the truth, and the life: no man Com- 
eth unto the Father, but my me. If 
ye had known me, you should have 
known my Father also: and from 
henceforth ye know him, and have 
seen him. Philip saith unto him. 
Lord, show us the Father, and it 
sufiiceth us. Jesus saith unto him, 
Have I been so long time with you, 
and yet hast thou not known me, 
Philip? he that hath seen me, hath 
seen the Father; and how say est 
thou then, Show us the Father? 
Believest thou not that I am in the 
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Father, and the Father in me? the 
words that I speak unto you, I speak 
not of myself: but the Father that 
dwelieth in me, he doeth the works. 

IT Believe me that I am in the Fa- 
ther, and the Father in me: or else 
believe me for the very works' sake. 
Verily, verily, I say imto you, He 
that believeth on me, the works that 
I do shall he do also; and greater 
works than these shiill he do; be- 
cause I go unto my Father. And 
whatsoever ye shall ask in my name, 
that will I do, that the Father may 
be glorified in the Son. If ye shall 
ask any thing in my name, I will do 
it. If ye love me, keep my com- 
mandments. And I will pray 
the Father, and he shall give you 
another Comforter, that he may 
abide with you forever; even the 
Spirit of truth: whom the world 
cannot receive, because it seeth him 
not, neither knoweth him: but ye 
know him; for he dwelieth with you, 
and shall be in you. I will not leave 
you comfortless: I will come to you. 
Vet a little while, and the world 
seeth me no more; but ye see me: 
because I live, ye shall live also. 
At that day ye shall know that I am 
in my Father, and ye in me, and I 
in you. He that hath my command- 
ments, ami keepeth them, he it is 
that loveth mc: and he that loveth 
nie, shall be loved of my Father, 
and I wilt love him, and will mani- 
fest myself to him. Judas saith un- 
to him, (not Iscariot,) Lord, how is 
it that thou wilt manifest thyself un- 
to us, and not unto the world? Je- 
sus answered and said unto him. If 
a man love me, he will keep my 
words: and my Father will love 
him, and we will come unto him, 
and make our abode with him. He 
that loveth me not, keepeth not my 
sayings: and the word which ye 
bear is not mine, but the Father's 
which sent me. These things have 
I spoken unto you, being yet pres- 
ent with you. But the Comforter, 
which is the Holy Ghost, whom the 
Father will send in my name, he 
shall teach you all things, and bring 
all things to your remembrance, 
whatsoever I have said unto you. 
Peace I leave with you, my peace 
I give unto you : not as the world 
giveth, give I unto you. Let not 
your heart be troubled, neither let it 



be afraid. Ye have heard boW 1 
said unto you, I go away, and come 
again unto you. If ye loved me, ye 
would rejoice, because I snid, I go 
unto the Father: for my Father is 
greater than I. And now I have 
told you before it come to pass, that 
when it is come to pass, ye might 
l)elieve. Hereafter I will not talk 
much with you: for ih'e prince of 
this world comeih,and hath nothing 
in me. But that the world may 
know that I love the Father; and as 
the Father gave me commandment, 
even so I do. Arise, let us go 
hence. 

IT 15: 1. I am the true vine, and 
my Father is the husbandman. Ev- 
ery branch in me that beareth not 
fruit he taketh away ; and every 
branch that beareth fruit he purgeth 
it, that it may bring forth more fruit. 
Now ye are clean through the word 
which I have spoken unto you. 
Abide in me, and I in you. As the 
branch cannot bear fruit of itself, 
except it abide in the vine ; no more 
can ye, except ye abide in me. I 
am the vine, ye are the branches: 
he that abideth in me, and 1 in him, 
the same bringeth forth much fruit ; 
for without me ye can do nothing. 
If a man abide not in me, he is cast 
forth as a branch, and is withered ; 
and men gather them, and cast them 
into the fire, and they are burned. 
If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye 
will, and it shall be done unto you. 
Herein is my Father glorified, that 
ye bear much fruit; so shall. ye be 
my disciples. As the Father hath 
lov€Ki me, so have I loved you : con- 
tinue ye in my love. If ye keep my 
commandments, ye shall abide in my 
love ; even as I have kept my Fa- 
ther's commandments, and abide in 
his love; These things have I spo- 
ken unto you, that my joy might re- 
main in you, and that your joy might 
be full. This is my commfindment, 
That ye love one another, as I have 
loved you. Greater love hath no 
man 'than this, that a man lay down 
his life for his friends. Ye are my 
friends, if ye do whatsoever I com- 
mand you. Henceforth I call you 
not servants ; for the servant know- 
eth not what his lord doeth : but I 
have called you friends ; for all 
things that I have heard of my Fa- 
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ther I have made kuown unto you. 
Ye have not chosen me, but I have 
chosen you, and ordained you, that 
ye should go and bring forth fruit, 
and that your fruit should remain ; 
that whatsoever ye shall nsk of the 
Father in ray name, he may give it 
you. 

IT These things I command you. 
That ye love one another. If the 
world hate you, ye know that it hat- 
ed me before it hated you. If ye 
were of the world, the world would 
love his own : but because ye are not 
of the world, but I have chosen you 
out of the world, therefore the world 
hateth you. Remember the word 
that I said unto you. The servant is 
not greater than his lord. If they 
have persecuted me, they will also 
persecute you ; if they have kept my 
saying, they will keep yours also. 
But all these things will they do un- 
to you for my name's sake, because 
they know not him that sent me. If 
I had not come and spoken unto them, 
they had not had sin : but now they 
have no cloak for their sin. He that 
hateth me, hateth my Father also. 
If I had not done among them the 
works which none other man did, 
they had not had sin : bi!tt now have 
they both seen and hated both me 
and my Father. But this cometh to 
pass, that the word might be fulfilled 
that is written in their law. They 
hated me without a cause. But 
when the Comforter is come, whom 
I will send unto you from the Fa- 
ther, even the Spirit of truth, which 
proceedeth from the Father, he shall 
testify of me ; and ye also shall bear 
witness, because ye have been with 
me from the beginning. 

16: 1. These things have I spo- 
ken unto you, that ye should not be 
offended. They shall put you out 
of the synagogues : yea, the time 
cometh, that whosoever killeth you, 
will think that he doeth God service. 
And these things will they do unto 
you, because they have not known 
the Father, nor me. But these things 
have I told you, that, when the time 
ftliall come, ye may remember that I 
told you of them. And these things 
I said unto you at the beginning, be- 
cause I was with you. But now I 
go my way to him that sent me ; and 
Done of you asketh me. Whither 
go«8t thou i But because I have 



I said these things unto you, sorrow 
I hath filled your heart. Nevertheless 
' I tell you the truth ; it is expedient 
for you that I go away : for if I go 
not away, the Comforter will not 
come unto you ; but if I depart, I 
] will send him unto you. And when 
i he is come, he will reprove the world 
of sin, and of righteousness, and of 
judgment; of sin, because they be- 
lieve not on me ; of righteousness, 
I because I go to my Father, and ye 
, see me no more ; of judgment, be- 
I cause the prince of this world is 
I judged. 

I IT 16: 12. I have yet many things 
to say unto you, but ye cannot bear 
' them now. Howbeit when he, the 
, Spirit of truth, is come, he will 
' guide you into all truth: for he shall 
; not speak of himself ; but whatsoever 
he shall hear, that shall he speak: 
I and he will show you things to come. 
I He shall glorify me ; for he shall re- 
ceive of mine, and shall show it un- 
to yOu. All things that the Father 
hath are mine, therefore, said 1, that 
he shall take of mine, and shall show 
it unto you. A little while, and ye 
shall not see me : and again a little 
while, and ye shall see me ; because 
I go to the Father. Then suid some 
of his disciples among themselves, 
What is this that he saith unto us, A 
little while, and ye shall not see me: 
and again a little while, and ye shall 
see me : and. Because I go to the Fa- 
ther ? They said therefore. What 
is this that he saith, A little while ^ 
we cannot tell what he saith. Now 
Jesus knew that they were desirous 
to ask him, and said unto them, Do 
ye inquire among yourselves of that 
I said, A little while, and ye shall 
not see me: and again a little while, 
and ye shall see me ? Verily, veri- 
ly, I say unto you. That ye shall 
weep and lament, but the world 
shall rejoice : and ye shall be sor- 
rowful, but your sorrow shall be 
turned into joy. A woman lyhen 
she is in travail hath sorrow, because 
her hour is come : but as soon as she 
is delivered of the child, she remem- 
bereth no more the anguish, for joy 
that a man is born into the world. 
And ye now therefore have sorrow ; 
but 1 will see you again, and your 
heart shall rejoice, and your joy no 
man taketh from you. And in that 
day ye shall ask me nothing. Veri- 
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ly, verily, I say unto you, Whatso- 
ever ye shall ask the Father in my 
name, he will give it you. Hitherto 
have ye asked nothing in my name: 
ask, and ye shall receive, that your 
joy may be full. These things have 
I spoken unto you in proverbs: but 
the time cometh, when I shall no 
more speak unto you in proverbs, but 
I shall show you plainly of the Father. 
At that day ye shall ask in my name: 
and I say not unto you, that I will 
pray the Father for you ; for the 
*Father himself loveth you, because 
ye have loved me, and have believed 
that I came out from God. 

16: 28. 1 came forth from the 
Father, and am come into the world : 
again, I leave the world, and go to 
the Father. His disciples said unto 
him, Lo, now speakest thou plainly, 
and speakest no proverb. Now 
are we sure that thou knowest all 
things, and needest not that any man 
should ask thee: by this we believe 
that thou camest forth from God. 
Jesus answered them. Do ye now 
believe ? Behold, the hour cometh, 
yea, is now come, that ye shall be 
scattered, every man to his own, and 
shall leave me alone: and yet 1 am 
not alone, because the Father is with 
me. These things I have spoken 
unto you, that in me ye might have 
peace. In the world ye shall have 
tribulation ; but be of good cheer ; 
I have overcome the world. 



§ 6. CHRIST'S AGONY IN 6ETH- 
SEMANE. 

Mat. 26: 80. And when they had 
sung a hymn, they went out into the 
mount of Olives. Then saith Jesus 
unto them. All ye shall be offended 
l^ecause of me this night: for it is 
written, I will smite the Shepherd, 
and the sheep of the flock shall be 
scattered abroad. But after I am 
risen again, I will go before you in- 
to Galilee.. Peter answered and 
said unto him. Though all men shall 
be offended because of thee, yet will 
I never be offended. Jesus said un- 
to him, Verily I say unto thee. That 
this night, before the cock crow, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. Peter 
said unto him. Though I should die 
with thee, yet will 1 not deny thee. 



Likewise also said all the disciples. 
Then cometh Jesus with them unto 
a place called Gethsemane, and 
sairh unto the disciples, Sit ye here, 
while I go and pray yonder. And 
he look with him Peter, and the two 
sons of Zebedee, and began to be 
sorrowful and vevy heavy. Then 
saith he unto them, My soul is ex- 
ceeding sorrowful, even unto death: 
tarry ye here, and watch with me. 
And he went a little farther, and fell 
on his face, and prayetl, saying, O 
my Father, if it be possible, let this 
cup pass from me: nevertheless, not 
as 1 will, but as thou wilt. And he 
cometh unto the disr-iples, and find- 
eth them asleep, and sairh unto Pe- 
ter, What! could ye not watch with 
me one hour.? Watch and pray, 
that ye enter not into temptation: 
the spirit indeed is willing, but the 
flesh is weak. He went again the 
second time, and prayed, saying, O 
my Father, if this cup may not pass 
away from me, excejit I drink it, thy 
will be done. AncI he came and 
found them asleep again: for their 
eyes were heavy. And he left them, 
and went away again, and prayed 
the third time, saying the same 
words. 

Luke 22: 43. And there appeared 
an angel unto him from heaven, 
strengthening him. And being in 
an a.irony, he prayed more earnestly : 
and his sweat was as it were great 
drops of blood falling down to 
the ground. And when he rose up 
from prayer, and was come to his 
disciples, he found them sleeping 
for sorrow, and said unto them. 
Why sleep ye.? rise and pray, lest 
ye enter into tem|)tation. 

Mark 14: 41. And he saith unto 
them, Sleep on now, and take your 
rest: it is enough, the hour is come; 
behold, the Son of man is betrayed 
into the hands of sinners. Rise yp, 
let us go; lo, he that betrayeth me 
is at hand. 



§ 7. BETRAYAL AND ARREST OP 
CHRIST. 

John 18: 3. Judas then, having 
received a band of men and oflicers 
from the chief priests and Pharisees, 
cometh thither with lanterns, and 
torches, and weapons. Jesus there- 
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fore, knowing all things that should 
come upon him, went forth, and 
said unto them, Whom seek ye? 
They answered him, Jesus of Naz- 
areth. Jesus saitb unto them, I am 
be. And Judas also, which betrayed 
bim, stood with them. As soon then 
as he had .<4aid unto them, I am he, 
they went l>ackward, and fell to the 
pround. Then asked he them again, 
Whom seek ye? And they said, 
Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus answer- 
ed, I have told you that I am he. If 
therefore ye seek me, let these ^o 
their way: (that the saying nii^^ht he 
fulfilled which he spake, Of them 
which thou gavest me, have I lost 
none.) Then Simon Peter, having 
a sword, drew it, and smote the 
high priest's servant, and cut off his 
right ear. The servant's name was 
Malchus. Then said Jesus unto 
Peter, Put up thy sword into the 
sheath: the cup which my Father 
hath given me, shall I not drink it? 

Mat. 26: 52. All they that take 
the sword, shall perish with the 
sword. Thinkest thou that I can- 
not now pray to my Father, and he 
shall presently give me more than 
twelve legions of angels? But how 
then shall the Scripture be fulfilled, 
that thus it must be? 



§ 8. HIS TRIAL AND CONDEMNATION. 

I. Before the Sanhedrim, 

John i8: 12. Then the band, and 
the captain, and officers of the Jews 
took Jesus and bound him, and led 
him away to Annas first, (for he was 
father-in-law to Caiaphas, which 
was the high priest that same year.) 
Now Caiaphas was he which gave 
counsel to the Jews, that it was ex- 
pedient that one man should die for i 
the people. — 19. The high priest 
then asked Jesus of his disciples, 
and of his doctrine. Jesus answered 
him, i spake openly to the world; I 
ever taught in the synagogue, and 
in the temple, whither the Jews al- 
ways resort; and in secret have I 
said nothing. Why askest thou me? 
Ask them which heard me, what I 
have said unto them: behold, they 
know what I said. And when he 
had thus spoken, one of the officers 
which stood by, struck Jesus with 



the palm of his hand, saying, An- 
swerest thou the high priest so? 
Jesus answered him, If I have spo- 
ken evil, bear witness of the evil: 
but if well, why smitest thou me ? 
( Now Annas had sent him bound un- 
to Caiaphas the high priest.) 

JMat. 26: 59. Now the chief 
priests and elders, and all the coun- 
cil sought false witness against Je- 
sus, to put him to death ; but found 
none: yea, though many false wit- 
nesses came, yet found they none. 
At the last came two false witnesses, 
and said. This fellow said, I am 
able to destroy the temple of God, 
and to build it in three days. And 
the high priest arose, and said unto 
him, Answerest thou nothing ? what 
is it which these witness against 
thee ? But Jesus held his peace. 
And the high priest answered and 
said unto him, 1 adjure thee by the 
living God, that thou tell us whether 
thou be the Christ, the Son of God. 
Jesus saith unto him. Thou hast said : 
nevertheless I say unto you, Hereaf- 
ter shall ye see the Son of man sit- 
ting on the right hand of power, and 
coming in the clouds of heaven. 
Then the high priest rent his clothes, 
saying. He hath spoken blasphemy ; 
what further need have we of wit- 
nesses ? behold, now ye have heard 
his blasphemy. What think ye ? 
They answered and said. He is guil- 
ty of death. 

Mark 14: 56. For many bare 
false witness against him, but their 
witness agreed not together. And 
there arose certain, and bare false 
witness against him, saying. We 
heard him say, I will destroy this 
temple that is made with hands, and 
within three days I will build anoth- 
er made without hands. But neither 
so did their witness agree together. 

U. Before the Roman Governor. 

John 18: 28. Then led they Je- 
sus from Caiephas unto the hall of 
judgment: and it was early ; and 
they themselves went not into the 
judgment hall, lest they should be 
defiled ; but that they might eat the 
passover. Pilate then went out unto 
them, and said, What accusation 
bring ye against this man ? They 
answered and said unto him, If he 
were not a malefactor, we would not 
have delivered him up unto thee. 
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Then said Pilate unto them, Take 
ye him, and judge him according to 
your law. The Jews therefore said 
unto him, It is not lawful for us to 
put any man to death : that the say- 
mg of Jesus might be fulfilled, which 
he spake, signifying what death he 
should die. (Luke 23: 5-11.) Then 
Pilate entered into the judgment-hall 
again, and called Jesus, and said un- 
to him. Art thou the King of the 
Jews ? Jesus answered him, Say est 
thou this thing of thyself, or did oth- 
ers tell it thee of me ? Pilate an- 
swered. Am I a Jew ? Thine own 
nation, and the chief priests, have 
delivered thee unto me. What hast 
thou done ? Jesus answered, My 
kingdom is not of this world : if my 
kingdom were of this world, then 
would my servants fight, that I should 
not be delivered to the Jews : but 
now is my kingdom not from hence. 
Pilate therefore said unto him. Art 
thou a king then ? Jesus answered. 
Thou sayest that I am a king. To 
this end was I born, and tor this 
cause came I into the world, that I 
should bear witness unto the truth. 
Every one that is of the truth, hear- 
eth my voice. Pilate saith unto him. 
What Is truth ? And when he had 
said this, he went out again unto the 
Jews, and saith unto them, 1 find in 
him no fault at all. But ye have a 
custom that I should release unto you 
one at the passover: will ye, there- 
fore, that I release unto you the King 
of the Jews ? Then cried they all 
again, saying. Not this man but Ba- 
rabbas. Now Barabbas was a rob- 
ber. 

f 19: 1. Then Pilate therefore took 
Jesus, and scourged him. And the 
soldiers platted a crown of thorns, 
and put it on his head, and they put 
on him a purple robe, and said. Hail, 
King of the Jews ! and they smote 
him with their hands. Pilate there- 
fore went forth again, and saith unto 
them, Behold, I oring him forth to 
you, that ye may know that I find no 
fault in him. (Then came Jesus 
forth, wearing the crown of thorns, 
and the purple robe.) And Pilate 
gaith unto them. Behold the man ! 
When the chief priests therefore and 
officers saw him, they cried out, say- 
ing, Crucify him ! crucify him ! Pi- 
late saith unto them, Take ye him, 
and crucify him : for I find no fault 
37 



in him. The Jews snswered him. 
We have a law, and by our law he 
ought to die, because he made him- 
self the Son of God. When Pilate 
therefore heard that saying, he waa 
the more afraid ; and went again in- 
I to the judgment-hall, and saith unto 
I Jesus, Whence art thou ^ But Je- 
I sus gave him no answer. Then saith 
Pilate unto him, Speakest thou not 
I unto me ? knowest thou not, that I 
' have power to crucify thee, and have 
I power to release thee ? Jesus an- 
swered. Thou couldst have no power 
I at all against me, except it were giv- 
j en thee from above : therefore he that 
j delivered me unto thee hath the 
' greater sin. (Mat. 27: 19. When 
I he was set down on the judgment- 
I seat, his wife sent unto him, saying, 
Have thou nothing to do with that 
i just man: for I have suffered many 
things this day in a dream because 
' of him.) And from thenceforth Pi- 
I late sought to release him: but the 
j Jews cried out, saying. If thou let 
this man go, thou art not Cesar's 
{ friend. Whosoever maketh himself 
j a king, speaketh against Cesar. 
! When Pilate therefore heard that 
[ saying, he brought Jesus forth, and 
j sat down in the judgment-seat, in a 
i place that is called the Pavement, 
but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And 
I it was the preparation of the pass- 
over, and about the sixth hour: and 
be saith unto the Jews, Behold your 
King ! But they cried out, Away 
with him ! away with him I crucify 
him ! Pilate saith unto them. 
Shall I crucify your King ! The chief 
priests answered. We have no king 
but Cesar. (Mat. 27: 24. When 
Pilate saw that he could prevail noth- 
ing, but that rather a tumult was 
made, he took water, and washed his 
hands before the multitude, saying, I 
am innocent of the blood of this just 
person : see ye to it. Then an- 
swered all the people, and said. His 
blood be on us and on our children.) 
Then delivered he him therefore un- 
to them to be crucified. And they 
took Jesus, and led him awav. 



§ 9. HIS EXECUTION. 

Mat. 27: 27. Then the soldiers 
of the Governor, took Jesus into tlie 
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common ball, and gathered unto him I 
the whole band of soldiers. And 
they stripped him and put on him a 
scarlet robe: and when they had 
platted a crown of thorns,lhey put it 
upon his head ; and a reed in his right 
hand ; and they bowed the knee be- 
fore him, and mocked him, saying, 
Hail, King of the Jews ! And they 
spit upon him, and took the reed, 
and smote him on the head. And 
after that they had mocked him, they 
took the robe off from him, and put 
his own raiment on him, and led him 
away to crucify him. 

John 19: 17. And he bearing his 
cross, went forth. 

Luke 23 : 2C. And as they led 
him away, they laid hold upon one 
Simon, a Cyrenian, coming out of the 
country, and on him they laid the 
cross, that he might bear it after Je- 
sus. And there followed him a great 
company of people, and of women, 
which also bewailed and lamented 
him. But Jesus turning unto them, 
said, Daughters of Jerusalem, weep 
not for me, but weep for yourselves, 
and for your children. For behold, 
the days are coming, in the which 
they shall say. Blessed are the bar- 
ren, and the wombs that never bare, 
and the paps which never gave suck. 
Then shall they begin to say to the 
mountains. Fall on us ; and to the 
hills, Cover us. For if they do these 
things in a green tree, what shall be 
done in the dry ? And there were 
also two others, malefactors, led with 
him to be put to death. And when 
they were come to the place which 
is called Calvary, there they cruci- 
fied him, and the malefactors; one on 
the right hand, and the other on the 
left. Then said Jesus, Father, for- 
give them: for they know not what 
they do. And they parted his rai- 
ment, and cast lots. 

Mat. 27: S3. And when they 
were come unto a place called Gol- 
gotha, (that is to say, A place of a 
skull,) they gave him vinegar to 
drink, mingled with gall: and when 
he had tasted thereof, he would not 
drink. And they crucified him, and 
parted his garments, casting lots, 
that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by the prophet : 

They parted my garments among them, 
And upon my vesture did they cast lots. 

Amd miting down, -they watched hwa 



there : and set up over his head hi» , 
accusation written, THIS IS JESUS, THK 

KING OF THE JEWS. 

John 19: 20. This title then read 
many of the Jews: for the place 
where Jesus was crucified was nigh 
to the city: and it was written in 
Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. 



Then said the chief priests of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not. The 
King of the Jews ; but that he said, 
I am King of the Jews. Pilate 
answered, What I have written, I 
have written. 



§ 10. SIX HOURS UPON THE CROSS. 

I. Conduct of hia Enemies. 

Mat. 37 : 39. And they that 

Eassed by reviled him, wagging their 
eads, and saying. Thou that de* 
stroyest the temple, and buildest it 
in three days, save thyself. If thou 
be the Son of God, come down from 
the cross. Likewise also the chief 
priests mocking him, with the scribes 
and elders, said, He saved others ; 
himself he cannot save. If he be the 
King of Israel, let him now come 
down from the cross, and we will 
believe him. He trusted in God; 
let him deliver him now, if he will 
have him ! for he said, I am the Son 
of God. The thieves also which 
were crucified with him, cast the 
same in his teeth. 

Luke 23: 36. And the soldiers 
also mocked him, . . . offering him 
vinegar, and saying. If thou be the 
King of the Jews, save thyself. 

John 19: 31. The Jews there- 
fore, because it was the preparation, 
that the bodies should not remain 
upon the cross on the sabbath-day, 
(for that sabbath-day was a high 
day,) besought Pilate that their legs 
might be broken, and that they might 
be taken away. Then came the sol- 
diers, and brake the legs of the first, 
and of the other which was crucified 
with him. But when they came to 
Jesus, and saw that he vjras dead al- 
ready, they brake not his legs : but 
one of the soldiers with a spear 
pierced his side, and forthwith came 
thereout blood and water. 
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II. Of the Sufferer. 

John 19: 25. Now there stood 
by the cross of Jesus his mother, 
and his mother's sister, Mary the 
wife of Cleophas, and Mary Mag- 
dalene. When Jesus therefore saw 
his mother, and the disciple stand- 
ing by, whom he loved, he saith 
unto nis mother, Woman, behold 
thy son ! Then saith he to the dis- 
ciple. Behold thy mother ! And 
from that hour that disciple took her 
unto his own home. 

Luke 23 : 39. And one of the 
malefactors, which were hanged, 
railed on him, saying. If thou be 
Christ, save thyself and us. But the 
Other answering, rebuked him, say- 
ing, Dost not thou fear God, seeing 
thou art in the same condemnation ? 
And we indeed justly ; for we re- 
ceive the due reward of our deeds : 
but this man hath done nothing amiss. 
And he said unto Jesus, Lord, re- 
member me when thou comest into 
thy kingdom. And Jesus said unto 
him, Verily I say unto thee, To-day 
shalt thou be with me in paradise. 
John 19: 28. After this, Jesus 
knowing that all things were now 
accomplished, that the scripture 
might be fulfilled, saith, I thirst. 
Now there was set a vessel full of 
vinegar: and they filled a spunge 
with vinegar, and put it upon hys- 
sop, and put it to his mouth. 

Mat. 27: 46. And about the ninth 
hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, 
saying, 

£Ii ! Eli ! lama sabacthani ! 

(that is to say. My God ! my God ! 
why hast thou forsaken me.^) Some 
of them that stood there, when they 
heard that, said, This man calleth 
for Elias. And straightway one of 
them ran, and took a sponge, and 
filled it with vinegar, and put it on 
a reed, and gave him to drink. The 
rest said, Let be, let us see whether 
Elias will come to save him. 

John 19: 30. When Jesus there- 
fore had received the vinegar, he 
said, It is finished. [Luke 23: 46. 
Father, into thy hands I commend 
my spirit; and having said thus, he 
gave up the ghost.] The Jews 
therefore, because it was the prepa- 
ration, that the bodies should not 
remain upon the cross on the sab** 



bath-day, (for that sabbath-day was 
a high day,) besought Pilate that their 
legs mi^ht be broken, and that they 
might be taken away. Then came 
the soldiers, and brake the legs of 
the first, and of the other which was 
crucified with him. But when th«jy 
came to Jesus, and saw that he was 
dead already, they brake not his 
legs: but one of the soldiers with a 
spear pierced his side, and forthwith 
came thereout blood and water. 

III. The Sympathy of Nature. 

Luke 23: 44. And it was about 
the sixth hour, and there was dark- 
ness over all the earth until the ninth 
hour. And the sun was darkened, 
and the vail of the temple was rent 
in the midst. And when Jesus had 
cried with a loud voice, he said. Fa- 
ther, into thy hands I commend my 
spirit: and having said thus, he gave 
up the ghost. Now, when the cen- 
turion saw what was done, he glo- 
rified God, saying. Certainly this 
was a righteous man. And all the 
people that came together to that 
sight, beholding the 'things which 
were done, smote their breasts, and 
returned. 

Mat. 27: 51. And behold, the vail 
of the temple was rent in twain 
from the top to the bottom : and the 
earth did quake, and the rocks rent; 
and the graves were opened, and 
many bodies of the saints which 
slept arose, and came out of the 
graves after his resurrection, and 
went into the holy city, and appear* 
ed unto many. Now, when the 
centurion, and they that were with 
him, watching Jesus, saw the earths- 
quake, and those things that were 
done, they feared greatly, saying. 
Truly this was the Son of Godf 
And many women were there, be- 
holding afar off, which followed Je- 
sus from Galilee, ministering unto 
him: among which was Mary Mag- 
dalene, and Mary the mother of 
James and Jo«es, and the mother of 
Zebedee*s children. 



§11. THE BiURIAX^^ 

Luke 23: SO. And behold, there 
was a man named Joseph (a disci- 
ple of Jesus, but secretly, for fear of

the Jews, Johk — a rich tnnn, Mat.) 
a couDsellor: and he was a good 
man, and a just; (the same had 
not consented to the counsel and 
deed of them:) he was of Ariraa- 
thea, a city of the Jews; who also 
himself waited for the kingdom of 
God. This man went unto Pilate, 
and begged the body of Jesus. And 
he took it down, and wrapped it in 
linen, and laid it in a sepulcher that 
was hewn in stone, wherein never 
man before was laid. And that day 
was the preparation, and the sab- 
bath drew on. 

John 19: 39. And there came al- 
so Nicodemns, (which at the first 
came to Jesus by night,) and brought 
(I mixture of myrrh and aloes, about 
an hundred pound weight. Then 
look they the body of Jesus, and 
wound it in linen clothes, with the 
apices, as the manner of the Jews is 
to bury. 

Mat. 27: 60. And laid it in his 
own new tomb, which be had hewn 
out in the rock; and he rolled a great 
stone to the door of the sepulcher, 
and departed. And there was Mary 
Magdalene, and the other Mary, 
sitting over against, the sepulcher. 
Now the next day that followed the 
day of the preparation, the chief 
priests and Pharisees came together 
unto Pilate, saying. Sir, we remem- 
ber that that deceiver said, while he 
was yet alive, After three days I will 
rise again. Command therefore 
that the sepulcher be made sure un- 
til the third day, lest his disciples 
come by night, and steal him away, 
and say unto the people. He is risen 
from the dead: so the last error shall 
be worse than the first. Pilate said 
unto them, Ye have a watch: go 
your way, make it as sure as ye can. 
So they went and made the sepul- 
cher sure, sealing the stone, and set- 
ting a watch. 

Luke 33: 55. And the women al- 
so, which came with him from Gali- 
lee, followed after, and beheld the 
sepulcher, and how his body was 
laid ; and they returned and pre- 
pared spices and ointments, and 
rested the sabbath-day according to 
the commandment. 



§ 12. THE RE8I7RREGTI0N. 

Mat. 28: 1. In the end of the sab- 
bath, as it began to dawn toward 
the first day of the week, came Mary 
Magflalene and the other Mary (the 
mother of James and Salome, who 
had bought sweet spices, that they 
might come and anoint him, MAas 
16: 1) to the sepulcher. [And they 
said among themselves, Who shall 
roll us away the stone from the door 
of the sepulcher? for it was very 
great. Mark 16: 2.] 

And behold, there was a great 
earthquake; for the angel of the 
Lord descended from heaven, and 
came and rolled back the stone from 
the door, and sat upon it. His 
countenance was like lightning, and 
his raiment white as snow. And for 
fear of him the keepers did shake, 
and became as dead men. 

[And when they looked, they saw 
that the stone was rolled away. 
Mark 16: 4.] 

[And they entered in and found 
not the body of the Lord Jesus^ 
Luke 24: 3.] 

[Then she (Mary Magdalene) run- 
neth and Cometh to Simon Peter, 
and to the other disciple whojn Je- 
sus loveil, and saith unta them» 
They have taken away the Lord out 
of the sepulcher, and we know not 
where they have laid him. John 
20: 2.] 

[And it came to pass, as they 
(Mary the mother of Joses, and 
Salome,) were much perplexed 
thereabout, behold, two men stood 
by them in shining garments. 
And as they were afraid^ and 
bowed down their faces to the 
earth, they said unto theih, (Ye seek 
Jesus which was crucified. Mat.); 
why seek ye the living among the 
dead? He is not here, but is risen. 
Remember how he spake unto you 
when he was yet in Galilee, saying, 
The Son of man must be delivered 
into the hands of sinful men, and be 
crucified, and the third day rise 
again. Luke 24: 4.] 

[And entering into the sepulcher, 
they saw a young man sitting on the 
right side, clothed in a long white 
garment ; and they were affrighted. 
And he saith unto them, Be net af- 
frighted: ye seek Jesus of Nazareth 
which was crucified: he is risen; he 
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18 not here; behold the place where 
they lukl him. But go your way, 
tell bis disciples and Peter, that be 
goeth before you into Galilee, there 
shall ye see him as be said unto you. 
And they went out quickly, and fled 
from the sepulcber; for they trem- 
bled, and were amazed; neither said 
they any thin^ to any man, for they 
were afraid. Mark 16:5.] 

[And they remembered his words, 
and returned from the sepulcber, 
and told all these thiugs unto the 
eleven, and to all the rest. It was 
Mary Magdalene, and Joanna, and 
Mary the mother of James, and 
other women that were with them, 
which told these things unto the 
apostles. And their words seemed 
unto them as idle tales, and they 
believed them not. Luke 24: 8.] 

[Peter therefore went forth, and 
that other disciple, and came to the 
sepulcber. So they ran both togeth- 
er: and the other disciple did out- 
run Peter, and came first to the 
sepulcber. And he stooping down, 
and looking in, saw the linen clothes 
lying: yet went he not in. Then 
Cometh Simon Peter following him, 
and went into the sepulcber, and 
seeth the linen clothes lie; and the 
napkin, that was about his head, not 
lying with the linen clothes, but 
wrapped together in a place by it- 
self. Then went in also that other 
disciple which jcame first to the se- 
pulcber, and he saw, and believed. 
For as yet they knew not the Scrip- 
ture, that he must rise again from 
the dead. Then the disciples went 
away again unto their own home. 
John 30: 3.} 

Mat. 28: 11. Now, when they 
were going, behold, some of the 
watch came into the city, and show- 
ed unto the chief priests all tbe 
tbings that were done. And when 
tbey were assembled with the elders, 
and bad taken counsel, tbey gave 
large money unto the soldiers, say- 
ing, Say ye, his disciples came by 
night, and stole him away while we 
slept. And if this come to the gov- 
ernor's ears, we will persuade him, 
and secure yoi:. So they took the 
money, and did as they were taught: 
and this saying is> commonly .report- 
ed anaoog tbe Jews until this day. 



§ 13. THE RISEN SAVIOR. 

Mark 16: 9. Now when Jesus 
was risen early, the first day of the 
week he appeared first to Mary 
Magdalene, out of whom be bad 
cast seven devils. 

John 20: 11. But Mary stood 
without at the sepulcber weeping: 
and, as she wept, she stooped down, 
and looked into tbe sepulcber, and 
seelh two angels in white, sitting, 
the one at tbe head, and the other 
at the feet, where tbe body of Jesus 
had lain. And tbey say unto her. 
Woman, why weepest thou? She 
saith unto them. Because tbey have 
taken away my Lord, and I know 
not where they have laid him. And 
when she had thus said, she turned 
herself back, and saw Jesus stand- 
ing, and knew not that it was Jesus. 
Jesus saith unto her. Woman, why 
weepest thou? whom seekestthou? 
She, supposing him to be the gar- 
dener, saith unto him. Sir, if thou 
have borne him hence, tell me where 
thou hast laid him, and I will take 
him away. Jesus saith untp her, 
Mary. She turned herself, and 
saith unto him, Rabboni ; which is 
to say. Master. Jesus saith unto 
her. Touch me not; for I am not yet 
ascended to my Father: but go to 
my brethren, and say unto them, I 
ascend unto my Father, and your 
Father ; and to my Gt)d, and your 
God. Mary Magdalene came and 
told the disciples that she had seen 
the Lord, and that be had spoken 
these things unto her. 

Mat. 28: 9. And as they went to 
tell his disciples, behold, Jesus met 
them, saying. All hail! And they 
came and held him by the feet, and 
worshipped him. 

John 20: 19. Then tbe same day 
at evening, being the first day of the 
week, when tbe doors were shut, 
where the disciples were assembled 
for fear of the Jews, came Jesus, 
and stood in the midst, and saith 
unto them. Peace be unto you. And 
when he had so said, be showed 
unto them his hands and his side. 
Then were the disciples glad when 
they saw the Lord. Then said Je- 
sus to them again, Peace be unto 
you: as my Father hath sent me^ 
even so send I you« And when he 
had said this, he breathed on tbenii 
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and saith unto them, Receive ye 
the Holy Ghost. Whose soever 
sins ye remit, they are remitted unto 
them ; and wlioi^e soever sins ye 
retain, they are retained. 

IT But Thomas, one of the twelve, 
Called Didymus, was not with them 
when Jesu-s came. The other dis- 
ci[des therefore said unro him. We 
have seen the Lord. But he said 
unto them, Except I shall see in his 
hands the print of the nails, and 
put my finder into the print of the 
nails, and thrust my hand into his 
side, I will not believe. And after 
ei^ht days again his disciples were 
within, and Thomas with them. 
Then came Jesus, the doors being 
shut, and stood in the midst, and 
said. Peace be unto you. Then 
saith he to Thomas, Keach hither 
thy finger, and behold my hands ; 
and reach hither thy hand, and 
thrust it into my side ; and be not 
faithless, but believing. And Thom- 
as answered and said unto him, My 
Lord and my God. Jesus saith 
unto him, Thomas, because thou 
hast seen me, thou hast believed: 
blessed are they that have not seen, 
and yet have believed. 

Mat. 28: 16. Then the eleven 
disciples went away into Galilee, 
into a mountain where Jesus had 
appointed them. And when they 
saw him, they worshiped him: but 
some doubted. And Jesys came, 
and spake unto them, saying. All 
power is given unto me in heaven 
and in earth. Go ye therefore, and 
teach all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost ; teach- 
ing them to observe all things what- 
soever I have commanded you: and 
lo, I am with you always, even unto 
the end of the world. Amen. 

John 21: 1. After these things 
Jesus showed himself again to the 
disciples at the sea of Tiberias: and 
on this wise showed he himself. 
There were together Simon Peter, 
and Thomas called Didymus, and 
Nathanael of Cana in Galilee, and 
the sons of Zebedee, and two other 
of his disciples. Simon Peter saith 
unto them, I go a-fishing. They 
Say unto him. We also go with thee. 
They went forth, and entered into 
ft ship immediately ; and that nigh( 
they caught nothing. But when 



; the morning was now come, Jesus 
stood on the shore: but the disci- 
ples know not that it was Jesus. 

IT Then Jesus saith unto them, 
Children, have ye any meat? They 
answered him, No. And he said 
unto them, Cast the net on the right 
side of the .^hip, and ye shall find. 
They cast therefore, and now they 
were not able to draw it for the 
multitude of fi-hes. Therefore that 
disciple whom Jesus loved saith 
Qnto Peter, It is the Lord. Now 
when Simon Peter heard that it was 
the Lord, he girt his fisher's coat 
unto him, (for he was naked,) and 
did cast himself into the sea. And 
the other disciples came in a little 
ship, (for they were not far from 
land, but as it were two hundred 
cubits,) dragging the net with fish- 
es. As soon then as they were come 
to land, they saw a fire of coals 
there ; and fish laid thereon, and 
bread. Jesus saith unto them, 
Bring of the fish which ye have 
now caught. Simon Peter went up, 
and drew the net to land full of 
great fishes, a hundred and fifty and 
three: and for all there were so 
many, yet was not the net broken. 
Jesus saith unto them. Come and 
dine. And none of the disciples 
durst ask him. Who art thou? 
knowing that it was the Lord. Je- 
sus then Cometh, and taketh bread, 
and giveth them, and fish likewise. 
This is now the third time that 
Jesus showed himself to his disci- 
ples, after that he was risen from 
the dead. So when they had dined, 
Jesus saith to Simon Peter; Simon, 
son of Jonas, Invest thou me more 
than these? He saith unto him, 
Yea Lord: thou knowest that I love 
thee. He saith unto him, Feed my 
Iambs. He saith to him again the 
second time, Simon, son of Jonas, 
lovest thou me ? He saith unto him, 
Yea, Lord: thou knowest that I 
love thee. He saith unto him. Feed 
my sheep. He saith unto him the 
third time, Simon, son of Jonas, 
lovest thou me ? Peter was grieved, 
because he said unto him the third 
time, Lovest thou me ? And he said 
unto him, Lord, thou knowest all 
things ; thou knowest that I love thee. 
Jesus saith unto him. Feed my sheep. 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
When thou wast young, thou gird- 
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edst thyself, and wajkedst whither 
thou wouldest: but when thou shalt 
be old, thou shalt stretch forth thy 
bands, and another 8hall gird thee, 
and carry thee whither thou woujd- 
estnot. This spake he,si;rnifyingby 
what death he should glorify God. 
And when he had spoken this, he 
saith unto him, Follow me. Then 
Peter, turning about, seeth the dis- 
ciple whom Jesus loved following; 
which also leaned on his breast at 
supper, and said, Lord, which is he 
that betrayeth thee? Peter seeing 
him, saith to Jesus, Lord, and what 
shall this man do.^ Jesus saith un- 
to him. If I will that he tarry till I 
come, what is that to thee.^ Follow 
thou me. Then went this saying 
abroad among the brethren, that 
that disciple should not die: yet Je- 
sus said not unto him, He shall not 
die; but, If I will that he tarry till I 
come, what is that to thee.^ 

Luke 24: 45. Then opened he 
their understanding, that they might 
understand the scriptures, and said 
unto th^m. Thus it is written, and 
thus it behoved Christ to suffer, and 
to rise from the dead the third day; 
and that repentance and remission 
of sins should be preached in his 
name among all nations, beginning 
at Jerusalem. And ye are witnesses 
of these things. And, behold, I send 
the promise of my Father upon you : 
but tarry ye in the city of Jerusa- 
lem, until ye be endued with power 
from on high. 



§ 14. THE ASCENSION. 

Acts 1 : 4. And, being assembled 



together with them, commanded 
them that they should not depart 
from Jerusalem, but wait for the 
promise of the Father, which, saith 
he, ye have heard of me. For John 
truly baptized with water; but ye 
shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost not many days hence. When 
they therefore were come together, 
they asked of him, saying. Lord, 
wilt thou at this time restore again 
the kingdom to Israel? And he 
said unto them. It is not for you to 
know the times or the seasons, which 
the Father hath put in his own pow- 
er. But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be witnesses 
unto me both in Jerusalem, and in 
all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth. 
And when he had spoken these 
things, while they beheld, he was 
taken up; and a cloud received him 
out of their sight. And, while they 
looked steadfastly toward heaven as 
he went up, behold, two men stood 
by them in white apparel ; which 
also said. Ye men of Galilee, why 
stand ye gazing up into heaven? 
this same Jesus, which is taken np 
from you into heaven, shall so come 
in like manner as ye have seen him 
go into heaven. 

Luke 24: 50. And he led them 
out as far as to Bethany; and he 
lifted up his hands, and blessed 
them. And it came to pass, while 
he blessed them, he was parted from 
them, and carried up into heaven. 
And they worshipped him, and re- 
turned to Jerusalem with great 

joy-
